Dear  Mr.  Rivers: 

TKe  surrender  of  the  enemy  in  the  Pacific  brings  to  a  close 
tbe  world  conflict  in  which  our  country  has  been  engaged 
for  the  past  four  years.  During  this  period  the  Bureau  of 
Yards  and  Docks,  as  the  construction  agency  for  the  Navy, 
awarded  contracts  for  the  construction  of  vital  Navy  shore 
facilities  costing  approximately  $6,000,000,000.  ,  At  this  tre- 
mendous war  construction  program  terminates,  I  wish  to 
extend  to  you  and  through  you  to  the  International  Unions 
constituting  the  Building  Trades  Department  of  tl:ie  A.  F.  of 
L.  my  sincere  appreciation  for  your  wholehearted  coopera- 
tion in  the  completion  of  this  program  which  included  con- 
struction of  air  stations,  operating  bases,  repair  bases,  dry 
docks,  training  stations,  storage  fuel  and  ammunition  stor- 
age depots,  hospitals,  etc.  The  outstanding  record  achieved 
by  the  building  trades  in  the  construction  of  these  facilities 
is  equaled  only  by  their  achievement  in  successfully  assisting 
in  the  recruiting  of  Seabees  when,  in  the  early  days  of  the 
war,  the  battalions  were  urgently  required  for  construction 
work  in  combat  areas  overseas. 

It  can  be  recalled  that  prior  to  the  entrance  of  the  United 
States  in  the  war,  the  building  trades,  through  the  Building 
l^ades  Department,  entered  into  a  memorandum  agi-eement 
with  the  government  construction  agencies   in  which  the 


unions  agreed  not  to  strike  for  any  reason  whatsoever  during 
the  war  emergency,  and  otherwise  agreed  on  the  stabiliza- 
tion of  wages  and  working  conditions  on  federal  war  con- 
struction. This  agreement,  which  is  still  in  operation, 
effectively  eliminated  the  major  causes  of  labor  disputes 
and  provided  for  a  Board  to  hear  real  disputes. 

Later,  in  May,  1942,  the  building  trades  unions  supple- 
mented this  by  agreeing  to  stabilize  wages  in  the  construc- 
tion industry  at  rates  prevailing  1  July  1942,  which  action 
was  taken  some  time  prior  to  the  enactment  of  federal  legis- 
lation to  stabilize  the  national  economy. 

Throughout  the  period  of  the  war  as  it  became  progress- 
ively more  difficult  to  effectively  man  construction  projects, 
the  building  trades  unions  ably  assisted  in  recruiting 
laborers  and  mechanics.  Such  efforts  were  very  successful 
in  spite  of  the  remoteness  of  certain  projects  from  centers 
of  population  and  the  unhealthy  working  conditions,  bad 
weather,  etc.,  that  obtained  oh  several  projects. 

The  building  trades  and  the  Building  Trades  Department 
of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  have  achieved  a  record  of  performance  of 
which  they  may  well  be  proud.

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Announcing  a  Significant  Development  in 
Industry-Labor  Cooperation 


Flans  for  reconversion  and  more  jobs  for  the  post- 
war effort  in  the  Building  Industry  have  just  received 
strong  and  important  reinforcements  from  a  new  and 
most  significant  source.  Organized  labor,  represented 
by  two  of  the  oldest  A.  F.  of  L.  building  trades 
unions,  and  management,  as  rei)resentecl  by  the 
contractor  employers  of  their  craftsmen,  have  ar- 
ranged to  cooperate  in  a  national  educational- 
publicity  campaign. 

Utilizing  research,  publicity,  advertising  and  general 
promotional  methods,  as  distinguished  from  the 
customary  organizing  activities  of  the  unions,  the 
Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers  International  Union, 
through  Wm.  J.  McSorley,  their  president,  has  joined 
hands  with  the  Operative  Plasterers  and  Cement  Fin- 
ishers International  .Association  (Union)  of  which 
John  E.  Rooney  is  president,  and  with  tlie  Contracting 
Plasterers  International  Association,  headed  by  Oscar 
A.  Reum,  president,  to  estal)lish.  effective  early  in 
.August,  1945.  the  Xational  Foundation  for  Lathing 
and  Plastering. 

The  Foundation  jjlans  to  formulate  Standards 
designed  to  i)rovide  for  ])rivatel}-  as  well  as  publicly 
financed  and  owned  buildings  of  all  types,  lathing 
and  plastering  of  a  quality  which  will  assure  economy 
in  first  as  well  as  in  maintenance  costs.  The  Standards 
contemplate  interior  and  exterior  finishes  which  lend 
themselves  to  modern  as  well  as  the  more  conven- 
tional styles  and  forms  of  architecture,  and  to 
emphasize  the  decorative  values  and  advantages  of 
attractively  plastered  surfaces. 

Of  special  interest  to  the  Construction  Industry, 
whose  proper  functioning  spells  jobs  for  man}'  mil- 
lions and  whose  progress  is  intimately  related  to  the 
well  being  of  the  nation,  is  the  Foundations  announced 
plan  to  foster  the  use  of  construction  materials  and 
practices  which  will  assure  permanent  property 
values. 

The  sponsors  affirm  that  if  the  present  trend  toward 
individual  home  ownership  is  to  continue  as  the  driv- 
ing force  in  post-war  building,  intending  purchasers 
must  be  assured  of  construction  values  which  w^'JI 
outlive  the  mortgage.  At  the  same  time  they  piust 
be  provided  with  comfortable,  cheerful  "homey" 
dwellings  purchasable  with  a  reasonable  do^n  pay- 
ment and  with  carrying  charges  readily  m-^t  because 
of  the  low  cost  of  bn'^^'^g  maintenance  and  upkeep. 
These  obie'-*-'^'^  cannot  be  attained  unless  the  build- 
inc'  -cructures  themselves  are  of  a  type  which  \v\]\ 
be  conducive  to  the  maintenance  of  ])roperty  values 
and  the  security  of  soundly  established  communities. 


Houses  and  apartments  lacking  essential  creature 
comforts,  wasteful  of  fuel  and  costly  to  maintain, 
built  only  with  an  eye  for  ))roducing  emergency  shel- 
ter, are  destined  to  degenerate  into  slums.  If  further 
encouraged,  these  and  other  houses  built  only  to 
qualify  on  a  price  basis,  will  parasitically  and  inevit- 
ai)ly  destroy  the  value  of  soundly  constructed  sur- 
rounding property.  It  is  the  latter  which  carries  the 
tax  supporting  structures  of  many  communities. 

The  building  industry,  says  the  Lathing  and  Plas- 
tering Foundation,  must  again  offer  values  compar- 
able with  those  of  the  many  other  industries  and 
services  competing  for  John  Q.  Public's  dollars. 

Experiences  of  the  recent  past  with  stripped,  vic- 
tory model  wartime  construction  which  provides  a 
dul)ious  equity  for  dollars  ])aid  in  must  make  way, 
not  for  the  will-of-the-wisp  so-called  "miracle"  houses 
of  fleeting  fame  and  costly  (for  the  owner)  experi- 
ment, but  for  well-designed  and  well-constructed 
buildings  of  durable  materials. 

The  much-maligned  building  industry  has  con- 
structed, in  the  past,  millions  of  such  permanent, 
weii-built  dwelling  units,  ft  will  continue  doing  so 
in  the  future.  The  local  builders  and  contractors  and 
the  I)uil(ling  trades  mechanics  employed  by  them  are 
community  assets.  They  live  and  make  their  living 
there.  Their  work  has  to  stand  up  if  they  are  to  be 
assured  of  a  future  and  an  expanding  market  in  which 
to  ply  their  trades  and  continue  their  businesses. 

Giving  of  sound  building  values  is  important  as 
well,  to  the  numerous  producers  of  all  manner  of 
building  materials,  appliances  and  devices,  to  manu- 
facturers and  dealers  in  house  furnishings  to  realtors, 
the  public  utilities  and  general  business  and  to  many 
other  factoft  interested  in  and  related  to  community 
life  and  its  weJI-being. 

This  forward  step  taken  jointly  by  two  interna- 
tional unions  long  steeped  in  the  traditions  of  the 
Americ-an  Federation  of  Labor,  and  a  well-organized 
seguient  of  industry-management  represented  by  a 
national  association  of  plastering  contractors,  to  safe- 
guard their  joint  futures,  will  be  watched  with  gen- 
uine interest  by  all  concerned  with  the  progress  of 
the  Construction  Industry.  It  comes  at  a  time  when 
the  nation's  leaders  are  bending  every  effort  to  relax 
controls  and  to  provide  scarce  materials  so  that  this 
giant  industry,  bound  down  and  subordinated  to  the 
war  effort  for  over  three  years,  can  resume  its  for- 
mer place  and  function  in  giving,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
employment  to  11  jjer  cent  of  the  nation's  workers.

I'or  heroic 
achievement  in  action  on  14  A])ril,  1045,  near  Sprada,  Italy. 
With  insufficient  (hnlig'ht  left  to  thoroughly  clear  an  area  be- 
fore the  objective,  a  platoon  of  mountain  troopers  advancing 
on  the  left  of  an  enemy  held  hill  simultaneously  came  under 
fire  from  the  rear,  left  and  front.  Hemmed  in.  Private  Don- 
nelly, one  of  a  grouj)  of  four,  wormed  his  way  to  within 
twenty-five  yards  of  the  enemy  emplacement.  Dodging  small 
arms  fire  and  grenades  thrown  at  him,  he,  firing  his  rifle, 
steadily  advanced  until  he  forced  the  surrender  of  five  enemy 
and  enabled  the  remainder  of  the  platoon  to  reach  the  shelter 
of  a  building  and  then  resume  the  attack  securing  the  objec- 
tive and  the  taking  of  eighteen  prisoners.  His  aggressiveness 
and  astonishing  courage  entitles  him  to  credit  and  tiibute  right- 
fully in  keeping  with  the  heroic  traditions  of  the  United  States 
Army.  Entered  the  Military  Service  from  Los  Angeles,  Cali- 
fornia.

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GREATEST  DRIVE  AGAINST  JOBS-FOR-ALL 
IN  U.  S.  HISTORY

WASHINGTON  —  (Special  to  IN  FACT)  —  Al- 
though the  war  has  shown  there  can  be  jobs  for  all, 
there  arc  many  who  claim  thin  cannot  continue  in 
peacetime.  They  ridicule  and  argue  against  60,000,- 
000  jobs,  which  Wallace  called  full  employment. 
They  call  the  new  Murray- Wagner-Patman  Full 
Hmployment  Bill  (S  380;  HR  2202)  the  "Fool"  Em- 
ployment Bill  (Newsweek,  June  18). 

Right  now  the  greatest  propaganda  drive  America 
has  ever  seen  is  being  directed  against  jobs  for  all. 
One  indirect  attack  is  led  by  fascists  and  reaction- 
aries using  Friedrich  A.  Hayek's  book  "The  Road 
to  Serfdom"  which  Reader's  Digest  featured  as  part 
of  its  big-business  anti-labor  propaganda.  Hayek  is 
an  Austrian,  now  teaching  in  London. 

The  Digest  reprint  is  being  mailed  to  every  mem- 
ber of  Congress,  but  no  address  of  the  sender  is  given. 
There  is  little  doubt,  however,  that  the  sinister  force 
behind  the  Hayek  propaganda  is  the  Nat'l  Ass'n 
of  Manufacturers. 

NAM  Promotes  a  Book 

On  May  23,  1945,  NAM  Pres.  Ira  Mosher  sent  his 
12,000  members  a  special  Reader's  Digest  Hayek  re- 
print with  a  form  letter  saying  this  propaganda  piece 
analyzed  "the  dangers  of  government  planning"  and 
showed  the  soundness  of  "individual  free  enterprise." 
The  Hayek  book  was  dismissed  as  fascist  propa- 
ganda by  the  entire  liberal-labor  press  of  Britain  last 
year,  but  is  widely  approved  by  the  entire  reactionary 
pro-fascist  press  of  the  U.  S.  Hayek  attacks  every 
measure  of  social  direction  of  a  nation's  economy. 
He  claims  that  planning  means  destruction  of  indi- 
vidual liberty. 

In  addition  to  the  Digest,  the  Luce  publications, 
Time,  Life,  and  Fortune — leading  so-called  lib- 
erals such  as  Henry  Hazlitt,  now  of  the  N.  Y. 
Times,  have  made  the  Hayek  book  a  big  weapon 
against  jobs-for-all.  They  have  aided  the  NAM 
the  U.  S..  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  numerous 
corporation  public  relations  agents  peddling  the 
same  theme.  The  Hearst  press  endorsed  Hayek 
later  than  the  rest  (See  N.  Y.  Mirror,  May  25), 
but  the  Scripps-Howard  and  McCormick  papers 
and  all  reactionaries  in  Congress  took  up  the 
campaign  months  ago. 

NAM  Intimidated  the  Radio 

Amazing  and  alarming  proof  of  the  power  of  the 
anti-jobs-for-all  forces  was  given  by  the  radio  also. 
The  Words,  at  War  program,  dramatizing  books  to 
help  win  the  war  (which,  incidentally,  is  a  war  against 


tascism,  and  fascism  is  reaction)  took  up  Sir  Wm. 

Heveridge's  "Full  Employment  in  a  Free  Society" 

April  3,  NBC  network.    The  British  liberal's  book 

supplied  a  fine  social  welfare  program. 

Immediately  the  NAM  organized  a  protest. 
The  radio  chains  know  that  NAM  members  do 
about  80  per  cent  of  all  the  advertising  ($2,000,- 
000,000  a  year,  not  $2,000,000  as  stated  last  week), 
they  know  the  NAM  is  the  most  powerful  force 
in  the  nation.  The  NAM  demanded  that  the  Full 
Employment  book  be  answered  by  dramatization 

■  of  Hayek's  "Road  to  Serfdom,"  the  best  propa- 
ganda for  "individual  enterprise"  and  against 
public  welfare.  The  NAM  pressure  worked,  and 
in  May  the  Hayek  book  was  dramatized  over 
NBC.  ' 

One  of  the  slickest  weapons  against  jobs  in  an  il- 
lustrated primer  called  "How  to  Live"  by  Fred  G. 
Clark  and  Richard  Stanton  Rimanoczy.  It  is  being 
circulated  free  to  schools,  libraries,  etc.  It  is,  iron- 
ically, dedicated  "to  Amcriaa's  fifty  million  workers 
in  whose  continued  welfare  lies  the  future  greatness 
of  our  nation."  It  carries  endorsements  by  Norman 
Thomas,  Henry  J.  Taylor,  Boris  Shishkin  (AFL), 
James  B.  Carey  (CIO),  Rufus  Tucker  of  General 
Motors,  John  W.  Scoville  of  Chrysler,  Edgar  M. 
Queeny  of  Monsanto  Chemical,  John  W.  Davis, 
Hearst's  Prof.  Lewis  Haney,  Hearst's  Rupert  Hughes, 
Wheeler  McMillen,  editor  of  Pew's  "Farm  Journal," 
H.  W.  Prentis,  former  NAM  president,  etc. 

Anti- Labor  Fascists  Get  Labor  Leaders*  O.  K. 

Union  leaders  and  workers  may  be  surprised  to  find 
labor  leaders  among  Clark's  endorsers,  hut  this  is 
not  the  only  instance  where  fascist  outfits  have  trap- 
ped anti-fascists.  Both  Green  of  AFL  and  Murray 
of  CIO  have  endorsed  Buchmanism  despite  the  fact 
that  Buchman  endorsed  Hitler,  and  Buchman's  i>res- 
cnt  propaganda  is  aimed  to  disarm  labor.  Buchman 
is  subsidized  by  America's  most  notorious  anti-labor 
employers  but  Buchman  lists  more  than  100  leading 
labor  men  as  his  endorsers. 

Clark  is  a  notorious  native  fascist.    H'e  once 
headed    the    Crusaders,    which    Senator  (now 
Justice)  Black's  Lobby  Investigation  exposed  as 
not  only  pro-fascist,  anti-Semitic  and  anti-labor, 
but  secretly  subsidized  by  the  duPonts. 
One  of  the  main  themes  of  the  present  Clark  propa- 
ganda book  is  that  high  wages  cause  unemployment. 
Workers  are  urged  to  favor  low  wages. 

Press  Almost  Unanimous  vs.  Jobs-for-AlI  Bill 

The  U.  S.  press  is  almost  100  per  cent  opposed  to 
the  Murray-Wagne-Putnam  employment  bill.  Hearst's 
N.  Y.  Journal-American  (June  13)  published  a  car- 
toon showing  the  American  eagle  looking  into  a  steel 
trap  with  the  bait  in  the  form  of  a  bag  of  gold  called 
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"full  employment."  The  trap  itself  is  labeled,  "For- 
(Mgn  dictatorshii)  of  Anu'iica's  internal  affairs." 

"Pouring  more  (luvemnienl  money  inlo  I  lie  spend- 
ing stream"  as  a  cure  for  unemployment,"  says  the 
N.  Y.  Times,  is  "like  trying  to  put  out  a  fire  with 
gasoline,"  since  "the  great  threat  is  inflation." 

Henry  Hazlitt,  chief  economist,  N.  Y.  Times,  has 
attacked  the  idea  of  "government  restraints"  or  any 
other  active  role  by  government  to  help  create  jobs. 
While  Hazlitt  used  to  masquerade  as  a  liberal,  he  now 
uses  the  same  blunt,  laissez-faire  arguments,  based 
on  a  low  wage  level  for  workers,  as  any  NAM  spokes- 
man. 

"l''ree  competition  tends  to  restore  (piickly 
etjuilibrium  in  the  economy.  Paralysis  and  stale- 
mate are  caused  by  ])rices  and  wages  that  are  too 
high.  ...  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to 
assure  a  fair  open  field  for  free  competition  by 
not  putting  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  fullest 
operation  of  a  free  enterprise  system."  (N.  Y. 
Times,  June  24,  1945.) 

Newspapers  auid  Magazines  Attack 

The  plan  "would  mean  deficit  financing  and  ever- 
growing debt  as  a  permanent  Government  policy," 
says  the  Columbus  Citizen,  and  "would  fatally  dis- 
courage  private  investment   in  job-creating  enter- 
prises." 

The  Baltimore  Sun  believes  "the  plan  might  well 
precipitate  or  deepen  depression  trends,"  since  presi- 
dential prophesies  "would  invariably  tend  to  make  the 
statistical  guesses  come  true,"  and  "though  it  pre- 
tends to,  it  offers  no  certain^matters,"  since  "the  po- 
litical pressures  which  play  upon  the  President  would 
often  prevent  his  suggesting  any  change  of  federal 
policy  .  .  .  for  the  relief  of  business." 

The  Saturday  Evening  Post  (Curtis  Publishing 
Co.),  whose  president,  Walter  D.  Fuller,  is  an  NAM 
director,  last  May  had  an  elaborate  pooh-pooh  arti- 
cle, with  fancy  statistics,  and  the  usual  cry  of  "com- 
munism." 

According  to  Ralph  Robey  in  an  article  in  News- 
week entitled  "The  60,000,000  Job  Fantasy,"  "We  not 
only  will  not  have  60,000,000  employed  in  the  immedi- 
ate postwar  period,  but  as  a  nation  it  would  be  a 
cause  of  profound  regret,  and  contrary  to  our  general 
welfare,  if  that  many  of  us  have  to  fill  jobs  when 
the  war  is  over."  (Feb.  19,  1945.) 

The  U.  S,  Chamber  of  Commerce  declares :  "  .  .  .  the 
notion  that  what  we  can  do  in  war  jobs  (jobs  for  all), 
wc  can  do  in  peace,  is  not  realistic.  The  only  way 
in  which  we  can  do  it  is  by  abandoning  freedom.  .  ." 
(Full  Employment,  Its  Politics  and  Economics,  p. 
23). 

The  most*  recent  NAM  position  is  out-lined  in  an  il- 
histrated  pamphlet  called  "Prices,  Profits  and  Pro- 


duction," and  handed  to  the  House  lianking  and 
Currency  Coniniitlee  last  month  as  an  argument  for 
raising  prices.  The  panipiilet  argues  for  low  output 
and  high  ])rices  during  reconversion.  As  jjointed  out 
by  Uonald  Montgomery  in  the  July  1  issue  of  the 
Auto  Worker,  this  proposal  for  profits  on  low  pro- 
duction "is  a  i)roposal  for  unemployment  and  de- 
pression." The  NAM  is  in  effect  threatening  a  strike 
during  reconversion  unless  the  government  raises 
prices. 

The  leading  spokesmen  for  the  auto  industry  have 
o])enly  tied  their  fight  against  full  employment  to 
their  war  against  organized  labor,  as  shown  in  a  sen- 
sational, documented  article  in  June  30  issue  of  The 
Nation  by  UAW  legislative  representative  Irving 
Richter.  Rufus  Tucker,  General  Motors  spokesman, 
is  (|uoted  saying,  "I  believe  that  three  million  is  the 
minimum  possible  allowance  for  unemployment."  He 
then  goes  on  to  show  that  at  least  four  million  others, 
or  the  men  and  women  "in  the  errvergency  labor 
fo  rce,  '  or  a  total  of  seven  million,  is  the  minimum  he 
expects  to  be  unemployed. 

A  Chrysler  spokeman  calls  the  right  to  a  job  "one 
of  the  most  absurd  of  current  fallacies,"  attainable 
only  by  "re])lacing  freedom  with  communism." 

Wilson  Warned  Against  Fascist  Trend 

In  Fact  reported  Jan.  3,  1944,  "The  e.xtreme  right, 
or  native  fascist  vieAv,  is  to  take  advantage  of  a  labor 
surplus  to  smash  the  unions  and  annul  labor's  gains 
under  the  New  Deal."  This  was  based  on  the  warn- 
ing issued  by  General  Electric^s  President,  Charles  E. 
Wilson,  in  a  speech  before  the  NAM  in  December, 
1943,  about  "the  possibility  that  a  right-wing  reaction 
may  draw  some  sections  of  capital  so  far  away  from 
our  traditions  as  to  imperil  the  entire  structure  of 
American  life  as  we  know  it."  Wilson,  we  now  learn, 
was  referring  to  some  leading  auto  manufacturers. 
Confirmation  of  this  charge  comes  from  the  automo- 
bile industry,  now  largely  controlled  by  duPont  and 
Morgan  money.  The  industry's  leading  spokesman, 
as  pointed  out  in  Richter's  article,  are  openly  fighting 
for  unemployment,  to  break  the  union,  to  go  back 
to  pre-union  wages.  Chrysler's  spokesman,  Scoville, 
said : 

"If  you  believe  in  economic  freedom  and  com- 
petition, then  you  will  be  opposed  to  collective 
bargaining.  .  .  .  Fair  wages  are  wages  that  are 
just  high  enough  to  attract  the  required  number 
of  employees  of  the  desired  quality.' 
No  clearer  explanation  could  he  wished  of  why  reac- 
tionary em])Ioyers  are  against  jobs  for  all,  and  agaimst 
unions.

GREATEST  DRIVE  AGAINST  JOBS-FOR-ALL 
IN  U.  S.  HISTORY

Detroit,  last  suHinier,  Walter  D.  Fuller,  speaking  for 
the  N.^M.  told  an  American  Legion  Conference  that 
wages  must  go  back  to  1939  levels  as  soon  as  the  war 
is  over,  and  he  coupled  this  with  an  attack  on  the 
annual  wage  and  full  employment. 

Here  is  how  the  ])ropaganda  is  shaping  up  in  Con- 
gress, according  to  the  UAW  magazine  Ammunition 
(June,  1945).  Lewis  .\.  Dibble,  appearing  as  an  NAM 
ofTicial  in  a  secret  meeting  of  Re])ublican  leaders,  said: 


"We  won  t  have  more  than  $108,000,000,000  in 
national  income  after  the  war.    There  is  no  rea- 
son for  Congress  to  aim  any  higher." 
This  income  figure  means  about  13,000,000  unem- 
ployed.    The    NAM    lobbyists    continue    to  work 
against  any  government  activity  or  spending,  to  help 
lower  the  13,000,000  figure. 

The  X.\M  spokesmen  in  Congress  echo  this  line. 
Senator  Robert  A.  Taft  said: 

"T  dotit  think  we  can  employ  all  the  people,  and 
certainly  not  at  present  wages. 

Representative  Knutson,  a  hard-bitten  pro-fascist 
from  Minnesota,  and  ranking  minority  member  of  the 
powerful  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  said  last  year, 
(luring  debate  on  a  reconversion  bill :  "Wc  can  deal 
with  the  unemployment  problem  when  we  get  it." 
It  is  Knutson,  who  has  for  years  made  no  effort  to 
conceal  his  contempt  for  workers,  who  has  his  Ways 
and  Means  post  to  fight  ft)r  greater  profits  for  cor- 
lK)rations,  a  sales  tax  against  the  ])oor,  and  similar 
measures  who  has  now  come  forward  with  a  bill 
Ostensibly  designed  to  protect  ".  .  .  seniority  rights 
and  job  reinstatement  for  veterans." 

This  seniority  bill  carries  into  the  legislative  field 
the  battle  being  conducted  by  the  Big  Three  in  the 
auto  industry  and  the  NAM  for  "super  seniority  for 
veterans'  which  is  designed  to  convince  the  veteran 
that  he  can  obtain  a  job  only  by  fighting  against  or- 
ganized labor  and,  specifically,  organized  labor's  hard- 
won  job  seniority. 

Rep.  Dudley  C  Roc,  Democrat  of  Maryland,  whose 
grain  firm  of  W.  D.  Roe'&  Son  was  recently  indicted 
for  price  chiseling,  said : 

".  .  .  there  is  much  loose  talk  about  an  unwork- 
able, unAmerican  proposal  to  provide  full  em- 
ployment after  the  war.  ...  we  cannot  have  full 
employment  by  Federal  legislation  and  at  the 
same  time  retain  freedom  and  the  American  way 
of  life."  (Congressional  Record,  June  6,  1945,  p. 
A2905.) 

Senators  Vandenberg  and  Connally  fought  against 
the  inclusion  of  full  em])loyment  in  the  World  Char- 
ter adopted  at  San  Francisco. 

These  Congressmen  are  being  answered  by  mem- 
bers of  both  Houses.  Rep.  Helen  Douglas  said  on  the 
floor  March  2,  1945  : 

"In  a  very  real  sense,  insurance  of  full  em- 
ployment in  the  ITnited  States  is  today  the  hot- 
test story  in  the  world.  If  we  can  achieve  it, 
our  children  and  "their  children  can  know  peace, 
security,  opportunity  and  happiness.  .  .  ."

To  aoioin])lis!i  this  task,  Scliwellenhach,  former 
Senator  and  federal  judge  of  Si)okane,  Wash.,  brought 
with  him  six  old  and  trusted  friends  who  will  "be 
my  eyes  and  ears"  in  deteruiinin}^  the  how  and  where 
of  reorganization. 

Need  of  legislation  might  delay  the  jjrograni,  he 
conceded  at  a  news  conference  shortly  after  he  was 
sworn  in. 

Some  of  the  agencies  which  he  will  ccMisider  bring- 
ing under  the  Labor  Department  include  the  Na- 
tional Labor  Relations  Board,  the  War  Labor  Board, 
the  U.  S.  Employment  Service  and  various  labor  ad- 
visory committees  in  the  War  Production  Board 
and  the  WMC. 

The  six  persons  whom  the  new  Secretary  brought 
in  for  the  job  are : 

Dr.  Johti  R.  Steelman,  former  head  of  the  U.  S. 
Conciliation  Service,  who  gavo  up  his  government 
post  last  November  6. 

Carl  Moran  of  Rockland,  Me.,  former  member  of 
the  House  and  of  the  Maritime  Commission. 

John  Carson,  secretary  to  the  late  Senator  Couzens 
of  Michigan  and  later  with  the  National  League  of 
Cooperatives. 

Edward  Connelly,  U.  S.  district  attorney  at  Spo- 
kane, Wash. 

A.  A.  LaFramboise,  for  the  past  four  years  Judge 
Schwellenbach's  clerk. 

Ike  Comaux,  controller  of  the  Seattle  city  light 
system  and  former  Bonneville  Dam  Executive. 

Schwellenbach  disclosed  that  he  would  meet  with 
representatives  of  the  AFL,  CIO,  United  Mine  Work- 
ers and  Railroad  Brotherhoods. 

Organized  labor  has  had  one  important,  and  rela- 
tively unpublicized  criticism  of  the  Labor  Department 
during  the  past  12  years  which  union  leaders  hope  will 
be  rectified  by  Schwellenbach.  The  Labor  Depart- 
ment, it  is  claimed,  has  not  represented  organized  la- 
bor in  the  way  that  the  Agriculture  Department  has 
represented  the  interests  of  farmers  and  the  Com- 
merce Department  represented  the  interests  of  busi- 
ness. Officials  of  all  sections  of  labor  have  argued 
that  organized  labor  never  got  the  same  break 
through  what  was  supposed  to  be  their  government 
department  that  bu^nessmen  and  farmers  did  through 
theirs.  The  Labor  Department,  it  is  claimed,  has  al- 
ways taken  an  aloof  attitude  and  a  position  that  its 


iiniclion  was  chiefly  that  of  arbitration  rather  than 
I  (  presentat  ion. 

lMC(lucntly  the  Department's  liurcau  of  Labor 
Statistics  has  been  under  fire  by  both  AbL  and  C^IO 
for  its  cost-of-living  estimates  which  differed  greatly 
from  union  figures.  Nevertheless,  the  BLS  figures 
were  used  again  and  again,  no  matter  how  often 
refund  by  trade  union  leaders,  to  support  retention 
of  ilic  Little  Steel  forniulu  and  the  wage  freeze.  BLS 
cost-of-living  figures  are  still  used  to  keep  the  lid 
down  on  wage  raises  that  all  sections  of  organized 
labor  have  demanded. 

One  of  the  first  shakeups  in  the  Labor  Depart- 
ment that  labor  leaders  expect  from  Schwellenbach 
is  in  the  department's  press  and  information  section. 
The  present  information  chief,  J.  V.  Fitzgerald,  has 
been  the  subject  of  frequent  criticism  by  trade  unions 
for  his  lack  of  interest  in  and  sympathy  for  the  trade 
union  movement.  In  addition  he  is  held  responsible 
for  Iniilding  a  wall  around  Miss  Perkins  that  both 
labor  and  daily  journalists  have  found  great  difficulty 
in  penetrating. 

 o  

Plans  for  post-war  construction  projects  totaling 
7  to  9  billion  dollars  have  been  completed  or  begun. 
I'rivately  financed  projects  totaling  several  more 
billion  dollars  are  in  the  planning  stage  or  are  ready 
for  the  award  of  contracts  when  governmental  re- 
strictions are  removed  and  materials  are  available. 
More  than  30  billion  in  construction  projects,  for  the 
first  few  years  after  the  war,  have  been  proposed, 
Init  have  not  entered  the  planning  stage. 

Less  than  1  billion  dollars  of  the  projects,  for  which 
plans  have  been  completed  or  started,  are  to  be  pri- 
vately financed.  The  remainder  w^ill  be  financed 
()rimarily  by  state  and  local  governments  and  ap- 
proximately 11/2  billion  by  the  federal  government. 

Only  a  small  part  of  the  proposed  industrial,  com- 
mercial, and  other  privately  financed  construction, 
which  will  be  undertaken  after  the  war,  has  been 
annoimced.  Normally  privately  financed  construc- 
tion accounts  for  60  to  75  per  cent  of  total  building 
volume. 

Constrtiction  can  act  as  a  cushion  against  the 
shocks  of  reconversion  and  provide  employment  while 
other  industries  are  preparing.  Restrictions  on 
building  must  be  relaxed  sufficiently  to  permit 
enough  construction  to  absorb  unemployment  as  it 
develops. 

Provisions  must  be  made  for  the  manufacture  of 
enough  building  materials  so  that  work  may  proceed 
without  delay  on  projects  needed  for  the  civilian 
economy. 
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There  is  an  old  adage  about  "experience  being  the 
best  toacher,"  which  has  probably  been  abused  more 
than  the  usual  run  of  old  saws.  The  trouble  with 
most  of  these  sayings  is  that  at  best  they  only  state 
half  the  case.  This  is  especially  true  in  the  above 
quotation. 

Did  you  ever  stop  to  think  that  you  cai)italize  on 
very  little  of  your  experience?  Ivvcry  day  of  your 
life  you  have  an  experience  of  some  kind  or  other 
from  which  yon  could  and  should  have  a  lesson.  How 
many  times  do  you? 

Yes,  you  have  guessed  it,  we  are  going  to  talk 
safety. 

After  a  close  call,  do  you  stop  and  take  yourself 
to  task  for  your  carelessness?  If  you  don't  and 
won't  learn  to,  you  will  either  end  up  in  the  poor 
house  or  the  hospital. 

Experience  which  teaches  nothing  is  lost.  You 
might  as  well  have  not  had  it,  because  out  of  it  you 
have  gained  nothing. 

We  often  hear  men  say  that  the  particular  job 
they  have  is  a  wonderful  experience.  One  is  some- 
times tempted  to  doubt  this  because  these  same  men 
can  be  seen  making  the  same  mistakes  day  in  and 
day  out  and  never  learning.  ' 

We  can  all  learn  a  great  lesson  from  the  success- 
ful men  around  us  if  we  will  take  the  time  to  stop 
and  study  them  and  their  methods,  carefully  and 
honestly.  One  thing  will  always  be  seen  in  their 
make-up — the  habit  of  introspection.  When  a  big 
man  inakes  a  mistake  you  will  invariably  find  that 
he  will  sto])  dead  in  his  tracks  and  make  up  his  mind 
why  he  made  the  mistake.  He  will  analyze  his  men- 
ial processes,  his  logic,  and  if  he  sees  he  is  at  fault, 
he  will  be  the  first  to  admit  it.  Now  the  mere  fact 
of  admitting  the  mistake  doesn't  do  him  very  inuch 
good.  To  say  "I'm  sorry"  is  very  easy.  It  is,  how- 
ever, the  first  step.  The  second  step  is  to  so  order 
your  mind  and  muscles  that  you  do  not  make  that 
mistake  again.  It  is  this  line  of  analyzation  that 
makes  of  introspection  a  valuable  thing.  There- 
fore stop  to  think,  to  reflect — and  profit  by  the  pro- 
cedure.

Some  of  the  states  also  grant  a  siinilar  exemption 
from  the  payment  of  quarterly  unemployment  insur- 
ance preiniums  to  organizations  which  are  exempted 
from  payment  of  federal  income  tax  under  Section 
11)1(1)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  For  informa- 
tion as  to  any  such  exemption  in  your  state,  consult 
the  State  Unemployment  Coniiicnsation  office  in 
your  district  before  filing  j'our  (|uarterly  state  un- 
employment tax  report,  stating  that  our  International 
and  its  subordintae  unions  have  been  exempted  from 
payment  of  federal  income  tax  under  Section  101(1) 
in  a  ruling  made  on  12-20-40  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue.

THE  POLL  TAX  MUST  GO 

The  passage  in  the  House  on  June  12  of  HR  7,  the 
bill  to  abolish  the  poll  tax,  by  a  smashing  majority 
of  251  to  105,  has  improved  the  prospects  of  the  bill's 
I)assage  in  the  Senate  and  of  the  final  elimination  of 
restrictions  upon  the  right  to  vote  of  some  three  mil- 
ion  Negroes  and  about  seven  million  poor  whites  dis- 
franchised by  the  poll  tax  in  the  Scwith.  The  poll 
tax  was  not  invented  as  a  measure  for  raising  reve- 
nue, but  as  a  restriction  ui)on  the  franchise  of  the 
common  people.  It  was  intended  to  serve  a  political, 
and  not  an  economic  purpose.  It  is  irreconcilable 
with  the  democratic  principles  on  which  our  govern- 
ment is  founded.  Those  who  invented  the  poll  tax 
were  inspired  by  a  fear  of  the  people's  votes,  and 
some  political  heads  are  sure  to  fall  after  HR  7  shall 
have  been  enacted  into  law. 

But  the  battle  is  not  yet  won.  The  bill  has  to  pass 
the  Senate.  A  majority  in  the  Senate  is  reported  to 
favor  the  bill,  and  it  is  reasonably  sure  to  pass  if  it 
is  brought  to  vote.  But  twice  before  in  recent  years 
a  bill  to  abolish  the  poll  tax  as  a  condition  for  voting 
was  defeated  in  the  Senate  by  a  filibuster  of  southern 
poll  taxers,  chiefly  so  by  Senator  Bilbo  of  Mississippi. 
This  must  not  happen  again.    Contrary  to  democratic 


princi])les,  the  will  of  a  minority,  instead  <>{  that  of 
the  majority,  has  prevailed  in  the  past. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing  the  House  has  adjourned 
for  the  summer,  and  the  Senate  is  aliout  to  adjourn 
to  reconvene  early  in  October.  Meanwhile  an  im- 
portant resiionsibility  devolves  u]<on  us.  The  Na- 
tional ('(inimittee  to  .\bolish  the  Poll  Tax,  whose 
executi\e  secretary  is  Mrs.  Katherine  Shryver,  has 
been  doing  splendid  work  in  behalf  of  the  anti-poll 
tax  bill,  but  they  are  in  pressing  need  of  our  help. 
The  l)i]rs  present  resting  place  is  with  the  Senate 
Ctininiittee  on  the  Judiciary.  The  problem  is  to 
prevail  uiion  this  Committee  to  report  out  the  bill 
favorably  immediately  after  Congress  reconvenes. 
Secretaries  of  local  unions  and  also  members  of  local 
unions  can  contribute  a  great  deal  for  the  achieve- 
ment of  this  end  by  contacting  in  person  members 
of  the  Committee  where  that  is  practical  or  by  writ- 
ing them,  insisting  that  the  bill  be  reported  out  favor- 
at)Iy  and  at  tlie  earliest  date  possible.  Members  of 
the  Committee  are  :

THE  LATHER 
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The  war  in  Euic)])c'  and  in  the  Pacific  is  now  over. 

We  have  peace  again,  what  now  ?  Will  it  be  like 
that  peace  of  191<^  which  began  to  crumble  so  swiftly, 
although  we  i)rofessed  blindness  to  its  crumbling 
until  1939?  Some  one  has  called  that  20-year  inter- 
val between  world  wars  "the  long  week-end." 

What  did  \\  r  do  when  thai  other  war  was  over? 
Well,  first  w  c  did  the  shimmy.  At  the  same  time  we 
went  in  for  Coue-ism  and  said  aloud,  50  times  each 
morning,  50  limes  each  night,  in  a  rash  of  autoin- 
toxication that  swept  the  world,  "Every  day  in  every 
way  I  get  better  and  better."  The  second  seemed 
to  be  that  I  got  better,  but  you  did  not,  for  with  this 
we  sang,  "There  may  be  flies  on  some  of  you  guys, 
but  there  ain't  no  flies  on  me." 

The  ladies  bobbed  their  hair  and  their  skirts  and 
abandoned  their  corsets.  Divorce,  smaller  (if  any) 
families,  and  companionate  marriage  came  in.  Wom- 
en were  vampires,  men  Sheikhs. 

We  had  time  ("on  our  hands"  the  song  said),  and 
we  did  our  best  to  destroy  it.  We  played  a  Chinese 
game  known  as  mah-jong.  We  sat  on  poles.  We  ran 
a  little  wooden  ball  up  and  down  a  string  for  hours 
on  end.  We  called  it  yo-yo  and  held  national  con- 
tests to  see  who  could  do  this  most  magnificently. 
We  pieced  together  jig-saw  pieces  of  cardboard  until 
we  made  them  into  pictures  we  already  knew.  We 
worked  cross-word  puzzles  by  day  and  by  night  and 
when  the  great  passion  for  this  dropped  every  adult 
in  the  countr)-  knew  that  ait  was  a  little  island  or 
a  hearty  meal,  and  Ra  an  Egyptian  god. 

We  created  the  beauty  parlor,  the  "permanent," 
colored  nail  polish,  the  crooner,  nylon,  the  moving 
jaw  of  gum  chewing,  rayon,  cellophane,  and  the 
installment  plan.  We  had  fought  a  war  "for  de- 
mocracy" so  we  revived  the  Ku  Klux  Klan.  We 
went  in  for  Bohemianism,  a  cult  remarkable  for  bad 
manners,  greasy  hair,  no  painting,  and  the  raising  of 
rents  on  garrets  to  such  a  prohibitive  state  that  true 
artists  had  to  move  out. 

We  tried  to  climb  the  highest  mountains,  fly  the 
longest  flights,  build  the  biggest  tombs,  and  write 
the  longest  books.  In  the  latter  category  it  was  a 
tie  between  one  about  going  with  the  wind  and  one 
about  Ulysses ;  few  finished  the  former  and  none 
could  understand  the  latter.  We  devoured  a  book 
about  how  to  make  friends  and  influence  people,  but 
it  came  too  late  in  the  period  to  do  any  good. 

New  w^ords  came  into  the  language — leftism,  di- 
rective, totalitarianism,  functionalism  (but  never  hu- 
manism) psychoanalysis.

Then  we  took  bets  on  war.  The  odds  were  inordi- 
nately against  it.  It  was  wholly  by  accident  that  we 
were  then  singing  a  song  called  "The  Merry-Go- 
Round  Broke  Down."

BURMA  ROAD  BUILDER  PLANS  NEW  LIFE- 
LINE FOR  CHINA'S  INDUSTRY 
By  Dr.  Chang  Kia-ngau 

l>asicaily  the  three  things  upon  which  China  has 
l)uilt  her  civilization  are  identical  with  those  which 
have  furnished  the  West  with  its  inherent  greatness, 
namely,  faith  in  a  Supreme  Power  guiding  the  des- 
tiny (if  the  nation,  adherence  to  moral  standards,  and 
the  sanctity  of  the  home.  It  will  be  more  essential 
than  ever  to  emphasize  these  as  China  emerges  from 
the  debris  of  war  and  enters  the  era  of  reconstruction. 
Ancient  Chinese  philosophy  says  that  there  is  a  three- 
fold condition  for  world  peace.  Cleanse  yourself. 
Unify  your  famil\.  Bring  good  government  to  the 
country.  This  has  a  striking  parallel  in  the  program 
of  Moral  Re-Armament — new  men,  new  homes,  new 
nations,  a  new  world. 

During  eight  years  of  war  against  a  vastly  superior 
foe,  from  a  material  point  of  view,  China  has  dem- 
onstrated an  invincible  loyalty  and  faith  which  the 
mechanized  might  of  the  enemy  could  not  shatter, 
even  in  the  dark  days  of  complete  land  blockade  when 
our  Allies  had  their  backs  to  the  wall  in  Australia 
and  India.  Harnessed  to  industrial  reconstruction 
and  to  the  development  of  democracy,  these  moral 
and  spiritual  qualities  can  give  to  China  the  inner 
resources  for  playing  her  full  part  in  the  community 
of  nations. 

At  one  point  during  this  war  the  Burma  Road — - 
built  by  the  sweat  and  toil  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  Chinese  people — provided  us  with  a  life-line  to 
the  outside  world  over  which  came  the  supplies  for 
making  war.  What  we  need  now  is  a  highway  to  the 
hearts  of  men  and  nations  bringing  the  eternal  re- 
Nources  and  guidance  of  the  Spirit  for  making  peace. 

This  can  be  done  if  we  will  take  to  heart  the  sug- 
gestion of  President  Chiag  Kai-shek  who  said  re- 
centl}' :  "Let  us  all  at  this  time  pray  to  God  that  He 
may  purify  us,  strengthen  us,  and  make  us  worthy 
of  our  great  heritage,  of  our  revolutionary  cause, 
of  our  part  in  the  struggle  for  freedom,  and  of  the 
victory  ahead."

T  H  K  LATHER 


The  I'nited  States  covers  a  continent  half  as  large 
again  as  Hurope  west  of  Russia.  To  govern  this 
lountiy  is  a  problem  on  the  solution  of  which  de- 
pt'iuls  not  only  the  happiness  of  the  American  peo- 
iWc  hut.  in  a  large  measure,  the  future  of  civilization. 

A  country  is  best  governed  when  it  is  least  gov- 
erned. It  is  least  governed  when  it  is  self-governed. 
People  who  govern  tlu-niselvcs  do  not  need  to  be 
governed  by  others. 

The  government  of  the  United  States  does  not 
consist  of  only  the  federal  administration.  There 
are  states,  counties,  cities,  and  townships  where  gov- 
ernment is  no  less  important. 

Government  is  a  pyramid  and  the  ciuestion  is 
whether  the  i)yramid  is  to  stand  securely  on  its  base 
or  balance  itself  insecurely  on  its  apex.  Is  there  to 
be  centralization  or  decentralization? 

It  depends  on  the  citizen.  If  every  city  and  town- 
ship dealt  fully  with  its  own  affairs,  leaving  nothing 
undone  that  should  be  done  and  doing  things  thor- 
oughly, there  would  be  less  work  for  the  counties. 

If  the  counties  fully  discharged  their  functions, 
thus  simplified,  there  would  be  less  work  for  the 
states. 

If  the  states  did  what  was  left  for  them  to  do, 
there  would  be  less  work  for  the  federal  administra- 
tion, fewer  demands  on  the  treasury,  and  an  escape 
from  bureaucracy,  remote  from  the  people  and  there- 
fore irresponsible. 

Such  a  pyramid  stands  on  its  base.  It  is  social 
security. 

If.  on  the  other  hand,  the  cities  and  townships 
neglectfully  surrender  their  proper  functions  to  the 
counties  and  the  counties  to  the  states  and  the  states 
to  the  federal  administration,  bureaucracy  at  the  top 
is  elaborated. 

With  the  pyramid  right  way  up,  the  weight  of 
necessary  administration  is  evenly  distributed 
throughout  the  nation.  With  the  pyramid  wrong 
way  up,  this  burden  is  concentrated  on  a  few  per- 
sons, and  it  is  greater  than  these  persons  can  bear. 

The  way  to  avoid  dictatorship  is  not  to  denounce 
dictators,  it  is  to  play  the  part  of  true  democracy. 
Where  citizens  play  that  part,  taking  an  intelligent 
and  constructive  interest  in  their  local  affairs,  no 
dictator  has  a  chance.

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  inquisitive  Ben 
Franklin,  testing  the  lightning  with  his  kite,  found 
in  the  storm's  noisy  violence  the  glimmerings  of  a 
secret  which  later  illuminated  the  world.

'11  u  earth  shrinks  in  upon  itself  and  we  ad- 
just to  a  world  in  motion,  holding  fast  to  the  truth 
as  we  know  it,  confident  that  as  long  as  the  love  of 
freedom  shows  in  the  eyes  of  men,  it  will  show  also 
in  their  deeds.

Methods  of  displaying  labels  on  products  to  distinguish  their  quality  and  craftsman- 
ship have  been  used  since  the  days  of  early  Rome  when  Pompilius  used  an  emblem,  known 
as  a  "Hallmark"  to  establish  a  "name"  for  articles  made  by  the  union  goldsmiths  of  his  day. 

The  U.  S.  Government  tried  out  the  idea  of  a  label  in  the  early  thirties  when  it  used 
the  "Blue  Eagle"  of  the  N.  R.  A.  Although  poorly  administered  the  National  Industrial  Re- 
lations Act,  accomplished  some  helpful  results  during  the  depression.  The  standards  for 
labor  conditions  required  by  the  N.  R.  A.  were  not  as  high  as  those  that  had  been  estab- 
lished by  labor  unions  over  the  previous  half  century. 

The  Union  Labels,  Shop  Cards,  and  Service  Buttons  used  by  modern  unions  are  sim- 
ilar devices.  In  addition  to  superb  quality  and  skilled  craftsmanship  it  guarantees  that 
goods  are  processed  under  humane  conditions  and  in  sanitary  workshops. 

The  best  method  labor  unions  have  found  is  to  place  a  Union  Label  on  all  products  and 
to  designate  all  services  by  a  Shop  Card  or  Service  Button.  These  insignia  are  symbols  of 
American  labor  union  standards.  They  are  the  best  assurance  that  products  ore  made  in 
America.  The  Union  Label  is  the  best  means  by  which  consumers  know  that  manage- 
ment is  cooperating  with  organized  labor.  It  protects  the  employer  as  well  as  the  em- 
ployee. The  Union  Label  is  the  most  practical  plan  to  underwrite  permanent  prosperity  in 
America. 


Freedom  of  the  Air''— 
Another  False  Front 


A  Man  Without  an  Airport

Recently  a  noted  scientist  discovered  the  reason 
why  he  could  not  examine  a  deadly  germ.  It  was 
because  it  was  invisible.  It  was  invisible  because 
it  was  transparent.  However,  when  he  added  dye 
to  the  tiny  critter  and  focused  a  bright  light  upon 
it,  he  could  examine  it  with  ease. 

One  of  the  most  vital  issues  now  before  the 
American  people  is  what  is  called  "freedom  of  the 
air."  For  the  United  States,  this  slogan  is  not 
as  empty  as  it  sounds.  We  all  believe  in  "Freedom 
of  the  Press'  'and  "Freedom  of  Speech,"  but  the 
so-called  "Freedom  of  the  -ir"  is  a  slogan  which 
has  a  much  more  sinister  meaning.  The  American 
people  have  now  been  putting  "dye"  into  this  trans- 
parent catch  phrase,  and  are  learning,  upon  exami- 
nation, that  the  "freedom  of  air"  germ  is  likely  to 
poison  and  destroy  American  postwar  aviation. 

Just  after  the  first  World  War,  the  uncontrolled 
shipping  lines  of  foreign  countries  entered  our  port.s 
under  the  slogar.  of  "Freedom  of  the  Seas  '  and 
drove  the  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States 
off  the  sea.  Now,  using  the  battle  cry  of  "Freedom 
of  the  Air,"  foreign  aviation  companies  are  plan- 
ning to  drive  American  aviation  out  of  the  skies — 
even  the  skies  above  the  United  States. 

This  "Freedom  of  the  Air"  theory  is  based  on 
several  administrative  agreements  thought  up  by 
some  of  the  "experts''  in  our  Department  of  State. 
These  agreements  do  not  require  ratification  by 
two-thirds  of  the  United  States  Senate,  but  are 
merely  "executive  orders"  issued  by  bureaucrats 
who  are  willing  to  surrender  America's  control  of 
her  own  airfields,  if  need  be,  and  permit  foreigners 
to  keep  us  out  of  the  air. 

This  wild  freedom-of-the-air  proposal  foi'ces  the  United 
States  to  permit  airlines  from  54  foreign  countries  to  come 
into  this  country  and  carry  our  air  traffic  —  passengers  and 
goods — to  every  port  on  the  globe. 

The  Axis  countries  are  not  parties  to  the  "Freedom  of  the 
Air  Theory,"  but  this  does  not  mean  that  our  airlines  would 
not  compete  with  those  from  the  Axis  countries.  All  they 
would  need  to  do  would  be  to  register  their  planes  under 
the  flag  of  some  other  nation;  then  they  would  be  free  to 
enter  the  United  States  at  will  and  deprive  our  own  planes 
of  the  business  which  rightly  belongs  to  our  own  countrymen. 

At  the  present  time  a  German  airline  is  flying  the  flag  of 
Switzerland,  and  could  compete  for  this  air  traffic.  After 
Japan  is  finally  beaten  by  our  armed  forces,  the  Japs  may 
register  their  planes  under  the  flag  of  some  other  nation 
and  also  compete  for  this  trans-oceanic  air  traffic. 

Because  planes  are  not  compelled  to  stop  at  the  water's 
edge,  these  foreign  air  liners  may  fly  into  the  interior  of 
the  country  with  their  cargoes  and  thus  deprive  our  rail- 
roads ,  bus  lines,  as  well  as  our  own  airlines,  of  untold 
dollars  in  revenue  freight  and  passenger  business. 

The  farmers  will  suffer.  Farm  produce  —  even  the  fruits 
which  are  most  ptrishable  —  may  be  flown  into  our  country 
in  a  day  from  other  countries  by  these  foreign  planes,  and 
thus  force  upon  American  agriculture  the  competition  from 
the  lands  where  farm  workers  are  paid  but  a  pittance. 

All  workers  will  suffer.  From  the  lands  where  labor  is 
paid  but  a  fraction  of  what  is  paid  in  the  United  States,  will 


be  flown  all  kinds  of  manufactured  articles  to  compete  with, 
and  drive  down  the  wage  standards  of  the  American  work- 
ing man  and  woman. 

These  foreign  planes  will  be  built  in  foreign  lands,  and 
thus  the  American  workers  in  plane  factories  will  be  de- 
prived of  the  labor  necessary  to  construct  these  vast  air 
armadas  which  will  shuttle  back  and  forth  across  the  U.  S.  A. 

It  was  the  sons  of  Americans  who  made  possible  the 
victory  in  Europe;  and  these  same  sons  will  soon  brina- 
Japan  to  her  knees.  It  was  the  money  loaned  in  the  purchase 
of  War  Bonds  which  paid  for  the  munitions,  the  supplies 
and  other  engines  of  destruction  which  brought  victory  in 
Europe. 

Thousands  and  thousands  of  American  planes  have  been 
given  to  other  nations  to  help  win  the  war.  It  is  now  pos- 
sible that  these  war  planes  may  be  converted  into  cargo 
planes  and  used  to  compete  with  American-owned,  American- 
controlled,  and  American-manned  airplanes  in  the  connnerce 
of  the  future. 

Is  America,  which  has  paid  such  a  high  price  for  freedom, 
to  be  deprived  of  her  fi-eedom  by  some  catch-phrase  such  as 
"Freedom  of  the  Air"  ?  The  swarms  of  post-war  planes 
which  will  be  permitted  to  come  into  this  country  under  such 
a  program  will  cram  our  airfields  with  craft  from  every 
nation  on  earth,  and  thus  there  will  be  no  place  for  American 
planes  to  land. 

This  kind  of  "Freedom  of  the  Air"  is  a  delusion;  it  is 
dangerous,  it  is  commercial  suicide  so  far  as  our  country  is 
concerned.  Under  it,  the  foi-eign-flag  airlines  will  get  the 
"freedom,"  which  Uncle  Sam  will  "get  the  air!' 
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At  one  stroke  .  .  .  rigidity 
is  replaced  with  resiliency 
in  plaster  walls  and  ceil- 
ings. "Spring-cushioning" 
compensates  for  normal 
movement  caused  by  frame  members  that  warp  or 
twist.  When  this  occurs  the  surface  remains  un- 
damaged while  "spring-cushioning"  absorbs  the 


springs  of  a  motor  car 
absorb  road  shocks. 

Spring-cushioning  Re- 
duces Sound  Transmis- 


sion— instead  of  striking  a  hard  surface  .  .  .  noise 
strikes  a  cushioned  spring  construction  .  .  .  which 
subdues  its  effect. 

Result — a  resilient  partition  built  in  accordance 
with  test  specifications  showed  a  reduction  of  47.0 
decibels.  This  provides  greater  sound  transmission 
reduction  than  8"  hollow  tile  plastered  both  sides. 

All  this  adds  up  to  a  better  job  and  more  future 
jobs  for  "spring-protected"  plaster. 

Advertisements  like  the  above  keep  plugging 
for  plaster  in  national  publications  reaching  thou- 
sands of  architects,  builders  and  contractors,  keep- 
ing plaster  in  its  proper  place  at  the  top  of  the  list.

At  a  meeting  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  on  the  20th  and  21st  of  September,  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  National 
Foundation  for  Lathing  and  Plastering,  Inc.  took  action  to  put  into  effect  several  of  the  basic  and  more  important  objec- 
tives of  the  Foundation. 

Plaque  Design  Approved  and  Regulations  Governing  Use  of  Plaque  Adopted 

After  carefully  checking  various  designs  submitted,  the  Board  of  Governors  approved  the  one  which  is  reproduced 
herewitli  and  the  use  of  which  will  be  protected  by  copyright.

In  order  to  definitely  identify  each  job  which  conforms  with  the  Foundation's  standards,  the  following  regulations 
governing  tl'.e  details  of  installation  and  use  of  the  Foundation  Plaque  were  adopted: 

a.  Each  plaque  shall  be  firmly  embedded  in  the  plaster  and  remain  permanently  in  and  become  a  part  of  the 
residence,  apartment  house,  commercial,  monumental,  or  other  type  of  individual  building  in  which  it  is  installed; 
the  place  for  it  shall  be  designated  by  the  ov^mer  or  his  agent. 

b.  Only  a  contractor  specifically  granted  permission  to  do  so  by  the  Foundation  or  its  authorized  agents  may  install  a 
Foundation  Performance  Plaque  and  then  only  for  the  specific  buildings  or  projects  on  which  its  use  has  been 
formally  approved  in  writing  by  the  Foundation  or  its  authorized  agents.  Foundation  Performance  Plaques  are 
non-transfevrable  as  between  contractors,  whether  they  are  authorized  to  use  the  same  or  not,  and  as  between 
jobs  whether  these  are  formally  approved  or  not. 

c.  Each  plaque  sliall  be  numbered  so  that  a  proper  record  of  each  job  bearirg  a  plaque  may  be  kept  by  the  Local 
Committee  and  the  National  Director's  office. 

d.  Where  a  number  of  individual  houses  or  groups  of  dwelling  units  are  bui't  at  one  time  in  a  project,  and  separate 
ownership  of  the  individual  houses  or  groups  of  dwelling  units  is  contemplated  at  the  time  of  construction,  each 
such  individual  house  and  each  such  group  of  dwelling  units  sliall  be  provided  with  its  separate  plaque. 

It  was  determined  that  Local  Committees  of  the  National  Foundation  will  be  appointed  throughout  the  United  States. 
Among  other  duties,  described  subsequently  in  this  report,  they  will  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  seeing  that  Per- 
formance Plaques  are  installed  only  on  jdbs  which  conform  to  the  approiied  standards  of  the  Foundation.  In  order  to 
minimize  abuse  of  the  privilege  of  installing  the  plaque,  it  was  determined  that  before  a  plaque  may  be  installed,  the  plas- 
tering or  lathing  contractor  must  certify  that  he  has  conformed  with  the  Foundation's  standard  requirements  for  materials 
and  workmanship  on  that  job.  This  information  is  to  be  prepared  in  the  form  of  an  "Owner's  Certificate"  signed  by  the 
contractor  and  approved  by  the  Local  Committee.  A  duplicate  of  the  tab  of  the  certificate  will  be  filed  in  the  records  of 
the  Committee  and  in  those  of  the  National  Foundation. 

This  certificate,  which  will  be  printed  on  bank-note  paper  and  be  attractively  embellished  and  printed,  will  not  only 
permit  the  contractor  to  inF;tall  the  plaque,  but  at  the  sam  e  time  when  given  to  the  owner  is  transferrable  evidence  that 
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the  'Foundation's  stadards  have  been  met.  This  certificate  becomeH  part  of  the  hiiildinK  papern  —  alonff  with  the  deed  to 
the  property,  etc.  —  and  can  be  trLinsfoncd  from  one  owner  to  another,  if  ami  when  ownerHhip  of  the  propcfrty  changes. 

Contributing  Associates 

In  order  to  pive  everyone  interested  in  the  work  of  tho  Foundation  an  opportunity  to  participate;  financially,  the  Board 
of  Governors  has  established  a  classification  of  contributors  to  the  work  of  the  Foundation  which  they  have  deniKnatcd  aa 
"Contributing  Associates." 

The  rules  and  regulations  establi'ihed  with  respect  to  the  reciuiroincnts  for  and  privilc'f;es  of  "Contributing  Associates" 
read  in  pnrt  in'  follows: 

a.  Any  individual,  firm,  corporation  or  organization  interested  in  the  advancement  of  the  lathing  and  plastering 
industry  and  the  lawful  objectives  of  the  National  Foundation  for  Lathing  and  Plastering,  Inc.  may  tender  volun- 
tary financial  contributions  to  the  National  Foundation  for  Lathing  and  Plastering,  Inc.  for  advancing  its  objec- 
tives. The  Board  of  Governors  in  its  discretion  may  accept  or  reject  such  contributions.  Upon  acceptance  of 
6uch  contribution,  the  donor  shall  be  considered  and  designated  a  Contributing  Associate  of  the  National  Foun- 
dation for  Lathinp:  and  I'lastoring,  Inc. 

b.  All  monies  contributed  and  collected  from  Contributing  Associates  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  promot- 
ing and  advancing  the  interests  of  the  lathing  and  plastering  indastiy  and  the  lawful  objectives  of  the  National 
Foundation  for  Lathing  and  Plastering,  Inc. 

c.  Any  Contributing  Associate  actually  engaged  in  the  contracting  of  lathing  and/or  plastering  shall  be  entitled 
to  use  the  Foundation  Placard  on  his  construction  projects  and  to  display  thereon  his  designation  as  Contributing 
Associate.  He  shall  also  be  privileged,  under  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  issue  the  Foundation's  Perfor- 
mance Plaques  and  to  use  the  designation  of  Contributing  Associate  on  the  Foundation's  Owner's  Certificates  or 
other  devices  approved  from  time  to  time  as  evidence  of  job  conformance,  also  on  Foundation  literature  distributed 
by  him  and  on  his  stationery,  literature,  advertising  or  other  publicity  matter. 

d.  Contributing  Associates  other  than  those  actually  engaged  in  the  contracting  of  lathing  and/or  plastering  shall 
be  entitled  to  use  the  designation  of  Contributing  Associate  on  Foundation  literature,  distributed  by  them,  and  on 
their  own  stationery,  literature,  advertising  or  other  publicity  matter. 

e.  Authority  provided  hereinbefore  to  use  the  designation  Contributing  Associate  does  not  of  itself  permit  the  designee 
to  use  or  install  a  Foundation  Performance  Plaque  or  issue  a  Foundation  Owner's  Certificate  or  other  device  indi- 
cating conformance  with  the  Foundation's  approved  "Standards  of  Materials  and  Workmanship"  on  a  specified 
job,  building  or  other  construction.  Such  plaques,  certificates  or  other  devices  may  be  issued  or  used  only  if  author- 
ized by  the  Boai'd  of  Governors  or  by  the  duly  appointed  Local  Committee  charged  by  the  Board  of  Governors 
with  the  responsibility  for  their  issuance  or  use. 

f.  Authority  to  use  the  title  and  designation  of  Contributing  Associate  and  the  several  privileges  as  enumerated  in 
the  foregoing  shall  each  and  severally  expire  twelve  months  after  the  initial  or  last  preceding  renewal  notice 
of  authorization  to  use  this  designation  has  been  issued  by  the  Director  of  the  Foundation  unless  the  contributor, 
at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  end  of  that  period  has  renewed  or  extended  his  participation  in  the  work  of  the 
Foundation. 

Duties  and  Functions  of  Local  Committees  of  the  National  Foundation. 

The  consensus  of  the  Board  was  that,  at  the  outset,  in  carrying  out  the  v.ork  of  the  Foundation  locally  it  should  be  left 
to  committees  until  the  progress  of  the  committees'  work  would  determine  whether  the  membership  of  the  committees 
should  be  expanded  and  local  chapters  or  larger  groups  formed. 

The  Local  Committees  have  been  given  a  large  degree  of  responsibility  in  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  Foundation. 
The  rules  and  regulatio!is  governing  their  authority  and  activities  are  as  follows: 

a.  Local  Committees  of  the  National  Foundation  for  Lathing  and  Plastering,  Inc.  shall  be  appointed  from  the  local 
units  of  the  sponsors  of  the  Foundation. 

b.  It  is  the  prerogative  and  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Local  Committee  of  the  National  Foundation  for  Lathing  and 
Plastering,  Inc.  to  undertake  such  activities  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  National  Foundation.  The  authority 
to  undertake  such  approved  activities  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Local  Committees  by  the  National  Director. 

c.  In  general,  the  activities  of  the  Committee  shall  include  the  dissenmination  of  'nformation  relative  to  the  advan- 
tages of  lathing  and  plastering  to  all  interested  or  concerned  with  building  and  building  construction. 

d.  The  Committee  shall  cooperate  in  disseminating  information  and  technical  data  developed  by  the  national  office 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Governors.  This  information  may  include  the  promulgation  of  standards  of  work- 
manship and  materials  and  the  various  advantages  of  properly  and  skillfully  applied  lathing  and  plastering  in 
assuring  that  construction  will  be  sound,  durable  and  economical,  and  that  will  provide  for  it  a  high  degree  of 
sanitation  value  with  safety  from  fire  hazards,  with  protection  of  the  public  health,  and  with  the  advantages  of 
acoustical  correction,  and  of  fuel  conservation. 

e.  The  Local  Committee  m.ay  also  be  authorized  to  use  such  data  and  iiiformation  as  are  made  available  to  it  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Board  of  Governors  to  assist  in  developing  a  high  degree  of  skilled  craftsmanship  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  several  crafts  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee. 

f.  The  Local  Committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  putting  into  operation  the  necessary  procedure  for 
granting  authoi-ity  to  lathing  and/or  plastering  contractors  to  install  the  Foundation's  Performance  Plaques  or  to 
issue  the  Foundation's  Owner's  Certificates  or  other  devices  to  be  used  on  or  relative  to  construction  which  conforms 
with  the  Foundation's  "Approved  Standards  for  Materials  and  Workmanship". 

g.  It  is  contemplated  that  Local  Committees  shall,  in  addition  to  reporting  to  the  National  Director,  also  report  to 
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the  local  units  of  the  sponsors  of  the  Foundation  on  matters  relatiniv  to  the  i'onformance  of  jobs  witli  tlic  Founda- 
tions Appro\ed  Standards  as  above  det^eribed. 

h.  In  the  event  >f  any  eontroversy  or  disput.^  as  to  a  contractor's  compliance  with  the  Foundation's  Approved  Stand- 
ards, as  described  in  paragraph  (f)  preceding-,  the  Local  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to  inspect  the  job  to  ascer- 
tain the  facts  in  the  case. 

i.  Failure  of  a  contractor  to  conform  on  a  specific  job  with  the  Poundatim's  Approved  Standards,  as  described 
in  paragraph  (f)  preceding,  shall  be  authority  for  the  Local  Committees  to  deny  his  use  of  the  Foundation  Per- 
formance Plaque  and/or  withhold  his  jM-ivileRe  of  issuing  the  Foundation's  Ownei-'s  Certificate  or  other  devices 
for  that  and  succeeding  jobs. 

j.  .■\ny  lathing  and  plastering  contractor  who  feels  aggrieved  at  action  taken  by  a  Local  Committee  witli  refei'ence 
to  revoking  or  giving  notice  of  impending  revocation  of  his  privilege  to  use  the  Foimdation's  Performance  Plaque 
or  to  issue  the  Foundation's  Owner's  Certificates  or  devices  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Governors.  The  Board 
shall  decide  whelher  the  Conmiittee's  action  was  proper  and  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  govern- 
ing the  Foundation.  The  Board's  decision  in  such  appeals  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  the  appellant  as  well  as 
the  Local  Committee. 

k.  Local  Committees  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  office  of  the  National  Foundation  on  matters  which  they 
believe  will  facilitate  and  improve  the  work  of  the  Foundation  in  their  respective  localities. 

American  .'^tandards  Association  Specifications  Adopted  as  Basis  for  Foundation's  Standards  for 
Materials  and  Workmanip 

In  order  to  furnish  local  Committees  with  the  basic  by  which  to  determine  whether  the  lathing  and  plastering  on  any 
particular  house,  other  building,  or  project  merits  the  Performance  Plaque  of  the  Foundation,  the  Board  of  Governors 
decided  to  adopt  as  the  Foundation  Minimum  Specifications  for  Lathing  and  Plastering,  the  American  Standards  Association 
Approved  Specification  for  Lathing  and  Plastering. 


The  Board  of  Governors  has  given  the  go-ahead  signal  to  the  National  Director  and  production  of  Performance  Plaques, 
Owner's  Certificates,  and  printing  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  described  in  the  foregoing,  are  all  proceeding  as  rapidly 
as  the  facilities  of  the  headquarters  will  permit. 

Approval  was  also  given  to  the  publicnt'on  of  a  series  of  articles  by  the  Director  bearing  on  the  subjects  of  home 
o^vnership,  better  building  construction  and  the  advantages  of  lathing  and  plastering  and  stucco.  I'hese  articles  already 
well  along  toward  completion  are  slated  to  receive  wide-spread  publicity  in  the  journals  of  the  various  labor  organizations, 
in  newspapers  and  other  general  media.

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WHEN  THE  BOYS  COME  HOME 


One  is  bound  to  ijot  the  idea,  from  tlie  average 
newspaper  article  or  commentary  on  the  air,  that 
the  boy  who  has  been  in  the  service  fighting  our 
war  is  going  to  be  a  problem  when  he  comes  home. 

Even  the  halls  of  Congress  are  not  immune  to 
this  idea.  How  long  will  the  intelligence  of  the 
people  of  this  great  nation  continue  to  be  maligned 
with  such  twaddle? 

If  by  problem  is  meant  that  these  boys  are  not 
going  to  be  satisfied  with  less  than  the  standards 
they  enjoyed  in  the  service,  then,  obviously  we  have 
a  problem,  because  there  are  thousands  of  boys  who 
have  appetite  for  good  food,  taste  for  neat  clothing 
and  many  other  acquired  habits  which  they  did  not 
have  before  they  went  into  service  and  which  they 
will  not  give  up  easily. 

These  same  boys  have  seen  and  endured  suffering 
that  can  only  occur  in  a  war  and  they  will  come 
back  with  some  concept  of  the  kind  of  country  and 
world  in  which  they  want  to  live. 

Does  this  constitute  a  problem  that  we  at  home 
should  worry  about? 

They  have  seen  the  value  of  organized  effort  and 
coordinated  teamwork  and  have  acquired  the  habit 
of  doing  what  needs  to  be  done  when  action  is 
necessary.    Is  this  the  problem  that  is  talked  about? 

These  boys — real  men  now — have  seen  with  their 
own  eyes  how  the  peoples  in  other  parts  of  the  earth 
have  failed  in  their  experiments  with  totalitarianism 
and  they  are  very  liable  to  consider  the  present 
setup  in  this  controlled  economy  of  ours  as  a  step  in 
that  direction.    Is  that  the  problem? 

They  are  certainly  going  to  organize  into  veterans' 
groups  for  their  common  good  and  use  their  organ- 
ized influence  to  gain  their  legitimate  place  in  the 
sun.    Is  this  the  problem? 

No.  We  dont  think  so.  The  problem  is  that 
none  of  us  at  home  are  sure  that  they  will  be  on 
our  side  when  they  come  back.  That's  the  only 
problem. 

A  boy  leaves  home  in  search  of  work  and  is  gone 
a  couple  of  years.  When  he  returns  home  with 
ideas  of  his  own,  based  on  his  personal  experience, 
he  is  not  considered  a  problem  by  the  community. 
His  family  may  find  that  he  has  a  mind  of  his  own, 
but  he  is  admittedly  an  adult  citizen  and  his  ideas 
and  talents  blend  into  the  local  democracy. 

Why  should  the  veteran  be  considered  as  any 
greater  problem?  He  wants  to  get  back.  He  wants 
to  be  a  part  of  the  society  back  home  and,  to  top  it 
off,  his  experience  in  the  service  has  taught  him 
more  fundamental  values  in  life  than  triple  the 
peacetime  experience. 


He  knows  how  to  fit  himself  into  any  picture.  The 
service  took  care  of  that,  and  what's  wrong  with  it? 

These  boys  didn't  ask  for  preferential  treatment 
the  rest  of  their  lives.  Most  of  them  consider  that 
the  service  they  were  called  on  to  i)erform  was 
just  "one  of  those  things."  They  were  the  right  age, 
i)t'  i)rn])tT  health  and  intelligence,  and  their  number 
canu'  u]).  When  they  were  in  they  wanted  to  get 
out  and  the  only  way  out  was  to  lick  a  few  million 
Huns  and  Monkeys  so,  sez  they,  let's  go.  Let's 
get  it  over.     What  are  we  waiting  for? 

It  would  be  an  ungrateful  nation  indeed  that  ever 
forgot  what  these  men  have  done  for  it,  and  if  we 
are  more  grateful  to  the  veterans  of  this  war  than 
we  have  been  to  veterans  of  past  wars,  let  us  give 
thanks  to  God  for  an  awakening  conscience. 

However,  let's  not  assume  that  the  soldier,  whom 
we  affectionately  call  G.  I.,  wants  to  come  home 
to  the  people  he  left  behind  and  kick  his  father  out 
of  his  job,  or  some  other  G.  I.'s  father,  brother, 
uncle,   mother,  aunt  or  daughter. 

Certainly  not.  Of  course,  he  wants  a  chance  to 
earn  a  good  living  and  he  wants  to  live  a  full  life, 
hut  he  doesn't  want  it  at  the  expense  of  someone 
else. 

That  is  not  the  kind  of  world  that  has  been  pic- 
tured to  him  as  the  reward  for  all  of  this  sacrifice. 

He  can  read  and  think  and  "Freedom  From  Fear 
and  Want"  doesn't  mean  to  him  that  he  is  to  be 
free  from  it  because  someone  else  has  it.  It  means 
to  him  as  it  meant  to  those  who  phrased  the  Atlan- 
tic Charter  that  if  there  is  enough  in  the  world  for 
all  of  us  then  we  will  all  get  our  rightful  share  and 
if  there  isn't  enough,  then  no  few  are  going  to  get 
a  corner  on  it  and  lock  the  rest  of  us  out. 

Having  seen  peoples  who  have  been  ruled  by 
fear,  he  wants  no  part  of  a  society  that  depends 
on  fear  for  its  existence.  He  is  no  starry-eyed 
theorist,  dedicated  to  some  ideology  he  found  in 
the  high  school  or  college  library.  He  is  a  realist 
who  learned  from  the  library  of  the  foxhole,  bomb- 
hay  and  gun  turret,  the  shovel,  the  grenade  and  the 
trigger.  He  learned  the  hard  way  and  you  can't 
match  theory  against  that  kind  of  experience. 

Ah,  no!  He  is  no  problem.  He  is  the  cream 
of  our  nation.  It  is  his  nation  more  than  it  is  ours, 
because  he  was  called  on  by  us  to  be  ready  to  give 
his  life,  if  need  be,  and  too  many  did,  to  preserve  it. 

Flis  influence  will  be  the  controlling  one,  because 
he  is  our  generation,  but  had  there  been  no  war, 
lie  would  still  be  a  youth,  prey  to  the  bigotry,  preju- 
dice and  fears  of  his  folks,  instead  of  a  man  who  has 
gone  through  the  testing  fires  that  have  to  be  met 
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by  warriors  and  who  can  tackle  tiic  problem  of  ihc 
day  with  a  mind  and  will  familiar  with  fnndamcntals, 
and  trained  to  be  used. 

The  only  ones  to  whom  the  veteran  is  goinj^  to 
be  a  problem  are  the  phonics  and  they  shonld  have 
problems.

Chemical  Warfare  Discoveries  Will  Be  Used  In  Peace 


The  Army  Chemical  Warfare  Service  is  not  only 
an  instrument  of  war.  It  i)la}s  a  far-rcaciiin<^  no- 
combat  role,  its  scientific  inventiveness  promotinc^ 
the  progress  of  industry  and  contributing  to  the 
reduction  of  disease  l)y  destroying  insects  harmful 
to  mati  and  destructive  of  vegetation,  the  War  De- 
partment jioints  out. 

CWS's  decontaminating  apparatus,  used  to  de-ice 
airplane  wings  exposed  to  freezing  weather,  is  also 
employed  to  spray  DDT,  protecting  the  GI  from 
typhus  and  other  verminborne  disease.  Used  also 
to  spray  oil  on  breeding  places  of  malaria  mosquitos, 
the  sprayer  has  carried  water  to  arid  regions,  laid 
road  dust,  served  as  auxiliary  fire  equipment,  and 
provided  shower  baths  for  work  crews  in  isolated 
areas.  .  .  Now  farmers  are  evincing  interest  in  its  pos- 
sibilities for  spraying  fruit  and  other  crops. 

Recently  CWS  loaned  50  gas  masks  to  farmers 
to  protect  them  from  cyanide  dust  which  they  spread 
to  fight  leaf  hoppers  which  threatened  their  raisin 
crop.  The  crop  was  on  government  property,  giv- 
ing authority  to  Chemical  Warfare  Service,  not 
equipped  to  aid  civilians  at  large  while  the  war  was 
on,  to  rush  some  of  its  special  masks  (differing  from 
the  standard  military  type)  to  the  desperate  crop 
workers. 

The  deadly  flamethrower,  nemesis  of  the  Jap  fight- 
er at  Okinawa,  is  already  in  peacetime  use,  attacking 
water  vegetation  which  impedes  navigation.  A 
special  mixture,  half  gasoline,  one  quarter  each  of 
fuel  oil  and  kerosene  is  destroying  clogging  alligator 
grass  and  water  hyacinth.  The  U.  S.  Forest  Service 
has  suggested  using  the  flamegun  for  back-firing 
forest  fires.  Agriculturists  expect  to  employ  it  in 
modified  form  for  burning  over  areas.  The  Pitts- 
burgh municipal  airport  contemplates  use  of  the 
flamethrower  to  remove  hard-packed  ice  and  snow 
on  runways. 

A  scientist,  experimenting  with  various  agents  to 
rid  his  lawn  of  crab  grass,  tried  a  plumber's  blow- 
torch, kerosene,  gasoline  and,  finally,  a  jellied  mix- 
ture now  known  as  "fire  roe"  which  did  the  work. 
Several  fire-starters,  used  by  CWS,  could  be  adapted 
to  ignite  wet  wood  for  campfires. 

Vastly  improved  smoke  pots  and  mechanical 
smoke  generators,  used  in  the  war  for  smoke  screens, 
can  create  an  artificial  fog  economically,  to  protect 


fruit  trees  and  crops  from  frost.  Apparatus  used  to 
s])ray  smoke  and  gas  from  airplanes  could  be  used 
to  ]-a\'  productive  or  protective  blankets  over  large 
cro])  areas. 

CWS  developed  a  faceometer  which  can  speedily 
take  65  different  head  measurements.  Useful  for 
gas  masks,  steel  helmets  and  head-fitted  communica- 
tions a])paratus,  this  faceometer  is  now  of  interest 
to  science  and  commerce  for  fitting  eye-glasses, 
manufacturing  hats,  dental  and  medical  services,  for 
telephone  head  sets,  goggles  and  eye-shields,  and  for 
determining  spacings  in  planes  and  land  vehicles, 
to  accommodate  male  head  conformations. 

Chemical  Warfare  Services's  study  of  the  cause 
of  death  from  the  flamethrower  furnishes  insight 
into  the  reason  for  mass  deaths  in  fire  tragedies,  and 
of  persons  gassed  in  accidents,  offering  valuable  in- 
formation on  the  treatment  of  such  casualties  in 
peace  as  well  as  in  war. 

CWS  peacetime  research,  at  Edgewood  Arsenal, 
Maryland,  carried  on  following  the  last  war,  will 
continue  to  contribute  the  benefits  of  its  scientific 
work  after  the  sounds  of  battle  are  but  a  memory. 
 o  

Washington.— Assistant  War  Secretary  John 
McCloy  has  come  back  from  an  inspection  trip  to 
Pearl  Harbor,  where  he  reports  that  it  still  is  abso- 
lutely essential  to  use  Japanese  labor  to  help  erect 
Hawaii's  bristling  defenses. 

Just  after  Pearl  Harbor,  the  War  Department 
issued  an  order  removing  all  Japanese  from  de- 
tense  work  in  Hawaii.  However,  the  new  com- 
mander. Gen.  Delos  Emmons,  protested:  "You  can't 
do  that.  You  don't  know  how  many  lathes  you 
are  stopping." 

In  the  end  he  proved  to  be  right.  The  Japanese 
were  found  to  be  essential  to  defense  work,  and  the 
order  was  rescinded. 

Japanese  are  now  used  in  digging  ditches  to 
break  up  possible  landing  fields;  building  roads; 
and  they  even  work  in  arsenals  producing  guns. 
Suspicious  Japanese  have  been  picked  up.  But  it 
is  impossible  to  test  the  loyalty  of  others.  However, 
to  get  the  vital  defense  work  done  in  a  hurry,  the 
War  Department  is  convinced  there  is  no  other  out 
than  to  use  Jap  labor.

We  ended  tlie  first  World  War  with  a  very  respec- 
table navy  afloat,  with  more  ships  building,  and  with 
a  fair  prospect  lor  an  adequate  number  of  I'acific 
bases.    But  in  w  c  initiated  the  Naval  Disarma- 

bent  Conference  which  resulted  in  treaties  that 
caused  us  to  sink  25  percent  ol  onv  fleet,  to  stop 
building  additional  ships  and  to  accept  nthcr  limita- 
tions on  our  future  naval  program. 

Some  of  the  things  wc  did  under  the  terms  of  the 
.treaties  and  under  sni)>t(jneni  agreements  seem  un- 
believable, we  scrapped  battle.shii)s  and  submarines. 
Some  of  these  vessels  were  the  newest  and  the  best 
of  their  kind. 

The  1922  treaty  limited  our  naval  air  strength  to 
135,000  tons  of  aircraft  carriers.  In  retrospect,  it  is 
plain  that  we  gave  away  in  these  treaties  the  means 
by  which  we  could  have  swept  any  aggressor  from 
the  seas. 

We  undermined  our  potential  power  by  our  indif- 
ference to  military  geography.  At  the  time  we  ac- 
quired the  Philippines,  we  could  also  have  bought 
from  Spain  the  Mariana,  Caroline  and  Palan  islands. 
We  took  only  Guam,  in  the  Marianas.  Germany 
bought  the  rest,  which  were  mandated  to  Japan  after 
the  first  World  War. 

Thus  we  accepted  a  fatal  limitation  on  our  freedom 
of  action  in  the  Pacific.  We  failed  to  realize  that, 
without  an  adequate  bridge  of  bases  across  the 
Pacific,  we  could  not  defend  the  Philippines  or  sup- 
port our  Open  Door  policy  in  China.    In  other  words.

in  .Asiatic  alTairs,  wc  denied  ourselves  the  military 
means  to  operate  effectively  in  the  Western  Pacific. 

What  shall  we  do  with  these  sea  and  air  armadas 
that  we  have  built  and  are  still  building?  Shall  we 
destroy  them  again  and  go  back  to  the  dream  that 
geography  insulates  us  from  war?  The  peace  of 
the  world  and  our  own  security  demand  that  we 
retain  the  relative  superiority  in  sea  and  air  power, 
which  we  w  ill  hold  when  the  war  is  over.  We  shall 
continue  to  be  a  peace  loving  nation,  without  desire 
for  world  domination.  The  very  concept  of  imposing 
our  rule  u\)nu  other  people  is  not  consistent  with  our 
national  character.  But  in  the  meantime  we  must 
not  forget  that  the  means  to  wage  w'ar  must  be  in 
the  hands  of  those  who  hate  war. 

After  this  war  is  over,  any  country  which  doesn't 
develop  an  integrated  war  machine  is  trifling  with 
its  fate.  A  unified  defense,  combining  army,  air  force 
and  navy,  is  absolutely  essential  and  is  the  outstand- 
ing lesson  of  the  war  of  1915  and  the  present  one. 
View'ing  modern  warfare  and  its  lessons,  we  must 
never  again  be  caught  napping. 

Years  hence  today's  warfare  methods  will  be  anti- 
quated as  the  bow  and  arrow  are  now.  Keep  pre- 
pared, keep  ahead  with  new  war  implements,  keep 
improving  and  developing  for  what  may  happen.  Who 
expected  this  war  after  World  War  I  was  fought 
to  preserve  democracy  and  keep  the  world  safe  for 
democracy  ?

One  of  the  best  fellows  in  the  w'orld  to  depend 
upon  can  always  be  found  right  between  your  two 
elbows.  Look  into  your  mirror ;  find  him ;  then 
tell  yourself  to  get  busy. 
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Families  of  service  men  destined  to  be  stationed 
willi  occupation  forces  in  J^ipJin  need  not  fear  that 
tlicir  sons  will  he  living;  in  a  subarctic  climate. 

Since  the  latitudinal  extent  of  Japan,  from  the 
Kurile  Islands  to  I'ormosa,  is  equal  to  that  from 
Newfoundland  to  Cuba,  the  climate  of  the  islands 
is  extremely  varied.  In  general,  however,  the  win- 
ters in  Japan  are  slightly  colder  than  in  the  states 
in  similar  latitudes  along  the  American  Atlantic 
sealioard.  The  summer  temperatures,  on  the  other 
hand,  are  nearly  identical. 

.Mmost  the  only  other  generalization  to  be  found 
in  studies  of  Japan's  weather  is  that  the  islands 
have  hot  and  humid  summers  and  clear  and  cold 
winters. 

The  extremes  in  the  main  islands  extend  from 
the  nearly  tropical  regions  in  the  sotithwestern  area 
to  the  severe  winters  and  short  cool  summers  far 
to  the  north. 

The  sotithwestern  islands,  almost  opposite  Shang- 
hai on  the  China  coast,  have  an  average  temperature 
during  the  humid  summer  that  seldom  if  ever  falls 
below  80  degrees.  In  January  the  temperature  re- 
mains around  50  degrees.  Rainfall  is  heavy,  often 
totaling  more  than  100  inches  a  year. 

There  are  only  about  120  to  150  frost  free  days  a 
year  on  this  island.  During  most  of  the  winter  snow 
covers  the  island. 

In  Tokyo,  in  the  center  of  the  main  island  of 
Honshu,  the  temperatures  are  about  like  New  York 
City.

"^'ou  and  I  must  do  it — every  father  and  mother 
in  the  world,  every  teacher,  everyone  who  can  right- 
fully call  himself  a  human  being.  The  one  thing  the 
peoples  of  the  world  absolutely  must  learn  if  we  are 
ever  to  have  lasting  ])eace,  is  tolerance.  Of  what 
use  will  it  be  when  the  lights  go  on  again  all  over 
the  wurld,  if  they  dont  g(j  on  in  our  hearts?

A  FEW  FACTS  ABOUT  ALUMINUM 

Aluminum  is  a  most  versatile  metal;  it  may  be 
cast,  rolled  into  bar  and  rod  stock,  drawn  into  wire, 
or  rolled  into  plate,  sheet,  or  foil.  It  may  be  drawn 
into  tubing,  or  into  extrusion  shapes;  it  may  be 
forged  or  pressed,  or  made  into  screw  machine  prod- 
ucts, rivets,  or  nails,  or  made  into  powder.  There 
is  no  other  metal  which  can  serve  industry  in  as 
many  shapes  and  forms  as  can  aluminum  and  its 
alloys. 

There  is  no  shortage  of  bauxite.  We  have,  here 
and  in  South  .\merica,  more  than  enough  bauxite  to 
make  all  the  aluminum  that  we  need.  No  skilled 
labor  is  required  for  the  mining  of  bauxite.  The 
processing  of  bauxite  into  aluminum  is,  essentially 
an  automatic  operation,  requiring  very  little  labor. 

There  is  no  patent  monopoly,  nor  is  there  a  monop- 
oly in  our  aluminum  industry.  Admittedly,  our 
aluminum  jjlant  facilities  are  still  too  few,  but  the 
few  million  dollars  necessary  to  build  additional 
plants  will  never  jjresent  an  obstacle  to  increased 
aluminum  production  so  urgently  needed.  Because 
of  the  tremendous  electric  power  requirements  of  the 
process,  the  aluminum  reduction  works  are  usually 
located  near  large  hydroelectric  plants  where  elec- 
tricity is  invariably  both  cheap  and  plentiful.

You  Get  Out  of  Your  Union  Only 
What  You  Put  Into  It 

Do  you  ever  wonder  what  you  gel  out  of  your 
union?  Of  course,  you  do.  What  is  your  answer? 
InvariaMy  you  are  in  iloubt  as  to  whether  you  are 
getting  anything  out  of  it  and  why.  What  do  you 
get  out  of  your  churcli  or  lodge  that  you  may  belong 
to,  your  home  or  family  ?  Do  you  get  anything  out 
of  any  of  them?  If  you  do  it  i.s  because  you  meet 
your  obligations  to  them,  for  what  you  get  out  of 
anything  you  must  first  put  in.  Generally,  what  you 
get  out  depends  upon  how  much  you  put  in. 

Did  you  ever  try  and  draw  your  money  out  of  a 
bank  before  first  putting  some  in?  If  you  did  you 
had  the  experience  of  learning  a  lesson  in  gravity 
— that  before  you  can  expect  to  get  something  you 
must  first  put  something  in. 

You  may  purchase  an  automobile,  but  unless  you 
put  something  in  it — oil,  gas,  and  water — it  will  not 
operate.  And  so  it  is  with  your  union.  Because  you 
join  a  union  does  not  make  that  union  function  suc- 
cessfully. The  union  needs  life  to  operate.  It  needs 
fuel,  and  that  fuel  comes  from  the  membership  of  the 
union.  They  must  supply  it,  and  from  no  other  source 
can  it  come.  Money  is  essential,  but  manpower  and 
mental  applications  supply  the  fuel.  You  can  pur- 
chase oil  and  gas  for  your  automobile,  but  unless  you 
apply  them  to  their  task,  they  would  be  worthless. 
So  it  is  with  the  payment  of  moneys — unless  you  ap- 
ply those  moneys  to  the  task  to  which  they  were 
contributed,  they  would  become  worthless. 

In  order  to  make  money  work  and  bring  a  return 
it  must  be  applied  to  its  task,  judiciously,  and  that 
requires  the  active  cooperation  of  those  who  are  the 
contributors.  When  you  pay  ^  your  dues  to  the  un- 
ion, you  do  not  cease  to  be  the  possessors  of  that 
money.  You  are  placing  it  in  a  trust  fund  over  which 
you  have  a  voice  and  vote,  and  your  interest  in  the 
spending  of  that  money  should  be  just  as  keen  as  if 
it  were  still  in  your  possession. 

Try  to  look  upon  your  union  as  your  investment, 
your  economic  insurance  against  low  wages,  long 
hours  of  labor,  unsanitary  conditions  of  employment, 
poor  food,  excessive  charge  for  uniforms,  and  main- 
tenance, cruel  and  abusive  treatment.  If  you  can 
view  the  purpose  of  your  union  from  that  angle  and 
realize  the  necessity  of  giving  your  help,  then  you 
will  get  a  return  on  your  investment.  But  if  you 
are  going  to  pass  the  buck  to  others  and  try  and  sit 
on  top  of  the  world  and  wait  for  the  parade  to  pass 
by,  there  is  little  hope  that  your  investment  will  prove 
profitable  to  you.

A  solid  partition  of  standard  design  consisting  of 
Motai  I.ath  and  ])lastfr  was  constructed,  subjected  to 
and  withstood  a  beating  such  as  had  seldom  before 
lu'cn  given  to  any  plaster  construction  used  for  walls 
or  ceilings.  The  Metal  Lath  and  plaster  used  in  the 
making  of  the  partition  were  exactly  the  same  as 
those  available  at  any  Ijuilding  supply  warehouse, 
while  the  quality  of  workmanship  and  thickness  were 
eomparal)lc  to  that  found  in  everyday  local  building 
practice.  The  jiartition  was  used  as  one  wall  of  a 
large  gas-fired  testing  furnace.  The  flames  and  in- 
tensity of  the  heat  to  which  it  was  subjected  were 
such  as  are  found  in  the  most  vicious  of  fires. 

The  technical  limit  of  fire  endurance  as  deter- 
mined by  the  temjierature  rise  on  the  unexposed 
side  was  reached  a  little  before  the  end  of  the  first 
hour  of  the  test.  However,  the  partition  showed 
the  value  of  the  construction  as  an  ef¥ective  fire  bar- 
rier for  a  period  of  in  excess  5  hours.  The  deflection 
of  the  partition,  due  to  the  severe  heat,  drew  the 
partition  toward  the  fire  and  away  from  anything 
in  contact  with  it,  thus  reducing  the  fire  transmis- 
sion from  heat  transfer. 

No  cracks  appeared  in  the  partition  to  permit  the 
passage  of  fire.  Two  hours,  three  hours,  four  hours 
went  by  with  still  no  fire  coming  through  the  wall. 
■Amazed  watchers  wondered  what  would  happen  in 
the  fifth  hour.  At  the  end  of  five  hours  the  test 
was  stopped,  only  because  of  circumstances  sur- 
rounding the  making  of  it  and  having  no  relation 
whatsoever  to  the  materials  used  in  the  partition. 

There  was  no  collapse  or  other  structural  failure 
to  permit  the  passage  of  fire  during  those  five  hours 
of  exposure.  Careful  examination  revealed  no  large 
cracks  or  openings  in  the  partition,  or  between  the 
partition  and  frame,  to  form  direct  avenues  for  the 
jiassage  of  flame. 

What  this  ability  of  Metal  Lath  and  ])laster  con- 
struction to  "take  it"  for  five  brutal  hours,  and  still 
he  willing  to  take  more,  means  to  the  safey  of  people 
in  their  own  homes,  in  crowded  city  or  open  coun- 
try, is  obvious.  It  is  of  equal  importance  in  the  con- 
struction of  factories,  office  buildings,  hospitals, 
institutions,  theaters  and  other  public  buildings  in 
which  people  gather,  and  where  human  life  is  just 
as  precious.

America  cant  feed  the  world.  America  must  decide 
what  portion  of  its  food  can  be  spared  for  hungrv 
peo])les  overseas  until  new  harvests  make  it  possible 
for  them  to  feed  themselves.  LTnderfed  children  grow 
up  with  distortefl  minds,  and  when  children  with 
distorted  minds  grow  big  enough  to  carr}'  guns  thev 
become  a  menace  to  world  peace — -so  our  own  self- 
interest  demands  there  shall  be  plenty  in  America 
and  sufficiency  everywhere  in  the  world. 
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LETS  START  SOMETHING 

"Procrastination  is  the  thief  of  time,'  is  an  old 
saying  tliat  rings  true  in  the  solving  of  our  daily 
local  union  problems.  Many  a  well-conceived  and 
carefully  studied  plan  for  the  expansion  and  per- 
fection of  a  local  union  has  become  stale  and  gone  to 
waste  because  the  execution  of  it  was  delayed  from 
day  to  day,  from  week  to  week,  from  month  to  month 
and  from  one  year  to  another. 

It  is  true  that  we  can't  afford  to  go  off  half 
cocked.  Thinking  and  i>lanning  must  precede  the 
work  of  solving  any  important  problem  of  organi- 
zation. To  start  the  other  way  around  would  mean 
to  botch  the  job.  But  after  a  plan  has  well  matured 
in  our  minds  there  should  be  no  delay  in  taking  steps 
for  putting  it  into  efYect. 

The  angle  from  which  to  tackle  the  job  is  the  next 
question  demanding  attention.  Some  one  method  of 
approach  always  more  directly  leads  to  the  success 
of  an  undertaking  than  another,  be  it  a  question  of 
organizing  an  establishment  or  a  chain  of  establish- 
ments, of  negotiating  a  contract  or  of  solving  some 
other  local  union  problem. 

But  we  need  not  despair  even  if  we  should  get 
stumped  in  the  effort  to  find  the  most  advantageous 
starting  point,  for  not  infrequently  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  make  a  mistake  or  two  before  we  discover 
the  most  successful  approach  to  a  problem.  To 
get  things  moving — even  if  they  don't  immediately 
move  as  fast  as  we  had  expected — is  better  than  for 
us  to  lai)se  into  despairing  inactivity.  It  is  the 
constructive  use  of  time  and  the  cumulative  effect 
of  our  daily  building  efforts  that  count  in  the  local 
union's  success  at  the  year's  end. 

The  war  is  over,  and  reconversion  problems  call 
for  greater  alertness  on  our  part  in  exploiting  oppor- 
tunities for  building  strong  and  healthy  unions  than 
ever  before  in  our  Internationals  history.

Remember  what  Abraham  Lincoln  said :  "Our 
fathers  brought  forth  on  this  continent  a  new  nation, 
conceived  in  liberty  and  dedicated  to  the  proposition 
that  all  men  are  created  equal."  Get  that — created 
equal.  As  they  grow  up,  some  have  advantages  of 
education  and  environment.  These  are  generally 
the  ones  who  don't  become  the  subjects  for  prejudice 
and  hatred.  Prejudice  can't  conquer  you  if  you're 
determined  not  to  let  it. 

It's  up  to  us  to  lay  aside  our  unfounded  preju- 
dices and  to  make  the  most  of  this  wonderful  coun- 
try— this  country  that's  been  built  by  many  people, 
creeds,  nationalities,  and  races  in  such  a  way  that 
it  can  never  be  divided — that  it  w^ill  always  remain 
the  United  States  one  nation  indivisible,  with  liberty 
and  justice  for  all. 


Spain  has  been  very  much  in  the  news  for  a  long 
time,  thrust  into  it  by  a  minority  body  of  propagan- 
dists who  are  bent  on  revenge  for  the  defeat  of 
C'ommunism  in  that  country  during  its  recent  Civil 
War.  Spain  will  now  be  denounced  because  Franco 
is  planning  for  the  restoration  of  the  Monarchy  in- 
stead of  planning  for  the  introduction  of  a  Com- 
munistic state  under  the  guise  of  a  democracy. 

The  i^eople  who  condemn  Franco's  plans  would 
not  think  of  demanding  the  destruction  of  Brit- 
ain's monarchy.  They  find  no  fault  with  Sweden, 
or  Norway  or  Denmark  having  had  kings. 

If  the  majority  of  the  people  of  Spain  want  a 
monarchy,  why  should  they  not  have  it?  Do  not 
we  define  Democracy  to  mean  a  political  order  ac- 
cording to  the  will  of  the  majority?  Unfortunately, 
the  United  States  is  tinder  for  anti-Spanish  agita- 
tion. 

Winston  Churchill,  former  British  Prime  Min- 
ister, recently  informed  Ilis  Majesty's  Parliament 
of  the  decisive  assistance  rendered  to  the  cause  of 
the  United  Nations  by  the  present  government  of 
Spain,  first,  by  permitting  England  to  remain  in 
undisturbed  control  of  Gibraltar,  which  has  not  been 
ceded  and  could  have  been  recuperated  had  Nazi 
troops  been  permitted  to  enter  the  Iberian  Peninsula, 
and,  secondly,  by  its  indirect  but  none  the  less  effec- 
tive cooperation  to  the  success  of  allied  military 
operations  in  North  Africa.  Had  the  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment chosen  to  favor  the  Axis  powers,  the  Medi- 
terranean would  have  been  closed  from  the  Atlantic. 
 o  

Admiral  Ben  Moreel,  Chief,  Bureau  of  Yards  and 
Docks :  I  do  not  share  the  opinion  of  those  who 
l)reach  that  a  terrible  depression  is  inevitable  after 
the  war.  The  end  of  the  war  will  see  this  country 
with  the  greatest  industrial  productive  potential, 
in  men  and  material,  in  the  history  of  the  world. 
Our  people  arc  trained  in  the  operation  of  the  intri- 
cate machinery  of  modern  production.  We  are 
young,  energetic  and  courageous.  To  those  who 
look  u])on  the  future  with  fear,  I  say:  "Compare 
our  lot  with  that  of  the  other  nations  of  the  world. 
If  we  despair,  what  hope  is  there  for  them?" 
 o  

At  Yalta,  Roosevelt  gave  a  promise  that  the  United 
States  would  keep  an  army  of  500,000  men  in  Ger- 
many for  four  to  five  years.  Half  a  million  men 
is  a  tremendous  force  to  keep  overseas  in  peacetime. 

President  Truman,  however,  is  known  to  have  a 
lot  of  new  ideas  on  this  subject.  At  Potsdam,  he 
arranged  for  the  withdrawal  of  most  of  the  Amer- 
ican army  from  Italy.  He  also  proposed  that  all 
allied  troops  get  out  of  the  occupied  countries  as 
soon  as  possible. 
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WHO  BACKED  HITLER  AND  MUSSOLINI? 

How  our  own  finaiicicrs  and  (liplomals  smoothed 
the  way  for  tlio  advance  of  Mussolini  and  Hitler, 
of  Fascism  and  Naziism,  is  impressively  revealed  by 
facts  which  came  to  light  within  the  last  week. 

l-'irst,  a  story  from  ICurope,  Amerigo  Dumini  is 
under  arrest  in  Italy.  He  was  horn  in  St.  Louis,  but 
went  to  Italy  and  became  one  of  the  "I^lack  Shirt" 
gangsters  used  by  Italian  industrialists  to  break 
strikes  and  smash  unions  after  the  first  World  War. 
In  that  way  he  came  to  the  attention  of  Mussolini, 
and  II  Duce  paid  him  $25  to  murder  Matteotti,  the 
gallant  member  of  the  Italian  Parliament,  who  fought 

P^ascism  to  his  last  breath. 

*  *  * 

At  the  time  Matteotti  was  struck  down  by  Dumini 
and  his  gang  he  was  on  his  way  to  Parliament  to 
expose  a  crooked  deal  by  which  American  oil  com- 
panies had  supplied  Mussolini  with  several  millions 
of  dollars,  in  return  for  "concessions." 

Dumini  was  tried,  but,  of  course,  acquitted,  and 
continued  his  career  of  violence  and  thievery  until 
Fascism  collapsed.  'Whenever  he  got  into  trouble, 
he  appealed  to  Mussolini  and  was  released.  He 
could  blackmail  II  Duce  because  he  had  been  smart 
enough  to  write  the  story  of  the  asassination  of 
Matteotti  and  send  copies  to  friends  outside  Italy 
with  instructions  to  make  the  bloody  narrative  pub- 
lic in  case  he  "disappeared." 

*  *  * 

Even  more  impressive  are  documents  concerning 
our  foreign  relations,  just  made  by  our  State  De- 
partment. In  1930.  international  bankers  proposed 
to  loan  $300,000,000,000  to  Germany.  The  House  of 
Morgan  wished  to  get  in  on  the  deal.  There  was 
big  profit  in  it. 

Some  of  our  ablest  representatives  abroad  pro- 
tested, but  Thomas  W.  Lament,  spokesman  for  the 
Morgans,  got  in  touch  with  the  State  Department, 
then  headed  by  Henry  L.  Stimson,  now  our  Secre- 
tary of  War.  The  loan  was  O.  K.'d.  Those  who 
protested  were  ridiculed,  and  even  charged  with 
playing  into  the  hands  of  French  financiers. 

Little  later,  George  A.  Gordon,  then  our  charge 
d'affaires  in  Berlin,  wrote  our  State  Department, 
explaining  that  industrial  interests  in  Germany  were 
raising  money  to  put  Hitler  in  power.  The  State 
Department  didnt  move  a  finger. 

There  is  nothing  particularly  new  in  the  foregoing. 
Labor  was  practically  the  only  paper  in  this  country 
to  tell  the  truth  about  the  murder  of  Matteotti.  We 
had  a  capable  correspondent  in  Europe  at  the  time, 
and  he  gave  us  the  facts  which  other  papers  were 
ignoring. 

Time  and  time  again  Labor  has  presented  evi- 


di  nee  showing  that  German  and  Italian  itidustrialists 
])la(cd  Hitler  and  Mussolini  in  power  and  that 
Amcriiaii  .uh!  British,  and  probably  I'Venrh,  finan- 
liers  and  industrialists  su|)plied  generous  loans  and 
(illur  encouragement. 

The  imi)ortant  thing  is  that  these  sensational 
statements  are  now  being  confirmed  up  to  the  hilt, 
l)y  unimi)cachable  authority. 

*    *  * 

Hitler  and  Mussolini  could  not  have  j^recipitated 
this  World  War  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  aid  they 
received  from  these  big  bankers  and  their  allies,  the 
industrial  overlords. 

Now  we  are  once  more  laying  plans  for  peace  and 
economic  stabilization. 

Will  we  permit  our  financiers  and  industrialists, 
hungry  for  profits,  to  pave  the  way  for  another 
world  war,  as  they  certainly  paved  the  way  for  this 
World  War — Labor. 

 0  

The  building  industry  is  awaiting  only  the  release 
i)f  materials  to  begin  an  expected  decade  of  high 
volume  construction  of  war  deferred  housing,  repair 
and  modernization  and  facilities  for  expanding  busi- 
ness and  industry. 

A  large  building  program  for  religious  institu- 
tions will  contribute  to  the  total,  with  a  prediction 
of  the  biggest  building  program  for  religious  struc- 
tires  in  America's  history.  Parochial  schools,  con- 
\  ents.  and  rectories,  as  well  as  new  churches  and 
replacements  of  present  structures,  are  included. 
The  study  covered  30  faiths. 

For  the  37  states  east  of  the  Rockies,  3  billion 
129  million  would  be  spent  annually  for  residential 
building  alone. 

.\  national  survey  showed  builders  are  prepared 
to  construct  in  the  first  post-war  year  450,000  homes 
at  a  cost  of  2  billion  475  million.  This  survey  pre- 
dicted construction  of  750,000  homes  in  the  second 
year  and  estimated  probable  building  of  1  million 
homes  in  the  third  year.  The  survey  reported  the 
average  American  family  wants  a  six  room  home 
costing  about  $6,000. 

The  problem  of  materials  is  not  expected  to  delay 
the  building  industry's  move  toward  peacetime  levels. 
When  reconversion  and  inventory  problems  are 
solved,  the  United  States  bureau  of  labor  statistics 
said  the  supply  of  materials  will  be  sufficient  for  a 
construction  program  of  15  billions  a  year. 

The  bureau  of  labor  statistics  estimates  there  are 
1.120.000  construction  mechanics  in  civilian  life,  440,- 
000  helpers  and  experienced  laborers  and  400,000 
inexperienced  laborers.  It  regards  this  force  as 
sufficient  for  an  annual  construction  program  of 
8%  billions  at  1940  cost  levels.

AI''L  I'rcsich'iit  W  illi.nii  (■.rccii  (k'liouiucd  the  new 
"labor  relations"  liill  int  rodiui'd  in  Congress  by 
Senators  lialili,  i!all  and  lUnton  as  a  legislative 
"strait jaeket"  for  tlie  nation's  workers. 

'Ph<>  measure  would  i-e(|uire  eoinpulsory  arbitra- 
tion of  certain  dis|)Utes,  i)erniit  court  injunctions 
against  unions,  curtail  tlie  closed  sho])  and  i)ut  or- 
ganized labor  under  the  tlunnb  of  governnienl  regi- 
mentation. 

v^cnator  Wayne  V>.  Morse,  of  Oregon,  in  an  impar- 
tial appraisal  of  the  bill,  declared  it  was  "slanted" 
according  to  the  emjiloycrs'  point  of  view.  Reac- 
tionarv  newspapers  and  columnists  hailed  the  pro- 
l)Osed  legislation  but  labor  and  liberal  leaders  united 
in  condemning  it.  Mr.  Green  said  the  AFL  would 
fight  it  with  all  its  strength.  The  text  of  Mr.  Green's 
statement  follows : 

"Three  Senators,  without  practical  experience  in 
the  field  of  labor  relations,  have  hit  ui)on  a  design 
for  the  future,  tailored  a  straitjacket  for  labor  and 
are  now  seeking  to  compel  the  nation's  workers  by 
law  to  wear  their  creation. 

"In  introducing  their  new  labor  relations  bill, 
Senators  Hatch,  Ball  and  Burton  declared  that  it  has 
been  18  months  in  preparation.  Yet  in  all  that  time 
labor  was  never  even  consulted  about  the  provi- 
sions and,  in  fact,  never  saw  a  copy  of  the  measure 
before  it  was  introduced. 

"These  circumstances  indicate  an  anti-democratic 
and  hostile  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  bills  sponsors, 
toward  the  workers  of  America.  Surely,  tliose  prin- 
cipally affected  I)y  a  radicall}-  new  legislative  proposal 
should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  present  their  view- 
l)oint,  if  the  sponsors  were  acting  fairly,  im]")artially 
apd  in  good  faith. 

"Preliminary  analysis  of  the  Hatch-Ball-Burton 
bill  discloses  basically  objectionable  features.  Among 
these  are : 

"1 — The  bill  proposes  comi)ulsory  arbitration.  This 
is  a  restriction  upon  their  freedom  that  the  wage 
earners  of  America  will  never  accept.  Organized 
labor  has  fought  compulsory  arbitration  since  its 
earliest  days  as  the  first  step  toward  involuntary 
servitude.    We  will  not  give  u])  that  fight  now. 

"2 — Under  the  guise  of  revising  the  National  Labor 
Fielations  Act.  the  bill  would  so  thoroughly  transform 
that  law  as  to  make  it  an  instrument  of  labor  oppres- 
,  sion,  rather  than  emancipation. 

"3 — The  right  of  contract  is  impaired  by  the  bill, 
whicli  would  ])rohibit   labor   and  management  from 


entering  into  vohnilary  closed  shop  agreement  ex- 
cept on  an  unworkable  ])ercentage  basis. 

"4  'I'lie  sc  ojx'  of  lh(  Wagner  .\ct  also  would  be 
seiioush  bunted  b.  the  new  bill,  which  proposes  to 
exempt  small  cniiiloyers  from  obligations  r<'f|uired 
of  largei'  entcrpi^ises. 

"5 — In  sum,  this  measure  seeks  to  establish  gov- 
ernment regimentation  of  labor  and  industry  in 
normal  times  to  a  degree  that  would  gravely  under- 
mine free  collective  bargaining. 

"The  workers  of  America  who  have  served  their 
country  so  faithfully  and  so  well  throughout  the  war 
will  resent  this  attempt  to  infringe  upon  their  funda- 
mental freedoms  as  their  reward  for  victory.  In 
their  behalf,  the  .\merican  Federation  of  Labor  will 
oppose  the  Hatch-Ball- lUirton  bill  with  all  its 
strength." 

 ■  o  

The  introduction  of  the  Post'war  Housing  Bill 
is  the  most  important  step  yet  taken  in  Congress 
toward  the  jjositive  assurance  of  full  em])loyment 
after  the  war. 

The  bill  is  designed  to  stimulate  the  construc- 
tion of  1,250.000  dwelling  units  a  year  for  the  first 
10  }ears.  It  provides  federal  subsidies  of  $133,000,- 
000  a  year  but  it  is  believed  that  at  the  end  of  the 
fourth  year  after  the  war  a  total  investment  of 
seven  billion  dollars  a  year  of  private  and  public 
funds  would  be  generated  for  the  housing  program. 

Federal  aid  to  municipalities  for  a  long-term 
development  ])rogram  designed  to  replan  and  re- 
build our  cities  and  towns  for  sound  and  stable 
growth. 

Resumption  and  expansion  of  slum  clearance  and 
rehousing  program  by  the  local  housing  authorities, 
under  improved  U.  S.  Housing  Act,  to  provide  decent 
homes  to  families  of  low  income  whom  private  en- 
terprise cannot  reach. 

Fnlargement  of  market  for  rental  housing  for 
families  of  moderate  income  through  FH.A  insur- 
ance of  yield  on  private  investment  in  proects 
l)uilt  for  moderate  rents. 

Improvement  of  housing  on  the  farm  and  pro- 
vision of  lo\v-cost  rural  housing  to  farm  families, 
on  lease  but  for  eventual  ownershi]^. 

Orderly  disposition  of  ])ermanent  war  housing, 
authorizing  local  housing  authorities  to  acquire  such 
hiiusing  and  giving  occu])ancy  preference  to  service- 
men and  \eterans. 

-Assurance  that  fair  labor  standards  be  maintained 
on  postwar  housing  construction  envisaged  in  the 
]irogram. 

Creation  of  a  permanent  statutory  National  Hous- 
in.g  Agency.

The  Chicago  Daily  News  each  day  cjarries  a 
column  under  the  caption  "First  Aid  to  the  Ailing 
House."  In  this  column  are  questions  asked  con- 
cerning the  house  and  such  questions  are  answered 
by  the  columnist  Roger  B.  Whitman. 

We  insert  the  question  and  answer  appearing 
in  the  May  12,  1945,  issue  of  that  paper.  The  person 
asking  the  question  is  just  another  one  who  has 
wallboard  troubles.  Eventually  such  troubles  come 
to  all  those  who,  in  lieu  of  plastering,  used  so-called 
finished  wallboards.  Such  wallboards  will  surely 
in  time  demand  recognition  of  their  presence  under 
wallpaper  or  paint,  even  under  many  coats  of  either. 
Time  will  tell,  each  board  will  move  in  an  opposite 
way,  outline  of  each  board  will  show,  proving  that 
expansion  and  contraction  must  occur.  The  very 
nature  of  the  board  compels  these  defects  to  show 
sooner  or  later. 

As  I  said  so  often,  each  finished  wallboard  job 
done  is  a  potential  job  for  the  plasterer  later  on. 
Plastering  applied  to  plaster  lath  as  a  base  for  plas- 
tering, will  in  itself  prevent  the  movement  of  the 
plaster  lath  and  make  for  a  permanently  bautiful 
wall  devoid  of  cracks  or  blemishes  of  any  kind.  Yes, 
every  job  of  finished  wallboard  done  is  a  potential 
job  for  the  plasterer  later  on.

If  it's  your  own  private  auto,  then  it's  up  to  you 
to  see  that  it  is  in  good  condition — safe  condition. 
If  you  smash  up  your  car  because  of  too  much 
speed  and  too  old  rubber,  maybe  you  will  only  hurt 
yourself,  if  you  are  lucky.  But,  if  you  are  driving 
equipment  that  you  know  hasn't  been  kept  up,  that 
acts  strangely  now  and  then,  better  watch  yourself. 

All  good  advice — and  cheap  at  half  the  price.  But, 
the  accident  reports  already  show  the  truth  of  what 
we  have  said.  The  highway  death  rate  is  increasing. 
Smashups  are  more  frequent. 

It's  not  such  a  bad  world,  you  know.  Unless  you 
are  hankering  to  leave  it  with  great  suddenness, 
watch  that  speed.

WOODROW  WILSON 

Viewed  in  the  light  of  current  history,  the  stature 
of  Woodrow  Wilson  grows  more  imposing  with  the 
passing  years. 

In  observing  the  88th  anniversary  of  his  birth — 
December  28,  185t)  —  America  holds  him  in  deeper 
respect  and  admiration  than  in  1919  when  it  turned 
against  him  and  his  ideal  —  the  League  of  Nations. 

Woodrow  Wilson  was  ahead  of  his  time.  What 
he  saw  clearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  The 
American  people  have  just  perceived  in  the  psat  few 
years  through  the  travail  of  another  great  war — a 
war  which  Wilson  predicted  with  amazing  accuracy. 

"I  can  predict."  he  said,  "with  absolute  certainty 
that  within  another  generation  there  will  be  another 
world  war  if  the  nations  of  the  world  do  not  con- 
cert the  method  by  which  to  prevent  it.  .  .  .  It  will 
come  while  this  generation  is  living,  and  the  chil- 
dren will  be  sacrificed  upon  the  altar  of  that  war." 

Wilson  undoubtedly  perceived  that  something  more 
than  political  cooperation  between  governments  could 
grow  out  of  the  League  of  Nations.  He  must  have 
felt  that  it  would  result  in  a  more  genuine  unity 
among  all  mankind — a  unity  in  which  one  individual 
does  not  hate  and  abuse  another  solely  because  of 
his  racional  origin  or  religious  belief. 

Had  the  nations  accepted  and  supported  the  League 
with  the  same  sincerity  and  devotion  to  humanity 
which  motivated  Wilson,  World  War  II  and  the  per- 
secutions which  preceded  it  and  increased  with  its 
outbreak  could  not  have  occurred.  Woodrow  Wilson 
failed  in  his  efforts  to  establish  an  effective  peace 
organization  because  of  the  indifference  of  the  last 
generation.  But  that  very  failure — and  its  ghastly 
results — have  made  this  generation  realize  that  this 
time  his  ideal  must  succeed.

There  is  nothing  peculiar  about  labor.  It  is  just 
a  name  that  stands  for  American  men  and  women 
who  earn  their  living  by  the  sweat  of  their  brow. 
They  are  citizens,  their  sons  are  soldiers,  their  daugh- 
ters are  in  the  armed  services  and  they  pay  taxes. 
They  go  to  school,  they  are  church  members,  they 
love  this  country.    They  are  good  Americans. 

First  of  all  we  are  Americans,  we  are  citizens,  and 
secondly,  we  are  workers.  Every  responsibility 
which  devolves  upon  the  American  citizen  is  our 
responsibility. 

Labor  agreed  over  a  year  ago  not  to  strike.  It 
has  kept  that  pledge  99  per  cent  perfect.  We  have 
agreed  not  to  demand  inflationary  wages.  Wage  in- 
creases have  been  less  than  price  increases  already. 
We  have  voluntarily  made  every  effort  to  increase 
production. 


More  than  50,000  new  frozen  food  locker  plants 
will  he  constructed  witliiu  five  years  after  the  war.

l'\-inuers,  faced  with  meat  rationing  restrictions 
(luring  the  war,  have  discovered  the  flexibility  of 
locker  i)lant  operations,  which  include  chilling, 
quick-freezing,  storing  of  meats,  and  quick-freezing 
and  storing  of  fruits  and  vegetables. 

Postwar  use  of  locker  plant  facilities  in  large 
cities  include  advantages  for  families  for  buying 
at  low  ])riccs,  quantities  of  toj)  quality  meat  and 
other  fresh  foods  that  can  be  stored  in  lockers,  ready 
for  use  during  every  season  of  the  year. 

Available,  also,  to  busy  metropolitan  families,  will 
he  the  develo]iing  locker  plant  feature  of  supplying 
ready-for-the-table  delicacies. 

These  lockers  will  eventually  be  plastered  with 
Portland  cement  mortar  to  provide  proper  insula- 
tion.

Every  time  a  store  makes  a  purchase  of  any  stock 
it  means  that  a  certain  amount  of  wages  was  in- 
cluded in  the  cost  of  that  stock.  The  thing  that 
makes  wages  is  the  fact  that  there  are  buyers.  If 
it  weren't  for  buyers  there  would  not  be  much  use 
of  making  and  selling  wares  of  any  kind. 

Producers  and  store  keepers  depend  upon  buyers 
and  buyers  depend  on  the  power  to  purchase.  It  is 
the  demand  for,  and  the  ability  to  buy,  that  makes 
work  for  people.  Any  employer  must  have  a  market 
for  his  product  before  he  can  provide  a  job  for  the 
worker.  Jobs  begin  with  demand.  Prosperity  de- 
pends upon  jobs,  jobs  depend  upon  prosperity  or  on 
human  needs.  The  farmer,  the  manufacturer  or  dis- 
tributor depends  upon  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
multitudes  and  the  multitudes  depends  upon  the  farm- 
er, manufacturer  and  the  middle  man. 

Production,  distribution  depends  upon  purchasers, 
and  the  great  mass  are  the  purchasers.  Keep  the 
masses  employed  and  they  will  keep  all  wheels  turn- 
ing and  vice  versa.

We  are  entering  into  a  new  business  era.  The  old-fashioned  competition  of  many 
smaller  manufacturers,  making  one  line  of  goods,  may  be  replaced  by  a  monopoly  of  that 
line  made  by  one  giant  corporation. 

By  means  of  a  trade-mark  the  product  of  the  super-corporation  will  be  intensely  ex- 
ploited on  the  radio  and  through  newspaper  advertising  to  such  an  extent  that  consumers 
will  ask  for  the  "brand"  instead  of  asking  for  the  name  of  the  commodity,  itself. 

To  meet  this  growing  tendency  of  business  concentrating  into  a  few  giant  firms, 
smaller  manufacturers  of  the  same  product  will  be  compelled  to  form  a  trade  association 
and  use  some  common  brand  name  to  designate  their  product  from  a  monopoly  brand. 
They  must  employ  the  same  collective  action  that  is  used  by  a  labor  union  that  adopts 
a  Union  Label,  Shop  Card,  or  Service  Button. 

If  smaller  industries  do  not  organize  they  may  not  be  able  to  survive.  In  addition  to 
o  general  brand  name  placed  on  an  article,  made  by  smaller  manufacturers,  the  use  of  the 
Union  Label  would  also  be  extremely  advantageous.  Union  Label-conscious  consumers 
have  already  learned  to  ask  for  Union  goods  by  their  respective  trade-marks  instead  of 
just  asking,  "Is  it  Union-made?" 

Through  a  cooperative  effort  between  labor  unions  and  smaller  business  associations 
a  strong  marketing  campaign  could  be  initiated.  It  would  transfuse  new  blood  into  the 
diminishing  little  firms. 

Such  a  "Union"  of  employes  and  employers  would  bring  about  a  survival  of  the  smaller 
business  establishments,  in  smaller  cities  and  towns,  that  have  been  the  economic  back- 
bone of  America. 

Members  of  labor  unions  and  women's  auxiliaries  can  be  a  great  help  by  urging  all 
consumers  to  buy  only  Union  Label  goods  and  use  only  Union  services.  They  can  tell 
members  of  their  families  and  friends  what  brands  to  buy  and  where  to  buy  them.  "Edu- 
cate, organize,  cooperate,  and  patronize  only  those  firms  that  display  the  Union  Label, 
Shop  Card,  er  Service  Button"  should  be  organized  labor's  c®nstant  motto!

be  enlisted  to  train  an  apprentice  in  the  trade  of  lath- 
intr.    The  apprentice  wants  a  chance  to  become  an  all- 
around  skilled  niechanic  by  mastering  the  basic  elements 
of  his  tr.-.de  and  in  as  p.actical  a  way  as  possible.  While 
he  is  learning  the  tracie,  he  wants  a  wage  in  line  with 
his  experience  and  the  going  rate  increasing  of  course 
with  his  skill.    The  employer  too,  wants  the  apprentice 
to  get  the  sort  of  training  that  will  develop  him  into 
the  thoroughly  skilled  worker  that  the  trade  needs. 
Therefoie,  We  your  Executive  Council  recommend  and 
mstruct  the  Isei.re  su"    of  the  L.  I.  U.  to  run  a  series  of 
articles  on  Craft  Problems  from  time  to  time  adapted  to 
the  trade  in  our  jouinai,  for  the  purpose  of  gi\ing  the  ele- 
mentary and  supplemental  instruction  to  our  present  and 
future  apprentices  and    members,   secretary    to  furnish  a 
journal  for  each  apprentice. 

We  further  urge  that  all  local  unions  familiarize  them- 
selves with  and  take  advantage  of  opportunities  for  appren- 
ticeship training  as  provided  for  by  Municipal.  State  and 
Federal  Governments  including  the  G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights. 
Locals  are  urged  to  discuss  this  very  important  matter  and 
get  a  line  on  those  who  would  be  interested  in  an  oppor- 
tunity to  get  into  the  trade  when  needed. 

Case  No.  7 — Consideration  of  a  Uniform  Program  to 
apply  to  the  Enrollment  and  Reinstatement  of 
Returning  Veterans. 

Your  Executive  Council  again  gave  this  subject  full 
consideration  and  feel  that  it  is  important  and  necessary 
that  full  opportunity  be  gi\'en  to  returning  servicemen  to 
return  to  the  trade  of  lathing  as  members  of  our  union, 
and  feel  that  a  liberal  policy  should  be  adopted  by  our 
local  unions  in  this  respect,  a  policy  which  would  assist  the 
returning  servicemen,  as  well  as  assist  our  organization 
to  obtain  additional  members  in  order  to  properly  protect 
our  trade  jurisdiction,  and  therefore  recommends — that 
our  local  unions  give  consideration  to  returning  servicemen 
who  were  suspended  or  failed  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunities  afforded  by  international  law  to  protect  their 
standing,  and  giant  these  men  admittance  to  our  local  unions 
at  the  minimum  permitted  by  the  local  and  international 
laws. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  your  Council  that  this  is  a  mat- 
ter of  great  importance  and  should  receive  immediate 
attention  and  cooperation  of  our  local  unions,  and  the  Ex- 
ecutive Council  gives  assurance  that  where  the  local  unions 
reduce  the  cost  of  an  applicant  of  the  type  mentioned,  and 
where  these  men  have  not  worked  in  a  manner  detrimental 
or  injuiious  to  our  organization,  that  the  International 
Union   will  make   a    similar  concession. 

The  General  President  is  hereby  urged  to  grant 
special  dispensrtions  to  men  of  this  type  and  collect  only 
the  minimum  amount  established  by  dispensation  for  the 
International  Union  for  reinstatement. 

Case  No.  8 — Establishment  of  a  Uniform  Basis  for 
Other  Suspended  Members  Who  are  Not  Classified 
as  Veterans. 

In  discussing  this  problem,  your  Executive  Council 
is  aware  of  the  great  increase  in  the  building  program 
throughout  the  country,  rnd  feels  that  it  will  be  necessary 
to  ohrtain  additional  workers  in  our  trade  if  we  are  to 
properly  protect  our  jurisdiction  and  avoid  the  use  of  sub- 
stitutes and  other  materials  which  have  been  steadily 
encroaching  upon  the  lathing  industry  and  feels  that  steps 
must  be  taken  by  our  local  unions  and  International  Union 
in  order  to  attract  former  lathers  back  into  our  business, 
as  well  as  the  training  of  new  lathers  through  our  appren- 
ticeship system. 

In  order  to  ac.omplish  this  purpose,  your  Executive 
Council  feels  that  the  local  unions  should  admit  these 
members  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  during  which 
suspension  <hey  have  not  worked  in  a  manner  detrimental 
or  injurious  to  our  trade  or  organization  and  who  are  not 
veterans,  at  a  fee  that  will  attract  rather  than  repel  mem- 
bers into  our  ranks.  The  Council  feels  that  the  unions 
should  establish  a  minimum  fee  in  the  similar  manner  that 
is  recommended  above  in  the  case  of  veterans,  and  also 
that  the  International  Union  will  establish  a  similar  policy 
in  cooperation  with  local  unions  by  setting  the  minimum 
fee  permitted  under  our  constitution. 


Your  Council  further  recommends  that  where  local 
unions  reciuest  a  disi)ensation  from  the  International  Union, 
that  local  may  waive  the  reinstatement  fee. 

Case  No.  9 — Extending  the  Time  of  Reinstatement  Pri- 
vilege for  Veterans. 

The  Executive  Council  had  before  it,  consideration  of 
amending  the  present  rule  f.-overning  the  reinstatement  of 
Veterans  on  .^rmcd  Service  Withdrawal  Cards. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil that  a  number  of  these  \eterans  who  were  former  mem- 
nior  members  of  our  organization  upon  their  return  have 
no',  adjusted  themselves  to  civilian  life  within  the  ninety- 
day  period  now  permitted  by  this  rule,  and  it  is  the  feeling 
of  the  Executive  Council  that  further  time  should  be  granted 
to  these  veterans  in  order  that  their  standing  be  protected 
in  the  International  Union  during  this  adjustment  period. 
Therefore,  Your  Executive  Council  is  extending  the  time 
from  ninety  days  now  permit'.ed  to  one  year,  and  any  re- 
turnin!;'  ser\:ceinen  depositing  this  Armed  Service  With- 
drawal Card  within  one  year  from  date  of  his  discharge 
will  be  immediately  restored  his  unbroken  record  of  good 
standing,  including  the  time  of  service  and  thereafter  be 
entitled  to  all  accrued  international  benefits. 

Case  No.  10 — Progress  of  the  National  Foundation  for 
Lathing  and  Plastering. 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  and  authority  granted  the 
Geiieral  President  and  General  Secretary-Treasurer  at  the 
1914  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  under  the  head  of 
"Industry  Promotion"  the  National  Foundation  for  Lath- 
ing and  Plastering  has  been  organized  and  is  efficiently 
functioning.  This  Foundation  is  headed  by  General  Presi- 
dent McSorley,  General  President  John  E.  Rooney,  Opera- 
tive Plasterers  and  Cement  Finishers'  International  Associa- 
tion and  Cscar  A.  Reum,  Ceneral  President  of  the  Contrac- 
ting Plasters  International  Association.  The  Foundation 
has  employed  as  its  director,  Mr.  Erwin  M.  Lurie,  former 
director  of  the  Metal  Lath  Manufacturers  Association. 

The  progress  of  the  work  of  this  Foundation  was  re- 
ported to  your  Executive  Council  by  President  McSorley, 
President  Rooney,  Mr.  Lurie  and  Mr.  Charles  Bonnell,  Vice 
President  and  member  Executive  Council,  Contracting 
IMasters'  Internationa!  Association. 

Your  Executive  Council  is  pleased  to  note  the  splendid 
progress  made  by  this  Foundation  and  feel  that  the  work 
of  this  organization  will  be  instiumental  in  assisting  the 
Plastering  and  Lathing  Industry  to  play  an  important  and 
outstanding  part  in  stimulating  the  use  of  lathing  and 
l)lastering  in  the  post-war  period,  and  will  be  the  means 
of  effectively  combatting  the  present  campaign  for  the  use 
of  substitutes,  as  well  as  be  the  means  of  retaining  our 
industry  in  its  proper  place  in  the  construction  field. 

Your  Executive  Council  wishes  to  point  out  the  neces- 
sity for  the  full  cooperation  of  the  local  unions  and  con- 
ti-actors  in  the  state  and  local  levels,  as  the  National  Foun- 
dation for  Lathing  and  Plastering  must  receive  the  greatest 
cooperation  from  our  affiliated  local  unions  if  the  splendid 
piogram  which  has  been  developed  is  to  be  successful. 

The  officers  of  theT'oundation  will  from  time  to  time 
caU  upon  our  loral  officials  for  their  cooperation  and  your 
Executive  Council  urges  that  this  cooperation  be  extended 
in  the  greatest  possible  manner  to  effectively  carry  out  the 
aims  and  objects  of  the  above-mentioned  organization. 

Case  No.  11 — Joint  Cooperation  of  Lathing  and  PlaR- 
tering  Industry. 

In  further  consider;:tion  of  the  great  need  for  the  close 
ccope' ation  betw  een  the  International  and  local  unions  of 
'he  Operative  Plasterers  and  Cement  Finishers  and  our 
International  LInion,  we  of  the  Executive  Council  believe 
thft  it  's  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  plasterers' 
;'nd  Irthers*  organisations  work  in  harmony  and  cooperate 
tT  'he  fullest  extent  in  order  that  both  organizations  can 
nromote  better  conditions  in  the  plastering  and  lathing 
i  idu'try,  so  that  the  v>ork  of  the  National  Foundation  for 
T  athinf  and  Plastering  which  our  two  organizations  have 
in'tiated.  and  which  is  now  making  such  splendid  progress 
\\\]]  l  e  completely  successful. 

Your  Council  feels  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  oni-  two  trades  must  woi-k  in  harmony  and  urges  that 
the  General  President  of  the  Operative  Plasterers  and 
Cement  Finishers  International  Association  and  the  Gen- 
eral President  of  our  International  Union  advise  all  local 
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unions  of  the  necessity  of  their  joint  harmonious  operation. 

Case  No.  12 — Uesoliition  on  the  Death  of  Oscar  A. 
Ileum,  Tresident  ConlraclinK  I'lasterers'  In- 
ternational Association. 

Your  Council  fully  appreciates  the  outstanding  service 
rendered  to  our  industry  by  Mr.  Keum,  in  collaboration  with 
our  Ceneral  President"  and  realize  that  the  industry  will 
keenly  feel  the  loss  of  this  outstanding  leader. 

Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  the  Council,  an  appro- 
priate telegram  of  condolence  was  sent  to  the  bereaved 
family. 

Case  No.  13 — Victory  Loan  Bonds. 

President  McSorley  advised  the  Council  thai  the  Treas- 
ury Department  was  now  floating  its  Victory  Loan  Bonds 
and  suggested  that  the  Council  should  give  consideration  to 
the  purchase  of  bonds  under  this  new  issue.  Moved,  sec- 
onded and  carried,  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer  be  auth- 
orized to  expend  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  purchase  Victory 
Loan  Bonds. 


Case  No.  14 — Vacation  for  PrcHldent  McSorley  and 
General  .Secretary  Treasurer  l-'ord. 

We  your  Executive  Council,  realizing  that  General 
President  McSorley  and  General  .Secretary-Treasurer  Ford 
have  worked  faithfully  and  hard  during  the  last  trying  year 
hereby  authorizes  both  these  general  officers  to  take  a 
vacation  with  all  expenses  paid  by  the  International  Union. 

Case  No.  l.'i — Convention  Call. 

By  rerercndum  vote,  all  conventions  of  our  Internation- 
al Union  were  suspended  during  the  war.  Now  that  hos- 
tilities have  ceased,  your  Executive  Council  feels  that  a 
Convention  of  our  Internation  Union  should  be  held  in  the 
year  194G,  and  the  Council  is  instructing  the  President  and 
General  Officers  to  make  the  necessary  preparations  and 
arrangements  to  hold  the  Convention  in  the  city  of  Chicago, 
on  the  second  Monday  of  September,  1946,  pursuant  to 
Section  185  International  Constitution.

To  line  up  post-war  jobs,  information  is  being 
asked  on  all  types  of  pubIic-\vorks  construction  in  a 
country-wide  survey. 

The  survey  is  being  conducted  by  the  Federal 
Works  Administration  and  has  been  addressed  by 
Maj.  Gen.  Philip  B.  Fleming,  Federal  Works  Adminis- 
trator, to  governors,  county  executives  and  mayors 
of  cities  of  more  than  10,000  inhabitants. 

The  survey  will  cover  four  stages  of  plan  prepara- 
tion, ranging  from  projects  for  which  bids  could 
be  advertised  and  contracts  awarded  within  sixty 
days,  to  projects  in  the  "idea"  stage  where  construc- 
tion is  contemplated  before  1950.  Data  will  be 
assembled  on  nine  types  of  projects  to  include  only 
new  construction,  reconstruction  and  improvements 
involving  public  works  facilities  other  than  Federal. 
The  governors,  mayors  and  county  executives  have 
been  asked  to  report  what  funds  or  reserves  have 
been  set  aside  for  financing  post-war  public  works, 
or  the  probable  sources  for  financing  them. 

Types  of  projects  embraced  in  the  survey  are  as 
follows : 

Highways,  roads  and  streets;  bridges,  viaducts, 
grade  separations :  airports,  terminals  and  landing 
strips,  airport  buildings  and  other  airport  and  airway 
facilities ;  sewer,  water  ^.nd  sanitation  facilities ; 
schools,  including  dormitories,  auditoriums,  gymna- 
siums, libraries  and  administrative  buildings;  hospi- 
tals, including  clinics,  health  centers,  sanitoriums ; 
public  buildings  such  as  city  halls,  court  houses, 
police  and  fire  stations,  garages,  storage  buildings, 
armories,  and  community  buildings  ;  parks,  including 
playgrounds,  athletic  fields,  stadiums,  grandstands, 
fair  grounds,  tennis  courts,  golf  courses,  swimming 
pools  and  shells,  outdoor  theaters  and  recreational 
buildings ;  and  miscellaneous  public  facilities  such  as 
public  gas  and  electric  plants,  public  transportation 
facilities,  docks,  breakwaters,  wharves,  irrigation  sys- 
I  terns  other  than  Federal  projects. 


Two  giant  housing  projects  with  homes  for 
approximately  30,000  persons  are  being  planned  in  New 
York  City. 

These  two  projects  to  be  built  by  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Company,  represent  the  first  use  of 
private  capital  for  rebuilding  blighted  districts  in 
New  York  under  the  new  slum  reclamation  law. 

The  larger  of  the  two,  Stuyvesant  Town,  will 
cover  18  city  blocks,  with  a  gross  area  of  about 
75  acres,  on  the  lower  east  side.  About  550  old 
buildings  will  be  torn  down  and  replaced  with  35 
residential  structures,  13  stories  high,  with  living 
space  for  8,842  families. 

Riverton,  a  Harlem  post-war  counterpart  of  Stuy- 
vesant Town,  will  be  a  parklike  residential  com- 
munity occupying  12  acres.  It  will  accommodate 
about  1.2(X)  families,  or  approximately  3,400  persons. 

Riverton  and  Stuyvesant  Town  represent  the  first 
use  of  private  capital  for  the  rebuilding  of  obsolete 
city  areas,  under  the  redevelopiment  companies  law, 
which  has  been  described  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  a? 
an  eft'ort  by  the  legislature  to  promote  cooperation 
between  municipal  government  and  private  capital  to 
the  end  that  substandard,  insanitary  areas  in  our 
urban  communities  may  be  rehabilitated. 

The  New  York  law  permits  municipalities  to  con- 
demn sites  and  then  turn  them  over  to  neighborhood 
redevelopment  corporations  for  the  building  of  hous- 
ing projects,  under  public  supervision. 

^Metropolitan  Life's  biggest  housing  development 
is  Parkchester  in  New  York  City  where  35.000  per- 
sons now  live.  It  has  large  projects  in  Alexandria, 
near  Washington,  D.  C,  with  1,684  homes:  another 
in  Los  Angeles  with  1,316  homes,  and  San  Francisco, 
1,687  homes.

DON'T  OVERBUY 

And,  naturally,  we  will  want  our  homes  a  blessing  and 
yet  not  a  burden.  This  means  that,  while  well-designed  and 
built,  they  should  not  constitute  an  undue  financial  responsi- 
bility. If  the  impending  investment  is  so  large  that  more 
than  20  to  30  percent  of  the  family  annual  income  will  be 
spent  for  the  dwelling  accommodation,  it  is  strongly  urged 
that  the  size  of  the  building  to  be  built,  or  the  number  of 
rooms  to  be  completed  at  the  outset,  be  reduced.  This  will 
bring  the  first  cost  down  and  reduce  subsequent  monthly 
or  other  payments  to  a  point  where  they  harmonize  with  the 
budget.  Later,  as  the  financial  means  improve,  additions 
can  be  built  or  the  unfinished  rooms  completed. 

Do  no  compromise  by  accepting  a  poor  quality  of  con- 
struction in  Older  to  get  the  larger  liouse  you  will  like  to 
have  now,  but  whose  construction  along  lines  of  sturdiness, 
appearance  and  economy  of  maintenance  expense  you  cannot 
afford  at  this  time.  You  most  certainly  cannot  afford  to 
owTi  a  poorly  built  house  now  or  any  time.

Qui'  houses  should  he  built  with  s(»und,  cheerful,  weather 
icsisting  exteriors  and  be  insulated  for  fuel  economy,  win- 
lei-  comfort,  and  as  a  protection  against  sunnner  heat.  Their 
interior  walls,  partitions,  floors,  and  ceilings  should  be  built 
sturdily-  .".nd  contri\i>d  to  minimize  trajismi.-sion  of  amioying 
sdunds.  They  should  ha\'e  incoml)ustible  surface  finishes, 
which  afford  protection  against  suffocating  fla.'»h  fires.  Fur- 
ther, the  interior  consli'uction  should  be  such  that  it  will 
uuard  against  the  more  damaging  fires  which  start  in  fuel 
bins,  ikfective  wiring  or  at  tlie  healing  plant. 

SURFACES  ARE  80  PER  CENT 

While  readily  cleanable  for  reasons  of  sanitation  the 
interior  fini-ih  should  charm  you  with  that  comforting  feel- 
ing of  v.ell-being  and  good  taste  —  not  chill  with  the  "tem- 
j)orar.\'  shelter"  reaction  of  much  of  our  war-time  housing. 
And  the  wall  and  ceiling  surfacing  mal(!rials  will  be  such 
that  the.\  can,  interchangeably,  be  painted,  papered  or  dec- 
orated as  frequently  as  is  desirable  to  suit  the  varying  indi- 
vidual tastes  of  the  owner  or  owners  over  the  years.  Too, 
finishes  for  these  surfaces,  which  comprise  nearly  80  per 
cent  of  the  interiors  of  all  buildings,  will  be  chosen  so  as 
to  most  satisfactorily  permit  straight,  even  and  unbroken 
suifaces  as  background  refiectors  for  the  newer  types  of 
fluorescent  and  incandescent  lighting  fixtures. 

Heating  plants  will  be  generous  to  provide  comfort  on 
the  coldest  day  —  conditioned  air  will  be  standard  equip- 
ment, and  we  will  have  a  fireplace,  if  possible.  Electrical 
service  lines  w'ithin  the  home  will  be  ample  in  immber  and 
capacity  to  provide  for  all  the  essential  modern  housekeep- 
ing conveniences  without  overloading.  Electrical  workers 
now  provide  grounds  for  certain  outlets  so  that  the  possi- 
bilities of  electrical  shock  when  handling  two  household  cn- 
veniences  at  the  same  time  is  greatly  minimized,  if  not 
wholly  eliminated.  Where  privacy  or  restfulness  will  not 
be  invaded,  we  will  light  up  and  brighten  the  rooms  with 
glass  panels. 

These  are  some  of  the  principal  "musts"  of  good  hous- 
ing, and  there  aie  already  millions  of  such  houses  in  which 
Americans  today  make  their  homes;  but  millions  more  are 
needed.

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OP  A  Saved  Nation  From  Inflation 

But  Congressmen  Still  Fight  "Bureaucrats" 


When  congressmen  and  senators  criticize  price  con- 
trol and  demand  the  removal  of  all  OPA  restrictions, 
they  are  working  to  bring  inflation. 

But  they  don't  say  that!  They  say  they  are  trying 
to  help  the  little  merchant.  During  campaign  years 
many  of  these  Httle  merchants  swallow  that  stuff 
and  demand  that  "tiie  government  keep  its  nose  out 
of  business." 

Recently  the  little  merchants  of  a  large  midwestern 
city  met  and  described  that  price  control  had  been  a 
benefit  to  them,  as  well  as  to  the  public.  , 

Here's  what  one  of  them  told  the  meeting: 

"A  lot  of  people  will  be  inclined  to  say — 'to  hell 
with  price  control.  But  that  attitude  won't  accom- 
plish the  biggest  job  facing  us  today — the  job  of  pre- 
venting inflation. 

"During  the  war  we've  been  told  what  to  do  here 
and  what  to  do  there.  But  as  a  whole  we've  done 
better  than  we've  ever  done  before  since  we've  been 
in  business.    You  hate  to  admit  that,  but  it's  a  fact." 

Some  of  the  little  merchants  who  had  been  listen- 
ing to  their  congressmen  and  senators  telling  them 
the  OPA  w^as  killing  free  enterprise,  squirmed  in 
their  seats. 

But  nobody  got  up  to  challenge  the  forthright' 
merchant  who  told  them  they  had  been  making  more 
money  than  they  ever  had  before.  They  didn't  chal- 
lenge him  because  they  knew  it  was  true. 

They  must  have  also  known  that  had  it  not  been 
for  the  OPA,  most  of  them  would  have  been  out  of 
business  because  the  big  merchants  would  have 
gobbled  up  all  supplies. 

The  OPA  "bureaucrats"  had  kept  them  in  business. 
These  same  "bureaucrats"  had  kept  the  public  sup- 
plied with  food  at  reasonable  prices.  They  prevented 
the  free-enterprise  boys  from  grabbing  it  all  and 
forcing  the  public  to  pay  usurious  prices  or  starve. 

Because  of  the  OPA,  the  war  workers  being  de- 
mobilized today  have  a  little  money  in  the  bank  to 
tide  them  over  a  period  of  unemployment.  If  it  had 
not  been  for  the  OPA  they  would  be  penniless  as 
well  as  hungry  because  the  free-enterprise  monopo- 
lies would  have  taken  all  their  wages  for  food. 

And  the  little  corner  grocers  and  other  small  mer- 
chants would  be  just  as  hungry  as  the  war  workers. 
Tn  fact,  everybody  would  be  broke  and  hungry  except 
the  people  who  had  bought  up  all  the  supplies. 

We  would  have  had  inflation,  and  everybody  suf- 
fers under  inflation  except  these  same  free  enter- 
prisers. 

There  is  still  the  danger  of  inflation.    'If  selfish, 


unscrupulous  congressmen  and  senators  have  their 
way,  all  federal  controls  will  be  eliminated.  That 
would  mean  no  more  control  over  food  prices ;  no 
more  control  over  rents ;  no  more  control  over  any 
prices  whatsoever. 

Every  wage  earner  would  be  at  the  mercy  of  the 
big  speculators. 

,'\.nd  if  you  don't  think  they  would  make  you  pay 
through  the  nose,  then  you  don't  know  much  about 
speculators,  or  "hard-headed  business  men,"  as  they 
prefer  to  call  themselves. 

Big  business  never  did  anything  for  the  public 
welfare  it  didn't  have  to  do.  The  chances  are  it  never 
will.  These  are  the  people  who  are  damning  the 
"bureaucrats";  who  are  demanding  the  abolition  of 
all  controls  on  "free  enterprise." 

They  didn't  get  as  rich  during  the  war  as  they 
wanted  to.  The  "bureaucrats"  stopped  them.  Now 
they  see  a  chance  to  get  the  profits  in  peace  the 
government  denied  thena  in  war.

REPUBLICANS  RETAIN  POSITION  ON 
SUPREME  COURT 

The  appointment  of  Senator  Harold  H.  Burton 
of  Ohio  to  the  supreme  court  indicates  that  the  com- 
plexion of  the  court  will  be  no  more  friendly  to  labor 
than  it  has  been  in  the  recent  past. 

It  means  the  court  will  divide  closely  on  many 
vital  issues,  as  it  has  done  on  many  occasions.  The 
margin  of  labor  victory  may  be  very  slim. 

As  one  of  the  authors  of  the  Ball-Burton-Hatch 
bill,  Senator  Burton  has  indicated  a  viewpoint  to- 
ward labor  which  is  disturbing.  We  do  not  accuse 
him  of  prejudice  nor  do  we  question  his  undeniable 
legal  qualifications  for  this  high  office. 

President  Truman  has  shown  commendable  fair- 
ness toward  the  minority  party  in  appointing  a 
Republican  to  the  supreme  court  to  replace  another 
Republican  who  resigned.  Such  fairness  was  never 
displayed  toward  the  Democrats  when  the  Republi- 
cans were  in  power. 

The  Republican  party'  has  received  unusual  con- 
sideration from  both  President  Roosevelt  and  Presi- 
dent Truman.  We  hope  that  the  Republican  party 
will  act  as  though  it  belonged  in  this  country  instead 
of  behaving  like  a  hostile  expeditionary  force  bent 
on  conquest. 

That  may  be  too  much  to  hope  in  view  of  the 
record  of  many  of  its  leaders  before,  and  during, 
the  war.  We  fear  that  as  long  as  these  men  continue 
in  power,  the  Republicans  will  continue  to  goose- 
step.

When  the  war  with  Germany  ended  in  November 
of  1918.  Herbert  Hoover  had  more  than  16  mil- 
lion tons  of  food  stored  in  .America  ready  to  shij)  to 
starving  Europe. 

That  is  more  food  than  we  have  today  to  do  a 
job  that  may  be  two  or  three  times  as  big.  Three 
years  ago.  Hoover  estimated  than  more  than  500 
million  people  would  be  suffering  some  degree  of 
food  shortage  after  the  end  of  this  war. 

As  boss  of  the  entire  world  food  supply  at  the  end 
of  the  last  war,  Hoover  had  extraordinary  powers, 
which  he  used  to  the  fullest  extent  to  save  Europeans 
from  starvation. 

One  step  he  took  was  to  compel  both  British  and 
Americans  to  take  ships  off  trade  routes  and  use 
them  to  carry  food  for  the  relief  of  Euroi)c.  That  is 
not  being  done  today.  We  arc  exporting  luxury 
goods  to  South  America  and  getting  back  non- 
essentials. Similarly,  the  British  are  reported  to  be 
using  ships  in  their  Far  Eastern  and  African  trade 
in  an  effort  to  develop  postwar  commerce. 

Hoover's  second  step  was  to  obtain  virtually  all 
the  shipping  held  by  neutral  countries  for  the  job  of 
feeding  a  stricken  continent.  Neutral  shipping  com- 
panies were  compensated  for  the  ships  they  char- 
tered to  the  relief  administration,  and  it  was  made 
very  clear  that  the  ships  had  to  be  forthcoming. 

That  has  not  been  done  this  time.  Sweden,  for 
(Example,  has  a  considerable  pool  of  reserve  ships. 

Per  capita  consumption  of  food  here  at  home  was 
lower  during  the  war  years  1917  through  1919  than 
from  1942  through  1944,  despite  the  fact  that  there 
was  no  rationing  by  law^  in  World  W^ar  I.  Per  capita 
meat  consumption  last  year  was  147  pounds,  as  cf)m- 


parctl  wilii  \M)  in  l'>17  ami  14,i  in  1*'1S.  bov  chick- 
ens, the  comparison  i>  17. S  pounds  in  191S  and  2^ 
pounds  in  1''44.  h'or  cooking  fats,  it  is  10.5  per 
licrst)n  in  I'US  and  U)  in  1''44. 

.\o  statistical  i)rouf  is  necessary,  however,  to  show 
iliat  our  food  controls  have  failed.  In  this  failure 
arc  the  pott-ntiais  of  great  misfortune,  if  not  disaster. 

In  ihc  last  war,  the  whole  enii)hasis  was  on  a])peal 
to  the  patriotism  and  the  humanitarianism  of  the 
.\mcrican  i)eople.  The  processors  of  food,  both 
wholesale  and  retail,  were  made  i)art  of  the  govern- 
ment and  given  responsibility  for  the  conduct  of 
their  business  in  the  interests  of  the  war. 

rcrha])s  it  is  not  too  late  to  appeal  once  again 
to  the  ordinary  American's  good  will;  to  his  sense 
of  responsibility  for  a  sound  peace  based  on  a  stable 
I'".uro])e.    At  any  rate,  it  would  be  worth  trying. 
 o — - — ■  

CIVILIAN  CONSTRUCTION 

So  long  as  governmental  restrictions  are  retained 
o\er  the  use  of  materials  and  manpower,  every  pre- 
caution must  be  taken  to  make  sure  that  the  volume 
of  essential  civilian  construction,  including  housing, 
is  kept  in  balance  with  the  production  of  other 
ci\ilian  necessities. 

The  need  for  additional  housing  for  returning 
service  men  and  for  other  new  families  formed 
during  the  war-time  i)criod,  when  residential  con- 
struction has  been  held  to  a  minimum,  is  fully  as 
great  as  the  need  for  other  products  wdiich  the  public 
has   had  to  do   without   during  the  war. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  and  tremendous  pentu]) 
demand  for  new  factories,  hospitals,  schools,  high- 
ways, and  other  ty])cs  of  construction  that  must  be 
met.  As  soon  as  materials  and  manpower  are  re- 
leased it  is  imperative  that  the  construction  industry 
he  enabled  to  start  filling  the  need  for  new  buildings 
and  other  facilities  thereby  to  provide  employment 
for  construction  workers  and  service  men  as  they 
ai"e  released  from  the  war  effort. 

B\  the  end  of  this  year,  the  need  for  new  hous- 
ing will  have  reached  a  total  of  C. 500,000  units,  in- 
cluding the  number  needed  to  rei)lace  substandard 
dwellings,  to  house  families  which  had  no  home  of 
their  own  before  the  war  and  to  provide  living  ac- 
commodations for  newdy  formed  families. 

Some  of  our  more  advanced  thinkers  have  had 
the  effrontery  to  put  into  so  many  words  a  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  freedom  is  all  right  but  you 
can't  eat  it. 

Well,  perhaps  you  can't  eat  freedom.  But  note 
one  thing.  People  who  do  not  have  freedom  are 
likelv  not  to  eat. 
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PEACE,   LIKE  WAR,   IS  EXPENSIVE

Mucli  of  this  money  nnist  ronic  ihroni^h  tlie  hians 
ol"  in(ii\i(hiai  eiti/ens.  Secretary  of  the  'rrcasiiry 
I'Ved  M.  Vinson  has  advised  us  thai  the  success  of 
tlu-  war  loan  drives  was  due  in  great  measure  to  the 
payroll  savin<4s  ])Ians  of  organized  labor. 

He  urges  that  this  conlinue  to  assure  the  success 
of  the  Victory  i.oan  drive  w  liich  (i]>ens  (  )ciol)er  29. 

Many  workers  are  now  realizing  the  value  ot  the 
payroll  savings  plans  to  which  they  conlri])Uted  dur- 
ing tlie  war.  Because  of  tlieir  steady  savings  and 
purchase  of  bonds,  they  have  enough  laid  away  to 
face  the  future  with  assurance,  undismayed  by  the 
prospect  of  a  changed  job  or  a  period  of  temi)CH\'iry 
idleness. 

Men  who  are  still  steadily  employed  should  con- 
tinue to  save  their  money  through  payroll  deductions 
for  the  purchase  of  bonds.  It  helps  them  as  much 
as  it  helps  the  government. 

The  government  must  still  maintain  large  armies 
of  occupation  in  Germany  and  Japan  to  guard  against 
the  possibility  that  these  nations  will  secretly  arm  to 
attack  us  again. 

Since  the  discovery  of  new  weapons  such  as  the 
atomic  bomb,  the  possibility  of  secret  attack  is  great- 
er than  it  was  before. 

A  small,  poorly  armed  nation  with  a  few  atomic 
bombs  could  wipe  out  a  large  nation  by  surjjrise 
attack.  We  must  therefore  maintain  troops  aboard 
to  see  that  these  weapons  are  not  developed  by  our 
enemies. 

This  is  a  large  expense  which  must  continue  for  a 
long  time.  But  it  is  cheajj  instnance  against  another 
war. 

The  government  must  also  continue  the  huge 
expense  of  caring  for  the  wounded  and  disabled 
veterans  of  the  war.  It  wnll  require  new  hospitals, 
and  large,  permanent  staffs. 

In  addition,  the  armed  forces  must  be  maintained 
at  sufficient  size  for  our  protection  during  the  period 
of  transition  from  world  war  to  world  peace. 

All  of  wdiich  costs  money — billions  of  dollars. 

A  lot  of  that  must  come  from  you,  as  it  has  in  the 
past.  But  that  is  no  sacrifice  because  the  govern- 
ment pays  you  back  four  dollars  for  every  three  you 
invest  if  you  hold  your  bonds  to  maturity. 

So  dig  a  little  deeper,  for  a  little  longer,  so  we 
can  finish  the  job  the  Japs,  Germans  and  Italians 
started.

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers: 

I  am  herewith  publishing  for  the  information  of 
our  membership  copy  of  communication  from  Secre- 
tary Rivers  of  the  Building  and  Construction  Trades 
nei)artment  dated  November  9,  1945,  also  communca- 
tions  dated  November  8,  1945  from  Secretary  of  La- 
bor L.  B.  Schvvellenbach  and  Assistant  Secretary 
of  Labor  Mr.  D.  VV.  Tracy,  who  is  Chairman  of  the 
Wage  Adjustment  Board,  as  well  as  copy  of  Reso- 
lution of  the  War  Labor  Board  extending  the  time 
of  the  WAGE  ADJUSTMENT  BOARD. 

These  communications  clearly  set  forth  that  the 
life  of  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  has  been  extended 
until  December  31,  1945  at  the  further  request  of 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  Building  and  Construc- 
tion Trades  Department. 

This  action  was  taken  by  the  Executive  Council 
after  President  Truman  had  delivered  his  speech  and 
setting  forth  therein  his  determination  to  keep  wagf 
controls  under  his  supervision  until  his  war-time 
powers  expired  on  December  31,  1945. 

This  action  upon  the  part  of  the  President  would 
have  either  set  up  a  new  tribunal  or  would  have 
referred  all  wage  adjustment  cases  to  the  War  Labor 
Board  for  consideration  and  action.  The  Executive 
Council  realizing  that  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board 
was  composed  of  men  who  were  thoroughly  familiar 
with  the  building  and  construction  industry  deemed 
it  advisable  to  have  all  of  their  wage  adjustment 
matters  that  arise  between  now  and  December  31st 
referred  to  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  for  con- 
sideration and  action. 

It  will  also  be  noticed  in  these  communications 
tliat  requests  for  further  adjustment  of  wage  claims 
will  be  received  by  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  up 
to  and  including  December  8,  1945. 

I  would  therefore  advise  that  any  local  union  con- 
templating an  increase  in  wages  between  now  and 
the  expiration  of  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board's  term 
of  office  will  submit  the  same  as  soon  as  possible 
through  the  General  Office  of  the  Wood,  Wire  and 
Metal  Lathers  International  Union.  Such  claims  will 
then  be  referred  to  the  Building  and  Construction 
Trades  Department  and  to  the  Wage  Adjustment 
Board  in  accordance  with  the  proper  method  of  pro- 
cedure. 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Building  and  Con- 
struction Trades  Department  in  taking  this  action 
realized  that  it  was  a  complete  reversal  of  their  previ- 
ous action,  but  under  the  existing  circumstances, 
they  were  under  the  impression  that  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  building  and  construction  trades  in  gen-

This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  November  5  ,1945,  ad- 
vising me  that  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Building  and 
Construction  Trades  Department,  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  interest  of  the 
general  public  as  well  as  he  Building  and  Construction  In- 
dustry would  be  better  served  if  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board 
were  permitted  to  function  until  December  31,  1945.  You 
requested  that  I  undertake  the  necessary  action  to  secure 
authority  for  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  to  continue  to 
function  until  that  date.

This  is  with  reference  to  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board 
for  the  Building  and  Construction  Industry. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  Executive  Council  of  Ae 
Building  and  Construction  Trades  Department,  AmericaE

ed a  resolution  which  extends  the  effective  operation  of  Gen- 
eral Order  No.  41  from  November  18,  to  December  31,  1946. 

This  will  advise  you  that  I  accept  the  request  to  extend 
the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  to  December  31,  1945.  I  am 
sure  that  such  action  will  aid  in  the  stabilization  •f  condi- 
tions in  the  Building  and  Construction  Industry. 

Will  you  undertake  the  necessary  action  to  put  tkis  de- 
cision into  effect?

THE  LATHER 
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IT  ISN'T  AS  SIMPLE  AS  ALL  THAT! 

The  Sripps-I  loward  ne\vspai)cr  chain's  editorial 
writers  liold  up  Henry  Ford's  industrial  empire  as 
a  prime  example  of  what  can  be  done  in  the  way 
of  providing  employment  for  the  nation's  workers. 
"There  has  been  spreading  in  this  country  a  doc- 
trine that  full  employment  can  be  made  and  preserved 
bv  passing  a  law.  Henry  Ford's  success  made  more 
jobs  than  all  the  laws  ever  passed,"  said  a  Scripps- 
Howard  editorial  of  October  1,  which  then  went  on  to 
cite  "jibs  for  steel  workers,  rubber  workers,  glass 
workers,  oil  workers,  cement  workers,  road  builders, 
and  a  multitude  more,  in  addition  to  jobs  directly  for 
auto  workers,"  ...  all  provided  as  a  result  of  Henry 
Ford's  success  in  the  automobile  business. 

This,  of  course,  is  a  slap  at  the  Murray-Patman 
Full  Employment  Bill  now  pending  in  Congress. 

"It  isn't  by  passing  laws — it's  only  by  going  on 
with  the  process  of  developing  job-creating  ideas — 
that  this  country  will  attain  lasting  prosperity  and 
full  employment,"  says  the  learned  men  of  Scripps- 
Howard  in  what  they  suppose  is  a  clinching  argu- 
ment against  the  Full  Employment  Bill. 

Most  Big  Business  comments  on  this  bill  are  a  de- 
liberate attempt  to  poison  the  public  mind  against  it. 
The  Scripps-Howard  editorial  is  no  exception.  It 
gives  the  impression  that  the  bill  would  stifle  job- 
creating  ideas  and  wipe  out  further  opportunity  for 
men  like  Henry  Ford  to  ])rovidc  "prosperity  and  full 
employment"  for  the  U.  S.  wage  earner. 

Anyone  who  has  taken  the  trouble  to  read  the 
Murray-Patman  I'ill  knows  that  this  is  not  so,  that 
it  does  NOT  propose  to  sul^stitute  government  for 
private  enterprise  in  the  job-creating  field.  It  seeks 
merely  to  set  up  a  plan  under  which  the  Governqient 
would  step  in  with  emergency  powers  if  and  when 
the  private  enterprise  job-creating  system  breaks 
down,  and  then  only  during  the  period  of  such  break- 
down and  only  to  the  extent  necessary.  It  is  pri- 
marily an  anti-depression  measure,  designed  to  break 
up  the  cycle  of  depressions  which  has  ]jlagued  this 
countr}-  for  the  jvist  eighty  years  or  more,  and 
against  which  no  effective  measures  have  ever  been 
or  even  can  be  developed  by  Big  Business  and  private 
enter|)rise  alone.  It  seeks  to  prevent  a  rei)etition  of 
that  grandadd}-  ni  all  depressions,  the  one  which 
started  in  1929. 

Speaking  of  that  1929  economic  catastrophe  re- 
minds us  that  it  was  Henry  Ford  himself  who,  early 
in  1929,  predicted  that  this  country  would  never  suf- 
fer another  depression,  that  ])rosperity  had  been 
firmly  established  on  a  i)ermanent  foundation  and 
was  here  to  stay.  His  ])rediction  was  widely  quoted 
in  the  press — including  the  Scripps-Howard  papers — 
and  no  doubt  played  a  big  part  in  lulling  our  finan- 
ciers and  business  men  into  that  sense  of  false  se- 


curity that  brought  on  the  wave  of  over-speculation 
and  over-expansion  that  led  to  the  crash  in  1929.  We 
just  mention  this  to  bring  out  the  fact  that  Henry 
Ford,  Scripps-Howard's  "job  creating"  wizard,  wasn't 
wizard  enough  to  foretell  the  coming  business  col- 
lapse, even  though  it  was  only  a  few  months  off  and 
even  though  many  of  the  country's  foremost  econ- 
omists were  warning  of  the  danger  ahead. 

'J'he  Scripps-Howard  editorialists  greatly  exagger- 
ate Henr\  Ford's  success  as  a  job  creator.  F'ord 
isn't  ab()\e  average  even  as  a  job  provider.  Like 
every  other  manufacturer,  he  hires  only  as  many 
workers  as  he  needs  to  produce  and  sell  at  a  profit. 
If  for  any  reason  his  business  falls  off,  or  if  there  is 
no  jM-ofit  in  it  for  him,  his  workers'  jobs  cease  to 
exist.  No  manufacturer  or  business  man  "creates" 
jobs — jobs  are  created  as  the  result  of  certain  eco- 
nomic factors  and  are  likewise  governed  by  these 
factors.  If  they  are  favorable,  there  are  jobs;  if 
not,  no  jobs  ! 

It  would  indeed  be  nice  if,  as  the  Scripps-Howard 
editors  claim,  the  problem  of  attaining  lasting  pros- 
perity and  full  employment  could  be  solved  by  "going 
on  with  the  process  of  developing  job-creating  ideas." 
If  it  were  as  easy  and  as  simple  as  that,  there  would 
be  no  need  for  enactment  of  the  Murray-Patman  Full 
Employment  Bill. — The  Brewery  Worker.

In  commemoration  of  our  great  victory  over  the 
enemies  of  freedom,  we  join  the  rest  of  the  world 
in  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving.  We  remember  the  suf- 
fering, the  anguish  and  the  supreme  heroism  that 
have  gone  l)efore  the  hour  of  triumph,  and  pause  to 
thank  the  millions  who  have  fought  and  died  that  we 

might  see  that  day.  May  the  allied  nations,  who 
fought  together  for  victory,  work  together  now  for 
a  just  and  lasting  peace.  And  may  the  peace  bought 
at  so  costly  a  price  be  our  inheritance  ...  to  pro- 
tect, strengthen  and  cherish.

Time-Tried  Materials  and  Construction  Assure  Safety 
for  Your  Investment

Only  a  comparatively  few  of  countless  new  ideas  and 
materials  suggested  for  building  have  ever  proved  practica- 
ble. The  fact  that  the  product  or  the  method  of  assembly 
must  be  constituted  to  withstand  the  wear  and  tear  of  the 
elements — of  wind,  fire,  flood,  of  icy  frost,  blistering  heat 
and  excessive  humidity — of  the  ravaging  termite — of  the 
corroding  mold,  is  often  overlooked.  And  just  as  frequently 
the  inventor  has  lacked  the  practical  construction  experience 
which  is  so  helpful  in  enabling  the  designer  to  develop  and 
produce  materials  and  assemblies  which  can  actually  be 
built  at  prices  which  people  can  afford  to  pay. 

These  too  are  some  of  the  more  important  reasons  why 
at  recurring  intervals  many  \videly  heralded  ami  advertised 
new  schemes  for  revolutionizing  building  construction  and 
reducing  costs  have  turned  out  to  be  signal  "flops".  Consider 
the  criticism  of  casual  commentators  that  the  construction 
industry  lacks  initiative  and  is  backward  in  accepting  new 
ideas.  There  are  sound  reasons  why,  despite  the  many  new 
ideas  which  have  been  advocated,  bricks  are  still  laid  one 
by  one  as  they  were  thousands  of  years  ago;  why,  as  in  the 
time  of  the  Pharoahs,  buildings  today  are  lathed  and  plas- 
tered, and  why  other  materials  and  methods  used  by  our 
forebears  a  century  ago  still  persist. 

Yes,  bricks  in  whose  production  remarkable  progress  has 
been  shown  in  the  past  half  century,  and  lathing  and  plas- 
tering materials  which  have  been  vastly  improved  by  scien- 
tific research  and  tests  continue  to  be  used  now  as  in  the 
eras  past  when,  as  now,  advent  of  new,  breath-taking  ideas 
were  constantly  being  announced.  There  must  be  a  reason 
—  and  there  is;  it  is  as  simple  as  this:  The  materials  and 
methods  which  have  survived  to  this  day  are  the  culmination 
of  years  and  years  of  "know  how"  by  reputable  manufac- 
turers and  skilled  building  artisans.  They  are  accordingly 
forged  by  the  experience  of  time  to  withstand  the  "gaff" 
of  the  elements;  they  are  preferred  becau.se  they  do  so  in 
better  fashion  than  currently  available  substitutes.  And 
they  generally  possess  very  important  cost  advantages  over 
the  latter. 

Every  so  often,  after  years  of  painstaking  development, 
research,  and  trial  and  error,  important  new  materials  or 
new  uses  for  old  materials  come  to  light  and  are  recognized 
for  their  true  worth.  The  steel  framed  building,  reinforced 
concrete,  mineral  wool,  structural  glass,  timber  connectors, 
welded  connections,  are  just  a  few  which  are  now  establihsed 
as  acceptable  for  our  homes  and  our  most  expensive  and 
permanent  buildings.  Important  are  the  years  of  "pains- 
taking development"  which  preceded  the  recognition.  And 
the  industry  retains  its  initiative. 

All  of  which  adds  up  to  a  recommendation  that  you 
proceed  cautionusly  before  you  invest  in  a  home  which  is 
built  with  materials  or  by  methods  whose  sole  claim  to 
recognition  is  that  they  are  "as  new  as  tomorrow." 
Almost  invariably  it  is  implied  that  they  are  far  superior 
to  those  of  today  and  yesterday  and  whose  worth  has 
been  proven.  And  yet,  some  clamoring  for  recognition  are 
wholly  untried  and  will  be  found  seriously  wanting  after 
the  test  of  use  and  experience,  and  will  if  used,  entail  huge 
expense  on  the  part  of  the  owners  to  keep  their  homes 
presentable  and  liveable. 

Therefore,  before  you  ask  your  architect  or  builder  to 
specify  or  use  new  and  untried  materials  or  before  you  buy 
a  building  built  or  to  be  built  with  them,  ask  the  people 
who  recommend  them  to  prove  to  you  and  your  architect 
or  builder  that  they  have  been  time  and  laboratory  tested; 
and  be  sure  that  the  authorities  they  quote  are  reliable. 

You  can't  afford  to  spend  hard-earned  money  on  untried 
materials.

Homes  Are  Houses  With  Glamour

Save  These  Suggestions  for  Your  Scrapbook 

The  fact  that  there  are  few  men  or  women  who  have 
identical  ideas  with  respect  to  their  choice  of  a  mate  whom 
they  would  wish  for  a  life  partner  is  why  those  same  men 
and  women  have  such  definite  and  diverse  ideas  as  to  the 
kind  of  homes  they  prefer. 

People  buy  houses  to  weave  the  glamour  of  home  about 
them.  That  takes  time  and  living,  and  it  can't  be  done 
on  a  trade-in-when-you-get-tired-of-them  basis.  It  is  one 
of  the  very  important  reasons  why  mass  production  of  houses 
hasn't  taken  hold,  as  it  has  in  items  of  much  shorter  life 
or  ownership  —  such  as  automobiles,  kitchen  equipment,  etc. 

People  should  be  able  to  buy  the  kind  of  houses  they 
want  —  tailored  to  their  ideas  of  living  and  comfort.  That 
is  what  forward  looking  architects  and  intelligent  builders 
have  been  and  will  continue  to  provide  for  them. 

BUILD  STURDILY 

Don't  forget  that  a  majority  of  families  buy  only  one, 
or  at  the  most,  two  houses  in  a  lifietime;  be  sure  that  your 
house  is  built  so  strongly  and  so  free  from  costly  repairs 
and  maintenance  that  you  are  perfectly  willing  to  continue 
the  payments  until,  if  need  be,  it  is  yours  in  the  clear. 

And  be  sure  that  your  house  is  not  a  "freak"  either 
in  design  or  in  the  materials  of  which  it  is  built  —  because 
some  day  you  may  want  to  sell  it  — keep  away  from  "white 
elephants". 

The  house  you  will  want  to  buy  must  stay  comfortably 
heated  without  waste  of  fuel.  The  basement,  if  you  have 
one,  should  remain  dry  whatever  the  season.  Doors  and 
windows  should  open  and  close  readily.  The  roof  should 
not  leak.  You  should  have  enough  electric  circuits  and 
outlets  to  permit  connecting  lamps  or  electrical  conveniences 
without  overloading  circuits  and  without  being  forced  to 
use  dangerously  long  attachments  cords. 

Plumbing  and  sanitary  conveniences  should  for  reasons 
of  health  and  comfort  be  "ample"  and  a  little  extra.  Lathing 
and  plastering  together  form  your  wall  and  ceiling  surfaces. 
The  latter  should  be  readily  cleanable  and  jointless  for 
sanitation  reasons,  light  and  restful  and  provide  a  cheerful 
background  for  your  home  furnishings.  And  finally,  exterior 
walls  and  roof,  partitions  and  ceilings  should  be  built  and 
finished  with  materials  which  will  safeguard  your  family 
from  exterior  conflagration,  as  well  as  interior  fires.

Hoten  ExPrisoner  of  War  Camp 
Mukden,  Manchuria 
August  19,  1945 
Dear  Mom,  Dad  and  Gram: 

At  the  present  moment  I  am  sitting  here  in  a  quandry 
at  a  complete  loss  how  to  begin.  After  44  months  its  all 
over. 

•  •  Sunday.  I  have  just  come  back  from  a  Thanks- 

giving- Mass,  at  which  I  received  Communion.  Needless  to 
through  it  up  in  thanksgiving  for  bringing  me  safely 

Yes,  I  am  safe  and  well.  Safe  for  the  first  time  in 
fV2  years.  There  are  not  many  of  the  "Boys  of  Bataan" 
left  now.  But  through  battle  and  prison  (which  makes 
battle  seem  like  a  Sunday  School  picnic)  somehow  I  have 
been  spared.    You  must  have  been  busy  with  your  prayers 

Ihe  details  of  my  experiences  can  wait  until  I  see  you 
However,  a  rough  idea  .  .  .  During  the  fighting  in  Bataan 
1  served  with  and  commanded  good  old  Company  "I"  45th 
Infantry  (PS).  Our  Battalion  participated  in  three  engage- 
Tff'  T  -^''^cay,  Qumauan  Point  and  the  Pantigan  River 
After  the  surrender  (at  which  I  cursed  like  a  trooper  and 
cried  like  a  baby),  I  was  in  the  Death  March  out  of  Bataan 
(Ive  been  in  all  the  main  acts.)  Then  to  O'Donnell  P.O  W 
Camp  (1,600  died  in  2  months  of  starvation,  disease,  etc  )' 
Next  to  Cabanatuan  Camp  (over  2,000  there).  Then  by 
Prison  ship  to  Davao  Penal  Colony,  Mindano  where  we 
worked  like  coolies  in  jungle  and  rice  paddie.  Back  in  the 
hold  of  a  pnson  ship  to  Manila.  (Only  1  man  suffocated 
that  trip.)    Back  to  Cabanatuan. 

All  through  this  my  life  of  hell  was  made  easier  to  bear 
by  the  friendship  of  two  of  the  finest  bovs  in  the  world 
We  shared  our  meager  food,  our  hopes,  plans  and  hardships'. 
m  I  w-  ^J^^^o^as  N  Mikailov,  5722  -  25th  Avenue 

N.bj.,  Seattle,  Washington  and  Capt.  Francis  H.  Scarborough, 


Bishopville,  S.  C.  Up  to  this  point  all  the  boys  who  had 
lived  with  me  in  Quarters  28  were,  as  far  as  kno\vn,  alive 
and  relatively  well.   Shorty  Langdon  among  them. 

When  the  Americans  started  operations  in  the  P.  I. 
again  the  Japanese  began  to  ship  the  remaining  P.O.W.'s 
to  Japan.  On  Friday,  the  13th  of  December,  1944,  over 
1,600  of  us  were  placed  in  the  hold  of  the  Oryoku  Maru  and 
we  started  our  voyage  to  Nippon.  Yank  planes  sank  it  in 
Subic  Bay  on  December  15th  .and  I  swam  a  %  mile  to  shore. 
The  survivors  were  placed  on  a  second  ship  "TheCattle 
Boat"  in  Lingayen  Gulf.  We  reached  Takao,  Formosa  and 
on  January  9,  1945  it  was  bombed  by  Yank  planes  and  put 
out  of  commission.  The  survivors  (monotonous)  were 
placed  on  a  third  ship,  "The  Floating  Coffin",  where  hun- 
dreds died  of  starvation,  disease,  and  exposure.  (No  clothes 
in  January.)  The  ship  behind  us  in  the  convoy  was  tor- 
pedoed but  ours  reached  Moji,  Kyushu,  Japan  on  January 
30,  1945.  Of  the  over  1,600  who  left  Manila,  less  than  300 
survived.  (Several  lines  deleted  due  to  censor).  Shorty  and 
I  went  to  different  camps  but  I  last  saw  him  at  Fuson,  Korea, 
on  April  25,  1945,  alive  and  well.  I  believe  he  is  in  a  camp 
in  Korea.  Nick  Mikailov  made  it  (censor)  .  .  .  me  and  in 
this  very  same  camp.  You  cannot  ever  repay  Nick  enough 
because  he  saved  your  boy's  life.  Just  inform  (censored) 
.  .  .  very  short  and  brief,  and  tell  her  that  I  wll  pay  her 
a  personal  visit  at  the  first  opportunity  and  give  her  the 
particulars.  I  think  it  best  for  her,  however,  that  her 
uncertainty  and  anxiety  be  ended. 

In  April,  1945  we  were  shipped  to  Fuson,  Korea.  Said 
good-bye  to  Shorty  and  Nick  and  I  was  sent  up  to  Manchuria. 
Here  we  are  lodged  (Americans,  British,  and  Dutch)  in  a 
large,  gray  brick,  2  story  barracks,  with  a  brick  wall  all 
around.  It  has  the  best  accommodations  of  all  the  prisons 
we've  been  in.  On  August  16,  1945,  three  days  ago,  a  plane 
flew  over  and  dropped  6  parahcutists  and  equipment.  They

GROIN  CEILINGS 

The  layout  in  Fi>j:s.  1  and  2  illustrate  a  simple  method  of  striking:  out  a  Groin 
Ceilinir  in  a  room  in  which  all  the  sides  are  equal  (a  square  room)  and  in  which  the 
curve  of  each  vault  is  a  semi-circle  (half  of  a  true  circle)  in  intersections  of  these 
vaults  or  curves  forming  the  Groins  (the  diagonal  sweeps)  which  must  appear  as  a 
true  or  straight  line  when  looking  up  at  the  ceiling.  This  is  the  simplest  form  of 
Groin  Ceiling.

In  Fig.  1  the  lines  A-H-C-D  represent  a  square  room.  Take  one  end  of  room  as 
A-D  and  draw  a  semi-circle  to  represent  the  curve  of  the  vault.  Take  half  of  spring 
line  A-D  and  divide  into  a  number  of  spaces.  In  this  case  we  divided  into  one  foot 
spaces  with  a  six-inch  space  near  end.  (It  is  not  necessary  to  make  spaces  equal  as 
will  be  shown  later.  Next  square  up  from  spring  line  as  shown  at  1,  2,  3,  etc.,  until 
they  join  curve  of  semi-circle.  Also  extend  lines  in  opposite  direction  until  they  inter- 
sect with  diagonal  line  A-C. 

The  diagonal  lines  A-C  and  I)-B  represent  the  groins. 

Now  go  to  Fig.  2.

Fig.  2  is  a  continuation  of  Fig.  1.  Where  the  lines  1,  2,  3,  etc.,  intersect  the 
diagonal  line  A-C  we  now  square  off  at  right  angles  to  the  diagonal  line  as  shown 
by  the  lines  li-2:,  2i-22,  3i-3;,  etc.  We  next  determine  the  length  of  the  lines  extend- 
ing from  the  spring  line  A-D  to  curve  of  arch  (semi-circle  and)  make  the  lines  extend- 
ing from  spring  line  A-C  the  same,  as  shown,  making  sure  that  the  measurements  are 
made  at  the  proper  lines.  For  instance  8  to  8o  and  8i  to  82  also  5  to  5,.  and  5i  to  Sa 
are  similar  and  so  are  the  others  of  corresponding  numbers.  These  lines  can  all  be 
snapped  or  otherwise  lined  any  length  and  the  proper  dimensions  then  marked  off. 
A  curve  is  next  drawn  through  these  points  which  automatically  forms  your  diagonal 
sweep.  A-H. 

Note  that  only  half  the  semi-circle  and  half  the  diagonal  sweep  are  laid  out  as 
the  other  half  is  the  same. 

As  the  room  is  square,  this  is  all  the  layout  work  required. 

When  familiar  with  this  system  less  work  than  above  is  required,  as  illustrated 
in  Figs.  3,  4,  5,  etc.

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WAGE  ADJUSTMENT  BOARD  IS  EXTENDED 

On  December  6,  1945  the  National  War  Labor  Board  in 
conjunction  with  the  Secretary  of  Labor  and  the  Stabili- 
zation Director  extended  the  life  of  the  Wage  Adjustment 
Board  after  December  31,  and  1  presume  until  such  times 
as  the  war-time  powers  of  the  l^iesident  of  the  United 
States  cease,  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  will  be  the  in- 
strumentality through  which  the  building  and  construction 
trades  mechanics'  wages  will  be  adjusted. 

This  action  was  taken  at  the  request  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Building  and  Construction  Trades  Depart- 
ment, in  conjunction  with  the  officers  of  the  Associated 
General  Contractors  of  America.  The  reason  for  this  request 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  to  be  set  up  twelve 
Regional  War  Labor  Boards,  which  would  take  the  place  of 
the  National  War  Labor  Board,  which  will  go  out  of  business 
on  December  31st.  These  local  boards  would  then  take 
over  the  function  of  adjusting  the  wages  of  all  workers 
in  their  respective  regions.  These  regional  boards  would 
be  composed  of  an  equal  number  of  representatives  from 
the  C.I.O.,  the  A.F.  of  L.,  industry  and  the  public. 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Building  and  Construction 
Trades  Department  did  not  think  these  regional  boards 
would  be  the  proper  place  for  the  adjustment  of  the  wages 
of  the  building  and  construction  trades  mechanics,  and 
therefore  made  the  request  for  the  extension  of  the  Wage 
Adjustment  Bivird,  which  is  composed  of  men  who  know 
and  understand  the  Building  and  Construction  Industry  in 
all  of  its  phases,  and  as  long  as  the  government  is  going 
to  retain  control  over  the  adjustment  of  wages  and  prices, 
the  Executive  Council  thought  thfs  was  the  best  medium 
for  the  building  trades  organizations  to  deal  through,  and 
therefore  were  unanimous  in  requesting  the  extension. 

.■\11  applications  for  increases  or  adjustment  of  wages  will 
continue  to  be  sent  through  the  General  Office  as  formerly, 
until  such  times  as  the  war  powers  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  cease  or  a  further  change  is  made. 

The  following  is  the  official  notice  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Building  and  Construction  Trades  Department  in 
reference  to  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  extension:

My  dear  Mr.  Tracy: 

We  are  transmitting  herein  a  joint  statement  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  National  Trade  Associations  of  the  con- 
tractors who  employ  a  large  majority  of  the  laborers  and 
mechanics  employed  on  the  site  of  Building,  Highway  and 
Heavy  and  Railroad  Construction,  with  reference  to  wage 
stabilization  for  the  Building  and  Construction  Industry 
after  December  31,  1945. 

The  representatives  of  these  Associations  believe  that  a 
very  large  majority  of  construction  contractors,  operating 
as  general  contractors,  specialized  contractors  and  subcon- 
tractors, are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Construction  Industry 
will  be  seriously  hampered  in  its  reconversion  efforts  so 
necessary  to  the  nation  unless  a  special  tripartite  board 
representing  the  Building  and  Construction  Industry  and 
dealing  solely  with  the  wage  stabilization  problems  of  that 
Industry  can  continue  to  function  whole  the  existing  wage- 
price  control  regulations  are  in  effect. 

It  is  believed  to  be  the  opinion  of  these  employers  that, 
under  the  existing  conditions  of  wage-price  control  regula- 
tions, the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  for  the  Building  and 
Construction  Industry  with  its  present  general  authority 
and  functions  should  be  continued  while  the  existing  wage- 
price  control  policy  prevails,  and  that  it  is  essential  that 
the  provisions  of  General  Order  No.  41  issued  by  the  Na- 
tional War  Labor  Board  should  be  continued  during  the 
effective  period  of  the  present  wage-price  control  policy. 

It  is  important  also  to  convey  to  you  the  fact  that  the 
principal  complaints  which  have  been  made  by  mentber? 
of  the  Industry  with  reference  to  the  functioning  of  the 
Wage  Adjustment  Board  in  the  past  have  arise*  because 
of  serious  delays  in  the  issuance  of  notices  of  cases  to 
come  before  the  Board  and  the  decisions  of  the  Board, 
which  delays  have  in  many  instances  caused  serious  hard- 
ship for  both  employer  and  employee  and  have  generated 
unnecessary  friction,  unrest  and  strained  labor  relation,* 
between  the  employer  and  the  employee.

We  are  sure  these  contractors  would  wish  to  point  out  the 
absolute  necessity  of  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  being

At  a  meeting  of  the  Execulivo  Council  of  the  IJuilding 
and  Construction  Trades  Department,  which  was  called  on 
November  30,  1945,  the  ((uestion  of  the  termination  date 
of  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  (December  .".1,  1945)  was 
discussed. 

It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Executive  Council 
that  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  should  be  continued  be- 
yond the  December  31,  1945,  date  for  the  purpose  of 
stabilizing  wages  during  the  reconversion  period  which 
would  bp  of  value  to  the  building  and  construction  industry 
and  the  building  public. 

It  is  our  understanding  the  Associated  General  Contrac- 
tors and  the  majority  of  the  other  national  contractors' 
associations  are  in  agreement  with  our  views  on  this 
question,  we,  therefore,  submit  this  to  the  Wage  Adjust- 
ment Board  for  their  consideration. 

The  question  of  the  delay  in  promulgating  the  decisions 
arrived  at  by  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  was  also  dis- 
cussed and  we  respectfully  draw  to  your  attention  at  this 
time  this  phase  of  the  Board's  problems  and  request  that 
in  the  event  you  agree  the  Board  should  continue  beyond 
December  31,  1945,  that  every  consideration  be  given  to 
the  problem  of  expediting  the  promulgation  of  decisions 
after  they  have  been  made.  This  will  relieve  much  dis- 
content throughout  the  Country.

NATIONAL  WAR  LABOR  BOARD

General  Order  41 
(Construction  Industry) 

December  5,  1945 

In  order  to  avoid  a  chaotic  wage  situation  in  the  building 
and  construction  industry  which  might  hamper  reconversion, 
wage  adjustments  in  this  industry  will  continue,  even  after 
December  31,  to  require  the  approval  of  the  Wage  Adjust- 
ment Board  before  they  may  be  put  into  effect,  the  National 
War  Labor  Board  announced  today. 

While  the  general  policy  of  the  Government  is  that 
voluntary  or  negotiated  wage  increases  may  be  put  into 
effect  without  the  necessity  of  obtaining  approval,  an  ex- 
ception in  procedure  has  been  in  effect  for  the  building  and 
construction  industry  because  of  special  factors  involved. 
The  exception,  contained  in  General  Order  No.  41,  was  to 
expire  on  December  31. 

However,  at  the  unanimous  request  of  the  public,  industry 
and  labor  members  of  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board,  which 
has  jurisdiction  over  wage  stabilization  in  the  industry  as 
an  agent  of  the  NWLB,  the  War  Labor  Board  has  un- 
animously lifted  the  December  31  deadline.  Representatives 
of  both  the  industry  and  the  unions  representing  the  workers 
importuned  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  to  continue  the 
procedural  controls  which  would  have  expired  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Accordingly,  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  will  continue 


alter  that  dale  to  act  on  applications  for  approval  of  volun- 
tary or  negotiated  wage  increaHCs  or  decreaacB  in  the  build- 
ing and  construction  industry,  which  approval  is  necefisary 
l)efore  any  increases  or  decreases  can  be  put  into  effect. 

In  acting  on  .such  applications,  the  Wage  Adju.stnnent 
Board  is  authorized  to  apply  thte  same  liberalized  wage 
policy  which  prevails  for  other  industries,  and  may  approve 
increases  to  correct  maladjustments  or  inequities  which 
would  interfere  with  the  effective  transition  to  a  peace- 
time economy. 

No  wage  srale  in  the  building  and  construction  industry 
is  legal  unless  it  has  received  prior  approval  of  the  Wage 
Adjustment  Board. 

GENERAL  ORDER  NO.  41 

Wage  Procedure  for  Building  and  Construction  Industry 

The  provisions  of  General  Order  No.  40  shall  not  apply  to 
employers  and  employees  in  the  building  and  construction 
industry  who  are  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Wage 
Adjustment  Board  as  provided  for  in  General  Order  No.  13. 

Applications  for  the  increase  or  decrease  of  wage  rates 
in  the  building  and  construction  industry,  whether  resulting 
from  collective  bargaining  or  otherwise,  shall  continue  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Wage  Adjustment  Board  for  approval 
as  heretofore  required,  regardless  of  whether  any  increase 
will  be  used  in  whole  or  in  part  as  a  basis  for  seeking  an 
increase  in  price  ceilings  or  for  resisting  otherwise  justi- 
fiable reductions  in  price  ceilings  or  for  increasing  the  cost 
to  the  United  States. 

The  W^age  Adjustment  Board  for  the  building  and  con- 
struction industry  in  addition  to  authority  vested  in  it  by 
General  Order  No.  13,  is  authorized  pur.suant  to  Executive 
Orders  9599  and  9651  to  approve  such  an  increase  as  ma> 
be  necessary  to  correct  maladjustments  or  inequities  which 
would  interfere  with  the  effective  transition  to  a  peace 
time  economy. 

This  General  Order  shall  be  effective  as  of  August  18.  1945.

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MASO  RE-ELECTED  TO  HEAD  STATE 
BUILDING  COUNCIL 

Sal  Maso,  ot  I'atorson.  doscrihctl  by  follow  State 
labor  officials  as  "alone  responsible  for  tbe  State 
buiklinj^  trades'  high  rating  in  the  labor  world,"  was 
unaninunisly  re-elected  president  of  the  New  Jersey 
Knilding  and  Constrnction  Trades  conncil  at  the 
annual  meeting  yesterday  afternoon  at  Atlantic  City. 
Maso,  nominated  by  Thaddeiis  Burns,  second  vice- 
president  of  the  council,  was  roundly  applauded  by 
the  entire  assemblage  of  over  200  delegates  follow- 
ing the  election.  His  nomination  was  seconded  by 
Frazer  Holzohner,  president  of  the  Essex  County 
Building  Trades  Council. 

President  Louis  Marciante,  of  the  State  A  F  of  L., 
was  among  the  first  to  congratulate  Maso  on  his 
re-election.  Commissioner  of  Labor  Harry  Harper, 
extending  his  good  wishes,  referred  to  him  as  "a 
dominant  factor  in  labor  arbitration." 

Tn  his  annual  address  Maso  asked  to])  Congres- 
sional priority  for  home  building  to  case  the  critical 
housing  shortage. 

Declaring  that  construction  was  the  "key  to  full 
employment,"  Maso  said,  "Congress  must  give  imme- 
diate consideration  to  the  acute  housing  shortage 
and  provide  funds  for  public  housing  and  means  of 
assisting  private  enterprise  to  embark  on  a  much 
needed  housing  development  i)rogram." 

He  also  advocated  government  aid  to  industry  in 
such  an  undertaking.  "Tt  has  been  the  risk  of  industry 
through  its  investments  through  the  years  that  has 
made  development  of  this  country  ])ossibk',"  Maso 
said. 

The  most  pressing  jiroblem  confronting  the  AI^'L 
building  trades.  Maso  said,  is  the  "invasion  into  the 
field  by  the  other  labor  organizations. 

He  said  that  while  the  CTO  had  made  "moves"  in 
that  direction,  "only  the  United  Mine  Workers  have 
invaded  our  jurisdiction  of  Camden  County.  Such 
raiding  tactics  will  be  fought  to  the  limit." 

Maso  said  the  only  way  to  advance  the  worker's 
])rosperity  is  to  eliminate  all  jurisdictional  disputes. 
There  should  be  no  work  stoppages  because  of  them, 
he  contended. 

The  building  and  construction  industry  should  be 
prepared  to  sup]>ly  about  2.000,000  skilled  workers 
in  the  next  five  years  to  handle  the  anticipated  volume 
of  construction,  William  F.  Patterson,  director  of 
apprentice  training  stated.

There  is  no  institution  just  like  unionism.  The 
unionist  believes  in  helping  himself  by  helping  others 
through  mutual  endeavor.  All  other  movements  that 
men  are  asked  to  accept  are  based  on  the  let-me- 


>a\(.'-you  theory.  The  political  action  advocate  would 
lead  the  worker  into  the  jiromised  land  by  the  politi- 
cal way.  The  employer  has  his  welfare  scheme,  he 
would  have  the  worker  depend  on  him.  The  trade 
unionist  rejects  the  i)olitical  zealot  and  the  paternal- 
ism of  the  eniplo}er.  The  trade  unionist  says,  "I 
w  ill,  llinuiiih  the  idea  of  nuituality.  ])rotect  and  pro- 
mote ni_\  own  welfare." 

The  de\ eloi)nu'nl  of  the  individual  worker,  collec- 
lixtly.  might  seem  slow  to  surface  observers,  the 
grow  th  is  gradual  but  sure.  The  trade  unionist  does 
not  depend  on  emotionalism,  he  has  no  faith  in  soul- 
.stirring  ajipeals  that  cause  men  to  soar  to  dizzy 
heights  or  that  there  are  short  cuts  to  better  days, 
he  is  satisfied  to  take  the  long  but  sure  way  to  his 
well-being.

In  the  years  ahead  lie  the  opportunities  for  greater 
vervice  -  a  ])romise  of  the  better  America  that  is 
to  be.  The\-  will  be  years  of  toil  and  sacrifice,  but 
the  swords  will  be  sheathed,  the  i)lowshares  and  the 
good  green  earth  will  produce  for  the  uses  of  peace, 
and  the  ini])lements  of  service  and  construction  will 
roll  from  the  assembly  lines  in  the  place  of  instru- 
ments of  destruction. 

The  problems  of  reconversion  for  ])eace  are  as  vast 
and  almost  as  difficidt  as  those  of  war.  We  must 
sol\  e  iheni  in  the  s])irit  of  the  old  but  eternally  yoimg 
America. 

^'et  there  are  ideas  abroad  in  our  land  that  would 
substitute  "])lanning"  for  enterprise,  decrees  for  initi- 
ative. i)aternalism  for  freedom,  and  so-called  security 
for  the  right  to  venture  and  to  win  or  lose.  Had 
"security"  been  the  goal  of  the  souls  aboard  her,  the 
.M;i\ flower  would  have  never  sailed.  Had  "security" 
l)een  their  first  objective,  the  men  who  assembled  in 
Philadelphia  in  1776  would  have  issued  no  ringing 
fleclaration  of  the  "inalienable  rights"  of  men.  We 
nmst  retain  our  ancient  landmarks  and  the  principles 
which  established  them.  By  no  other  method  can 
we  guarantee  to  our  returning  soldiers  the  freedom 
here  inv  which  they  fought  abroad. 

May  ue  keep  in  constant  thought  a  desire  for  a 
better  .\merica,  not  a  new  one.

If  even  a  ]iartiele  of  the  work  contemplated  materi- 
alizes, there  will  be  post-war  work  for  those  sixty 
million.  Work  for  sixty  million  is  a  lot  of  work,  but 
it  is  not  a  whit  of  the  work  that  should  be  done.  If 
I  was  the  one  who  promised  employment  for  those 
si.xty  million,  I  would  make  the  promise  good,  indeed 
1  would,  for  it  could  be  done  by  essential  work  too. 
no  boondoggling. 
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WE  HAVE  HAD  A  SAMPLE 

Slowly  l)iit  surely  life  in  America  is  bouncing  back 
to  normal.  A  man  can  now  drive  into  a  service  sta- 
tion and  sa.\  "lill'cr  up"  wilhonl  ihc  attendant  look- 
inf^-  at  him  askance;  or  he  can  go  into  a  butcher  shop 
and  ask  for  a  piece  of  beef  without  his  neighbors 
accusing  him  l)ehind  his  back  of  being  a  black  market 
patron.  Sure,  things  aren't  back  to  what  they  were 
in  1941,  hut  they  are  getting  there  more  rapidly  than 
a  good  many  people  dared  hope. 

While  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  people  on  the  home 
front  suffered  any  hardships  comparable  to  the  hard- 
ships endured  I)y  our  armed  forces,  at  the  same  time 
life  in  America  during  the  war  years  has  not  been 
a  bed  of  roses.  Regimentation,  restrictions  and  rules 
governed  almost  every  normal  function  of  living. 
There  was  a  form  or  a  coupon  or  a  rule  to  be  taken 
care  of  for  almost  everything  a  person  did.  And, 
needless  to  say,  most  Americans  did  not  take  any  too 
kindly  to  the  endless  routine  involved  in  doing  even 
the  most  commonplace  thing. 

Thank  God  that  kind  of  living  is  rapidly  coming  to 
an  end.  One  by  one  the  rules,  regulations  and  riga- 
marole  are  being  eliminated.  Day  by  day  there  are 
getting  to  be  fewer  coupons  to  hand  out,  fewer  forms 
to  fill  out,  and  fewer  questions  to  answer.  During 
the  war  these  things  were  all  probably  necessary  and 
the  people  endured  them  patiently  for  that  reason. 
Since  V-J  Day,  however,  the  restrictions  have  grown 
increasingly  irksome. 

Somehow  or  other  it  just  occurs  to  us  that  during 
their  w^artime  years  we  have  a  good  sample  of  what 
it  is  like  to  live  in  a  government-dominated  land. 
From  Pearl  Harbor  to  V-J  Day  we  live!  in  something 
far  removed  from  the  normal  state  of  free  competi- 
tion we  knew  in  the  pre-war  years.  To  all  intents 
and  purposes  it  pretty  much  approximated  life  as  it 
would  be  under  widespread  government  control, 
whether  that  control  stemmed  from  socialism,  com- 
munism, or  what-have-you. 

The  one  important  thing  that  was  missing  from 
our  normal  way  of  life  during  the  war  years  was 
competition.  That  the  lack  of  competition  sprang 
from  shortages  of  manpower  and  materials  rather 
than  socialism  or  communism  makes  little  difference. 
The  point  is  that  competition  was  missing  and  we  all 
got  a  taste  of  what  it  is  like  to  live  in  a  land  in  which 
it  is  absent. 

Take  shopping  for  an  example.  Because  they  knew 
you  couldn't  go  somewhere  else  to  satisfy  your  w^ants, 
even  the  most  progressive  merchants  adopted  a  "take 
it  or  leave  it"  attitude  during  the  war  years.  One 
of  the  hidden  increases  in  living  costs  during  the  war 
years  has  been  the  high-handed  attitude  of  merchants. 


\<n\  t()(jk  what  liicy  offered  you  or  you  did  without 

and  nine  times  out  of  ten  the  things  they  ofTercd 
you  were  higher  priced  items  than  you  normally 
h.iught.  Because  competition  was  lacking  you  took 
what  in  pre-war  years  w(;uld  be  a  pushing  around 
and  you  tcjok  it  without  complaining.  The  fact  they 
knew  the  war  would  one  day  be  over  probaiily 
restrained  merchants  somewhat.  Think  how  much 
worse  the  situation  would  be  under  a  pertnancnt  sys- 
tem of  no  competition. 

If  you  don't  think  wartime  retailing  offers  a  lair 
example  of  living  in  a  no  competition  era,  take  manu- 
facturing for  exami)le.  Take  any  item  —  let's  say 
work  shirts.  Theoretically,  the  government  placed 
a  price  ceiling  on  work  shirts.  On  paper  it  looked 
hke  something.  But  what  happened?  Manufactur- 
ers knew  they  could  sell  all  the  shirts  they  made. 
There  was  no  competition.  As  a  result,  quality  nose- 
dived. The  materials  that  went  into  work  shirts 
became  sleezy  and  shoddy.  The  stitching  became 
hai)hazard,  and  the  cut  became  so  skimpy  that  there 
was  no  comfort  left  in  them.  The  plain  facts  in  the 
case  are  that  the  people  took  a  beating  every  time 
they  bought  such  a  shirt.  And  don't  forget  that  the 
government  had  a  price  ceiling  on  work  shirts  that 
was  supposed  to  protect  consumers.  What  was  lack- 
ing was  competition.  Because  manufacturers  didn't 
have  to  compete  the  people  got  rooked. 

We  all  know  too  well  what  a  drubbing  the  workers 
took  during  the  war  when  wages  were  under  govern- 
ment control  ■ —  another  sample  of  rule  by  govern- 
ment edict.  We  could  point  out  a  thousand  other 
examples  of  unhappy  results  accruing  from  govern- 
ment control  and  lack  of  competition  during  the  war. 
However,  you  can  choose  your  own.  As  far  as  we 
are  concerned  the  no  competition  sample  we  had  dur- 
ing the  war  is  enough  to  convince  us  we  want  no 
more  of  it. — The  Carpenter.

The  population  of  the  world  was  small  in  the  days 
of  early  man  and  differences,  once  begun,  tended  to 
persist  through  isolation  and  inbreeding.  Each  so- 
called  Race  became  functionally  adapted  to  hving 
in  the  area  in  which  it  found  itself.  There  was  on 
question  of  superiority  or  inferiority,  for  the  white 
man  would  have  suffered  in  the  hot  tropical  sun  as 
much  as  the  Negro  would  have  suffered  in  the  cold 
North. 

With  the  growth  of  civilization,  man  has  been 
enabled,  through  the  use  of  proper  clothing  and 
scientifically  prepared  food  and  vitamins,  to  move 
into  all  areas  of  the  world,  no  matter  what  his  color. 
The  so-called  racial  differences  are  superficial,  and 
man  is  essentially  the  same  and  has  the  same  poten- 
tialities wherever  you  find  him,  be  he  light,  dark, 
tall,  short,  fat  or  thin,  long  headed  or  round  headed. 
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HOW  ABOUT  THE  UNEMPLOYED? 

Congress  is  moving  with  commendable  speed  and 
zeal  toward  the  enactment  of  legislation  which  will 
l)iing  some  measure  of  relief  to  the  nation's  tax- 
payers. Just  the  opposite  is  true  of  the  attitude  of 
Congress  toward  those  who  will  not  be  able  to  pay 
taxes  next  year  because  they  will  be  unemployed. 

Labor  can  find  no  excuse  or  condonation  for  the 
decision  of  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
to  pigeon-hole  unemployment  compensation  legisla- 
tion in  defiance  of  urgent  and  repeated  recommenda- 
tions for  immediate  action  by  President  Truman  and 
in  complete  disregard  for  human  needs  during 
reconversion. 

The  President  is  reported  to  have  told  members 
ot  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  that  the 
Senate  "let  him  down"  on  this  "must"  legislation  by 
adopting  an  unsatisfactory  bill.  But  the  House  Com- 
mittee has  let  the  President  and  the  nation  down 
even  worse,  for  it  has  blocked  action  on  any  kind 
of  tinemployment  compensation  law. 

As  a  result,  victory  is  proving  a  bitter  mockery  to 
millions  of  loyal  war  workers  who  helped  to  win 
the  war  by  their  product  on  achievements  only  to 
find  themselves  now  jobless  and  without  sufficient 
income  to  tide  them  over  the  reconversion  period 
until  new  employment  opportunities  are  available. 

The  President  emphasized  at  least  twice  in  his  mes- 
sages to  Congress  that  special  legislative  provision 
has  been  made  to  aid  capital  and  business  and  veter- 
ans during  reconversion.  The  only  ones  whose  fate 
has  been  ignored,  the  President  said,  are  the  war 
workers,  to  whom  America  owes  a  deep  obligation. 
So  long  as  that  obligation  remains  unfilled,  it  will 
costitute  a  black  mark  on  the  record  of  Congress. 

The  American  Federation  of  Labor  has  appealed 
to  the  reason,  the  patriotism  and  to  the  friendship 
of  members  of  Congress.  President  Truman  has 
labored  valiantly  in  the  same  cause.  Yet  these  efforts 
have  thus  far  proved  entirely  unavailing. 

The  Executive  Council  knows  of  no  way  of  blasting 
the  log-jam  that  is  blocking  passage  of  this  legisla- 
tion except  by  public  demand.  This  winter  condi- 
tions of  the  unemployed  in  cities  throughout  the 
nation  are  certain  to  become  acute.  Instead  of  wait- 
ing until  a  severe  emergency  develops,  we  strongly 
urge  all  State  Federations  of  Labor  and  city  central 
bodies  to  stir  up  ])ublic  ()i)inion  now  in  favor  of  im- 
mediate action. 

We  believe  that  the  American  peo])le  agree  with 
labor  that  a  maximum  of  $25  a  week  for  twenty-six 
weeks  a  year  is  not  too  much  temporary  compensa- 
tion for  those  who  have  lost  their  jobs  through  no 
fault  of  their  own.  Let  the  voice  of  the  people  be 
heard  in  Congress!

READ  THIS  BEFORE  FILING  SOCIAL  SECUR- 
ITY TAX  REPORTS  FOR  FOURTH  QUARTER 
OF  1945 

Those  secretaries  who  are  obliged  to  file  quarterly  reports 
for  old  age  benefit  tax  and  annual  federal  unemployment 
insurance  reports  with  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  in 
their  federal  tax  districts  are  reminded  that  our  Interna- 
tional Union  and  its  subordinate  local  unions  have  been 
exempted  from  payment  of  old  age  benefit  taxes  for  any 
employee  or  paid  officer  of  the  local  union  who  earned  less 
than  $45.00  from  the  local  union  during  the  calendar  quarter 
for  services  performed  for  the  local,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

Some  of  the  states  also  grant  a  similar  exemption  from 
the  payment  of  quarterly  unemployment  insurance  premium 
to  organizations  which  are  exempted  from  payment  of  fed- 
eral income  tax  under  Section  101(1)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code.  For  information  as  to  any  such  exemption  in  your 
state,  consult  the  State  Unemployment  Compensation  office 
in  your  district  before  filing  your  quarterly  state  unemploy- 
ment tax  report,  stating  that  our  International  and  its  subor- 
dinate unions  have  been  exempted  from  payment  of  federal 
income  tax  under  Section  101(1)  in  a  ruling  made  on 
12/20/40  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue.  You 
will  then  be  advised  whether  or  not  vou  must  file  the  state 
unemplojTnent  tax  report.

wore  Americans  come  to  take  us  over.  An  Armistice  was 
in  effect.  We  still  cannot  realize  it.  I  have  just  fiiUHhed 
lunch.  For  the  first  time  in  3 'A  years  I  have  a  full  tummy. 
There  i.s  plenty  of  food  in  Manchuria  but  not  for  I'.O.W. 
There  wore  Red  Cro.ss  packages  in  the  Ht<;re  room  but  they 
were  held  to  impress  the  International  Red  Cross  Represen- 
tative I  guess.  We  received  very  little  of  it.  We  were  sup- 
posed to  receive  a  jjackage  a  week  but  in  overHOweeks 
we've  received  about  9  packages.  The  Yanks  and/or  Rus- 
sians have  not  taken  over  yet  and  promised  Bupplies  w'ill 
not  be  in  for  a  day  or  two  but  the  American  Representative 
has  obtained  us  more  native  food  than  wc  can  eat  —  2/3 
of  a  package  of  R.C.  was  issued  to  each  man  (all  there  was) 
and  I  am  as  bloated  as  &  little  pig.  I  already  have  gained 
about  2  lbs.  in  the  3  days.  I  weigh  today  50  V2  kg.  or  about 
111  lbs.  (at  one  time  I  weighed  about  80  lbs.).  My  normal 
is  130  lbs.  So  while  waiting  to  be  taken  out  of  here,  all 
this  is  hard  to  realize.  For  instance,  while  writing  this, 
between  sentences  1  am  drinking  a  bowl  of  R.C.  soluble 
coffee  with  sugar  and  powdered  milk  and  smoking  a  Camel 
cigarette.  Man,  man  —  so  all  that  is  behind  me  and  I  look 
forward  to  seeing  you  soon,  and  this  time  I  can  say  it  and 
mean  it.    (Boy  that  coffee's  good.) 

Now  don't  worry  over  me.  The  Lord  has  been  especially 
good  to  me.  I  have  had  to  do  hard  work  on  little  food  but 
I  have  been  healthy  and  strong  enough  to  do  it  when  others 
were  taken  sick  and  died.  I  will  return  to  you  with  no 
missing  parts  and  in  good  working  order.  Pass  the  news 
to  all  our  friends.  Hope  Bob  has  made  it.  We  have  been 
waiting  all  day  for  transport  planes  to  come  in  with  supplies. 
It  is  now  3:40  P.M.  and  a  big  plane  has  flown  by  and  we 
are  all  very  excited.  They  say  this  letter  should  be  back  in 
about  15  days.    Hope  I  can  deliver  it  myself. 

I  must  end  this  now  so  hoping  you  are  all  well,  I  close 
with  all  my  love  to  all  of  you.

"I've  been  pitching  a  dime  each 
morning  to  see  if  I  buy  some  hay  for  the  horse  or 
a  beer  for  me,  and  that  horse  has  lost  for  the  last 
ten  days  straight." 
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HOW  ABOUT  STRIKES? 

America  faces  a  iroiililcd  indusltial  situation. 
Strikes  are  on  the  increase.  Threats  of  new  stoppages 
are  popping  ui>  all  over  the  niaji.  What  can  be  done 
about  them? 

First,  let  us  remember  that  strikes  are  not  an 
economic  disease,  but  merely  the  manifest  symptoms 
of  a  disease.  There  is  no  cure-all  for  strikes.  They 
can't  be  stopped  by  passing  a  law.  That  was  tried 
by  Congress  when  it  adopted  the  War  Labor  Disputes 
Act.  The  etTect  of  this  law  has  been  to  make  the 
situation  worse.  Congress  enacted  legislation  to 
correct  what  was  troubling  us  without  taking  the 
time  to  find  out  what  was  causing  the  trouble. 

A  doctor  doesn't  attempt  to  cure  a  patient's  illness 
by  treating  the  symptoms.  He  attacks  the  basic 
causes.    That's  what  we  must  do  with  strikes. 

All  strikes  have  the  same  basic  causes  —  injustice, 
misunderstanding  and  lack  of  labor-management 
cooperation. 

While  the  immediate  causes  of  current  strikes  vary 
with  each  particular  case,  the  main  trouble  is  that 
peace  has  brought  serious  pay  cuts  to  most  American 
workers.  With  wage  rates  frozen  during  the  war, 
workers  had  to  depend  upon  overtime  to  meet  higher 
living  costs.  Now  that  the  overtime  is  gone,  pay 
envelopes  have  shrunk  considerably.  In  the  case  of 
a  mechanic  receiving  one  dollar  an  hour,  his  take- 
home  pay  has  dropped  from  $52  a  week  to  $40  a  week 
due  to  the  loss  of  eight  hours  overtime  at  time-and- 
a-half.  Out  of  that  $40,  about  $8  is  deducted  for  taxes, 
leaving  his  $32.  This  worker  may  have  been  able 
to  get  along  on  $32  a  week  before  the  war,  but  it 
takes  $45  at  present-day  prices  to  buy  the  things 
he  could  get  for  $32  then.  That  means  he  has  to 
reduce  his  standard  of  living  and  deprive  himself  and 
his  wife  and  children  of  the  things  they  want  and 
need.    At  this  stage  trouble  begins. 

It  is  essential  to  the  best  interests  of  the  nation 
that  wage  rates  be  lifted  immediately  to  make  up 
for  peacetime  losses.  It  is  likewise  imperative  that 
better  government  machinery  be  devised  to  deal  with 
industrial  disputes.    We  look  to  the  labor-manage- 


ment conference  set  for  November  5  to  recommend 
such  machinery. 

Mcanwliile.  llie  .\merican  Federation  of  Labor 
appeals  to  all  the  nation's  workers  to  conduct  them- 
selves w  ith  ])atience  and  restraint  during  the  coming 
weeks  and  months  until  new  policies  are  developed. 
Ivxtreme  action  may  prejudice  labor's  cause  and  it 
w  ill  certainly  delay  the  reconversion  program  which 
w  orkers  must  depend  on  for  lasting  peacetime  jobs. — 
P,y  Robert  J.  Watt,  Member  of  the  National  War 
Labor  Board.

How  to  t'ountoract  Humidity  and  Condensation 

\yiierc  nioisturo  must  be  contended  with  as  in  climates 
having:  a  hiph  depree  of  humidity  at  certain  seasons  of  the 
year  and  particularly  in  basements,  considerable  portions  of 
which  are  below  the  level  of  the  pround  outside,  authorities 
recommend  the  uso  of  moisture  resistive  plaster,  such  as 
portlr.nd  cement,  or  Keene's  cement  phister  mixed  with  lime. 
This  should  be  applied  on  the  interior,  over  a  rust  proofed 
metal  plaster  base  furred  out,  that  is  si)acod,  a  short  distance 
(usually  '\i  inch)  from  the  imicr  face  of  the  exterior  masonry 
walls.  The  same  types  of  base  and  plaster  should  be  used 
for  basement  ceilinps  under  these  conditions. 

The  furrinp  strips,  usually  of  wood  are  attached  by 
drivinp  hardened  nails  into  the  masonry  or  joints.  They 
provide  a  narrow  air  space  back  of  the  plaster  and  this 
helps  lessen  the  temperature  difference  between  the  two 
faces  of  the  plaster.  This  reduces  condensation  or  the  ten- 
dency to  "sweat",  and  helps  keep  your  walls  dry  in  summer. 
It  also  will  make  your  basement  warmer  in  winter  by  reduc- 
ing the  heat  loss  throuph  the  walls. 

Similar  conditions  exist  in  laundries  and  in  shower  rooms, 
and  the  same  precautions  are  recommended. 

Where  none  of  the  surrounding-  walls  have  an  exterior 
exposure,  satisfactory  results  for  walls  enclosing  swimming 
pools,  shower  rooms,  laundries  and  kitchens,  will  be  obtained 
by  the  use  of  a  properly  mixed  lime-portland  or  portland 
cement  plaster,  applied  to  hard-burned,  well-scored  clay  tile 
or  to  concrete  masonry  imits. 

Precautions  suggested  above  will  not  prevent  water  under 
pressure  against  a  basement  wall  from  entering.  To  correct 
this  situation  see  "How  to  Keep  Water  Out  of  Your 
Basement".

THE  RETURN  TO  HOME 
ARTICLE  VI 

Adequate  Electric  Wiring  Reduces  Household  Expenses 

Confronted  witli  a  serious  housing  situation  and  anxious 
to  get  a  roof  over  the  heads  of  one's  family,  it  is  not  surpris- 
ing that  many  will  buy  a  house  for  .$500  less  than  someone 
offers  another  house  for,  not  knowing  that  when  cost  of 
operations  is  considered  the  first  house  has  really  $2,000 
less  value  than  the  second,  and  so  is  far  from  being  a 
bargain. 

Thus  in  attempting  cost  economies  in  the  post-war  pur- 
chase of  a  home  it  will  be  found,  on  careful  analysis,  that 
many  of  the  numerous  cost-saving  methods  practiced  are  in 
reality  pennywisc  and  dollar  foolish. 

To  illustrate,  take  the  case  of  electric  wiring.  Most  people 
will  readily  admit  they  know  very  little  about  the  subject, 
and  yet  they  rarely  hesitate  to  buy  a  house  in  which  a 
contractor  has  practiced  the  serious  and  short-sighted  con- 
struction economy  of  inadequate  wiring. 

Yet  any  public  utility  company  or  electrician  will  tell 
them  that  if  their  house  wiring  is  inadequate,  it  will  over 
the  years  cost  them  considerable  out-of-pocket  expense  of 
electrical  service  bills,  if  overloaded  circuits  can  operate 
honie  "power  needs"  of  simultaneously  operating  service 
equipment  to  only  75  per  cent  of  efficiency. 

Home  "Power"  Needs 

Included  are  an  electric  refrigerator,  laundry  equipment, 
the  vacuum  cleaner,  a  kithcen  exhaust  fan,  perhaps  an  elec- 
tric range  and  probably  a  motor  which  operates  a  forced 
hot-air  heating  system  in  the  winter,  and  an  attic  and  other 
fans  in  suminer. 

Yes,  this  loss  of  efficiency  means  that  the  equipment  must 
use  electric  current  for  a  longer  period  in  order  to  complete 
the  same  amount  of  work  as  could  be  accomplished  in  a 
normal  period  if  the  full  and  necessary  capacity  of  the 
circuits  were  available.  This  increases  cost  a  perceptible 
amount  and,  over  a  period,  more  than  offsets  the  .savings 
in  first  cost  in  the  installation  expense. 

Reduced  operating  efficiency  can  be  averted  by  making 
certain  that  the  electrical  wiring  in  your  new  home  is  at 
least  equal  to  your  forseeable  power  and  lighting  needs. 
And  don't  forget  to  include  enough  circuits  and  outlets  to 
simplify  connecting  up  your  reading  lamps  and  plugging 
in  your  vacuum  cleaner. 

Your  electrical  contractor  or  architect  or  public  utility 


company  can  set  you  straight  in  these  matters  \vlu"i  can- 
structing  a  new  house. 

It  is  equally  important  that  you  secure  competent  advice 
from  an  electrical  contractor  or  the  utility  company  to  help 
you  make  the  proper  choice,  as  between  houses  already  built 
and,  in  many  cases,  previously  occupied.  Naturally  all  the 
wiring  circuits  were  concealed  behind  the  lath  and  plaster 
finish,  or  othei'wise,  at  the  time  of  construction,  and  inspec- 
tion by  the  inexperienced  purchaser  is  inconclusive. 

So  to  be  sure  that  the  house  you  fancy  is  not  "dollar- 
foolish"  and  actually  will  give  you  the  electrically-operated 
living  comforts  and  sei-vice  you  are  paying  for  consult  the 
expert  and  practical  advisors  previou.sly  mentioned.  Doing 
so  may  spare  you  many  disappointments  later.

HOW  TO  KEEP  WATER  OUT  OF 
YOUR  BASEMENT 

in  the  Si)ring-  when  water  levels  are  high,  house- 
holders will  frequently  find  water  entering  a  base- 
ment which  is  dry  all  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  same 
condition  occurs  the  year  'round,  however,  in  areas 
where  springs  are  located  or  where  the  house  and 
land  arc  so  situated  that  heavy  pressttre  of  ground 
water  against  the  foundation  wall  is  the  rule. 

Water  under  pressure  against  a  basement  wall  can 
I)e  kept  from  entering  by  integrally  water-proofing 
the  wall,  if  of  poured  concrete.  This  type  of  water- 
proofing is  feasible  only  when  the  building  is  under 
construction. 

When  masonry  block,  brick  or  tile  arc  used,  water 
can  be  kept  out  only  by  plastering  the  outside  with  a 
thick  mixture  of  portland  cement  and  sand  to  which 
a  water-i)roofing  compound  or  mixture  has  been 
added. 

Where  the  pressure  is  very  great  and  particularly 
where  there  are  cracks  in  the  wall  or  spaces  around 
pipes  which  enter  the  btiilding  from  the  outside, 
further  water-proofing  in  the  form  of  asphalt  emul- 
sion coating  also  ajiplied  to  the  outside  of  the  building 
will  i)robably  be  necessary.  .A  layer  of  drain  tile 
outside  the  l)uilfling,  preferably  below  the  level  of  the 
bottom  of  the  footing,  to  conduct  water  away  from 
the  wall  is  always  advisable,  and  indispensable  if 
springs  of  water  or  heavy  ground  water  pressure  are 
encountered  in  the  vicinity.

All  plastered  homes  are  susceptible  to  plaster 
cracks  and  it  sometimes  seems  that  their  prevention 
is  impossible.  However,  a  sjreat  deal  can  he  done 
to  minimize  the  number  and  size  of  cracks  that  do 
appear  in  new  homes  and  most  of  the  important 
safety  meastuTs  taken  to  prevent  cracks  in  plaster 
must  be  taken  by  the  buihler  and  others  rather  than 
l)y  the  plastering  contractor.  The  prevention  of 
plaster  cracks  can  only  be  accomplished  by  i^ood 
building',  which  includes  good  materials,  good  work- 
manship and  good  design  of  the  building. 

.Ml  materials  used  in  a  building  are  subject  to  e.\- 
])ansion  and  contraction,  varying  in  degree  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  materials  used.  Plaster  cracks 
increase  maintenance  costs,  such  as  repairs  and  re- 
finishing  of  plastered  surfaces — the  latter  being  the 
most  expensive  item.  Therefore,  crack  prevention  hv 
careful  planning  is  highly  desirable. 

Lumber  Defects 

Structural  defects  in  a  building  and  the  quality  of 
materials  used  are  the  most  frequent  cause  of  plaster 
cracks.  The  best  possible  job  of  plastering  will  crack 
when  inferior  construction  methods  and  poor  grades 
of  material  are  used.  The  causes  of  most  plaster 
cracks  is  from  foundation  settlement,  lumber  shrink- 
age, improper  structural  framing  of  building,  vibra- 
tion and  inferior  lathing.  Kitlier  one  or  a  comliination 
of  these  defects  may  cause  i)laster  cracks. 

Foundation  Construction 

Foundation  settlement  causes  not  only  plaster 
cracks  but  often  cracks  in  the  outside  brick  walls 
and  a  weakening  of  the  entire  superstructure.  Most 
foundations  settle  some  and  the  damage  is  caused  by 
uneven  settlement.  The  solution  to  this  is  to  deter- 
mine the  loads  to  be  carried  by  different  sections  of 
the  foundation  and  proportion  the  size  of  the  footings 
accordingly,  to  insure  an  even  settlement.  It  may  be 
necessary  to  re-inforce  some  sections  of  the  founda- 
tion in  order  to  overcome  certain  hazards,  such  as 
filled  in  ground,  etc. 

Under  normal  conditions,  however,  a  uniform  foot- 
ing may  be  used,  increasing  the  size  under  chimneys 
and  other  concentrated  loads,  including  anticipated 
loads  in  the  completed  structure. 

Structural  Defects 

Unseasoned  lumber  shrinks  as  it  dries  out  and  the 
extent  of  damage  it  will  cause  to  the  plastering  de- 
pends to  a  great  extent  upon  the  parts  of  the  building 
in  which  it  is  used.  Any  decided  change  in  the  size 
or  shape  of  lumber  due  to  shrinkage,  will  inevitably 
result  in  cracks  in  the  plaster.  Tt  is  therefore  advis- 


able as  a  safety  precaution  against  jjlastcr  cracks, 
that  a  btnlder  use  seasoned  lumber  whenever  it  is 
a\ailai)lc  and  that  he  keejis  it  dry  until  the  building 
is  (  IK  loscd.  Shrinkage  is  a  difficult  jiroblem  and 
i  .iniK.t  be  entirely  eliminatefl,  but  precautions  can  be 
lakci:  1(1  reduce  its  disastrous  effects. 

Structural  Framework 

I'ldcir  joists  sliould  be  of  sufficient  strength  to 
safe!)  carry  furniture  and  other  loads  in  the  com- 
l)leted  structure  and  to  prevent  any  "give"  when 
persons  walk  on  the  flor.r  above.  Cross  bridging  is 
a  "must"  to  e(|ually  distribute  the  weight  carried  and 
to  prevent  lateral  bending  or  deflection  when  loads 
arc  "spotty"  and  concentrated.  Double  rows  of  cross 
birdging  arc  an  economical  and  good  practical  in- 
\estnienl,  csijccially  on  rooms  of  more  than  average 
width.  If  joists  bend  more  than  1/360  of  their  span, 
ceiling  ])laster  cracks  will  appear.  To  illustrate: — If 
floor  joist  1.^  feet  or  180  inches  long  bend  '/2  inch  or 
]  / ^(^^)  of  tlu'ir  span  or  length,  plaster  cracks  will  ap- 
pear in  ceiling  ])cl()W. 

I'roper  lintels  above  doors  and  windows;  double 
joists  under  bearing  or  heavy  partitions  and  at  stair 
openings;  proper  reinforcement  of  bathroom  floors, 
where  joists  have  been  weakened  ])\'  cutting  out  for 
pipes,  etc.,  studs  of  bearing  partitions  continued 
through  the  floor  to  steel  girders  under  joists  and 
wood  plates  at  bottom  and  top  of  other  partitions 
all  contribute  toward  the  prevention  of  plaster  cracks 
and  are  important  items  in  the  security  of  the  owners 
investment  in  a  well  constructed  home. 

Roof  Framing 

Roof  rafters  should  be  of  adequate  size  to  carry 
dead,  live  and  ceiling  loads.  Wall  plates  should  be 
doubled  and  staggered,  with  alternating  joints  se- 
curely anchored  to  walls  by  means  of  l)olts  not  less 
than  1/^"  in  dia.,  not  over  4  feet  on  center  and  im- 
bedded in  masonry  walls  not  less  than  two  feet  or  by 
any  other  method  e(|uall_\-  safe.  The  rafters  of  pitched 
or  hipped  roofs  should  be  restrained  laterally  by 
ceiling  joists  or  b}-  other  members  designed  and  ar- 
ranged to  prevent  the  transmission  of  "thrust"  to 
wall.  Rafters  of  roofs  sloping  more  than  4  inches 
to  the  foot  should  be  heeled  and  anchored  to  wall 
])lates.  Collar  beams  should  be  provided  at  approxi- 
mately half  height  of  attic  space,  using  2  x  6"  collars 
every  fourth  rafter. 

Vibration 

The  most  destructive  \  il)ration  to  w  hich  homes  are 
sul)jected  are  due  to  the  wind.  .\dditionaI  but  lesser 
causes  of  vibration  are  trains,  trucks,  busses,  street 
cars,  etc.,  transmitted  to  the  house  through  the 
ground.  Correct  bracing  of  a  structure  is  the  solution 
to  this  problem.   In  high  buildings  great  precautions

HOME  BUILT  BY  METAL  LATHERS 
OF  ST.  LOUIS

The  two  pliotos  shown,  fjive  you  siunc  idea  of  Uic 
fireproof  honu-  huiU  recently  1)\  nicmhers  of  Latlier-^ 
Local  No.  7?>.  i'lu-  lionic.  now  completed,  is  occu])ie(l 
by  George  Stroui),  President  of  the  I,;i11ums  District 
Council  and  is  located  at  IS  Drake  Ave.,  Webster 
Groves,  Mo.  It  re(|uired  between  6  and  8  weeks  to 
build  from  time  of  ])lacin^-  the  concrete  footing  until 
it  was  occupied.  'I'liere  is  no  basement,  in  its  stead 
is  a  furnace  room  and  a  utilit_\-  room.  The  first  floor 
is  about  three  (3)  feet  above  the  ground  and  the  area 
between  the  ground  and  the  floor  is  heated  in  winter 
by  means  of  a  hot  air  duct,  to  keep  the  floors  warm 
and  this  area  is  well  ventilated  in  summer  to  kee]) 
cool  and  dry.  A  gable  or  any  kind  of  roof  desired  may 
be  used  in  conjunction  with  this  type  of  building. 
In  this  case  a  flat  slightly  sloped  roof  was  used. 

Steel  columns  were  first  bolted  to  concrete  founda- 
tions and  steel  beams  were  bolted  to  the  columns. 
Steel  floors  and  ceiling  joist  were  to  be  used  but  being 
unobtainable  at  the  time,  wood  joists  were  substituted 
in  the  floor  and  roof. 

.All  outside  and  inside  walls,  ceilings  and  ])artitions 
were  fireproof,  being  constructed  of  channel  iron, 
metal  lath  and  plaster  on  inside  and  cement  on  out- 
side walls.  The  oustide  walls  were  double  metal  lath 
walls  with  insulation  between.  The  outside  part  of 
wall  was  cement  on  metal  lath  and  back  cemented  to 
a  thickness  of  two  inches.  The  inside  of  the  double 
outside  walls  was  metal  lath  and  plaster.  All  ceilings 
were  suspended  fireproof  metal  lath  and  plaster  ceil- 
ings, suspended  from  joists  in  roof.  Insulated  heat- 
ing ducts  occupied  part  of  the  space  between  the 
ceiling  and  roof  and  insulation  was  placed  on  to])  of 
the  metal  lath  ceilings.  The  partitions  were  all  built 
of  the  same  fireproof  materials  and  are  no  more 
costly  than  the  inflammable  partitions  usually  built 
in  homes.  Either  wood  or  metal  trim  may  be  used 
around  doors  and  windows.  Tbe  fire])roof  tyi)e  of 
partitions  used  in  this  home  have  stood  up  under 
more  than  two  thousand  degrees  of  heat  for  more 
than  five  hours  in  a  test  at  the  Bureau  of  Standards 
and  have  an  evcellent  fire  rating  with  the  Fire  Under- 
writers  Laboratories. 

This  type  of  home  can  be  built  for  less  than  the 
conventional  type  of  home  usually  constructed  and 
are  especially  adai)table  at  this  time,  due  to  the 
shortage  of  brick,  lumber  and  other  materials. 

Mr.  Stroup  is  developing  plans  for  the  erection  of 
more  of  these  homes  in  the  near  future.

As  mentioned  in  Fi^.  2  less  space  than  there  shown  is 
required  to  lay  out  this  particular  work.  We  need  only  use 
a  portion  of  the  diagram  shown  in  FiR'.  2  and  this  is  really 
a  necessity  where  working-  space  is  limited.  Let  us  take 
Fig.  3  for  instance. 

Here  we  have  shown  only  that  part  of  Fig.  2  which  is 
completed  and  the  part  needed  to  get  out  our  sweeps.  The 
method  of  laving  this  out  is  the  same  as  in  Fig.  2,  but 
instead  of  laying  out  the  full  spring  lines  A-D  and  A-C  as 
in  Fig.  2  we  use  half  of  them  as  A-E  and  A-G  in  Fig.  3. 

We  fii-st  lav  out  half  the  spring  line  as  A-E  and  then 
draw  the  center  line  F-E  at  right  angles  to  .A.-E.  Next 


swing  arc  A-V  wliiih  in  this  case  is  one  quarter  of  a  true 
circle  or  half  the  semi-circle  shown  in  Fig.  2.  Also  extend 
the  line  F-E  to  G  and  draw  the  diagonal  line  A-G.  You 
then  proceed  to  establish  youi-  diatvonal  sweep  by  the  same 
niolhod  as  exi)lained  in  Fig.  2. 

-As  previously  staled  unequal  spacing  may  be  used  and  is 
really  advisable  in  sonic  layouts,  especially  for  Elliptical, 
Gothic,  etc.,  ceilings,  for  in  this  method  the  spaces  toward 
end  of  spring  line  may  be  made  smalled  in  order  to  mini- 
mize the  possibility  of  an  error  in  the  curve  of  sweeps  to  be 
found.  This  is  clearly  illustrated  in  Fig.  4  where  the  same 
size  layout  is  used  as  in  Fig.  3  but  the  spring  line  A-E 
divided  into  10  spaces  of  various  widths,  becoming  narrower 
toward  end  of  span.  The  rest  of  layout  is  then  completed 
in  same  manner  as  in  Fig.  2.

Fig.  5  shows  the  measuring  stick  with  the  diagonal  dis- 
tance of  room  A-G  and  the  points  of  intersection  marked 
on  it.  When  these  points  are  established,  the  rest  of  the 
layout  is  easy. 


(•n<l  arch  as  the  semi-cijcle  from  A  U>  \i  we  find  the  curveB 
for  tlie  length  of  room  and  the  diagonal  curve. 

Half  the  span  A-IJ  is  next  divided  into  one  foot  spaces, 
as  at  8,  7,  (>,  etc.,  with  the  exception  of  end  sjjace  at  1  which 
is  ()  inches.  These  lines  are  extended  to  the  curve  of  semi- 
tirele  to  determine  their  length  as  shown  by  the  figures 
2'  10",  4'  (!",  6'  8",  etc.  Next  extend  th<.'se  lines  in  the 
<)PI)osite  direction  as  shown  dotted  until  they  intersect  with 
diagonal  line  A-C.  Then  draw  lines  at  these  points  1,  2,  'A, 
etc.,  square  with  the  diagonal  line  A-C  and  make  them  the 
same  length  as  those  above  span  (A-Ii)  of  corresponding 
number.    Connect  the  ends  and  the  diagonal  arc  is  formed. 

We  next  find  the  curve  of  arc  for  length  of  room  B-C. 

Draw  lines  square  with  the  dotted  lines  1,  2,  etc.,  where 
they  intersect  diagonal  line  A-C.  Extend  these  lines  beyond 
the  center  as  full  lines  and  make  their  length  from  center 
line  the  same  length  as  other  lines  of  similar  numbers  above 
the  other  spring  lines.  Their  ends  are  then  joined  to  form 
the  remaining  cui-ve.  The  arch  laid  out  within  the  rectangular 
room  in  Fig.  8  used  the  center  line  to  establish  the  curve  for

Fig.  6  illustrates  the  end  elevation  of  room  we  are  usually 
given  to  work  from.  (For  full  floor  plan  and  end  elevation 
see  pages  ahead.) 

The  spring  line  and  arch  are  first  laid  out,  then  half 
the  span  as  A-E  is  divided  into  any  number  of  spaces 
desired  (equal  or  unequal)  and  from  the  points  of  division  as 
1,  2,  3,  etc.,  lines  are  laid  out  square  with  the  spring  line 
and  extended  to  arch  as  shown. 

The  measuring  stick  is  then  set  in  place  as  shown.  Points 
1,  2,  3,  etc.,  are  then  marked  on  the  measuring  stick  where 
the  dividing  lines  intersect  it.  We  are  now  ready  to  develop 
the  diagonal  sweep.  Fasten  the  measuring  stick  to  the 
floor  and  with  a  square,  lay  out  lines  square  to  the  measuring 
stick  as  shown  in  Fig.  7  at  points  1,  2,  3,  etc.,  and  make 
these  lines  the  same  length  as  lines  of  corresponding  number 
in  Fig.  2.  After  all  these  vertical  lines  are  laid  out  to  their 
proper  lengths,  a  curve  is  traced  thru  their  ends,  forming 
a  diagonal  sweep  A-H. 


(;roin  ceilings 

(In  Hectangulai'  Rooms) 

In  the  next  series  of  drawings  will  be  shown  other  methods 
of  arriving  at  the  curves  of  the  various  parts  of  different 
kinds  of  Groin  Ceilings,  in  rooms  that  are  longer  than  they 
are  wide.  The  first  example  of  this  is  Fig.  8  which  is  drawn 
large  to  more  clearly  illustrate. 

In  Fig.  8,  A-B-C-D  represents  a  room  15  feet  wide  by  20 
feet  long.  The  rise  or  span  A-B  is  7'  7".  This  is  the  end 
of  room  we  are  usually  given  to  work  from  and  from  this

length  of  rooni.  Note  that  this  curve  could  have  been  laid 
out  on  either  side  of  the  center  line,  or  either  side  of  the 
hnes  B-C  or  A-D,  or  it  could  have  been  laid  out  on  the  same 
sprmg-  line  as  .\-B,  by  using  methods  explained  in  another 
part  of  book.  The  same  is  true  on  either  side  of  the 
diagonals  A-C  or  B-D.  This  will  be  demonstrated  in  other 
drawings.

In  i>tluM-  words,  we  must  i^o  throuijh  the  crucible  and 
be  puritied.  and  anytbin.sf  but  .\mericanism  be  elimi 
nated  hy  the  process.  It  niijrht,  it  will,  be  a  hard  jol) 
for  the  i^eople  of  America  to  be  a  homo£ient)Us  peojilc, 
but  it  must  be  dt>ne.  We  will  not  forever  survive  as 
a  nation  unless  we  are  one  people,  one  race  of  i)eoi)le. 

The  wars  that  have  for  centuries,  infested  b'.uropc 
were  caused  by  races,  racial  animosities.  In  lad. 
Europe  is  not  big  enough  for  dozens  of  dilTerenl  races 
to  live  in  peace  within  its  borders.  For  three  hundred 
years  the  people  from  Europe  have  been  coming  to 
.'\merica  and  the  descendants  of  many  of  those  people 
are  jiroud  of  their  ancestry,  which  is  proper  in  a  way. 
but  that  is  what  is  the  matter.  We  each  think  our 
racial  background  is  much  superior  to  that  of  other 
races. 

The  founders  of  tiiis  nation  little  thought  that  after 
one  hundred  and  fifty-six  years  that  the  country 
would  still  be  a  nation  of  hyphenated  Americans, 
speaking  as  many  languages  as  there  were  races. 

What  is  the  language  of  America?  It  is  English, 
but  you  would  not  think  so  if  you  moved  about  some. 
Why.  in  some  parts  of  this  country  native  born  boys 
and  girls  in  their  teen  years  speak  the  tongue  of  their 
foreign  parents  better  than  that  of  the  country  of 
their  birth.  In  some  of  our  bigger  cities  there  are 
sections  where  the  neighborhood  shopping  is  done  in 
a  foreign  language.  In  several  of  our  bigger  cities 
a  half-dozen  difTerent  languages  predominate  in  many 
sections.  Whether  we  know  it  or  not.  w^e  humans  are 
members  of  one  family,  still  racial  distinction  pre- 
vails throughout  the  world. 

In  America  where  the  ]>eople  have  become  a  mi.\- 
ture  of  many  races  of  human  kind,  there  is  an  under- 
current of  racial  bigotry.  Why  here?  Because  the 
intolerance  of  Europe  has  been  transplanted  and  has 
taken  root  here.  We,  the  people  of  America  who  call 
ourselves  Americans,  should  be  free  from  any  racial 
prejudices.  .Americans,  the  people  of  the  land  of  the 
open  door  made  u])  of  all  the  divisions  of  the  human 
family,  should  be  devoid  of  any  racial  distinction,  but 
we  are  not.  One,  in  the  opinion  of  another,  is  a  "damn 
this"  and  another  is  a  "damn  that,"  and  in  the  ag- 
gregate we  are  each  damned  by  the  other.  Americans 
need  to  understand  the  roots  and  nature  of  racial 
l)rejudices  and  the  havoc  they  have  caused,  that  they 
might  not  permit  them  to  develop  and  recur  here 
and  make  America,  like  Europe,  a  breeding  spot  of 
hatred. 

Of  religious  bigotry  w^e  do  not  care  to  speak,  ex- 
cept to  say  that  any  person  that  views  his  fellow 


evilly  because  of  his  religion  is  not  a  religious  person 
but  a  bigot.  .Any  antagonism  toward  a  people  be- 
cause of  color,  race  or  religion  is  an  evidence  of  tribal 
Iiarbarism.  All  the  races  and  all  the  creeds  have  a- 
inoiig  them  those  who  preach  the  seed  of  intolerance 
l)y  proclaiming  to  be  the  defenders  of  their  particular 
clement,  saving  their  people  from  the  menace  of  the 
other. 

There  arc  demagogues  among  all  races  and  creeds, 
and  it  is  they  who  keep  alive  the  antagonisms  they 
preach  and  profess  to  deplore.  If  we,  as  a  race  or 
sect,  would  repudiate  those  generally  self-appointed 
defenders  we  w'ould  be  getting  somewhere,  still  those 
w'ho  circulate  scurrilous  stuff  are  not  the  dangerous 
ones.  The  dangerous  ones  are  those  who  listen  to  it. 
Let  the  words  "bigotry"  and  "intolerance"  be  elimi- 
nated from  our  vocabulary  and  bigotry  and  intoler- 
ance will  perish  from  our  land. 

Previous  to  1930  and  the  closing  of  so  many  neigh- 
borhood banks,  the  business  of  most  of  those  banks 
was  carried  on  in  the  language  of  the  neighborhood, 
and  that  was  not  the  language  of  the  nation,  and  so 
it  is  in  so  many  things.  DifFernt  so-called  Americans 
claim  discrimination  against  their  being  employed  in 
defense  factories  because  of  racial  background.  The 
foreign  tongue  is  spoken  almost  exclusively  today 
in  many  factories  in  these  United  States  of  America. 
As  I  said  previously,  it  will  be  a  hard  job  to  banish 
foreign  language  and  customs  from  this  land,  but  it 
must  be  done  or  avc  will  be  like  Europe.  If  Europeans 
come  to  this  country  let  them  leave  their  traditions 
and  grievances  behind  them  and  be  Americans  and 
celebrate  such  days  and  occasions  that  Americans  are 
proud  of.  Yes  indeed,  it  will  be  a  hard  job  but  well 
worth  the  effort  to  make  the  people  of  the  country 
America-minded  and  the  way  to  start  is  to  make  the 
language  of  all  the  people  the  one  language,  the 
language  of  the  country. 

It  has  been  several  months  now  since  the  fighting 
stojjped  in  Europe.  But  few  men  have  seen  the 
legendary  dove  that  was  to  herald  the  end  of  the  war. 

Instead,  too  many  of  the  people  of  France,  of  the 
Netherlands,  of  Belgium  and  Poland  and  Greece, 
have  been  more  familiar  with  the  vulture. 

I'^or  how  can  peace  be  glorious  to  those  still  ravaged 
by  disease  and  hunger,  who  lack  fuel  for  their  roof- 
less homes,  and  blankets  and  medicines  for  their 
children  ? 

We  on  this  side  of  the  ocean  have  a  tremendous 
stake  in  whether  i)eace  returns  to  the  cities  and  fields 
of  Euroi)e.  If  war  is  to  be  followed  by  despair  and 
violence,  by  uprisings  and  anarchy,  instead  of  by  ho]ic 
and  rebuilding,  we,  and  all  other  nations,  must  suffer. 
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REAL    PORK-CHOPPERS"  IN  LABOR  UNIONS 

A  i-()lk\nc'  prol'rsNor  who  i>  a  i  i  iiii|iclcnl  aiitlmrity 
Mil  iiialtcrs  piMiainiii!:;'  to  labor,  iicallv  Imiu'd  llie 
lal)lcs  of  lo.nir  oii  lliosc  I'ank  and  file  union  uK'Uibcrs 
who  like  to  deride  all  paid  ninon  ol'lieials  wit.li  the 
sneering-  ai)])i'llat ion  of  "|)ork -choppers". 

Said  this  innl'tssor,  iMederick  IT.  Ilarhinson,  an 
economist  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  secretary 
of  that  school's  liuhistrial  Relations  Center: 

"'i'he  vast  niajorit\'  of  union  members  are  them- 
selves 'pork-cho|)]>ers'  intert'sted  in  immediate  tangi- 
ble benefits.  To  the  I'xtent  that  management  is  able 
to  deliver  tlu'  'pork -chops'  without  union  pressure, 
the  worker,  loii  often,  is  ready  to  shift  his  allegiance 
to  the  company.  ' 

"In  short,"  continued  Professor  ilarbinson,  "a 
large  jjroportioii  of  .American  workers  are  fence- 
sitters  and  are  w  illing  to  let  manageinent  and  organ- 
ized labor  compete  for  their  support.  They  are  at  the 
same  time  susi)icious  of  management  and  distrustful 
of  union  leadership,  ])articularl_\-  when  the  (|uestion  of 
compulsory  membership  or  ])ayment  of  dues  arises," 

This  charge  is  largely^  f&ctnal.  The  reason  for  it 
is  that  organized  labor  has  grown  so  greatly  over 
the  past  ten  years;  and  that  the  vast  majority  of 
union  members  are  first  generation  members  who 
often  came  into  a  union  which  had  been  organized 
long,  long  before  they  joined  up. 

Altogether  too  many  union  members,  unfortu- 
nately, have  no  sound  understanding  of  the  American 
Labor  Movement.  They  do  not  realize  the  suffering, 
the  sweat,  toil,  tears  and  blood  that  was  shed  over, 
three-quarters  of  a  centur}-  while  unionism  slowly 
and  painfully  grew  and  expanded  constructively. 

They  fail  to  realize  the  vast  physical,  intellectual 
and  moral  effort  needed  to  make  the  labor  movement 
what  it  is  today.  They  do  not  possess  a  clear  com- 
prehension of  the  varied  duties  of  their  business  rep- 
resentatives and  their,  other  Union  ofificials  who 
expend  unlimited  efforts  in  order  to  get  results  for 
the  membership.  And  because  there  results  are  often 
masured  in  intangibles  like  vacations,  shorter  hours, 
safer  and  more  congenial  working  conditions,  health 
benefits  rather  than  additional  dollars  in  the  pay- 
check, they  believe  —  or  pretend  to  believe  —  that 
their  union  representative  is  not  worth  his  pay. 

Were  it  not  for  the  efforts  of  their  union  represen- 
tatives and  the  minorities  of  loy^al,  intelligent  and 
active  union  members  who  trustingly  back  up  the 
efforts  of  their  union  business  representatives,  the 
legion  of  critical,  wise-cracking  fence-sitters  —  union 
card  men  of  little  worth  — -  would  be  singing  a  song 
of  woe  and  cringing  before  the  employers'  lash  which 
servile  labor,  always  feared  until  freedom-loving 
working  men  and  women  courageously  banded 
together  in  unions  for  mutual  protection  and  benefits.

we  began  by  asking  how  we  have  cf>me  to  be  at 
war  with  lajiaii  it  is  true  that  japan  attacked  Pearl 
11,-irbor  on  l)e(  (  iiiber  7,  \')4\.  and  that  then  we  had 
no  choice.  I'.ut  the  Japanese  would  not  have  attacked 
us  if  we  had  not  opposed  them  on  matters  that  they 
were  determined  to  carry  through. 

There  is  no  mystery  about  what  these  were.  Japan 
was  committed  to  the  conquest  of  China.  Japan  was 
ilso  ])reparing  the  conquest  of  the  East  Indies,  the 
I'hilippines,  Mala\a  and  Tndo-China.  She  was  cer- 
laiiii\  contein])lati!ig  an  attack  on  the  Soviet  Union. 
l>ut  the  irrevocable  commitment  was  to  conquer 
China.  When  the  United  States  refused  to  desist 
from  o|)posing  Japan  in  China,  Japan  went  to  war. 

The  (|uestion,  then,  is  why  and  how  the  United 
States,  rather  than  assent  to  the  conquest  of  China, 
chose  to  accept  the  Japanese  challenge. 

The  first  President  to  take  a  position  opposing  the 
dismemberment  of  China  was  McKinley.  In  1900  his 
Secretary  of  State,  John  Hay,  declared  that  "the 
policy  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  is  to 
.  .  .  iireserve  Chinese  integrity." 

When  in  1937,  after  a  long  period  of  civil  war,  the 
factions  within  China  united  to  resist  the  Japanese, 
we  had  to  accept  the  risks  of  war.  For  the  Chinese 
were  shedding  their  blood  in  behalf  of  a  principle 
which  we  had  proclaimed  for  40  years,  and  we  could 
not  in  honor  and  prudence  stand  aside. 

Therefore,  after  a  series  of  diplomatic  protests,  the 
United  States  began  to  take  measures  just  "short  of 
war".  Then  on  July  26,  1941,  the  United  States  froze 
Japanese  assets  in  the  United  States.  This  was  a 
declaration  of  economic  war.  After  this  the  only 
question  was  when  and  where  Japan  would  strike 
the  blow. 

It  was  under  these  circumstances  that  the  final 
negotiations  with  Kurusu,  the  Japanese  envoy,  took 
place.  The  price  fixed  by  Kurussu  was  that  we 
should  cease  to  help  China  and  should  assent  to  the 
Japanese  conquest.  This  was  the  one  thing  we  could 
not  agree  to.

The  weather 
makes  no  difference. 

I'.very  fourth  of  July  brinf>s  an  eruption  of  ex- 
])losives  and  a  plethora  of  hospital  patients.  The 
national  Safety  Council  re|)orts  that  4,044  died  in 
winninj^-  our  independence  and  that  4,290  died  in  cele- 
brating- it  with  fireworks  in  the  1900-1930  period 
alone. 

.\pril  1  always  finds  thousands  of  memoranda  on 
office  desks.  They  read  something  like  this:  "Mr. 
Abernathy  please  call  Mr.  Wolf  at  such-and-such  a 
number."  That  turns  out  to  be  a  zoo.  Mr.  A.  doesn't 
think  it  is  funny.  Neither  does  the  wolf.  But  it's  the 
thing-  to  do. 

We  tear  down  fences  on  Halloween.  We  tear  up 
goal  posts  after  big  games.  We  tear  the  corners  off 
.S2  bills. 

Thousands  of  normally  temperate  people  give 
whoopee  the  works  on  New  Year's  Eve.  The  next 
day  while  the  rest  of  the  world  enjoys  life,  they  hold 
aching  heads  and  moan  :  "Throw  that  hour-glass  out.

.\  hole  in  the  earth  has  its  unique  usages,  too.  Each 
(iroundhog  I^ay.  groups  of  solemn  men  gather  about 
them  without  fail.  .\nd  it  could  be  estimated — but 
never  has — that  17,000,000  potential  man-hours  of 
work  are  wasted  aninially  l)y  those  who  peer  down 
at  steam  shovels  in  excavation. 

We  hear  unintelligible  "sis-boom-bah"  utterances 
in  football  stadiums.  We  tie  old  shoes  to  honeymoon 
cars.  We  gravely  notify  our  presidential  candidates 
of  iheir  nominations  hours  or  weeks  after  they,  and 
everybody  else,  know  who  was  chosen. 

Probably  most  inex])licable  is  the  seventh-inning 
>trctch  at  the  ball  yards.  Nobody  seems  to  know 
the  e.xact  reason.  If  it  is  to  restore  circulation,  why 
don't  we  flex  our  muscles  in  the  middle  of  the  games? 
If  it  is  to  bring  good  fortune  to  the  home  team,  -why 
don't  the  supporters  of  the  Athletics,  Senators  and 
Bees,  for  example,  remain  on  their  feet  from  start 
to  finish? 
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THE  DOMINION  OF  CANADA 

Canada,  the  hriiilitcst  t^c-m  in  the  Hritisli  croun,  is 
of  peculiar  interest  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  not  only  because  she  is  a  part  of  the  same 
great  American  Continent  comprising  both  nations, 
but  because  her  discovery  and  historical  development 
have  been  contemporary  with  our  own. 

This  vast  area,  larger  than  the  United  States,  and 
nearly  as  large  as  the  continent  of  Europe,  has  been 
abundantly  favored  by  nature  in  variety  of  climate, 
richness  of  soil  and  mineral  resources.  As  an  ex- 
porter of  cheese  she  ranks  higher  than  any  other 
country  in  the  world  :  her  forest  area  is  more  exten- 
sive than  that  of  any  other  lumber-producing  coun- 
try; for  maiuifacturing  interests  she  possesses  an 
abundance  of  raw  material. 

Tn  matters  of  government,  her  administration  of 
justice  is  based  on  the  English  system,  which  fact 
means  that  the  Canadians  are  well  governed,  are  a 
liberty  loving  people,  and  maintain  a  high  order  of 
democracy.  Canada,  having  the  full  right  of  internal 
legislation,  is  practically  as  independent  as  the  United 
States.  She  is  absolutely  loyal  to  the  great  British 
Empire,  of  which  she  is  such  a  conspicuous  part,  and 
at  no  time  has  that  splendid  loyalty  been  better  ex- 
pressed than  in  the  hearty  and  self-sacrificing  manner 
in  which  she  supported  Great  Britain  in  the  world 
conflict  through  which  we  have  just  passed.  With 
the  best  life  of  the  nation  she  leaped  at  once  into  the 
breach  and  distinguished  herself  on  the  field  of  battle 
to  the  admiration  of  the  world. 

In  the  point  of  population  Canada  is  not  a  large 
nation,  but  she  stands  for  large  things,  and  in  her 
historical  interests  and  development  the  writers  of 
fiction  have  found  an  excellent  field  for  their  literary 
contributions. 

 o  

Portraits,  historical  ones,  anyway,  are  rarely  what 
they  seem.  Take  those  19th  century  engravings  of 
the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  at  Plymouth.  The  Pilgrim 
fathers  are  shown  as  bald  headed  ancients,  hatless  in 
December,  handing  a  group  of  plump  young  ladies 
ashore  from  a  boat  too  small  to  hold  them  all.  They 
are  about  to  set  dainty  feet  on  the  Rock  on  which 
some  Indian  with  an  historical  conscience  already  has 
carved  the  date  1620.  Yet  with  a  single  exception 
all  the  Pilgrim  fathers  wer  under  40,  most  of  them 
in  their  '20s. 

The  picture  every  schoolchild  knows  of  Washing- 
ton crossing  the  Delaware  is  equally  confusing. 
Washington  stands  with  his  foot  on  the  gunw^ale,  his 
pose  as  heroic  as  it  is  disdainful  of  the  obvious  danger 
of  upsetting  the  boat  or  of  sharp-shooters'  bullets 
from  the  shore.  The  boatmen  feebly  push  away  small 
icebergs  which  a  current,  presumably  Arctic,  some- 
how has  brought  up  the  river. 


FIRST  USE  OF  TOBACCO 

The  tobacco  plant  was  brought  to  l*,uro]je  in  1558 
by  l'"rancisco  Fernandes,  who  had  been  sent  by  Philip 
II  of  Spain  to  investigate  the  ])roducts  of  Mexico. 
Jean  Nicot,  the  French  Ambassador  to  Portugal,  sent 
seeds  of  the  plant  to  the  queen,  Catherine  de'  Medici. 
The  services  rendered  by  Nicot  in  spreading  a  know- 
ledge of  the  herb  have  been  commemorated  in  the 
scientific  name  of  the  genus  Nicotiana.  At  first  al- 
most miraculous  healing  powers  were  attributed  to 
the  plant,  and  it  was  designated  "divine  tobacco"  by 
Spenser  and  "our  holy  herb  nicotian"  by  William 
Lilly. 

While  the  plant  was  introduced  into  Europe  from 
Spain,  its  use  for  smoking  purposes  spread  to  the 
continent  from  England.  Ralph  Lane,  the  first 
Governor  of  Virginia,  and  Sir  Francis  Drake  brought 
to  the  notice  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  the  habit  of 
smoking  tobacco.  Lane  is  credited  with  having  been 
the  first  English  smoker,  and  through  the  influence 
an<l  example  of  the  illustrious  Raleigh,  "who  tooke  a 
pipe  of  tobacco  a  little  before  he  w^ent  to  the  scaf- 
folde,"  the  habit  became  rooted  among  Elizabethan 
courtiers.  During  the  seventeenth  century  the  in- 
dulgence in  tobacco  spread  with  marvelous  rapidity 
through  all  nations. 

In  America  the  culture  of  tobacco  began  in  Vir- 
ginia with  the  earliest  settlement  of  the  colony.  It 
is  recorded  that  in  1615  the  gardens,  fields  and  even 
the  streets  of  Jamestown  were  planted  with  tobacco. 
The  culture  of  tobacco  was  introduced  into  the  Dutch 
colony  of  New  York  in  1646,  though  it  never  gained 
the  same  prominence  there  as  farther  south.  Mary- 
land, the  Carolinas,  Georgia,  and  later  Kentucky,  made 
it  the  leading  crop  almost  from  their  first  settlement. 
 o

What  Do  You  Think?

against  wind  pressure  are  taken  by  construction  en- 
gineers. It  is  said  that  the  top  of  the  Empire  State 
Building  in  New  York  sways  18  inches  off  plumb  on 
a  windy  day.  Imagine  what  would  happen  if  proper 
precautions  were  not  taken  for  the  expansion  and 
contraction.  In  small  homes  this  important  item  is 
often  neglected  or  entirely  overlooked,  with  eventual 
disastrous  results. 

In  wood  construction,  proper  bracing  of  corners, 
diagonal  wood  sheating  and  horizontal  bridging  be- 
tween the  studs  and  so  arranging  the  floor  framing 
that  it  will  brace  the  entire  structure  sufficiently  to 
withstand  ordinary  vibrations,  will  usually  afford  the 
proper  resistance  to  wind  pressure  and  other  vibra- 
tions. Well  constructed  masonry  walls  have  suf- 
ficient stiffness  to  resist  the  ordinary  vibrations  out- 
lined above. 

Lathing 

Metal  lath  provides  the  best  possible  base  for  plas- 
ter, as  it  offers  good  resistance  to  changes  in  the 
strnctural  frame  and  provides  the  best  possible  key 
for  plaster  and  is  not  subject  to  ordinary  changes 
in  temperature  as  are  some  of  the  other  plaster  bases. 

Gypsum  Lath 

Piaster  board  has  re]ilaced  wood  lath  to  a  great 


extent  due  to  its  fire  resistance  qualities.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  metal  lath  strips  be  used  over  all  joints 
when  gypsum  lath  is  used  and  metal  angles  in  all 
corners.  It  is  good  practice  to  use  strips  of  metal 
lath  around  door  and  window  openings.  Plaster  board 
nails  should  not  be  spaced  over  4"  o.c.  WOOD  LATH 
should  be  spaced  not  less  than  3/8"  apart  and  joints 
broken  vertically  every  7  or  8  laths.  They  should  be 
well  seasoned  and  nailed  with  not  less  than  3d  fine, 
blued  lath  nails.  Lath  should  not  be  extended  from 
one  finished  room  to  another  nor  into  unfinished 
spaces  beyond  their  support.  Wood  lath  should  be 
thoroughly  wetted  at  least  8  hours  before  application 
of  plaster  and  kept  damp  until  scratch  coat  of  plaster 
is  applied. 

If  the  precautions  outlined  above  are  taken — and 
they  will  be  if  a  responsible  architect  and  Builder  is 
employed — most  of  the  causes  of  plaster  cracks  will 
be  eliminated  and  the  slight  additional  cost  of  taking 
such  precautions  in  order  to  secure  a  well  built  home 
will  be  more  than  off-set  by  the  saving  in  main- 
tenance costs  over  the  years — such  costs  not  being 
confined  to  plaster  cracks  and  redecorating  but  being 
spread  all  over  the  entire  structure  from  the  base- 
ment to  the  roof.  A  poorly  constructed  home  can 
become  a  millstone  around  the  neck  of  the  owner.

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THE  PRIVATE  AND  THE  PUP 

One  night  I  j^ot  a  call  to  pick  u|)  a  gcMicral  in  my 
cab.  I'd  been  reading  ab(nit  him  in  tlic  paper  that 
day — the  reporter  said  he  was  tlie  hardest  Ixtiled  gny 
in  anybody's  army.  lie  |)li)|)])e(l  (h)\vn  l)eside  me  and 
snapped,  "The  P'ort." 

Wc  sto])pcd  for  a  red  light.  .\  soldier  with  a  pn])py 
in  his  arms  was  standing  on  the  corner.  The  general 
called  ont  to  him.  "The  Fort,  son?  Come  along!"  He 
opened  the  rear  door  for  the  boy,  then  asked  the 
soldier  his  name,  where  he  came  from,  and  what  lie 
was  doing  with  tlie  dog.  Mis  name  was  (u'orge,  and 
he  was  from  Wyoming,  Jnst  back  from  his  first 
furlough,  he'd  brought  the  dog  along,  but  some 
soldiers  had  told  him  it  was  against  tlie  rules  to  have 
a  dog.  The  general  turned  and  gave  the  youngster  a 
long  look.  Through  the  mirror  I  saw  the  pup  licking 
the  soldier's  face,  which  was  at  least  a  hundred  miles 
long  with  the  lower  lip  kind  of  shaking. 

"Who's  your  commanding  officer?"  asked  the 
general.  He  pulled  out  a  notebook,  and  I  watched 
him  write :   "Please  give  your  careful  consideration 

to  Private  — ■  's  offer  of  a   mascot   to  your 

company."  He  handed  the  note  to  George  with  the 
swellest  smile  I  ever  saw. 


The  Russians  had  their  own  "Pearl  Harbor"  from 
the  Japanese  37  years  before  we  did.  It  was  the 
Jap  sneak  attack  on  Port  Arthur,  Siberia,  in  February 
of  1904.  This  was  the  opening  gun  of  the  Russo- 
lapanese  war. 

Japan  had  defeated  China  in  the  war  of  1895,  but 
other  nations  had  compelled  her  to  forego  her  profits 
from  that  conquest.  Russia  needed  an  ice-free  port 
in  the  Far  East  in  view  of  her  development  of  the 
Trams-Siberian  railroad.  .Accordingly  she  seized  the 
Chinese  fortress  of  Port  Arthur.  This  alarmed  Tokyo 
and  there  followed  a  long  series  of  negotiations. 
These  were  still  going  on  when  the  Jai)anese  sudden- 
ly opened  up  a  bombardment  of  Port  Artliur.  The 
Japanese  declaration  of  war  did  not  occur  until 
several  days  later. 

The  war  did  not  last  long.  The  Rusians  had  a 
large  but  poorly  equipped  and  badly  trained  army. 
They  had  a  fleet  at  Port  Arthur  but  an  over-cautious 
admiral  kept  it  in  the  harbor  for  the  most  part.  Once 
they  did  venture  out  and  lost  several  ships  to  Jai)an- 
ese  mine  fields. 

The  Russians  decided  to  send  their  Baltic  fleet  to 
the  far  east,  one  of  the  longest  war  voyages  in 
history.  The  fleet  under  Admiral  Rozhestvenski 
sailed  out  of  the  Baltic  and  down  the  North  Sea.  The 


oiricers  were  extremely  nervous  and  even  fired  on 
some  English  fishing  boats. 

Tlu'  japs,  of  course,  knew  I  In  Russian  shijjs  were 
on  the  w;iy.  They  decided  to  wait  for  them  in  home 
waters.  The  results  we  know.  The  Kussians  were 
decisively  defeated,  most  of  their  ships  being  sunk 
()r  captured.  The  war  petered  out  in  y\ugust,  1905, 
being  t  nded  by  the  treaty  of  Portsmouth,  New  Hamp- 
shire. Theodore  Roosevelt  acted  as  merliator. 

The  war  filled  the  jajjs  with  pride.  They've  never 
lorgotten  their  victory  and  neither,  be  it  added,  have 
the  Russians.  These  things  should  be  kept  in  mind 
w  lu  n  w  (•  consider  the  position  of  Russia  in  the  pres- 
ent tar  eastern  conflict.  Russia  is  definitely  a  far 
eastern  as  well  as  a  I*",uropean  nation.  If  she  wants 
to  have  a  voice  in  settling  the  future  of  Japan  it 
would  seem  that  she  n;ust  eventually  take  an  active 
part  in  the  war  against  the  Japanese.

In  these  days  of  extreme  industrial  strife  critical  comments  about  labor  unions  are  made  by 
tlie  gullible  public  which  is  fed  on  the  poisonous  propaganda  of  subsidized  radio  commentators 
and  newspaper  columnists.  Every  day  one  hears  some  person  say,  "Ain't  these  strikes  awful?'' 
When  one  asks  him  how  he  would  stop  a  worker  from  quitting  his  job  or  even  a  group  of  work- 
ers, who  believe  in  organization,  simultaneously  cjuitting  their  jobs,  his  answer  usually  is  "Con- 
gress should  pass  a  law!"  The  average  person  does  not  know  that  Congress  has  made  a  pro- 
vision in  almost  every  labor  law  providing  that  the  particular  section  of  the  bill,  before  it 
becomes  a  statute,  will  not  prevent  workers  from  quitting  their  jobs.  In  other  words,  Congress 
has  upheld  the  right  to  strike  and  even  now  the  prospective  candidates  for  the  Presidency  in 
1948  are  already  declaring  that  the  right  to  strike  is  "sacred"  and  that  union  workers  shall 
not  be  denied  this  most  powerful  economic  weapon  to  force  employers  to  pay  decent  wages, 
establish  reasonable  working  hours,  and  favorable  working  conditions. 

No,  slavery  is  not  the  answer.  Hitler,  Mussolini,  and  the  Japs  had  started  the  last  war  in 
their  own  countries  by  enslaving  the  people  even  before  they  commenced  their  aggressive  war- 
fare on  other  nations.  The  fact  in  the  matter  is  that  when  workers  are  politically  alert  they 
can  elect  or  defeat  any  Representative  or  Senator  in  the  United  States  Congress  who  votes 
for  any  bill  that  would  enslave  American  workers. 

The  people  who  ask  for  such  invalid  measures  are  fascists  at  heart  because  they  do  not 
believe  in  majority  rule  and  majority  rule  is  the  substance  of  which  democracy  or  representa- 
tive government  is  made. 

The  American  Federation  of  Labor  believes  in  our  American  institutions  for  which  it  has 
fought  for  sixty-five  years.  It  believes  that  we  should  have  economic  justice  and  industrial 
freedom  in  the  same  degree  that  w-e  enjoy  political  independence.  The  A.  F  .of  L.  believes  in 
unit)n  standards  and  we  realize  there  is  no  better  way  to  maintain  tliem  than  to  buy  Union 
Label  goods  and  to  patronize  union  services.

Sec.  1*'2. — The  l>asis  of  rejiresentation  shall  he  one 
delegate  from  each  local,  h'.ach  district  council  or 
state  council  shall  have  the  right  to  send  a  delegate 
who  shall  he  entitled  to  one  vote  for  the  council  that 
he  represent >  and  that  only.  This  does  not  in  anv 
way  take  away  the  right  of  any  local  union  to  send 
a  delegate  to  the  convention.

While  our  ancestors  were  still  heathen  savages,  the 
Chinese  were  discovering  many  arts,  useful  and  other, 
which  Westerners,  ages  later,  discovered  independ- 
ently and  put  to  use.  .Among  them  was  the  art  of 
making  opium  from  the  poppy.

There  also  grew  up  a  large  import  trade  in  o]iium 
from  India,  carried  on  by  the  British.  .About  1840. 
however,  the  Son  of  Heaven  took  the  bit  in  his  teeth 
and  declared  that  both  producticjn  and  importation 
must  stop.  The  order,  in  fact,  was  made  in  the  late 
thirties.  The  trade,  however,  was  highly  ])rofitable 
to  British  traders,  and  brought  in  a  tidy  revenue  to 
the  British  Government  in  India.  Therefore,  the 
British  Imperial  and  Christian  Government  said  that 
the  trade  in  opium  should  not  stop.  Not  by  a  jugful, 
and.  a*-  the  Son  of  Heaven  insisted,  the  British  army 
and  navy  began  shooting  up  the  country.  .\nd  the 
shooting  was  done  so  successfully  that,  in  1842.  they 
com[)elled  the  Son  of  Heaven  to  stop  fussing  about 
opium,  open  four  ports  in  addition  to  Canton  to  the 
trade,  and  cede  the  island  of  Hong  Kong  to  Great 
B'-itaiii  ill  fee  simple  and  i)ay  $21,000,000  as  an  "in-

demnity"  for  the  trouble  and  expense  which  he  had 
caused. 

That  was  the  first  real  impact  of  the  Christian

KfForts  arc  being 
made  to  impair  or  restrict  the  freedom  of  the  Nation's 
workers.  Such  legislation  can  only  revive  that  kind 
of  bitterness  that  followed  the  Molly-Maguires  of 
Irelriiid.  the  tragedy  found  in  the  Chicago  Haymarket 
Kiols,  and  the  suffering  and  deprivations  of  the 
!  ondon  strike  of  1.S89. 

It  would  be  tragic  for  .America  to  permit  bad 
legislation  to  revive  those  days  of  strike-breaking 
injunctions,  cri])pling  civil  suits  for  contract  viola- 
ions,  all  of  which  brf)ught  no  end  of  strife  and  bitter- 
ness to  the  free  organizations  of  American  working- 
men. 

Many  people  in  the  United  States  are  satisfied  to 
permit  organized  labor  to  suflFer  because  they  do  not 
understand  the  reason  for  organized  labor.  Because 
of  unfair  publicity  pertaining  to  organized  labor  they 
conclude  the  whole  trade  union  movement  is  a  menace 
to  public  peace  and  welfare.  Let  them  stop  and  realize 
that  the  improvement  in  wages,  hours  and  general 
working  conditions  is  due  to  the  efYorts  of  organized 
labor.  As  a  result  the  unorganized  has  profited.  A 
worker  belongs  to  a  trade  union  stands  above  one 
who  refuses  to  join  a  union  because  the  union  man  is 
willing  to  make  sacrifices  for  the  improvement  of  the 
working  class  while  the  non-union  worker  enjoys  the 
benefits  resulting  from  the  sacrifices.  It  is  like  to  ^ 
soldier  who  makes  sacrifices  for  his  country  as  com- 
pared to  a  slacker  who  will  not  make  sacrifices  for 
his  country.  The  trade  union  movement  has  done 
more  than  any  other  organization  to  raise  the 
standards  of  living  and  improve  conditions  for  the 
working  classes  of  America  and  deserve  the  respect 
and  approvel  of  everyone  interested  in  justice  and 
human  welfare. 

Experience  has  proven  that  the  unorganized  worker 
has  little  chance  of  securing  work  at  a  decent  rate 
of  pay.  Usually  the  employer  of  unorganized  workers 
can  afford  to  wait  if  he  thinks  the  wage  demands  of 
a  worker  are  exorbitant  for  he  knows  another  worker 
will  soon  come  along  willing  to  accept  a  lower  figure. 
The  worker  cannot  wait  because  if  he  is  unable  to 
sell  his  labor  today  that  labor  perishes  and  he'll  never 
be  able  to  sell  that  day's  labor. 

Workers  when  organized  can  secure  higher  wages 
because  their  bargaining  power  is  greater.  If  a  trade 
is  fully  organized  and  there  are  no  workers  of  their 
trade  outside  a  union,  the  employer  knows  he  must 
pay  the  union  rate  of  wages  or  go  without  workers. 

Misinformed  Americans  are  heard  to  say  that 
organized  labor  causes  strikes,  commits  violence  and 


crimes  ami  gencirilly  causes  industrial  disturbance 
and  unrest  li  i>  granted  that  the  majority  of  all 
workers  iiixoKcd  in  strikes  in  the  llnited  States  are 
union  worker^  but  ihi-  iloc^  not  prove  that  workers 
are  the  cause  of  strikes  'Die  cause  of  strikes  is  to  be 
found  in  low  wriges,  unfair  labor  practices,  long 
hours  and  unfair  working  coiiditions  aiui  all  Amer 
icans  who  have  an\  sense  of  dignity  and  justice  will 
rebel  against  unfair  trealnunt.  Organized  labor 
groups  have  a  tendency  not  to  encourage  l)Ut  to 
discourage  strikes.  No  one  knows  better  than  the 
trained  union  leader  the  difficulties,  de|)rivations. 
sufferings  and  tragedies  of  a  strike  and  therefore 
union  officials  discourage  more  strikes  than  they 
call.  It  is  a  grave  mistake  to  imagine  that  union 
leaders  are  anxious  to  call  strikes,  because  the  exact 
contrary  is  the  truth.  No  one  will  deny  that  a  strike 
is  a  grave  evil  but  it  is  the  last  weapon  labor  has 
to  secure  justice.  Every  rational  individual  will  admit 
that  there  are  conditions  under  uliicli  a  strike  is 
justified.  Hence  it  is  unfair  to  condemn  organized 
labor  on  the  ground  that  it  fosters  and  deveIo])s 
strikes. 

It  may  be  granted  that  a  certain  number  of  strikes 
and  labor  disputes,  certain  members  and  officials  of 
unions  have  committed  crimes  and  encouraged 
violence  but  is  it  fair  to  condemn  the  whole  move- 
ment because  of  the  actions  of  a  few?  Is  there  such 
an  institution  that  cannot  be  condemned  on  such  a 
basis  ?  Such  logic  would  condemn  Christianity  be- 
cause from  time  to  time  there  have  been  clergymen 
untrue  to  the  ideals  of  their  calling.  Yet  no  rational 
individual  can  condemn  the  Church  because  of  the 
occasional  misdeeds  of  a  few  of  its  leaders.  The 
general  policy  of  trade  unions  is  alwa\\s  in  favor  of 
law  and  order  against  crime  and  violence. 

Every  American  is  interested  in  seeing  industrial 
peace  in  control  so  we  may  hurriedly  return  to  our 
peacetime  way  of  life,  but  that  calm  cannot  be  se 
cured  by  shackling  .American  workers  and  the  free 
organizations  which  represent  them :  nor  is  it  to  l)e 
obtained  by  brow  beating  industry.  Labor  and  in- 
dustry are  partners  in  our  economical  household. 
Each  depend  on  the  other.  They  know  that  to  be 
good  householders  they  must  not  only  attend  to  the 
weekly  bills  but  they  must  also  take  care  of  the 
health,  morals  and  welfare  of  the  household.  This 
they  can  do  in  mutual  agreement.  The  government 
must  only  serve  as  a  protector,  counselor,  adviser 
and  stimulator  and  not  as  a  dictator.

In  Fig  !>  is  shown  a  complete  flooi- 
plan  of  a  groin  ceiling  in  a  rectangular 
room,  together  with  an  end  elevation 
from  which  the  diagonal  .sweeps  are 
developed. 

The  procedure  in  the  development 
of  the  diagonal  rib  (or  sweep)  in  a 
rectangular  room  is  the  same  as  that 
in  a  square  room. 

Half  the  span  as  A-E  is  divided  into 
a  number  of  spaces,  equal  or  unequal 
as  at  2,  3,  4,  etc.,  lines  are  laid  out  at 
right  angles  to  span  as  2-2",  3-3",  etc., 
until  they  intersect  given  arc  at  A-'F 
and  extended  beyond  it  where  necessary 
until  they  intersect  the  diagonal  line 
A-G  which  had  been  previously  laid 
out. 

The  measuring  stick  which  is 
slightly  longer  than  line  A-G  is  then 
placed  as  shown  and  where  the  verti- 
cal lines  intersect  A-G,  the  measuring 
.=tick  is  marked  as  1,,  2i,  3i,  etc. 

We  are  now  ready  to  develop  the 
diagonal  rib. 


The  measuring  stick  is  next 
fastened  to  the  floor  as  in  Fig. 
10  ad  the  lines  2i-2°,  3i-3",  etc., 
are  laid  out  at  right  angles  to 
A-G  at  points  2i,  3],  etc.,  and 
these  lines  are  made  the  same 
length  as  lines  of  correspond- 
ing number  in  Fig.  9. 

.\  curve  is  then  traced  thru 
the  ends  of  these  lines  at  2°, 
3',  4",  etc.,  and  the  diagonal 
cur\'e  is  formed.

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A  Mirage

The  nation  is  sutYering  from  a  critical  housing 
shortage  As  during  the  depression — but  for  an 
entirely  different  reason — millions  of  families — two, 
three  and  four  groups  to  the  house — are  sardined  into 
homes  built  for  one  family. 

Returning  G.  I.'s  and  anyone  else  desiring  a  iiome 
after  the  war,  were  assured  by  the  prefabricated 
mass-productionists  that  their  wants  would  be  fully 
satisfied.  A  new.  revolutionary  process,  developed 
during  the  war,  was  to  mass-produce  homes  like 
automobiles  were  produced  after  the  first  world  war. 
Homes  were  to  be  turned  out  by  the  millions,  if 
necessary,  and  anyone  wanting  a  home  could  get  one. 
They  were  to  be  priced  anywhere  from  $2500  upward, 
complete,  ready  to  move  in.  What  a  laugh! 

During  the  war,  millions  of  dollars  was  spent  for 
propagandizing  the  idea  of  prefabricated  homes. 
Advertising  in  newspapers,  magazines,  on  the  radio 
and  even  in  the  movies,  was  carried  on  unrestrained, 
feeding  a  lot  of  hokum  to  the  prospective  postwar 
home  purchasers.  Models  of  these  wonderful  new 
innovations  were  on  display  in  department  stores  and 
orders  were  taken  for  future  delivery.  WHAT 
HAPPENED  TO  THIS  PAPER  INDUSTRY  ALL 
OF  A  SUDDEN?  Why  the  sudden  stop  to  advertising 
and  high  pressure  salesmanship? 

THE  MAIN  REASON  IS  THE  FACT  THAT  PRE- 
FABRICATED HOUSES  HAVE  BEEN  RELE- 
GATED TO  THE  CLASS  OF  HOUSING  KNOWN 
.\S  TEMPORARY.  In  this  class  we  might  include 
trailers,  igloos,  quonset  huts,  barns,  inflammable 
wooden  barracks,  tents,  caves  and  other  miscellaneous 
shelters  and  fire-traps  of  a  temporary  nature. 

Another  important  reason  why  we  hear  less  of 
prefabricated  houses  is  because  Uncle  Santa  Claus 
has  stopped  buying  them  at  exorbitant  prices  on  a 
cost-plus  basis  from  every  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry. 
These  prices  allowed  a  considerable  ])art  of  the  excess 
])rofits  to  l)e  used  for  advertising — (and  deducted 
from  the  manufacturers'  income  taxes) — advertising 
of  these  prefabricated  fire  trai)s  in  an  endeavor  to 
get  a  corner  on  the  market  of  the  second  largest 
industry  in  the  nation. 

These  |>refal)ricated  fire  traps  are  Imilt  in  rows  like 
barracks  buiUlings.  one  looking  exactly  like  the  other, 
with  the  exterior  and  the  interior  layout  of  each  one 
exactly  the  same.  This  duplication  of  design  is  neces- 
sary in  order  to  minimize  costs.  These  temporary 
shelters  were  satisfactory  during  the  war  emergency 
in  order  to  house  workers  near  war  plants,  hut  in 
peace  time  no  self-respecting  community  would  allow 


their  erection  in  their  midst,  as  they  are  a  fire  hazard 
wherever  built. 

These  barrack-like  structures  can  only  be  built  toi 
a  nominal  sum  when  they  are  turned  out  in  large 
numbers  from  a  single  design.  The  only  place  a 
market  might  exist  for  them  in  peacetime  is  near 
some  large  industrial  plant  where  the  housing  is 
supplied  by  the  manufacturer  and  the  employees  are 
regimented  into  them,  since  their  income  prevents 
them  from  doing  otherwise.  They  have  no  choice  in 
the  matter;  they  either  live  in  the  company-built 
homes  or  they  dont'  work. 

These  fire  traps  could  not  he  built  in  St.  Louis  for 
l)ernianent  housing  or  in  any  other  city  that  has  any 
consideration  for  the  safety  of  its  citizens.  Mayor 
Kaufmann  has  delegated  a  member  of  the  TEMPO- 
RARY HOUSING  Committee  to  purchase  .some  of 
the  prefabricated  houses,  due  to  the  great  housing 
shortage  here  at  present.  They  are  to  be  dismantled 
within  five  years,  if  they  do  not  fall  apart  before 
then. 

A  great  hue  and  cry  was  raised  nationally  by  these 
prefabricators  and  their  chiseling  supporters,  with  the 
claim  that  building  trades  workers  refused  to  erect 
their  ridiculous  shanties.  This  lying  propaganda  was 
nipped  in  the  bud  by  International  and  local  unions 
who  agreed  to  build  sections  in  the  factories  and 
assemble  them  on  the  job. 

The  revolution  in  the  building  industry,  in  which 
prefrabricated  "Homes"  (?)  would  replace  the 
standard  type  homes,  has  failed  to  materialize,  and 
these  "Jerry"  houses  have  been  classified  as  tempo- 
rary •shelters.  They  have  been  placed  in  a  class  with 
tents,  huts,  barracks,  etc.,  where  they  rightfully 
l)elong. 

Many  screwy  ideas,  some  of  a  miraculous  nature, 
advocated  by  the  propagandists  had  the  public  be- 
wildered. You  could  buy  a  lot,  place  a  prefabricated 
house  upon  it,  and  if  you  did  not  like  your  neighbor, 
you  could  place  the  sections  of  your  house  on  a  truck 
and  move  it  to  a  new  lot.  If  Grandma  came  to  live 
with  you,  you  simply  bolted  on  another  room  to 
your  prefabricated  house.  If  you  got  tired  of  one 
section  of  your  house,  you  could  sell  it  to  someone 
having  use  for  such  a  section — unscrew  it  from  your 
house,  permitting  the  purchaser  to  add  it  on  to  his. 
You  could  then  buy  a  new  section  and  add  it  on  to 
your  home — just  like  that — like  buying  and  selling 
new  and  used  automobiles.  Let  us  hope  we  are  rid 
of  these  pests  for  good. 

There  is  only  one  right  method  of  buying  a  home — 
which  is  a  man's  castle — the  dream  of  every  young 
married  couple — and  that  is  to  build  it  the  way  they 
want  it.  People  usually  buy  but  one  home  in  a  life- 
time; it  is  the  most  important  investment  of  their

KxU'iior  stuico,  for  tlie  finest  and  most  permanent  l)uild- 
inn's  of  all  types  as  well  as  for  the  modest  "G-I"  dwellings  is 
af;aiii  coniinn  into  its  own.  New  techniques  developed  in  the 
past  decade  have  been  addexl  to  over  a  hundred  years  of 
satisfactory  experience.  As  a  result,  the  basic  principles 
governing  materials  and  workmanship  to  assure  stucco  which 
is  permanent,  attractive  and  economical  have  been  established. 
They  cover  lime,  lime-cement  and  portland  cement  mixtures 
with  clean  sharp  sand  or  other  aggregate,  to  produce 
weather-resisting  stuccos,  and  the  craftsmanship  and  skill  for 
their  successful  application  on  masonry  units,  metal  rein- 
forcing and  steel  lath. 

Every-Day  Materials  Used 

The  intending  home-owner  or  his  architect  should  not  con- 
fuse these  permanent  stuccos,  made  of  standard,  every-day 
cementitious  materials,  which  are  used  on  monumental 
buildings,  with  other  types,  many  of  which  were  marketed 
under  high-sounding  proprietary  trade  names  during  the 
period  1915  to  1930.  The  chief  "cementing"  ingredient  in  them 
was  not,  with  few  exceptions,  lime,  portland  cement  or  a 
combination  of  them,  but  certain  compositions,  which,  as  they 
were  manufactured  and  installed,  proved  to  have  an  average 
endurance,  except  in  isolated  cases,  of  well  under  ten  years 
when  continuously  exposed  to  the  weather. 

But  concrete  (portland-cement)  stucco  and  lime-cement 
stucco  has  been  found  to  possess  generations  of  weather-en- 
durance not  only  in  the  tropical  and  semi-tropical  regions  of 
Florida  and  Southern  California,  but  in  the  rigorous  climate 
of  Minneapolis,  as  well.  Here  will  be  found  many  thousand 
substantial  homes  surfaced  with  concrete  stucco  on  metal  lath 
or  other  metal  reinforcing. 

In  California  and  all  the  way  up  to  Seattle,  Washington, 
much  of  the  portland-cement  base  stucco  over  wood  frame 
buildings  is  applied  on  a  welded  steel  fabric  while  in  Florida 
some  of  the  best  results  have  been  achieved  by  applying  it 
direct  to  gravel-concrete  and  cinder  concrete  block. 

In  the  Germantown,  Pennsylvania,  area  can  be  found  many 
attractive  homes  built  over  50  years  ago  and  finished  with 
rich  lime  stucco  and  others  in  which  some  cement  was  mixed 
with  the  lime. 

Artistic  Background 

White  and  pastel-colored  stuccos,  lightly  hand-crafted  by 
the  plasterer,  offer  a  most  interesting  background  and  con- 
trast for  shrubbery  and  other  plantings.  And,  of  course,  many 
prepared  stuccos  can  be  chosen,  to  suit,  from  a  color  card.  The 
color  can  be  varied  every  few  years,  when  desired,  by  the  use 
of  paints  made  on  a  portland  cement  base;  paints  made  on 
a  linseed  oil  base  are  not  recommended  for  this  use. 

The  ready  facility  with  which  a  stucco-covered  house  with 
restrained  texture  finish  can  take  on  attractive  colors,  which 
can  be  varied  from  time  t&  time  to  achieve  desired  effects 
or  to  suit  the  taste  of  various  owners,  is  a  property  not 
possessed  in  similar  degree  by  any  other  commonly  uatd 
masonry-type  of  exterior.  Too,  the  entire  exterior — not  the 
front  only — has  an  attractive  appearance,  making  the  build- 
ing interesting  from  all  views. 

Equally  important  is  the  fact  that  metal  reinforced  stucco, 
which  competes  in  cost  with  wood-painted  and  sided  exterior 
finishes,  provides  a  superior  degree  of  conflagration  fire  re- 
-■iistance  for  ordinary  wood  framed  buildings. 

In  areas  where  low-cost  cinder  or  concrete  blocks  are 
available,  buiders,  intent  on  furnishing  their  clients  with 
acceptable  low-cost  housing  of  assured  permanence,  are 
turning  in  increased  numbers  to  stucco  covered  masonry.

In  closely  built-uj)  areas,  particularly  in  cities  north  of 
the  Mason-Dixon  Line,  rain  water  striking  roofs  and  deckK 
of  builtiings  must  be  carried  into  storm  s<!wers  so  as  to  keep 
it  from  ruiininn  on  to  and  flooding  the  neighbor's  property. 

It  is  also  advisable  to  colh-ct  the  rain  water  in  troughs  and 
gutters  and  thence  lead  it  to  the  ground  or  .sewer  by  means 
of  downspouts  attached  to  but  held  away  from  the  building  so 
that  it  cannot  run  down  and  streak  and  discolor  the  exterior 
walls. 

Furthermore,  rain  water  needs  to  be  comlucted  away  to 
keep  from  colllecting  in  pools  at  the  ground  line  and  then 
gradually  .seeping  through  or  under  foundation  walls  and 
into  ba.sements,  particularly  those  used  for  living  or  recreation 
space,  heating  plant  or  storage. 

Due  to  metal  scarcities,  various  war  agencies  prohibiteiJ 
the  war-time  installation  of  metal  gutters  and  downspouts 
on  new  housing. 

Soon,  as  a  better  supply  of  all  basic  building  materials  and 
building  labor  is  received,  many  of  the  industry's  sheet  metal 
workers  will  not  be  available  for  maintenance  ami  repair 
work,  but  will  be  engaged  in  wholly  new  construction. 

Just  now,  however,  while  the  building  industry  is  "catching 
its  breath,"  the  supply  of  steel  and  copper  sheets,  from  which 
gutters  and  downspouts  are  made,  is  gradually  approaching 
normal.  Just  at  present,  too,  more  labor  is  generally  available. 

Therefore,  building  owners  will  want  to  look  up  their 
sheet-metal  contractor  to  see  that  long-deferred  installation  or 
maintenance  of  the  guttering  and  spouting  is  begun  without 
undue  delay. 

War  was  declared  yesterday  by  the  Office  of  I'rice 
Administration  against  clothiers  alleged  to  be  over- 
charging ex-servi(  cincn  returning  to  civilian  life. 

Homer  Clay,  OPA  enforcement  attorney,  said  the 
store  caters  to  a  large  number  of  discharged  service- 
men who  pass  through  the  nearby  LaSalle  Street 
Station  cnroute  to  their  homes.  He  asserted  that  in 
one  instance,  the  store  charged  a  serviceman  $60  for 
a  $35  overcoat.

That  Aineneaii  denunracy  must  stand  or  fall  with 
tn-gani/ed  labor  is  an  oft-repeated  and  true  statement. 
(  )rgani/ed  laltor  is  not  i)erfect,  but  it  is  ceaselessly 
■^triving  to  beeonn'  more  perfect.  Whatever  may  be 
the  shortconiings  of  M)nie  unions,  organized  labor 
as  a  w  hole  is  esst'utially  democratic,  and  it  fully  rec- 
ognizes that  it  can't  operate  and  maintain  itself 
exeept  by  strict  adherence  to  democratic  principles. 

In  a  sense  .organizi-d  labor  is  the  \er}'  heart  of 
deniocracN  itself  because  it  represents  democracy  in 
industry.  Its  inlhience.  strength  and  power  lie  in  the 
]iraclice  of  democracy.  l'(jr  this  reason  it  is  being 
feared  and  hated  by  tho^r  w  ho  lean  toward  totalitari 
anisni.  One  of  Hitler's  lirst  acts  upon  his  ascent  to 
]  ow  (T  w  as  to  emasculate  the  labor  movement,  to 
deprive  the  German  workers  of  their  rights  and  liber- 
tic  s,  so  that  he  might  iini)ose  u])on  the  German  people 
tlu'  most  brutal  system  of  totalitarianism  of  which 
history  has  a  record. 

W  e  have  defeated  h'ascist  Italy.  Nazi  Crerniany  and 
the  medieval  despotism  of  Ja])an,  but  this  by  no 
means  siiells  tlie  end  of  totalitarian  hankerings.  Out 
and  out  fascism  organizations,  spearheaded  against 
organized  labor,  are  oi)erating  under  democratic  dis- 
guises in  almost  all  sections  of  our  own  country. 
These  organizations  are  being  led  by  men  and  women 
w  ho  excel  in  the  art  of  double-talk.  They  operate 
with  democratic  phrases  to  defeat  the  ends  of  democ- 
racy itself,  and  to  destroy  organized  labor.  Even 
1  fitler  had  the  gall  occasionally  to  refer  to  the  totali- 
tarian St  raightjacket  he  imposed  uj)on  the  Germans 
as  a  "(^.erman  democracy".

Taking  statistics  alone,  America's  strike  record  was 
about  as  good  as  Britain's  during  the  war.  which  was 
a  notable  achievement.  In  both  coimtries.  however, 
this  took  the  hardest  kind  of  work  from  union  leader- 
ship. When  rank-and-file  revolts  flared  u]),  respon- 
sible union  leaders  again  and  again  tried  to  control 
them,  put  them  down.  The  udiole  big  British  dock 
strike  has  been  a  "rank-and-file"  affair — a  revolt 
against  res])onsible  leaders.  Even  with  the  maturity 
of  traditional  British  unions  such  flareui)s  occur; 
they  are  l)omid  to  flame  up  here  too  in  the  United 
States. 

.Ml  this  goes  to  show  how  difficult  it  is  to  formu- 
late blanket  antistrike  legislation  to  cf)ver  the  entity 
known  as  "labor."  The  Ball-Burton-TIatch  bill  is 
modeled  after  the  Railroad  Disjjutes  .Act — all  right 
jierhaps  for  mature,  conservative  railroad  unions,  but 
hardly  ai)i)lical)Ie  to  turbulent  new  unions,

The  real  division  in  this  country  is  not  between 
capital  and  labor,  nor  between  employer  and  labor 
union,  the  real  division  is  between  the  illiberal  busi- 
nessmen and  the  illiberal  labor  unions  on  the  other. 

In  the  development  of  ca])italisni  there  has  been 
two  kinds  of  businessmen,  the  liberal  and  the  illil)cral. 
The  illiberal  businessmen  went  out  to  crush  com- 
petitors by  unfair  competition.  They  ground  down 
labor  unions  by  es])ionage  and  oppression.  They 
cheated  customers  by  inferior  products.  The  liberal 
businessmen  were  not  afraid  of  fair  competition.  They 
said,  let  that  business  win  which  serves  the  public 
best.  They  said  that  lal)or  had  the  right  to  organize  to 
protect  the  interests  of  the  worker  just  as  business- 
men organize.  They  saw  that  workingmen  with 
high  wages  would  be  good  customers.  They  made  an 
honest,  full  value  product  and  priced  it  at  a  fair 
profit. 

The  labor  movement  has  the  same  ])roportion  of 
men  who  want  to  do  the  just  thing  as  business  has. 
The  majority  of  those  of  the  labor  movement  are 
fair  and  considerate  as  men  could  be,  and  have  a  good 
idea  of  what  constitutes  a  fair  way  of  doing  business, 
considering  the  consumer  who  pays  for  all  things. 


Straight  through  the  derpression,  United  States 

citizens  spent  a  billion  dtjllars  a  year  on  foreign 
lotteries  and  sweepstakes,  iioping  wistfully  tliat  tliry 
would  somehow  get  back  more  than  they  f)aid  onl 
At  home,  they  spent  another  three  billion  in  the  same 
prayerful  anticipation.  They  knew  that  their  incan- 
tations to  Lady  Luck  were  flying  in  the  face  of  all 
common  sense,  not  to  mention  the  laws  of  simi^lc 
arithmatic.  But  the  sweet  harmonies  of  Something 
for  Nothing,  so  beautifully  presented  in  red  and  green 
on  stiff  pasteboard,  worked  the  age-old  spell.  The 
Irish  Hos])ital  Sweepstakes,  the  (/rand  Xational,  the 
Calcutta  Derby — the  very  words  were  magic. 

.Americans  like  to  gamble:  that's  the  size  of  it. 
.And  if  this  yearning,  in  a  country  notable  for  its 
Yankee  hardheadedness,  seems  a  paradox — well,  even 
a  four-billion-dollar  annual  ])aradox  can  be  fligested 
if  one  puts  one's  mind  to  it.  In  fact,  Americans  may 
have  to  do  some  such  digesting  after  the  war.  A 
year  or  two  before  Hitler  struck,  Mrs.  Oliver  Harri- 
man  was  respectably  sponsoring  the  idea  of  a  national 
lottery  and  Congressman  Kenney  of  Xew  Jersey  had 
introduced  an  appropriate  bill  in  the  House.  A  survey 
conducted  by  Fortune  showed  that  55.3  per  cent  of 
the  i)eople  favored  such  a  lottery,  with  32.5  per  cent 
against  it  and  12.2  per  cent  undecided.  A  national 
lottery,  so  the  argument  went,  could  balance  a  budget 
knocked  sky-high  by  depression.  If  that  argument 
had  point  yesterday,  how  much  more  sharply  may  the 
question  be  raised  tomorrow,  when  our  national  debt 
has  rocketed  off  into  outer-astronomical  space? 
 — o  

T  am  not  a  financier.  But  I  know  that  much,  and  I 
do  know  that  a  man  wdio  has  an  income,  however 
small,  from  money  he  has  saved,  is  free  of  worry 
and  anxiety  for  himself,  his  wife,  and  his  children, 
up  to  the  extent  of  that  income.  It  gives  him  self- 
respect,  a  more  even  temper,  a  reason  for  looking  at 
the  future  with  calm  and  confidence. 

A  man  who  has  wasted  or  muddled  all  his  pay  at 
the  end  of  the  week  is  the  servant  of  the  whole  world 
for  his  next  week's  pay.  The  man  who  has  his  bit  in 
hand  is  independent  of  the  world  as  far  as  that  bit 
goes,  and  that  knowledge  at  the  back  of  one's  head 
must  make  life  a  different  affair  to  every  thinking 
man  or  woman.  Savings  represent  much  more  than 
their  mere  money  value.  They  are  proof  that  the 
saver  is  worth  something  in  himself. 

Any  fool  can  waste.  Any  fool  can  muddle,  but  it 
takes  something  of  a  man  to  save,  and  the  more  he 
saves  the  more  of  a  man  does  it  make  him.  Waste 
and  extravagance  unsettle  a  man's  mind  for  every 
crisis ;  thrift,  which  means  some  form  of  self-restraint 
and  continuance,  steadies  it.  And  we  need  steady 
minds  just  now. 
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Standard  Metal  Lath  and  Plaster  Partition  Establishes 
Over   5-Hour   Fire  Barrier  Ability 

.\  most  interesting  and  convincing  fire  test  was 
made  on  May  10th  by  the  National  Hnreau  of  Stand- 
ards, Fire  Test  Section,  Washington,  D.  C,  according 
to  announcement  made  by  Commissioner  Arthur  J. 
Tuscany,  of  the  Metal  Lath  Manufacturers  Associa- 
tion. 

A  solid  partition  of  standard  design  consisting  of 
Metal  Lath  and  piaster  was  constructed,  subjected 
to  and  withstood  a  beating  sucli  as  had  seldom  before 
been  given  to  any  plaster  construction  used  for  walls 
or  ceilings.  The  Metal  Lath  and  ])laster  used  in  the 
making  of  the  partition  were  exactly  the  same  as 
those  available  at  any  l)uilding  sujiply  warehouse, 
while  the  ciuality  of  workmansliip  and  thickness  were 
cotn])arable  to  that  found  in  every  day  local  building 
practice.  The  partition  was  used  as  one  wall  of  a 
large  gas-fired  testing  furnace.  The  flames  and  in- 
tensity of  the  heat  to  which  it  was  subjected  were 
such  as  are  found  in  the  most  vicious  of  fires. 

The  technical  limit  of  fire  endurance  as  determined 
by  the  teiriperaturc  rise  on  the  unexposed  side  was 
reached  a  little  before  the  end  of  the  first  hour  of 
the  test.  However,  the  partition  showed  the  value 
of  the  construction  as  an  effective  fire  barrier  for  a 
period  of  in  excess  S  hours.  The  deflection  of  the 
partition,  due  to  the  severe  heat,  drew  the  partition 
toward  the  fire  and  away  from  anything  in  contact 
with  it,  thus  reducing  the  fire  transmission  from  heat 
transfer. 

No  cracks  appeared  in  the  partition  to  pennit  the 
passage  of  fire.  Two  hours,  three  hours,  four  hours 
went  by  with  still  no  fire  coming  through  the  wall. 
Amazed  watchers  wondered  what  would  happen  in 
the  fifth  hour.  At  the  end  of  five  hours  the  test  was 
stopped,  only  because  of  circumstances  surrounding 
the  making  of  it  and  having  no  relation  whatsoever 
to  the  materials  used  in  the  partition. 

There  was  no  collapse  or  other  structural  failure 
to  permit  the  passage  of  fire  during  those  five  hour^. 
of  exposure.  Careful  examination  revealed  no  large 
cracks  or  openings  in  the  partition,  or  between  the 
partition  and  frame,  to  form  direct  avenues  for  the 
])assage  of  flame. 

What  this  ability  of  Metal  Lath  and  plaster  con- 
struction to  "take  it"  for  five  brutal  hours,  and  still 
be  willing  to  take  more,  means  to  the  safety  of  people 
in  their  own  homes,  in  crowded  city  or  open  country, 
is  obvious.  It  is  of  ecjual  imi)ortance  in  the  construc- 
tion 'of  factories,  office  buildings,  hopitals,  institu- 
tions, theaters  and  other  i)ublic  buildings  in  which 
people  gather,  and  where  human  life  is  just  as 
precious. 

Metal  Lath  Manufacturers'  Assn., 
Cleveland,  Ohio. 
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Tomorrow*  Is  Here 

Tlie  end  of  VVOiIil  War  II  finds  the  (  (unitrv  as  uii 
prepared  for  peace  as  tlie  Japanese  sneak  attack  on 
Pearl  Harbor  found  it  unprepared  for  war.  Confound- 
ing all  the  pro|)hetic  experts  as  to  how  long  it  would 
take  to  defeat  Japan,  the  land  of  the  Rising  Sun 
caved  in  a  little  more  than  three  months  after  the 
Nazis  threw  in  the  sponge. 

So  tomorrow  is  here  today  and  nobody  is  ready  for 
it.  The  nation  faces  the  sharpest,  if  not  the  deepest, 
recession  in  industrial  activity  in  history.  For,  in  spite 
of  a  huge  demand  for  industrial  equipment  and  in 
spite  of  present  scarcities  in  consumer  goods,  a  period 
of  recession  is  inevitable.  It  will  simjilify  matters  if 
we  face  that  fact. 

A  week  following  V-J  Day  there  were  ghost  fac- 
tories in  war  production  centers.  In  the  huge  Curtis- 
Wright  aircraft  plant  just  outside  Cincinnati,  the 
assembly  line  is  motionless  and  the  27,000  war  work- 
ers are  gone.  This  is  what  happened  to  war  workers 
from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other. 

One  of  the  oldest  and  most  reliable  business  serv- 
ices says  it  is  probable  that  unemployment  ma)- 
amount  to  5,000,000  within  a  month,  7.000,000  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  may  reach  a  high  of  8,000,000  to 
').000,000  by  the  middle  of  1946.  This  is  the  situation 
which  the  nation  must  face  within  the  next  twelve 
months.  It  is  fraught  with  meaning  to  the  working 
people  of  America  and  to  the  ultimate  welfare  of  the 
nation  itself. 

f^abor  realized  the  seriousness  of  the  reconversion 
problem  long  ago.  Labor  warned,  day  in  and  day  out, 
of  the  necessity  for  intelligent  reconversion  planning 
to  prevent  widespread  unemployment.  While  ad- 
mitting that  some  temporary  unemployment  was  in- 
evitable, labor  contended  that  intelligent  planning 
could  hold  unemployment  to  a  minimum.  Time  and 
again  labor  urged  Congress  to  prepare  and  make 
ready  to  put  into  efTect  immediately  upon  the  cessa- 
tion of  hostilities  plans  which  would  help  cushion  the 
shock  of  wholesale  cancellation  of  war  contracts. 

But  Congress,  following  a  policy  which  appeared  to 
he  never  to  do  today  what  can  be  put  off  until 
tomorrow,  packed  up  on  the  eve  of  final  victory  and 
went  on  a  three-month  vacation. 

Now  the  country  will  soon  be  right  back  where  it 
was  in  1939  with  7,000,000  or  8,000,000  without  em- 
ployment. Well-known  economists  think  it  is  possible 
that  such  a  severe  drop  in  employment  could  develop 
into  business  stagnation  and  bring  on  another  de- 
pression. 

Unemployment  insurance,  inadequate  as  it  is,  will 
absorb  some  of  the  shock  of  reconversion  but  unem- 
ployment insurance,  if  the  reconversion  period  is  long, 
will  soon  exhaust  its  reserves.  It  cannot  take  the 
place  of  jobs 


The  only  escape  from  the  serious  threat  to  in- 
dustrial activity  is  to  do  now  what  labor  has  i»een 
insisting  should  have  been  planned  and  ready  for 
execution  while  the  nation  was  still  at  war — raise 
minimum  wages,  increase  unem]jloyment  benefits  and 
lengthen  the  period  of  benefits,  ])ass  the  Full  Employ- 
ment bill,  and  carry  on  public  works  on  an  unpre- 
cedented scale  to  take  up  the  unemployment  slack 
until  industry  is  in  a  ])Osition  {o  put  men  1o  work. 

The  war  proved  conclusively  that  intelligent  ])lan 
ning  can  produce  enough  for  everybody — and  fight 
a  two-front  war  at  the  same  time.    War  history- 
raised  the  average  standard  of  living  in  wartime 

Other  countries  of  the  world  survey  the  ruins  of 
war  and  are  appalled  by  their  ])Overty.  Here  we  are 
baffled  by  the  magnitude  of  wealth  which  can  be  pro- 
duced by  our  skilled  labor  and  machines. 

it  is  the  doctrine  of  despair  to  even  think  about 
going  hack  to  prewar  levels  of  employment.  We 
can't  go  back  to  yesterday.  It  is  gone  forever.  Our 
power  to  produce  has  increased  by  50  per  cent  since 
1940.  Only  a  nation  of  nitwits  would  refuse  to  plan 
for  peacetime  production  as  well  as  for  war  pro- 
duction. 

If  we  can  get  safely  over  the  reconversion  hump,  it 
is  possible  to  usher  in  an  era  of  full  employment. 

The  reconversion  period  imposes  a  great  responsi- 
bility upon  the  labor  movement.  For,  make  no  mis- 
take about  it,  it  was  organized  labor  which  was  the 
main  factor  in  increasing  wages  in  this  country  to  the 
highest  level  in  the  world. 

Labor  must  not  be  satisfied  with  its  present 
strength — it  must  grow  stronger.  The  unorganized 
must  be  organized. 

In  spite  of  temporary  unemployment,  when  em- 
ployers will  seek  to  lower  wages,  labor  must  insist, 
through  the  collective  bargaining  process,  upon  wages 
which  provide  decent  living  standards  for  all  who 
wish  to  work. 

The  United  States  is  the  only  country  in  the  world 
today  depending  upon  private  enterprise  alone  to 
provide  jobs.  To  keep  capitalism  a  going  concern, 
there  must  be  jobs  at  wage  levels  which  enable  work- 
ers to  buy  the  multitude  of  goods  and  services  whicli 
the  most  efficient  industrial  machine  in  the  world  can 
turn  out  in  such  enormous  quantities. 

But  if  we  lag  in  planning  for  full  employment :  if 
we  are  satisfied  to  drift  back  to  prewar  production 
levels,  we  can  kiss  capitalism  goodbye.  This  is  it* 
last  chance  and  it  behooves  every  real  American — 
liberal,  conservative,  labor,  business,  government — to 
use  all  the  intelligence  at  hand  for  the  solution  of  the 
most  serious  problem  of  our  highly  complex  civiliza- 
tion— full  employment  and  more  equitable  distribu- 
tion of  the  product  of  hand  and  brain.

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In  the  past  a  Iiit  of  iis  have  talked  with  pride  of 
luir  Aiiicricaii  slaiulard  of  livin}^-.  I'crsoiially,  it  has 
been  years  sinrc  I  iiave  fcU  proud  of  il.  To  nie,  our 
so-called  standard  of  living  has  l)ecn  a  double 
standard,  i-'oi  tliat  i)arl  of  our  poi)ulation  in  the 
medium  and  hijfher  income  ijroups,  living  conditions 
have  been  good.  It  has  been  possible  for  these  people 
to  own,  or  at  least  to  live  in.  homes  that  are  more 
comfortable  and  more  hcaltlifui  than  mansions  of  one 
hundred  years  ago.  But  for  the  other  portion  of  our 
popidation  there  has  been  another  standard. 

I  hiring  the  first  world  war  when  the  services  of 
big  business  men  were  needed  in  Washington,  there 
was  some  fear  that  the  ordinary  pcojde  might  resent 
paying  huge  salaries  to  men  whose  companies  stood 
to  profit  greatly  from  war  contracts.  So  it  was 
decided  that  these  men  would  be  paid  only  $1  a  year. 
What  an  absurd  way  to  label  men  who  stayed  on  the 
I)ayroll  of  private  companies  at  tremendous  salaries. 
The  idea  was  to  give  the  people  the  notion  that 
these  men  had  given  up  hope  of  profit  and  had 
offered  their  services  free  to  the  people. 

The  same  thing  happened  in  this  war.  Now  it  is  a 
fact  that  if  these  men  were  needed  and  if  they  did  not 
have  other  income,  the  government  would  have  paid 
them  as  much  as  they  wanted.  The  government 
doesn't  have  to  get  people  for  nothing.  The  people 
pay  the  bills  and  in  wartime  they  will  pay  whatever 
is  needed  to  win.  But  announcing  that  a  man  has 
oflfered  to  work  for  $1  a  year  is  great  propaganda. 
What  isn't  announced  is  that  these  men  are  in  key 
positions  to  award  contracts  and  to  exert  tremendous 
influence  over  matters  affecting  business  interests. 
In  fact,  if  the  need  ever  arise  again,  it  might  be  a 
whole  lot  cheaper  and  whole  lot  more  efficient  to  hire 
men  at  substantial  government  salaries  but  choose 
them  from  those  without  connection  with  war  fac- 
tories or  from  those  who  have  left  the  field  of  private 
capitalistic  enterprise. 

A  man  working  for  $1  a  year  in  Washington  is 
making  no  financial  sacrifice.  In  fact,  such  a  man  is 
worth  plenty  to  private  capitalists.  In  the  first  world 
war  when  the  idea  reached  a  high  point,  the  people 
reall}  did  not  know  the  situation.  No  doubt,  many  a 
worker  admired  these  $1  a  year  patriots.  This  time, 
however,  more  people  were  awake  to  the  fact  that 
the  $1  a  year  is  nothing  more  than  a  shield  for 
private  financial  advancement.  No  one  denies  that 
many  $1  a  year  men  did  a  good  service,  but  there  is 
j  little  likelihood  that  we  shall  ever  know  whether  the 
arrangement  was  financially  or  militarily  profitable. 
 o

Every  thinking  American  must  realize  that  this 
(onnlry  now  faces  a  situation  with<Hit  jjarallel  either 
during  the  war  or  before  it. 

I'efore  the  war  we  were  busy  at  production  of  all 
the  things  required  by  a  peacetime  economy.  We 
maintained  a  high  standard  of  living,  supported  the 
government  with  our  taxes,  exported  to  foreign  coun 
tries  and  enjoyed  imports  from  them. 

Then  came  the  war.  Production  was  stepped  up 
to  unprecedented  levels  and  devoted  almost  entirely 
to  military  needs.  Production  of  civilian  goods  was 
reduccfl  to  the  barest  necessities. 

.\'o\\  the  war  is  over.  We  turn  again  to  supplying 
civilian  needs.  But  today  these  needs,  unfilled  for 
four  long  years,  are  at  the  highest  peak  of  all  time. 
Our  government's  tax  requirements  are  no  longer 
the  staggering  needs  of  war,  but  they  are  still  the 
enormous  needs  of  war's  aftermath — many  times 
greater  than  before  the  war.  There  is  also  immediate, 
urgent  need  for  all  kinds  of  goods  to  aid  the  recovery 
and  rehabilitation  of  a  war-torn  world. 

The  simple  fact  is  that  we  have  a  big  job  ahead 
of  us. 

We  can't  get  it  done  on   the  ])rewar  basis  of  work. 

It  would  help  .\merica  to  produce  more  and  have 
more — 

It  would  provide  for  higher  wages  without  the 
certain  necessity  of  higher  prices — 

It  would  help  to  strengthen  buying  power. 

It  would  be  good  for  the  working  man,  good  for 
the  employer,  good  for  the  farmer,  good  for  the  pro- 
fessional man.  good  for  the  housewife.

lives.  They  certainly  do  not  want  to  speculate  on 
their  chances  for  happiness  by  buying  a  "Jerry" 
built  prefabricated  fire  trap,  that  may  come  crashing 
down  upon  them  and  their  children  some  day,  or 
which  will  start  to  disintegrate  within  six  months 
after  the  purchase — requiring  continuous  repairs 
throughout  the  lifetime  of  the  home.  This  sort  of 
thing  is  a  tragedy,  but  it  happens  every  day  in  the 
week  when  gullible  people  refuse  to  consult  a 
responsible  architect  and  builder  when  they  are  about 
to  invest  in    their  future  happiness. 


On  the  morning  of  February  26,  1779,  General 
Israel  Putman,  in  his  quarters  at  Knapp's  Tavern  in 
Greenwich,  Conn.,  shaved  at  a  mirror  that  commanded 
a  view  of  the  main  approach  to  the  village.  One  side 
of  the  General's  face  was  freshly  scraped,  and  lather 


still  clung  to  the  other,  as  a  large  detachment  of 
British  troops  came  into  his  mirrored  view. 

His  continental  troops  being  outnumbered  ten  to 
one,  he  ordered  their  retreat  while  he  mounted  his 
horse  to  ride  to  Stanford  for  reinforcements.  By  this 
time,  all  avenues  of  escape  except  the  steep  stone 
stairway  outside  the  tavern  were  surrounded  by  the 
enemy.  With  I'ritish  horsemen  just  a  length  behind, 
General  Putnam  galloped  down  the  steep  steps.  His 
pursuers  failed  to  follow. 

Putnam's  daring  ride  to  Stamford  and  freedom  has 
been  commemorated  by  artists  and  in  a  plaque  near 
the  historic  tavern.  Knapp's  Tavern,  built  in  1729, 
is  now  known  as  Putnam's  Cottage  and  is  maintained 
as  a  museum,  also  as  headquarters  of  Putnam  Hill 
Chapter  of  Daughters  of  American  Revolution.

"On  the  other  hiuul,  the  absence  of  a  Union  Label,  Shop 
Card,  or  Service  Hutton  must  necessarily  leave  a  doubt  in  the 
consumer's  or  user's  mind  as  to  whether  or  not  his  use  of  the 
product  or  service  is  a  tribute  to  sweat-shop  pract'ces,  mi- 
poverished  workers,  and  all  of  the  undesirable  elements  that 
stem  from  those  conditions." 


Value  of  Union  Emblems?

Union  Labels,  Shop  Cards,  Service  Buttons,  and  other  union  insignia  have  great  intrinsic  value.  Com- 
mercial trade-marks  represent  only  the  i  ame  of  material  things,  but  standing  behind  each  Union  Label 
product  and  each  Unian  service  are  human  values — the  worker — who  made  the  product  or  performed  the 
service.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  good-will  value  of  a  union  emblem  because  it  is  far  greater  than  the 
brand  name  of  any  material  thing. 

According  to  Printer's  Ink,  a  well-known  firm  with  a  five-letter  word  for  its  trade-mark,  appraised  it 
at  "sixteen  million  dollars  a  letter"  when  the  corporation  was  transferred  to  a  banking  syndicate.  A  certain 
name  for  a  food  product  was  valued  at  ^42,000,000  when  it  was  sold  to  another  firm,  according  to  Barron's 
Report.  Still  another  corporation  appraised  its  trade-mark  at  v'?24, 000,000  in  its  annual  balance  sheet,  while  the 
tangible  property  of  this  same  concern  was  valued  at  only  four  and  a  quarter  million  dollars.  A  chain  store, 
under  a  recapitalization  plan,  put  a  price  of  ^50,000,000  on  its  name.  Other  trade-marks  have  been  valued  at 
millions  of  dollars  in  good-will  when  transfers  were  made  to  other  concerns.  Certainly,  official  union  emblems 
can  compare  in  every  respect  to  these  trade-marks  from  a  commercial  standpoint.  They  also  have  an  ad- 
ditional value  because  they  represent  the  human  element — the  union  workers. 

Greater  use  should  be  made  of  our  valuable  union  emblems.  Every  union  whose  members  make  goods  or 
other  products  should  insist  that  the  Union  Label  is  displayed  on  them.  All  unions  which  have  adopted  Shop 
Cards  should  demand  that  they  be  displayed  in  service  establishments.  Likewise,  all  union  members  should 
wear  their  service  buttons  and  other  union  emblems  at  all  times.  Many  members  always  carry  their  Union  Cards 
but  they  are  not  displayed  so  that  the  public  sees  them.  By  failing  to  display  our  union  emblems  we  may  lose 
considerable  value  that  increases  with  the  number  of  consumers  who  become  familiar  with  our  official  symbols 
that  designate  the  best  quality  and  superb  workmanship  in  goods  and  the  highest  efficiency  in  services. 

Patronize  only  those  firms  that  display  Union  Labels,  Shop  Cards,  and  Service  Buttons,  or  employ  union 
members  throughout  their  establishments.

Straight  Talk 

Veterans  get  some  pretty  straight  talk  about 
unions  and  the  la1)or  movement  in  a  pamphlet  entitled 
"Unions  and  Veterans,"  published  by  the  American 
Council  on  Public  Affairs,  an  impartial,  non-profit 
agency  devoted  to  adult  education. 

In  the  pamjihlel  ajjpear  the  results  of  a  study  of 
what  labor  organizations  are  doing  for  former  service- 
men and  what  they  have  accomplished  for  their  mem- 
bers. It  points  out  that  the  labor  movement  is  in- 
terested in  veterans  because  2,500,000  union  men 
served  in  the  armed  forces  and  because  they  want 
all  workers  to  have  good  jobs  at  good  pay  and  with 
good  working  conditions. 

In  question  and  answer  form,  it  takes  up  some 
questions  the  veterans  may  be  disposed  to  ask.  Here 
are  a  few  excerpts: 

Q. — Why  should  the  veteran  be  concerned  with 
unions  ? 

A. — Almost  50  per  cent  of  all  employes  in  private 
industry  today  are  under  union  contract.  *  *  *  In 
some  key  industries  and  trades — including  railroads 
-the  proportion  of  workers  who  belong  to  unions 
range  from  80  per  cent  to  almost  100  per  cent. 

Q. — Are  unions  championing  veterans'  interests? 

A.— Organized  labor  has  been  working  for  veterans 
in  many  ways.  Most  important  is  the  attempt  to 
improve  wages  and  working  conditions.  Also,  unions 
have  waived  initiation  fees  and  changed  various  rules 
on  behalf  of  veterans.     A  number  of  large  inter-

national  unions  have  set  up  special  veterans'  com- 
mittees. 

Q. — How  does  a  union  contract  help  the  veteran? 

A. — By  providing  job  security  and  guaranteed 
working  conditions.  *  *  *  Many  union  contracts  pro- 
vide reemployment  rights  for  groups  not  covered  by 
the  Selective  Service  Act — for  example,  the  physically 
disabled  and  those  who  did  not  have  permanent  status 
in  employment,  *  *  *  Also,  as  a  result  of  labor  efforts 
during  the  last  few  years,  the  veteran  returning  to 
an  organized  plant  will  find  higher  wages,  more 
liberal  vacations,  and  other  benefits  greater  than 
when  he  went  away. 

Q. — What  have  workers  gained  through  collective 
bargaining  ? 

A. — They  have  secured  an  increasing  measure  of 
job  security,  increased  wages,  shorter  hours,  a  voice 
in  determining  working  conditions  and  other  im- 
provements.

WOOD  STRIPS 
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Fig.  1 — Templet  of  wood  strips  and  channel  irons 


An  easy  and  convenient  method  of  constructing  a  temlpet  for  a  curve  when  this 
method  is  used  in  placing  sweeps  in  a  vaulted  ceiling  is  shown  in  Fig.  1.  This  templet 
is  accurately  and  speedily  assembled. 

This  template  may  be  made  for  all  sweeps  where  the  span  is  not  too  great..  For 
larger  spans  half  of  the  layout  in  Fig.  1  may  be  used  as  illustrated  in  Figs.  3  and  4 
and  if  desired  the  braces  may  be  doubled  (two  channels,  with  flanges  interlocked,  as 
illusti-ated  in  Fig.  1  center  brace)  or  heavier  channel  may  be  used,  depending  entirely 
on  the  size  templet  desired. 

We  first  lay  out  the  arc  on  floor  as  shown  in  Fig.  1,  then  cut  the  channel  braces 
the  proper  lengths  as  at  1,  2,  etc.,  with  shoes  on  each  end.  Place  a  wood  strip  %"  x  4" 
(or  any  other  size,  depending  on  size  of  templet)  along  spring  line.  Tie  or  nail  the 
vertical  channel  braces  1,  2,  etc.,  to  the  horizontal  wood  strip  as  shown  (if  nailed, 
punch  holes  in  bottom  shoes  of  channel  as  shown)  and  tie  top  shoes  of  braces  to  a 
piece  of  %"  channel  iron  (flanges  down)  bent  around  the  arc,  interlocking  the  shoes 
of  vertical  channel  in  the  channel  around  arc. 

A  hole  having  been  previously  punched  in  each  end  of  the  arc  channel  as  at  a 
and  b,  it  is  nailed  at  these  points  to  the  wood  strip  as  shown.  The  templet  is  now 
complete  and  is  light  and  readily  handled.

A  line  is  run  from  the  rim  to  the  center  under  each  rib  and  tlie  ribs  plumbed 
to  the  line  so  they  carry  on  a  straight  line,  the  same  as  diagonal  ribs  do  in  a  groin 
ceiling. 

The  most  convenient  furring  for  this  kind  of  a  ceiling  is  three  eight  inch  pencil 
rods,  as  they  bend  easily  to  the  shape  of  the  dome. 

If  the  dome  is  to  have  an  excessive  amount  of  ornamental  plastering  attached 
to  it,  the  furring,  sweeps  and  hangers  may  be  sti'engthened  accordingly,  but  the 
principle  of  laying  out  the  dome  and  erecting  it  is  the  same. 

The  quickest  method  of  laying  out  the  sweeps  for  this  kind  of  dome  is  shown 
in  Fig.  4  on  Page  6.  The  largest  sweep  is  first  laid  out  and  made  up,  then  the  next 
largest,  etc.,  in  this  way  using  the  same  span  and  a  minimum  amount  of  space  to 
work  in. 
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CONSTRUCTION  OF  TEMPLETS  WITH  CHANNEL  IRON  AND  WOOD 

STRIPS 

In  larger  templets  diagonal  braces  may  be  run  from  each  end  as  a  and  b  to 
point  3  at  crown  of  arc,  channels  may  be  doubled,  or  heavier  channels  used,  or  half 
templet  made,  etc.,  etc.,  all  depending  on  the  size  templet  to  be  constructed. 

In  Fig.  2  we  use  wood  strips  for  the  vertical  braces  at  1,  2,  3,  etc.,  insjtead  of 
channel  irons.  After  first  laying  out  the  spring  line  a-b  and  the  arc,  we  nail 
vertical  wood  strips  to  the  large  wood  strip  and  at  right  angles  /to  it  as  shown. 
(These  strips  may  be  run  at  any  desired  angle,  as  illustrated  in  Fig.  4).  We  next 
drive  about  a  4  to  6  penny  nail  through  the  vertical  wood  strips  near  ends  1,  2,  3, 
eftc,  and  then  run  a  channel  iron  around  curve,  flanges  down  and  tie  to  the  nails 
driven  thru  the  wood  strips,  the  wire  being  run  from  head  end  of  nail  over  top  of 
channel  and  over  other  end  of  nail.  The  nails  may  be  bent  downward  out  of  the 
way,  after  the  channel  is  tied  down  to  the  wood  strips  in  the  manner  described. 

In  Fig.  2  the  verttical  wood  strips  may  be  run  at  any  convenient  angle  as  long 
as  the  channel  around  the  arc  is  kept  in  its  proper  position.  This  is  illustrated 
in  Fig.  4.

In  Fig.  3  is  shown  half  the  layout  illustrated  in  Fig.  1.  In  this  method  only 
half  of  a  sweep  is  used  and  this  is  what  is  usually  done  when  the  sweep  of  arc  is 
large.  As  mentioned  before,  channel  braces  may  be  doubled,  larger  channels  used 
or  diagonal  braces  added  for  greater  i-igidity,  depending  on  size  of  templet.  The 
illustrations  shown  here  are  merely  to  give  a  general  idea  of  the  procedure  to  use.

In  Fig.  4  is  shown  one-half  of  the  sweep  illustrated  in  Fig.  2.  Note  here  that 
the  wood  strips  may  be  placed  at  any  convenient  angle  with  the  large  horizontal 
strip,  just  so  the  channel  around  the  cui-ve  is  kept  in  its  proper  position. 
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PLACING  SWEEPS  IN  CEILING  WITHOUT  USE  OF  A  TEMPLET 

When  this  method  is  used,  it  is  necessary  to  mark  your  sweeps  from  the  layout 
on  floor  from  which  you  hent  your  sweeps. 

In  Fig.  ()  on  your  lioor  layout,  A-B  represents  your  span  and  C-I>  the  rise. 
Divide  the  span  into  3  or  4  foot  spaces  as  !„,  2o,  3o,  etc.,  and  from  these  points 
square  up  at  right  angles  to  spring  line  and  extend  lines  until  they  intersect  the 
arc  at  1,  2,  3,  etc.  Mark  the  sweeps  at  these  points.  Next  measure  your  distance 
from  spring  line  to  where  these  lines  intersect  with  arc  as  P-l,  2°-2,  etc.,  and  make 
a  note  of  same. 

When  ready  to  place  sweeps  in  celling,  stretch  a  line  across  building  at  spring 
line  (For  end  sweeps  strike  your  spring  line  on  wall)  and  plumb  from  marks  on 
sweeps  to  marks  on  spring  line,  noting  that  your  ditsances  correspond  with  those 
on  floor  layout  and  that  your  marks  on  spring  line  are  directly  under  those  of 
corresponding  number  on  sweep,  and  when  sweep  is  in  proper  position  fasten  and 
brace  securely.    Every  fourth  or  firth  sweep  can  be  fastened  in  this  manner  and

lines  stretched  from  one  to  the  other  to  line  up  the  sweeps  in  between.  If  a  line 
is  stretched  across  the  entire  building  it  is  well  to  check  on  it  at  about  the  center 
and  take  care  of  any  sag  in  the  line.  As  a  general  rule,  however,  only  half  of  an 
arc  sweep  is  erected  at  a  time  unless  they  are  of  small  span. 

A  diagonal  line  as  D-B  may  be  used,  and  generally  is,  instead  of  the  spring 
line  for  placing  the  sweep,  and  in  this  case  the  procedure  is  the  same,  you  plumb 
to  marks  on  diagonal  line  (instead  of  spring  line),  from  the  marks  on  sweep,  noting 
that  the  distance  between  the  arc  and  diagonal  line  correspond  with  those  of  floor 
layout. 

The  diagonal  line  method  is  handy  where  the  scaffold  would  interfere  with  the 
.spring  line  method.

'I'lie  C'onnnil  I  CH'S  from  liolli  i<\  tlicse  oi\L;ani/.ations 
succeeded  in  drawini;  np  an  aj^reenienl  after  about 
six  months  labor,  wliirli  \\a>  ratified  by  both  tlie 
employers  and  tlu-  I'.nildin.L;  and  (."onstruclion  'Trades 
Council  of  New  ^'ork  City,  and  it  is  felt  by  all  in- 
terested parties  that  the  si<;nin.<4  of  this  ai^reenient 
marks  a  history-making-  sti])  in  the  post-war  era  for 
the  buildinj>-  and  construction  industry,  as  throut^h  its 
provisions  it  insnrt's  a  greater  de,q;rec  ot  cooperation 
and  stability  for  the  industry  in  general  in  (■.rt'ater 
New  York  City  and  Vicinity. 

Several  of  the  jjrovisions  in  thi^  a,q-reenient  are 
new  and  uni(|ue  to  buildinsj  trades  organizations  and 
may  be  used  as  an  exami)le  for  many  other  master 
agreements  that  may  be  entered  into  between  Build- 
ing Trades  Councils  and  lluilding  Trades  Employers' 
Associations  throughout  the  country. 

This  agreement  through  its  provisions  provides 
for  a  five-year  period  of  peace  and  cooperation  that 
will  safeguard  the  interest  of  close  to  200,000  mem-' 
hers  of  the  building  trades  organizations  in  Greater 
New  York. 

The  Committees  of  both  the  Building  Trades  Em- 
ployers' Association  and  the  Building  Trades  Council 
are  to  be  congratulated  for  their  efforts  in  success- 
fully bringing  to  a  conclusion  this  five-year  agree- 
ment which  means  so  much  toward  insuring  the 
success  of  the  post-war  building  ])rogram  in  Greater 
New  York. 

This  agreement  was  ap])roved  by  the  New  York 
Building  Trades  Employers'  Association  and  Build- 
ing and  Construction  Trades  Council  and  the  wage 
increases  were  approved  by  the  Wage  Adjustment 
Board  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor, 
and  was  finally  cosummated  by  the  signing  and 
witnessing  at  a  luncheon  and  bancpiet  tendered  by 
both  of  these  organizations  to  a  large  group  of  the 
officials  of  both  organizations  on  February  II,  1946. 

The  speakers  at  this  luncheon  for  the  labor  side 
were  :  Mr.  George  Meany,  General  Secretary-Treas- 
urer of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor;  Mr. 
Howard  McSpedon,  President  of  the  New  York  Build- 
ing and  Construction  Trades  Council ;  Mr.  Thomas 
Murray,  President  of  the  New  York  State  Federation 
of  Labor,  and  Mr.  Wm.  J.  McSorley,  President  of  the 
Wood,  Wire  and  Metal  Lathers  International  Union. 

The  speakers  representing  the  Building  Trades 
Employers  Association  were  Mr.  Peter  Eller,  its 
President,  Mr.  Christian  Norman,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  and  Mr.  Hugh  Robertson,  and 
for  the  city  of  New  York  representing  the  Mayor — 


Mr.  John  Splain,  C<jmmissioncr  of  Public  Works  and 
.Mr.  William  Wilson,  Housing  C!ommissioner  of  New 
N'ork  and   Mr.  .Arllinr   liill.  Chairman  of  the

GET  STARTED 

There  has  been  nuicli  written  in  the  newspajjers 
about  the  acute  h(nising  shortage  now  existing  every- 
where, and  it  seems  to  be  getting  worse. 

Why  don't  we  wake  u])  to  the  fact  that  such  a 
condition  need  no  longer  exist  because  such  a  condi- 
tion amounts  to  an  emergency  and  the  solution  to 
the  problem  is  sim|)ly  to  take  the  brake  off  the 
building  industry  and  get  to  work  building  new  hf»mes 
and  apartment  houses. 

We  had  no  trouble  procuring  materials  for  a  war, 
therefore,  why  should  a  little  thing  like  this  stop 
us?  The  same  applies  to  skilled  labor.  We  did  not 
worry  about  s]jending  $250,000,000  a  day  for  war, 
why  should  we  (piibblie  about  the  exjfense  of  Iniilding 
houses  ? 

We  may  criticize  all  we  want  to.  Criticism  will 
get  us  no  place.  What  we  need  is  action  now. 

Millions  of  people  have  billions  of  dollars  to  pay 
the  bill  and  contractors  are  begging  to  get  to  work. 
Therefore,  let  us  lift  the  lid  that  keeps  the  building 
industry  dormant  and  get  moving. 


STRIKEBREAKERS 

One  does  not  often  hear  of  strikebreakers  these 
days.  Few  employers,  however  hard-boiled,  go  in 
for  that  sort  of  thing  now.  Consequently  it  is  some- 
thing of  a  shock  to  learn  from  Labor,  organ  of  the 
railroad  unions,  that  George  P.  McNear,  whose 
activities  with  the  Toledo,  Peoria  &  Western  Rail- 
road have  created  a  good  deal  of  news  in  recent  years, 
is  trying  to  operate  that  line  with  the  aid  of  strike- 
breakers. 

"It  is  difficult  to  recruit  strikebreakers  even  when 
jobs  are  hard  to  get."  Labor  comments,  and  it  takes 
the  view  that  the  men  McNear  gets  to  fight  workers 
seeking  economic  justices  are  not  a  very  savory  lot. 
Yet  "these  strikebreakers  demand  and  receive  much 
more  for  their  services  than  the  experienced  union 
employes  are  willing  to  accept. 

"In  other  words,  in  his  mad  desire  to  crush  unions, 
McNear  is  welling  to  spend  a  fortune  and  disturb 
the  peace  of  many  communities." 

To  constitute  a  dispute  there  must  be  two  parties. 
To  understand  it  well,  both  parties  and  all  the  cir- 
cumstances must  be  fully  heard ;  and  to  accommodate 
differences,  temper  and  mutual  forbearance  are  req- 
uisite. 
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THE  RETURN  TO  HOME 

ARTICLE  IX 

Majority    Prefer  Beauty,   Cleanliness  and    Liveableness  of 
Lathed  and  Plastered  Homes 

Recent  surveys  made  by  leading  magazines  and  national 
authorities  show  that  an  overwhelming  majority  of  American 
people  prefer  to  have  lathed  and  plastered  walls  and  ceilings 
for  their  homes. 

This  is  not  ditficult  to  understand.  Despite  the  sug- 
gestion that  moisture  introduced  into  the  building  in  the 
course  of  the  plastering  operations  makes  it  necessary  for 
the  home  buyer  to  wait  a  little  longer,  while  the  excess 
moisture  dries  out,  before  he  can  move  into  his  new  home, 
nearly  everyone  recognized  that  the  beauty,  cleanliness,  and, 
above  all,  liveableness  which  plastering  gives  to  the  home 
is  well  worth  waiting  for. 

Homes  are  built  for  occupancy  not  for  a  month  or  two, 
but  for  years,  generations.  Most  families  buy  only  one,  or 
at  the  most  two.  houses  in  a  lifetime. 

If  a  week  or  two  can  be  saved  in  the  time  of  construc- 
tion, particularly  in  these  limes  of  distressing  need  for 
housing,  without  sacrificing  essential  qualities  and  properties 
recognized  by  authorities  and  modern  building  codes,  as  es- 
sential to  comfort  and  safety,  an  owner  may  feel  justified 
in  selecting  materials  which  save  construction  time  even 
though  the  house  turns  out  to  be  hardly  more'  than  a  shelter 
and  is  much  less  than  a  home. 

Plastering  Makes  the  Home 

But  the  discerning  home  buyer  will  hesitate  before 
approving  materials  which  would  entail  regret  of  the  hasty 
choice  during  all  the  years  of  ownership  of  the  house.  Selec- 
tion of  a  substitute  material  could  conceivably  hasten  the 
brief  first  week  or  two  of  occupancy.  On  the  other  hand  it 
might  well  result  in  sacrificing  the  permanence  and  the  fire- 
resistiveness,  the  endless  possibilities  of  traditional  as  well 
as  modern  decorative  treatment  and  the  inherent  sanitary 
properties,  all  of  which  are  obtained  when  plastering  is  used. 

But,  most  important,  use  of  a  substitute  finish  could  well 
mean  doing  without  that  long  recognized  attribute  of 
plastering  by  which  it  provides  the  dwelling  with  a  back- 
ground at  once  appealing  and  homey.  By  means  of  it  there 
is  created  that  indefinable  atmosphere  which  enshrines 
cherished  memories  and  associations  of  home  life  and  living. 

Avoid  Shoddy  Substitutes 

That  is  why,  when  she  is  asked  to  vote  on  choice  of 
materials,  the  home  buyer  instinctively  shies  away  from 
those  of  shoddy  value  and  questionable  permanence,  from 
those  which  are  apt  to  buckle,  warp  and  twist,  because  of 
room  moisture,  a  few  months  after  the  occupant  moves  in, 
from  those  whose  vulnerability  to  fire  is  said  to  have  been 
the  cause  of  many  recent  fire  deaths,  and  from  those  with 
joinings  whiclj  open  up  to  disclose  cracks  which  make  house- 
keeping a  problem. 

Yes,  plastic  materials,  such  as  plastering,  the  mortar  in 
brickwork,  the  cement  on  sidewalks,  basement  floors  and 
driveways,  require  a  little  time  to  "set"  and  harden.  But 
they  assure  a  life-time  of  satisfaction. 

Perhaps  that  is  why,  even  in  these  days  of  acute  housing 
shortages,  the  polls  continue  to  show  that  the  typical  Ameri- 
can is  a  canny  judge  of  values,  that  he  knows  what  he  wants, 
and  why  he  continues  to  favor  plastering  and  other  durable 
materials.

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What  Do  You  Think?

The  const  riution  industiy,  (liiriii}^'  its  rntirc  histoi-y, 
lias  l)coii  noted  for  its  cxtrcMiic  fliu'tnat  ions,  more  so 
than  any  other  inchtstry.  'This  has  resulted  in  hi^h 
costs  of  labor,  material  and  everythinj^'  in  connection 
with  the  industry.  However,  while  the  hourly  rates 
for  construction  workers  is  comparatively  hit^h,  due 
to  the  seasonal  nature  of  the  work  with  its  periodic 
sessions  of  idleness,  the  animal  income  of  these 
workers  is  actually  less  than  that  of  workers  in 
practically  ever  other  industry.  In  fact,  the  annual 
income  is  so  low,  that  few  workers  in  the  industry 
are  able  to  buy  one  of  the  homes  they  build  and  a 
relatively  small  number  of  them  are  able  to  buy 
the  better  built  homes  they^  construct.  Most  workers 
in  other  industries  are  also  restricted  to  buying  the 
cheaper  built,  inflammable  wood  frame  homes,  due  to 
their  small  income.  As  a  result,  most  of  the  homes 
bought  by  the  workers  are  little  better  than  fire 
traps. 

*       *  * 

Some  improvement  has  been  made  in  recent  year;i 
to  improve  this  condition  and  it  is  claimed  that  new 
fireproof  sheeting,  insulation  and  roofing  materials 
can  be  had.  The  only^  really  startling  development  in 
the  last  decade,  in  wood  frame  structures  and  in  other 
homes,  has  been  the  substitution  of  non-inflammable 
gypsum  lath  (also  called  plaster  board)  for  the  in- 
flammable wood  lath  previously  used,  together  with 
the  application  of  at  least  one  half  inch  of  plaster 
over  the  lath  to  insure  a  fire  proof  job.  In  fact,  this 
gypsum  lath  and  plaster  has  replaced  wood  lath  and 
plaster  in  many  parts  of  the  United  States.  It  costs 
no  more  to  install  and  it  has  been  given  a  one  hour 
fire  rating  in  many  building  codes  throughout  the 
nation.  This  fireproof  wall  and  ceiling  construction 
has  been  the  only  fire  barrier  existing  in  small  homes 
for  many  years.  It  stops  fire  and  prevents  its  spread 
from  one  room  to  another,  giving  the  occupants  an 
opportunity  to  escape.  A  still  better  job  of  lathing 
and  plastering  can  be  had  by  attaching  metal  lath 
and  covering  it  with  three  coats  of  plaster.  This 
costs  more  but  gives  a  feeling  of  security  to  the  oc- 
cupants ;  because  it  is  stronger  structurally  and  has 
a  better  fire  rating. 

^  ^  ^ 

Gypsum  lath  covered  with  at  least  one  half  inch  of 
jilaster  (fire  rating  1  hour)  on  walls  and  ceilings  ot 
homes  has  really  been  the  only  fire  barrier  provided 
in  homes  in  recent  years.  Some  chiseling  so  called 
"Builders"  eliminate  this  safety  construction  and 
create  a  fire  hazard  by  substituting  what  is  known 
as  "dry  wall  construction"  a  cheap,  inferior,  shoddy 


type  of  const  rn(t  ion  ihal  «  iimniates  firepr(;of  jjlaster 
eiitiicly.  It  consists  of  large  siieets  of  gypsum  wall 
board,  that  extends  frcjin  the  floor  to  ceiling  and  is 
nailed  to  the  wood  stud  furring,  also  to  the  ceiling 
joists. 

The  joints  are  puttied  shut  and  wall  pafjcr  or  paint 
is  applied  direct  to  the  Ix^ards,  with  no  i>lastering 
uhatsoever.  Speculative  builders  sometimes  use  this 
method  of  construction  as  it  speeds  uj;  a  jo])  and 
saves  a  few  dollars  in  cleaning  out  the  building.  Such 
const luct ion  is  weak  ,-ind  dangerous  and  has  no  fire 
rating  at  all.  This  is  Jerry  Building  with  a  vengeance; 
a  chiseling  practice  that  will  cause  the  purchaser  a 
lifetime  of  grief  unless  he  plasters  the  job.  This  costs 
more  after  the  boards  are  applied,  because  they  must 
be  renailed  and  metal  lath  or  high  grade  chicken  wire 
stretched  over  the  entire  board  surface  to  provide 
a  ])laster  key  all  the  angles  must  be  re-inforced  with 
metal  lath,  corner  beads  attached  and  many  other 
safety  measures  taken.  A  home  without  plaster  will 
have  to  be  plastered  eventually.  It  has  been  the  ex- 
perience of  the  lathing  and  plastering  industry  to 
have  mechanics  of  these  trades  called  in  a  year  or  so 
after  the  large  boards  have  been  applied  and  owners 
have  had  their  fill  of  patching  up  unsightly  cracks 
that  appear  at  the  board  joints,  to  go  over  the  work 
and  relath  and  plaster  the  entire  job.  No  Builder  of 
any  standing  would  use  such  shoddy  construction  and 
Architects  will  not  allow  it  in  any  home  for  which 
they  draw  the  plans  and  have  supervision  over  the 
construction.  It  is  the  fly  by  night,  speculator,  who 
tries  to  unload  such  monstrosities  on  the  public. 
*        *  * 

Home  buyers  should  insist  on  a  plastered  home, 
not  only  because  it  is  the  best  method  known,  with 
the  new  reinforcing  methods  that  have  been  de- 
veloped, to  avoid  cracks  and  perpetual  repairing,  but 
because  plaster  adds  structural  strength  to  the  build- 
ing and  makes  it  more  fireproof,  soundproof,  vermin 
proof,  etc.  and  a  plastered  wall  is  suitable  for  any 
kind  of  an  interior  decorative  finish. 

The  average  prospective  purchaser  of  a  home, 
especially  the  housewife,  looks  carefully  at  the  tiled 
walls  in  the  bath  roon  and  kitchen,  the  paint  or  wall 
paper  on  the  walls,  the  finished  floor,  etc.  and  over- 
looks the  most  important  item   in  the  house  the 

walls  and  ceilings,  which  represent  at  least  80%  of 
the  visible  interior  of  a  home  and  must  provide  the 
resistance  of  fire,  if  there  is  any  resistance  to  be 
oflfered  at  all.  If  the  wall  paper  or  paint  on  the  walls 
looks  good,  they  never  think  to  test  them  to  see  if

they  are  [)la.stcro(l  or  to  get  advise  on  tlie  matter. 
This  is  a  disastrous  mistake,  resulting  iji  continuous 
repairs  and  a  f<ital  mistake  in  case  of  a  fire.  Many 
lives  have  been  lost  because  of  shoddy  construction  of 
the  above  type,  where  walls  of  homes  were  left  un- 
plastered  and  unprotected  against  the  devastation  of 
a  blazing  interior.

This  "dry  wall"  construction  of  large  gypsum 
boards  which  chiseling  contractors  try  to  foist  upon 
a  gullible  and  unsuspecting  public  have  no  construc- 
tion value  whatsoever  in  a  home.  They  were  primarily 
developed  to  build  temporary  partitions,  to  hold  in- 
sulation in  behind  wood  furring,  to  finish  of?  im- 
occupied  attics  and  for  similar  purposes.  Chiseling 
speculative  builders  began  to  use  them  in  homes  and 
palm  them  off  on  the  public.  They  care  nothing  about 
the  safety  of  the  occupants  or  the  future  disintegra- 

ROBERT  MOSES  ON  CONSTRUCTION 

"There  is  altogether  too  much  loose  talk  about 
prohibitive  construction  prices  and  bids.  Prices  and 
wages  have  risen.  Contractors  in  many  cases  are 
not  bidding,  or  have  offered  estimates  which  are  so 
high  that  prospective  builders,  public,  semi-public  and 
private,  have  been  driven  into  hiding.  On  the  other 
hand,  I  have  personally  received  bids  for  work  not 
only  in  heavy  construction,  but  involving  buildings, 
which  have  been  reasonable  and  fair  in  the  light  of 
present  conditions,  and  some  which  have  been  fairly 
close  to  1939-1940  figures.  Often  such  bids  are  ob- 
tained as  the  result  of  a  conference  with  labor  leaders, 
material  men,  and  contractors  in  advance  of  adver- 
tising. 

"Only  the  seventh  son  of  a  seventh  son  knows  just 
what  the  situation  will  be  three  months  from  now, 
bearing  in  mind  that  nothing  much  happens  at  least 
in  the  northerly  climate  of  midwinter,  and  that  by 
early  spring  those  who  have  been  hibernating  and 
living  on  their  fat  will  come  out  into  the  sunlight 
looking  pretty  thin  and  hungry  and  ready  to  do  a 
whole  lot  of  things  which  they  spurned  only  a  few 
months  before. 

"In  the  meantime  no  good  purpose  is  served  by 
belly-aching,  spreading  rumors  and  gloomy  prophesies, 
and  driving  out  of  the  construction  market  those  who 
h»vc  plans  and  money  to  spend,  those  who  make 
materials,  the  workmen  on  and  back  of  the  jobs,  and 
the  contractors  who  have  to  take  the  risks.  If  the 
gossips  and  loose-talkers  will  get  ready  for  a  big 


lion  of  llio  walls  and  (eilings.  Once;  the  contract  is 
made  and  the  prospect  makes  the  down  payment, 
they  are  hooked  and  the  chisler  laughs  at  their 
ignorance.  Decent,  honest  and  resi)osibIe  builders  will 
not  permit  the  ajiplication  of  such  materials  in  homes 
tlu'v  build.  Any  builder  that  does  so  will  chisel  on 
every  item  that  he  can  and  is  a  menace  to  the  public. 

The  Lathing  and  Plastering  industry  in  St.  Louis 
intends  to  carry  this  message  to  the  ])ublic  by  means 
of  the  radio,  press,  by  mail  and  in  person  to  prospec- 
tive home  buyers.  They  will  establish  an  information 
I)ureau  free  to  the  public  and  will  gladly  inspect  any 
home,  free  of  charge,  for  a  purchaser  and  give  them 
a  full  report  on  their  work. 

In  the  meantime,  anyone  buying  a  home  should 
make  sure  it  is  plastered  by  competent  mechanics  and 
under  the  supervision  of  a  responsible  plastering  con- 
tractor.

realized.  This  is  a  pretty  resilient  country  and  we  will 
be  back  at  work  before  long."

The  Union  Label  formula  has  been  and  will  remain  the  best  economic  program  for  all 
American  workers.  The  returning  victory  veteran  is  rapidly  discovering  that  fact.  When  he 
seeks  a  job  he  finds  that  the  wages  offered  by  sweatshop  employers  are  so  low,  even  though 
he  is  single,  he  would  not  have  enough  income  to  live  in  decency.  He  would  therefore 
have  greater  difficulty  in  supporting  a  family. 

With  all  the  wartime  "postwar"  planning  by  so-called  "experts,"  who  cost  the  tax- 
payers millions  of  dollars,  not  one  proposal  to  solve  our  economic  and  industrial  problems 
come  out  of  the  numerous  governmental  agencies,  made  up  of  political-job-holding  "plan- 
ners." They  prepared  volumes  of  hand-outs  for  the  press,  and  tolked  a  lot  over  the  radio 
networks,  but  to  date  no  one  has  witnessed  any  definite  results. 

Management  of  industry  meeting  with  representatives  of  bona-fide  labor  unions, 
without  interference  of  governmental  "supermen"  can  do  more  to  solve  our  economic  prob- 
leq^s  and  industrial  disputes  than  they  can  when  dominated  by  bureaucratic  controls  set 
up  by  administrators  who  hove  had  no  practical  experience  and  can  not  carry  out  a  work- 
able plan,  if  submitted  to  them. 

The  Labor-Union-Label  plan  is  the  most  practical  one.  When  workers  receive  union 
wages  and  spend  their  union-earned  money  for  only  Union-made-in-America  goods  and 
use  only  Union  services,  union  labor  receives  better  wages  and  union  employers  make 
greater  profits  under  our  American  economic  system.

I  do  not  charge  that  any  trade 
unionist  does  this  deliberately.  Through  intense  publicity  campaigns  for  Union  Labels, 
Shop  Cards,  and  Service  Buttons,  he  will  form  the  habit  of  demanding  these  emblems 
when  buying  goods  or  using  services.

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Executive  Council  of  A.  F.  of  L.  Charges  Wartime  Promises 
to  Labor  Were  Not  Kept  and  Insists  on  Action  Now 


Cincinnati — In  the  interest  of  justice  and  national 
prosperity,  the  Executive  Council  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Lal:)or  demanded  substantial  wage 
increases  for  the  nation's  workers. 

AFL  President  William  Green  declared  the  federa- 
tion will  give  a  full  support  to  the  efforts  of  all 
affiliated  unions  to  obtain  higher  wage  rates. 

He  expressed  the  conviction  that  industry  is  able 
to  afford  to  pay  wage  boosts  of  from  20  to  30  per 
cent  in  hourly  rates  without  materially  increasing 
prices. 

Other  news  highlights  developing  from  the  quar- 
terly meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  included : 

L  The  council  urged  immediate  reduction  in  income 
taxes  and  einphasized  that  personal  exemptions 
should  be  raised  to  pre-war  levels. 

2.  It  expressed  strong  support  of  a  firm  American 
foreign  policy  which  would  assure  lasting  peace  by 
according  liberated  nations  the  right  to  freedom, 
democracy  and  independence. 

3.  The  AFL  leaders  drafted  proposals  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  forth-coming  labor-industry  conference 
in  Washington  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  peaceful  and  stable  industrial  relations  and  the 
prevention  of  strikes. 

4.  Unanitnous  endorsement  was  given  to  the  pend- 
ing postwar  housing  bill  which  would  encourage  a 
nation-wide  housing  construction  drive  and  create 
millions  of  new  jobs. 

5.  Congress  was  also  asked  in  no  uncertain  terms 
to  enact  without  delay  the  Kilgorc  Unemployment 


Coniijensation  Bill,  the  Full  Employment  Bill  and 
amendments  to  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  lifting 
the  minimum  wage  floor  to  65  cents  an  hour  im- 
mediately. 

In  discussing  wage  policy,  the  Executive  Council 
declared  that  the  war-time  wage  freeze  had  wiped 
out  parity  between  static  wage  rates  and  booming 
prices,  resulting  at  the  end  of  the  war  in  a  30  percent 
disadvantage  to  labor  so  far  as  the  relation  between 
hourly  rates  of  pay  and  the  cost  of  living  were  con- 
cerned. 

The  council  added :  When  we  entered  this  war 
to  rid  the  world  of  political  and  economic  despots 
we  were  assured  that  nobody  would  l)c  allowed  to 
profit  unduly  from  the  war — ^that  there  would  be  no 
new  crop  of  war  millionaires.  But  the  records  of  the 
profits  made  during  the  war  by  industry  and  business 
as  a  whole  make  that  promise  as  hollow  as  the 
promise  made  to  labor  that  its  economic  position 
would  not  be  allowed  to  deteriorate  because  of  its 
willingness  to  forego  the  use  of  the  strike  while  our 
country  was  at  war. 

The  current  demands  for  wage  increases  are  being 
opposed  by  these  same  profit-makers  on  the  grounds 
that  they  are  interfering  with  reconversion ;  that 
they  will  increase  prices  and  start  an  inflationary 
spiral.  The  charge  comes  with  singular  inappropriate- 
ness  from  the  very  interests  who  profited  most 
during  the  war  and  whose  profits  have  already  re- 
sulted in  prices  which  have  taken  from  the  workers

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Attacks  On  Code

In  the  ])ast  few  months  many  articles  have  ap- 
peared in  the  public  press,  as  well  as  many  talks  over 
the  radio,  concerning  the  inadequacy  of  Building 
Codes  and  the  obstacles  and  restrictions  supposedly 
being  ])laced  in  the  path  of  developing  economical 
housing. 

Although  the  statements  made  are  based  some- 
what on  facts  insofar  as  they  pertain  to  the  old  rigid 
tyi^e  of  Building  Code,  they  do  not  apply  to  the 
modern  Codes,  such  as  the  one  adopted  nearly  a 
year  ago  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis. 

In  all  discussions  on  Building  Codes,  no  exceptions 
arc  made,  and  the  statements  are  usually  believed 
by  readers  and  hearers  to  refer  to  all  Building  Codes. 
These  statements  create  confusion  in  the  minds  of 
prospective  home  builders  and  the  public,  and  cause 
an  undue  reaction  toward  those  Codes  drawn  up  on 
a  functional  l:)asis  which  permit  a  great  deal  of  flex- 
ibility in  their  enforcement. 

Building  Codes  have  l)een  found  necessary  to 
establish  minimum  requirements  for  the  safety  of 
life,  health  and  property.  These  requirements  have 
been  developed  over  many  years  of  experience  with 
numerous  types  of  material,  and,  therefore,  consti- 
tute an  experience  record  similar  to  those  collected 
by  insurance  actuaries. 

As  a  result  of  these  experience  records,  Building 
Code  writers  have  available  all  information  relative 
to  the  strength,  fire  and  wear  resistant  qualities  of 
the  various  known  materials.  When  a  new  material 
is  offered  to  the  public,  usually  advertised  in  glowing 
terms  regarding  its  properties,  qualities  and  uses, 
few  of  the  statements  are  however,  substantiated  by 
facts  upon  which  the  Building  Official  can  make  an 
intelligent  and  logical  decision.  Many  of  these  new 
materials  have  no  experience  record,  and  a  Building 
Official  cannot  permit  their  use  unless  exhaustive 
tests  have  been  made  in  a  laboratory  of  recognized 
standing.  All  these  things  seem  to  be  forgotten  when 
an  individual  begins  to  discuss  alleged  shortcomings 
of  the  Building  Codes. 

Recently  announcetnents  have  been  made  tliat  (lie 
Department  of  Commerce  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, intends  to  prepare  a  model  Building  Code.  The 
records  will  indicate  that  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce had  a  Building  Code  Committee  at  work  for 
many  years  on  just  such  a  document.  This  Committee 
was  disbanded  in  1934,  just  about  12  years  ago  when 
the  Secretary  of  Commerce  invited  the  American 
Standards  Association  to  arrange  with  the  National 
Bureau  of  Standards  for  the  continued  development 
of  Building  Codes. 


Called  Unjustified 

In  1935,  the  American  Standards  Association 
organized  (he  Building  Codes  Correlating  Committee, 
and  i(s  program  provided  for  the  dcvclo|jment  of 
standards  for  subjects  customarily  included  in  Build- 
ing Codes.  This  group  has  made  excellent  progress 
and  (|uile  a  number  of  standards  have  already  been 
adopted  and  arc  in  use  throughout  the  country. 

It  will  therefore  be  well  to  investigate  the  sources 
of  s(atements  inade  relative  to  Building  Codes  before 
they  are  ])ublicized,  as  much  harm  can  be  done  in 
disseminating  inforination  contrary  to  facts. 

The  new  St.  Louis  Building  Code  takes  cognizance 
of  the  development  of  new  materials  and  sets  up  the 
machinery  whereby  the  Building  Cominissioner  may 
determine  the  adequacy  of  any  new  material  pro- 
jiosed  for  use  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis.  All  new 
materials  or  methods  of  construction  must,  however 
first  prove  their  reliability  and  worth.  No  Building 
Office  and  no  Court  of  Justice  will  take  things  for 
granted  merely  upon  someone's  unsubstantiated 
statement  . 

No  one  should  be  or  is  more  familiar  with  the  re- 
quirements of  Building  Codes  than  the  Building 
Official  having  to  enforce  one  of  them.  These  officials 
do  know  them  and  are  fully  acquainted  with  the 
portions  of  Codes  too  restrictive  and  too  lax.  Un- 
known to  the  average  citizens  is  the  fact  that  Build- 
ing Officials  through  the  national  organization,  the 
Building  Official  Conference  of  America,  by  means 
of  meetings,  letters,  telephone  and  telegraph,  con- 
stantly exchange  information  in  an  effort  to  improve 
Codes  of  their  respective  communities. 

For  more  than  a  year,  the  Building  Officials  Con- 
ference, cognizant  that  many  communities  need  Code 
revisions,  has  been  at  work  through  its  Basic  Build- 
ing Code  Cotnmittee  on  the  preparation  of  the  very 
latest  thoughts  on  Building  Codes,  namely,  a  Basic 
Building  Code  for  universal  use. 

The  Basic  Building  Code  will  consist,  primarily,  of 
two  voluines.  The  first,  the  Basic  Code,  giving  all 
I  equirements,  usually  little  subject  to  change.  This 
volume  will  state  "WHAT"  must  be  done  to  ERECT 
a  structure  for  any  given  occupancy.  The  second 
\()!ume,  the  Construction  Supplement,  will  state 
"HOW"  it  is  to  be  done.  Since  it  is  planned  to  have 
this  second  volume  in  loose-leaf  form,  any  authorized 
changes  can  be  made  immediately  tipon  adoption.  In 
this  way  any  Building  Code  can  be  kept  constantly 
up-to-date. 

At  present,  the  new  St.  Louis  Building  Code  is 
subject  to  five  atnendments  and  the  printed  volume, 
although  not  a  year  old,  is  already  subject  to  five 
supplementary  documents.

FEED  GERMANS?  ASK  NORWAY! 

President  'rrumaii  lias  asked  us  to  reduce  our  diets 
in  order  to  provide  food  for  impoverished  foreign 
populations.  No  one  will  refuse  that  humane  request, 
as  long  as  the  food  does  not  go  to  our  former  enemies 
or  to  pseudo  neutrals  like  Spain  who  helped  our 
enemies. 

In  siiort,  we  should  tighten  our  own  belts,  if 
necessary,  to  help  our  allies.  But  we  should  not  he 
asked  to  sacrifice  our  food  to  make  the  Germans  or 
Japs  fat  and  arrogant  again. 

It  is  well  to  rcmcniher  the  charity  of  Norway  after 
the  last  war.  In  sympathy  for  German  children,  she 
took  thousands  of  them  into  Norwegian  homes  and 
raised  them  with  Norwegian  children. 

When  they  were  strong  and  healthy  again,  they 
went  back  to  Germany.  But  did  they  feel  any  grati- 
tude for  the  kindness  they  had  received?  The 
answer  to  that  is  written  in  Norwegian  blood. 

The  hungry  German  children  returned  to  Norway 
when  the  next  war  broke  out.  They  went  in  the 
uniforms  of  storm  troopers,  killing,  raping,  deporting 
and  torturing  the  people  who  had  befriended  them. 

They  laughed  at  the  "softness"  of  the  kindly  Nor- 
wegians. They  used  as  military  information  the 
knowledge  they  had  gained  of  Norwegian  geography 
while  the  Norwegians  fed  and  cared  for  them. 

Human  history  records  no  fouler  betrayal  than  the 
invasion  of  Norway  by  her  adopted  children. 

Germany  evaded  the  penalty  of  the  first  World 
War  by  the  benevolence  of  her  neighbors.  Now  she 
is  isolcntly  squawking  for  somebody  to  feed  her 
again. 

Let  Hs,  by  all  means,  feed  the  victims  of  Germany 
— our  brave  little  allies  who,  as  prisoners  of  the 
"master  race,"  suffered  more  in  a  month  than  the 
population  of  the  United  States  suffered  in  the  entire 
course  of  the  conflict. 

Germany  adopted  as  a  matter  of  military  policy  the 
starving  of  all  conquered  countries.  She  did  so  in 
order  to  wipe  out  the  next  generation  of  soldiers 
that  might  block  the  next  German  avalanche  of 
aggression. 

She  systematically  starved  French,  Belgian,  Dutch. 
Polish,  Norwegian  and  Russian  children  in  the  sadistic 
theory  that  dead  babies  don't  grow  up  into  enemy 
soldiers.

With  the  passing  of  that  ])crio(l  I  am  ho[)cful  that 
we  are  about  to  enter  upon  the  era  of  intelligent 
co-operation  between  employer  and  workers,  based 
on  mutual  interests,  mutual  goodwill  and  mutual 
understanding.  We  are  gradually  learning  that  in- 
dustry is  a  single  structure,  and  that  house  divided 
against  itself  shall  not  stand. 

rCmployer  and  employed  will  find  their  greatest 
prosperity,  their  greatest  progress,  where  the  em- 
ployer knows  intimately  the  problems  and  needs  and 
aspirations  of  the  workers,  and  where  the  workers 
have  a  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  difficulties 
and  purposes  of  the  employer. 

We  have  just  about  established  that  you  cannot 
force  industrial  peace  into  existence  by  legal  enact- 
ment. Experience  has  demonstrated  wherever  com- 
pulsory arbitration  has  been  tried  that  it  will  not 
work. 

The  remedy  lies  not  in  governmental  or  other  inter- 
ference between  employer  and  employe,  but  in  direct 
negotiating  and  mutual  understanding. 

Workers  are  first  of  all  MEN.  That  fact  must 
never  be  forgotten.  They  are  endowed  with  certain 
inalienable  rights.  Those  rights  must  be  respected. 

They  have  a  right  to  insist  that  their  wishes  and 
their  welfare  be  consulted.  They  have  a  right  to 
demand  a  voice  in  the  making  of  working  conditions. 
They  have  a  right  to  talk  over  with  employers 
matters  affecting  their  well-being.  The  employer 
who  recognizes  all  this  comes  near  the  ideal  of 
genuine  Americanism  and  true  brotherhood.

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INFLATION  IN  THE  60'S 

Does  tlu-  average  citizen  ever  wonder  what  infla- 
tion could  do  in  America?  In  1863-6.S  it  swept  the 
Confederate  states.  Some  of  the  prices  current  then, 
noted  by  Mrs.  Jefferson  Davis,  wife  of  the  president 
of  the  Confederacy,  in  her  memories,  were: 

In  February,  1863,  bacon,  $6  a  i)Ound ;  ham,  $7  a 
pound:  turke\s,  $60  each;  lighting  gas,  $6  per  thou- 
sand feet  :  firewood,  $.^5  a  cord ;  board  for  a  horse 
at  the  Richmond  livery  stable,  $300  a  month,  $15  a 
day.  $.S  a  single  feeding.  By  March  flour  was  $300  a 
iiarrcl  and  fish  $5  a  jiound.  I'y  .\i)ri!,  1864,  lieans  sold 
at  $75  a  bushel,  tea  at  $22  a  i)ound,  coflfec  at  $12  a 
l^oimd,  brown  sugar  $10  a  pound,  and  milk  $4  a  quart. 
By  March  of  1865  a  haircut  and  shave  cost  $10;  an 
ordinary  suit  of  clothes,  $2,700;  a  pair  of  cavalry 
boots,  $450;  6  yards  of  linen,  $1,200;  an  ounce  of 
quinine,  $1,700;  a  penknife,  $125,  and  a  cake  of  brown 
Windsor  soap,  $50. 

George  Cary  Eggleston,  a  southerner,  wrote  in 
his  "Rebel's  Recollections"  that  he  paid  $10  a  pound 
for  some  wretched  candles,  $1  for  a  copy  of  any 
morning  ncwspai)er,  $5  for  a  little  salt,  and  $2  for  a 
half  pint  of  cider.  The  highest  relative  price  he  saw 
paid  was  for  a  pair  of  boots  by  a  cavalry  officer  in  a 
little  country  store.  He  found  only  one  pair  there 
which  fitted  him.  These  were  $200  and  he  oflfered 
the  merchant  a  $500  bill  in  ])ayment.  The  merchant 
had  no  smaller  Inlls  and  could  not  change  it.  "Never 
mind,"  the  officer  said,  "I'll  take  the  boots  anyway. 
Keep  the  change.  I  never  let  a  little  matter  of  $300 
stand  in  the  way  of  a  trade."  This  was  on  the  day 
before  Lee's  surrender.

Every  local  union  must  be  a  recruiting  station,  as 
only  in  a  good  state  of  organization  lies  strengtk,  so 
nothing  should  be  left  undone  toward  a  well-organized 
state  in  the  local's  jurisdiction.  Every  nontinion  man 
in  every  local's  jurisdiction  should  be  besought  to 
enroll  as  a  member.  A  local  union  that  does  nothing 
to  organize  its  jurisdiction  is  lax  in  a  very  important 
matter.  The  host  of  stragglers  who  have  been  left 
unheeded  together  on  the  outskirts  are  always  a 
menace  to  better  conditions  of  the  organized  man.

He  who  is  not  with  us  is  against  us  and  our  attempt 
to  organize  them  should  be  actuated  more  by  sorrow 
than  malice,  that  all  competing  mechanics  should  be 
made  to  see  the  benefits  of  the  union  and  the  strength 
and  good  fellowship  of  organization.

the  meager  wage  increases  they  received  during  the 
war. 

"Instead  of  intcrforring  with  reconversion,  labor's 
demand  for  wage  increases — and  their  early  realiza- 
tion— is  the  best  possible  assurance  of  sound  and 
lasting  prosperity  in  the  post-war  period.  Purchasing 
power  is  an  absolute  essential  to  our  mass  production 
economy.  We  proved  during  the  war  that  we  have 
the  resources,  the  machinery  and  the  manpower  to 
[    produce  enough  to  raise  living  standards  above  levels 
heretofore  believed  impossible.   Our  problem  today 
is  to  distribute  purchasing  power   so  that   all  the 
people  may  receive  the  benefits  of  our  productive 
!    genius.  The  key  to  that  problem  is  higher  wages. 
"The  degree  of  prosperity  which  we  shall  have  in 
this  country  following  this  war  depends  almost  wholly 
u])on  the  degree  of  success  which  labor  achieves  in 
its  demands  for  higher  wages. 
"Mr.  Green  told  newsincn  that  the  AFL  is  not 
I    sti])ulating  any  national  percentage  of  increase  in 
'    wages  but  will  leave   that  to  its  affiliated  unions 
which  are  in  the  best  position  to  know  what  condi- 
I    tions  are  in  their  own  trade. 

"But  the  American  Federation  of  Labor  will  sup- 
port its  affiliate  national  and  international  unions 
to  the  fullest  extent  in  their  efforts  to  secure  sub- 
I    stantial  wage  rate  increase,"  Mr.  Green  said. 

"Until  we  are  shown  otherwise  by  facts,  we  believe 
I    the  wage  increases  can  be  paid  out  of  profits  without 
need  for  higher  prices." 

Mr.  Green  said  he  believed  affiliated  unions  could 
obtain  their  demands  in  most  cases  by  collective 
bargaining  and  other  peaceful  procedures. 

"We  are  not  in  favor  of  promoting  strikes,"  he 
declared.

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Notice  to  Local,  State  and  District  Council  Secretaries 


As  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  new  federal 
tax  law,  the  International,  on  June  28,  1944,  filed 
U.  S.  Treasury  Department  Form  No.  1024,  exemp- 
tion affidavit,  with  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue 
on  behalf  of  all  of  our  affiliated  locals  and  councils. 
In  reply,  the  Bureau  has  affirmed  the  exemption 
originally  granted  to  the  International  by  their  letter 
of  December  23,  1940. 

Each  local  union  and  council  must  now  complete 
and  file  its  own  U.  S.  Treasury  Department  Form 
No.  990  which  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  in 
each  district  will  mail  to  all  orgzmizations  in  his 
jurisdiction.  If  you  fail  to  receive  yours  from  your 
local  collector's  office  by  July  15th,  call  or  write 
him  and  ask  him  to  send  you  two.  One  of  these 
is  to  be  completed  and  filed  with  the  collector  on 
or  before  August  15th  and  the  other  is  to  be  kept  in 
your  own  files. 

In  filling  out  Form  No.  990,  be  sure  to  state 
whether  your  books  are  kept  on  a  calendar  year  or 
on  a  fiscal  year  basis.  If  they  are  kept  on  a  calendar 
year  basis,  the  Form  No.  990  will  be  based  on  the 
receipts  and  expenses  for  the  entire  year  of  1943.  If 
they  are  kept  on  a  fiscal  year  basis,  supply  the  dates 
on  which  your  last  completed  fiscal  year  began  and 
ended.  This  information  will  determine  the  date  on 
which  you  will  be  required  to  file  Form  No.  990  in 
1945,  all  locals  and  councils,  which  operate  their  books 
on  a  calendar  year  basis  and  close  them  on  December 
31,  must  file  a  Form  No.  990  on  or  before  May  15 
while  those  whose  fiscal  year  ends  on  a  date  other 
than  December  31,  must  file  a  Form  No.  990  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  da3'  of  the  fifth  month  after  the 
date  on  which  their  books  are  closed.  For  example, 
locals  and  councils  whose  fiscal  year  ends  March  31 
would  be  required  to  file  Form  No.  990  on  or  before 
August  15  and  those  whose  fiscal  year  ends  June  30 
must  file  Form  990  on  or  before  November  15.

NOTE — As  far  as  I  know,  all  of  our  locals  and  councils 
operate  on  a  cash  basis,  considering  as  their  receipts 
only  those  amounts  which  have  actually  been 
collected  for  dues,  assessments,  reinstatements  and 
initiation  fees,  or  council  per  capita  tax  and  they 
do  not  add  into  their  statements  of  receipts  any  un- 
paid and  delinquent  balances  due  them.

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CONSTRUCTION  OF  METAL  LATH  RE  INFORCED  BEAMS 


False  beams  are  largely  used  for  decorative  effects  on 
flat,  long  span  ceilings  such  as  dining  rooms  in  hotels,  in 
lobbies,  etc.,  also  to  connect  columns,  etc.,  and  in  many  cases 
to  cover  up  large  steel  or  concrete  girders. 

The  section  as  shown  in  Fig.  1  would  be  given  in  larger 
scale  on  the  architect's  plan.  This  drawing  will  also  show 
the  relationship  of  the  cross  section  of  the  beam  to  the 
ceiling  line.  Fig.  1  represents  the  plaster  detail  of  beam, 
from  which  the  Lather  lays  out  his  templet  for  brackets. 
(See  Fig.  2.) 

There  are  a  number  of  ways  to  build  up  the  channel 
framework  for  the  beam.    That  shown  in  Fig.  2  is  typical. 

For  ease  of  bending,  3/16  by  1"  flat  iron  is  recommended 
for  the  brackets,  especially  if  they  are  small.  Where  greater 
stiffness  is  required  %  inch  channel  may  be  used. 

The  framework  consists  of  brackets  12  to  16  inches  on 
center,  depending  on  size  of  beam  and  stiffness  of  lath.  The 
brackets  are  wired  to  the  main  channels  furring  and  in  turn 
longitudinal  or  horizontal  channels  are  wired  or  bolted  to  the 
brackets.  (See  Fig.  3  at  C  and  D)  to  keep  them  in  line 
so  that  the  entire  beam  will  be  straight. 
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On  .smaller  beams  the  brackets  are 
frequently  ma.dc  of  one  piece,  the 
ends  of  each  bracket  being  tied  to 
the  coiling  furring,  but  in  larger 
beams,  it  is  usually  easier  to  bend 
and  handle  the  brackets  more  readily 
if  made  in  several  pieces. 

Three  pieces  arc  used  in  this 
bracket  to  form  the  cross  section, 
one  piece  A  and  two  pieces  B  (See 
Fig.  4). 

When  assembled  with  lath  in 
place  ready  for  plastering,  they  have 
the  appearance  as  in  Figs.  2  and  3. 
If  no  ceiling  furring  is  provided  to 
carry  the  beam,  it  can  be  readily 
added,  and  should  be  stiff  enough, 
doubled  if  necessary,  or  IV2"  chan- 
nels should  be  used  between  the 
main  IV2"  carrier  channels  and  wired  to  them. 

Now  for  laying  out:  Remember  to  always  allow  at  least 
%  inch  from  the  face  of  furring  channels,  or  the  brackets 
in  this  case,  to  the  face  of  the  plaster. 

Draw  the  outline  of  the  finished  plaster  as  in  Fig.  1 
on  the  floor  (or  make  carbon  copy  on  heavy  wrapping 
paper  or  use  plaster  detail  if  full  size)  and  with  details 
of  Fig.  2  in  mind,  draw  lines,  as  in  Fig.  5  to  represent 
the  face  of  the  bracket,  back  at  least  %  of  an  inch  from 
the  plaster  outline  at  every  point.  This  is  called  a  template. 
Don't  try  to  follow  the  plaster  outline  too  close,  use  as 
few  turns  and  twists  as  possible  and  still  not  be  wasteful 
of  plaster.  Except  for  special  ornaments  and  corners,  etc., 
the  plaster  in  no  case  should  be  more  than  2  or  2V2  inches 
in  thickness  at  any  point.  Next  bend  the  pieces  A  and  B, 
making  the  corners  sharp  and  square  and  checking  occa- 
sionally with  the  template.  Various  benders  are  of  great 
help  in  making  each  bent  piece  exactly  like  the  others  of 
same  kind.

You  are  now  ready  to  assemble  them  in  place.  First 
get  your  center  line  of  beams  and  then  using  your  water 
level,  measure  up  to  your  ceiling  slab,  if  there  is  one,  about 
every  15  or  20  feet  and  mark  how  many  feet  and  inches 
and  fractions  it  is  above  the  water  level  line,  or  use  any 
handy  method  that  will  help  check  you  at  intervals. 

Having  located  the  center  line  of  your  beam  at  both 
ends,  chalk  your  line  and  snap  your  center  line  on  the 
ceiling  furring.  This  automatically  marks  the  center  of 
each  bracket  at  0'.  Locate  B'  A  similarly.  Take  pieces 
at  "A"  and  mark  a  center  on  each  at  "O".  The  upper 
ends  where  they  are  to  bend  on  the  ceiling  furring  should 
be  bent  exactly  right  so  that  the  bottom  of  the  beam  will 
be  level. 

With  pieces  "A"  plumb  downi  from  point  0'  moving 
until  0  is  directly  under  and  bend  or  wire  upper  ends 
fairly  tight  temporarily.  Go  along  the  beam  and  do  the 
same  thing  with   each  bracket.     Then   using  your  water 

level  check  up  on  heighth  of 
point  "0"  and  if  O.K.  within 
an  eighth  of  an  inch,  make 
wire  tie  or  bend  at  point 
"C"  permanent.  A  little 
shimming  may  be  necessary 
to  bring  them  to  the  proper 
level. 

Next  attach  channels  "C" 
which  will  hold  pieces  "A" 
rigidly  and  permanently  in 
line,  and  place  channels  "D" 
wiring  to  pieces  "A". 

Next  take  pieces  "B", 
wire  upper  ends  at  "A"  to 
ceiling  furring  and  bend 
lower  ends  over  channels 
"C"  and  wire  to  pieces  "A". 
Check  point  "B"  at  angle  in 
piece  "B"  by  dropping  plumb 
from  point  "B"  occasionally 
along  beam. 

Also  check  up  on  heighth  of 
point  "B"  from  water  level 
line.  When  checked,  tighten 
temporary  ties  and  apply 
metal  lath  with  long  dimen- 
sion of  sheet  mnning  longi- 
tudinally with  beam  and 
beam  is  ready  for  plastering.

A  billion-dollar  increa.sc  in  non-residential  con- 
struction during  1946-47,  even  with  the  limitation  or- 
der curtailing  non-essential  and  deferrable  projects, 
is  scheduled  uder  the  Veterans  Emergecy  Housing 
Program,  according  to  National  Housing  Expediter 
Wilson  M.  Wyatt. 

Moreover,  current  estimates  of  the  Bureau  of  La- 
bor Statistics  indicate  that  the  peak  of  the  housing 
program  in  1947,  almost  twice  as  many  workers  will 
be  needed  for  non-residential  construction  as  are  now 
employed  in  that  type  of  building. 

In  other  words,  there  will  be  more,  NOT  less,  em- 
ployment, building  and  investment  in  the  heavy-con- 
struction non-residential  fields.  Mr.  Wyatt  empha- 
sized. Fears  that  the  limitation  order  signifies  a 
stoppage  of  heavy-construction  building  are  unfound- 
ed and  based  on  a  misunderstanding  of  the  order  and 
the  building  program. 

"The  program  calls  for  a  greatly  accelerated  pro- 
duction of  building  materials,"  Mr.  Wyatt  explained. 
"While  the  bulk  of  this  increased  production  will  go 
into  home  building,  some  of  it  will  go  into  essential 
non-residential  costruction. 

"So,  actually,  the  program  will  stimulate  a  larger 
volume  of  non-housing  construction  than  we  would 
have  had  without  the  program." 

The  effect  of  the  limitation  order,  he  explained, 
will  be  to  screen  out  non-essential  and  deferrable 
commercial  and  idustrial  construction  such  as  night 
clubs,  race  tracks,  motion  picture  theaters.  On  the 
other  hand,  materials  and  manpower  will  be  made 
available  to  essential  projects  such  as  schools,  hos- 
pitals, highways,  streets,  sewers  and  other  utilities 
needed  in  support  of  the  housing  program  as  well  as 


industrial  plants  jjroducing  needed  materials  or  i)ro- 
viding  needed  employment. 

Mr.  Wyatt  cited  latest  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 
employment  figures,  both  for  on-site-residential  con- 
struction and  for  all  other  construction.  Last  month, 
BLS  reported,  360,000  workers  were  employed  on- 
site  in  hotrie  building  and  800,000  were  employed  on- 
site  in  all  other  new  construction. 

By  next  September,  expected  peak  month  for  1946, 
the  Bureau  estimated  that  975,000  on-site  workers 
will  be  required  for  the  Wyatt  home-building  program 
and  900,000  for  all  other  new  construction.  And  at 
the  1947  peak,  1,100,000  will  be  needed  for  the  Vet- 
erans Emergency  Housing  Program  and  1,500.000  for 
all  other  new  construction. 

Non-residential  construction,  repairs  and  mainte- 
nance— WITHOUT  the  program  and  limitation  order 
—were  estimated  to  reach  $22,000,000,000  in  1946-47. 
Thus,  the  ])resent  goal  of  $23,000,000,000  represents 
a  4  per  cent  greater  volume  than  there  would  be 
without  the  emergency  program.  And.  at  the  same 
time,  the  emergency  program  and  the  limitation  or- 
der will  assure  65  per-  cent  more  home-building  than 
there  would  be  without  the  program  and  the  order. 

A  huge  volume  of  heavy  construction  work  which 
was  under  way  before  March  26,  date  of  the  limita- 
tion order,  is  not  affected  by  the  order.  That  work 
will  continue,  and  is  expected  to  provide  a  backlog  of 
some  months  of  employment  for  heavy  construction 
workers.  As  the  months  go  by,  it  is  expected  that 
building  materials  will  become  much  more  plentiful 
— and  that  as  they  become  more  plentiful,  prohibi-

THE  RETURN  TO  HOME 
ARTICLE  X 

Heat  Insulating  Materials  Reduce  Livin'g  Costs  and  Increase 
Home  Comforts 

By  E.  M.  Lurie 
National  Authority  on  Home  Ownership  and  Construction 

For  a  large  portion  of  homes  of  the  United  States,  the 
cost  of  fuel  for  heating  is  a  definite  and  important  element 
in  the  over-all  cost  of  living  .  Heat  insulation  building 
materials,  by  reducing  the  amount  of  heat  lost  through 
walls  and  ceilings,  cut  the  fuel  bill. 

Since  all  insulation,  except  some  of  the  exposed  rigid 
board  types,  is  concealed  within  the  exterior  walls  or 
above  or  behind  the  ceiling  plaster,  it  is  well  to  learn  by 
personal  inspection  whether  a  house  already  built,  which 
you  intend  to  buy,  is  insulated,  and  to  what  extent. 

Inspection  of  the  attic  is  feasible  in  many  homes  and 
the  quality  of  top  floor  or  attic  insulation  readily  discernible. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  help  of  an  experienced  insulation 
applicator  may  be  necessary  to  determine  the  adequacy  of 
insulation  in  scaled  attic  spaces  and  exterior  walls. 

In  a  one-story  dwelling  a  loose-fill  or  "bat"  or  blanket 
type  of  insulation,  ajjplied  above  the  lathing  and  plastering 
or  other  ceiling  finish  only  will,  depending  somewhat  on 
its  make  up  and  also  largely  on  its  thickness,  reduce 
fuel-consuming  heat  losses  by  a  substantial  amount. 

Likewise  a  "board"  type  of  insulation  (some  are  used 
both  as  insulation  and  plaster  base)  will,  in  the  usual  7/16- 


inch  thickness,  when  used  in  the  ceiling  only,  effectively 
reduce  heat  losses  in  a  one  story  house. 

Another  type  of  thermal  insulation  material  employs  the 
reflectivity  of  very  thin  metal  foil  in  serving  its  purpose. 
The  foil  may  be  separate  or  mounted  on  the  back  side  of 
wall  and  ceiling  materials  and  is  said  to  prove  very  effectvie 
in  preventing  the  outward  flow  of  heat  from  a  building. 

Going  beyond  the  comparatively  simple  matter  of  ceiling 
insulation,  a  further  substantial  rotUiction  in  heat  losses 
can  be  efl"ected  by  insulating  the  side  walls  of  houses, 
particularly  those  of  two  stories  or  more  in  height,  because 
with  increased  lieis'ht,  side  walls  provide  a  correspondingly 
greater  proportion  of  the  total  area  through  which  heat 
may  escape. 

Rule  to  Follow 

Therefore,  a  good  rule  to  follow  is  to  first  see  that  the 
attic  or  top  floor  ceiling  is  insulated.  This  a  must,  and  is 
fortunately  attained  with  greatest  economy,  since  access 
to  and  application  of  such  insulation  is  usually  quite  simple. 

The  side-walls  of  buildings  should  likewise  be  insulated 
wherever  possible,  and  particularly  when  two  stories  or 
greater  in  height. 

In  wood  frame  buildings  side-wall  insulation  by  the  in- 
stallation of  loose  fill  can  be  efTcctcd  in  existing,  as  well  as 
new,  buildings.  Its  installation  by  experienced  applicators 
only  is  recommended.  Since  problems  of  condensation  are 
frequently  encountered,  they  will  know  how  to  empley 
vapor  barriers  to  minimize  its  harmful  effects. 

Installation  of  loose  fill  insulation  is  generally  not  feasible 
in  masonry  wall  construction  after  the  building  is  completed. 
In  constructing  masonry  walled  buildings,  however,  the 
general  use  of  wall  furring  and  the  various  forms  of  lathing 
and  plastering  or  heat  insulation  lath  or  reflective  metallic 
insulation  is  practical  and  effective. 

Year  'Round  Comfort 

To  the  dollars  and  cents  fuel  savings  advantages  must, 
of  course,  be  added  to  those  of  health  and  comfort.  For  older 
people  and  small  children,  especially,  thermal  insulation 
brings  greater  well-being-  and  freedom  from  colds  and 
winter  discomforts. 

Furthermore,  this  increased  comfort  is  not  limited  to  the 
colder  seasons  of  the  year,  but  includes  protection  from 
midsummer's  intense  heat. 

To  the  fuel-saving  advantages  and  comfort  of  heat  in- 
sulating materials  should  be  added  the  savings  obtained 
through  the  use  of  storm  windows,  weather-stripping,  and 
by  simply  drawing  window  shades.  These  will  be  described 
in  another  article.

Ask  your  wife.  After  she  has  spent  hours  trudging

Your  investment  in  a  home  should  likewise  reflect  frug- 
ality. But  more  than  that,  the  home  should  have  the  char- 
acteristics which  help  express  your  individuality.  No 
one  else  thinks  and  looks  at  things  and  admires  the  same 
things  you  do — so  why  should  everyone  else's  house  be 
the  "spitten-image"  of  yours  ? 

True,  in  these  days  when  there  isn't  much,  if  any,  choice 
or  selection,  it  is  hard  for  the  buyer  to  imprest  the  builder 
that  he  should  provide  the  little  niceties  which  characterize 
discerning  taste,  but  it  pays  to  ask.  Perhaps  they  can 
be  incorporated  in  roof  or  exterior  wall  coloring  or  decoration, 
and  certainly  on  the  interior  wall  finishes,  if  not  the  room 
planning.  Frequently  arrangements  can  be  effected,  before 
building,  so  that  these  touches  of  individuality  can  be 
addeti  at  a  later  time.

I  was  in  Guam  the  clay  Japan  surrendered.  It  may 
surprise  you  to  hear  that  the  victory  celebration 
there  was  relatively  quiet,  partly  because  there  was 
very  little  to  celebrate  with  partly  because  of  the 
heat. 

The  important  thing  in  the  life  of  every  G.  I.  at  the 
moment  was : 

"How  long  will  it  take  before  I  can  get  back  to  my 
home  and  friends?" 

For  the  first  time,  our  boys  in  uniform  started 
_;i)ing  in  for  higher  mathematics  with  enthusiasm. 
Up  to  that  point,  while  the  fighting  was  still  going 
on.  the  men  weren't  so  keen  on  getting  out  of  uni- 
form. But  the  instant  the  war  ended,  they  began 
idding  up  their  points. 

Next  to  getting  home,  the  big  question  in  their 
minds  was  : 

"What's  the  chances  of  getting  a  good  job  when 
we  return  ?" 

The  next  morning  I  talked  to  Admiral  Nimitz.  He 
invited  me  and  the  other  labor  press  correspondents, 
who  were  making  a  tour  of  the  Pacific  outposts  at 
the  invitation  of  the  War  and  Navy  Departments,  to 
attend  his  staff  conference,  at  which  the  windu])  of 
war  operations  was  discussed. 

Three  days  later  we  Hew  to  Manila,  getting  there 
just  in  time  to  see  the  arrival  of  the  Japanese  emis- 
saries for  talks  with  Gen.  MacArthur's  staff  on  ar-

The  word  ruin  doesn't  adequately  de- 
scribe what  has  happened  to  that  city.  By  contrast, 
the  reconstruction  at  Guam  is  a  miracle,  while  Ha- 
waii is  a  paradise.  To  give  you  an  idea  of  how 
speed  abolishes  distance,  we  made  the  return  trip 
from  Manila  in  an  Army  transport  plane  in  55  hours. 

My  general  impression  on  of  the  trip  is  that  .'Xmer- 
ica  is  in  the  Pacific  to  stay — that  we  must  keep  and 
develop  a  chain  of  Pacific  bases  in  order  to  j^rotect 
our  own  country  against  any  future  aggression.

In  order  to  clarify  the  problem  appearing  on  page  5  of  the  March 
issue  of  THE  LATHER,  we  are  reprinting  that  page  in  this  issue, 
together  with  the  additional  data  that  should  have  accompanied  it  in  the 
March  issue. 


PLACING  SWEEPS  (RIBS)  IN  AN  ELLIPTICAL  DOME  CEILING 

A  method  of  placing  the  sweeps  or  ribs  in  an  elliptical  dome  ceiling 
(also  called  oval  or  egg  shaped)  and  keeping  their  spacing  as  near  four 
feet  on  centers  as  practical  is  illustrated  in  Fig.  1. 

In  Fig.  1  the  dotted  lines  extending  from  the  rim  toward  the  center 
signify  the  ribs  of  the  dome.  Fig.  1  is  a  floor  plan  of  the  dome  and  illus- 
trates how  ribs  would  look  in  place  from  above. 

Fig.  2  is  an  elevation  thru  the  center  A-A  and  Fig.  3,  an  elevation 
thru  the  center  B-B.  The  rise  in  each  (M  to  N)  being  the  same.  The 
rise  in  all  sweeps  of  the  dome  is  the  same  and  all  sweeps  point  toward 
the  center,  although  only  every  other  one  of  them  extends  entirely  to 
the  center,  the  others  stopping  at  the  carrier  channel  as  shown.  While  the 
rise  of  all  sweeps  is  the  same,  the  span  of  every  one  of  them  in  the  quarter 
section  of  dome  from  A  to  B  (on  rim)  is  different,  but  after  these  are  laid 
out,  the  other  three-fourths  of  dome  is  the  same  and  the  sweeps  may  be 
made  up  in  groups  of  four  with  the  exception  of  the  center  sweeps  where 
only  two  of  each  are  required  (as  A  to  center  to  A  and  B  to  center  to  B). 
The  ribs  that  only  extend  from  the  rim  to  the  carrier  channel  are  gotten 
out  in  their  proper  lengths,  thus  saving  considerable  time  and  material. 
The  other  ribs  are  made  to  extend  to  the  center  of  dome  or  near  enough 
to  it  so  they  may  be  attached  to  the  channel  iron  ring  as  shown. 

In  erecting  the  dome,  the  rim  is  first  placed  in  its  proper  position, 
level  and  true  and  the  center  ribs  A-A  and  B-B  placed  securely  in  their 
place.  A  small  circle  is  then  made  out  of  channel  iron  and  placed  above 
the  center  ribs  at  the  center  of  dome,  thus  forming  a  convenient  place 
to  fasten  the  other  ribs  to,  that  is  the  ones  which  extend  to  the  center, 
as  ribs  b,  d  and  f . 

Every  other  rib  which  extends  to  the  center  of  dome  is  then  placed 
(those  marked  b,  d  and  f).  These  ribs  are  at  eight  foot  intervals  around 
the  rim  and  of  course  all  point  toward  the  center  of  dome,  where  they 
meet.  The  channel  carrier  is  then  put  into  position  where  these  ribs  are 
approximately  four  feet  apart  and  the  intermediate  ribs  as  c,  e,  and  g 
which  extend  from  rim  to  carrier  only  are  then  erected. 
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Elevation  through  center  -A.-A.

A  line  is  run  from  the  rim  to  the  center  under  each  rib  and  the  ribs  plumbed 
to  the  line  so  they  carry  on  a  straight  line,  the  same  as  diagonal  ribs  do  in  a  groin 
ceiling. 

A  most  convenient  furring  for  this  kind  of  a  ceiling  is  five  eighth  iach 
pencil  rods,  as  they  bend  easily  to  the  shape  of  the  dome. 

If  the  dome  is  to  have  an  excessive  amount  of  ornamental  plastering  attached 
to  it,  the  furring,  sweeps  and  hangers  may  be  strengthened  accordingly,  but  the 
principal  of  laying  out  the  dome  and  erecting  it  is  the  same. 

The  quickest  method  of  laying  out  sweeps  for  this  kind  of  dome  is  shown  in 
Ibe  article  "Elliptical  Arch  Development  (by  means  of  wire  and  nails)"  appearinc 
IB  this  issue  on  page  6. 
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ELLIPTICAL  ARCH  DEVELOPMENT 

(By  Means  of  Wire  and  Nails)

In  Figs.  1  and  2  are  illustrated  a  method  of  developing  an  elliptical  arch  or 
an  ellipse  which  is  extensively  used,  is  rapid  and  very  satisfactory  in  most  cases. 

In  this  method  three  nail  are  driven  into  specified  points  on  the  spring  line 
and  at  the  crown  and  a  fine  wire  stretched  around  them  —  the  nail  at  the  crown  is 
then  removed  and  a  pencil  placed  in  its  stead  and  there  will  be  just  enpugh  slack 
in  the  wire  so  that  when  pulled  taught,  an  oval  or  ellipse  can  readily  be  traced 
as  illustrated. 

To  lay  out — First  lay  down  the  span  (Fig.  1)  as  A-B  and  the  rise  C-D.  Next 
make  the  distances  D-F  and  I>-E  equal  in  length  to  half  the  span  C-B  as  illustrated. 
(The  lines  D-F  and  D-E  In  this  instance  will  be  1'  6"  which  is  the  same  length  as 
half  the  span.) 

Next  drive  nails  in  at  E-D  and  F.  Fasten  a  fine  wire  at  E,  run  it  around  nail 
at  D  and  fasten  at  F.  Next  remove  nail  D  and  placing  a  pencil  in  its  stead  and 
keeping  the  wire  tight,  trace  the  arc  D-B.  Repeat  this  at  D-A  and  the  arch  is 
complete. 

If  an  ellipse  is  desired,  you  may  start  at  D  and  trace  around  the  entire  circum- 
ference. There  is  just  enough  slack  in  the  wire  so  that  your  pencil  will  strike  the 
points  B,  J  and  A  when  laying  out  the  curve,  as  shown  in  Fig.  2. 

Note  in  this  layout  that  the  distance  E  to  D  to  F  is  the  same  length  as  the 
span  A-B.  If  you  were  to  stretch  a  line  from  A  to  B  and  place  a  pencil  at  C  and 
pull  this  line  or  wire  up  along  line  C-D,  the  ends  A  and  B'  would  gradually  move 
in  toward  the  center  C,  so  that  when  you  reached  D  with  your  pencil,  the  ends 
A  and  B  would  be  at  E  and  F.

The  elliptical  arch  in  Fig.  3  is  de- 
veloped in  the  same  manner  as  that  in 
Figs.  1  and  2  with  the  exception  that 
points  E  and  P  are  established  in  a 
slightly  different  manner. 

Proceed  as  follows:  Let  A-B  repre- 
sent the  span  and  C-D  the  rise.  With 
D  as  a  center  and  a  radius  equal  to  half 
the  span,  descril)e  an  arc,  intersecting 
the  span  at  E  and  F. 

Tie  a  fine  wire  to  nail  driven  partially 
in  floor  at  E,  run  it  around  nail  at  D  and 
fasten  to  nail  at  F.  Pull  nail  at  D  out, 
insert  pencil  in  its  place  and  trace  the  arc 
D-A  and  D-B,  thus  completing  the  arch.

To  listen  to  si>nic  industrialists,  all  wi-  have  to  do 
to  bring:  immediate  full  production  is  to  remove  all 
price  controls  and  let  nature  take  its  course. 

For  the  information  i>f  such  men,  the  removal  of 
price  controls  will  not  bring  more  ])ro(luction.  It 
will  bring  more  strikes.  Consequently  production 
will  not  be  increased.    Instead,  it  will  be  decreased. 

If  the  OP.-\  is  eliminated,  prices  will  rise  so  rapidly 
that  all  wage  increases  previously  negotiated  will 
become  worthless.  Look  at  what  hai)paned  to 
oranges,  if  you  want  a  concrete  example.  They  soared 
to  $2  a  dozen. 

The  same  thing  would  hap])en  to  eggs  and  milk 
and  bread  and  meat  and  everything  else  a  man  needs 
to  feed  his  family  and  himself.  No  man  could  do  it 
on  the  ]iay  he  is  now  receiving. 

He  would  be  forced  to  demand  immediate  wage 
increases.  If  he  got  them,  prices  would  take  an- 
other jump  beyond  the  reach  of  his  pay.  If  he  didn't 
get  them  he  would  strike. 

After  every  price  increase,  industry  would  be  faced 
with  strikes  for  further  wage  increases.  Chaos 
would  result  with  ])rol)ably  a  general  paralysis  of  in- 
dustry by  strikes  to  put  a  stop  to  the  whole  vicious 
cycle. 

If  industry  thinks  that  men  will  work  at  wages  that

Feed  Europe  ordinary  food  like 
we  eat  and  kecj)  our  lumber  and  other  critical  ma- 
terials here  to  build  houses  badlv  needed,  and  Ave 


fail  to  feed  them,  then  industry  does  not  understand 
the  temper  of  the  American  people. 

If  it  wants  a  totalitarian  state  with  the  government 
setting  wages  and  prices  and  profits,  there  is  no  surer 
way  to  get  it  than  to  "throw  the  OPA  out  the  win- 
dow," as  Senator  Willis  of  Indiana  demanded. 

With  industry  at  a  standstill  and  millions  of  work- 
ers in  hunger,  the  government  would  be  forced  to 
step  in  and  feed  them  to  avert  violent  consequences. 

To  start  the  wheels  of  industry  turning  again,  the 
government  would  be  forced  to  take  complete  con- 
trol to  guarantee  the  workers  wages  to  buy,  and 
|)riccs  that  would  permit  them  to  buy. 

.\nd,  of  course,  industry  would  be  forced  to  pay  the 
tremendous  cost  of  feeding  millions  of  unemployed. 
It  would  pay  in  taxes,  deducted  by  the  government 
in  operating  industry  and  allowing  the  owers  of  the 
business  drastically  reduced  profits,  if  any  at  all. 

That  would  be  state  socialism.  It  is  the  goal  to- 
w^ard  which  industry  starts  the  moment  it  junks  the 
OPA.  Let  it  tread  that  path  at  its  own  peril.  And 
wTien  it  arrives  at  its  destination,  let  the  responsibili- 
ty rest  where  it  belongs  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
greedy  men  grasping  for  gold  and  more  gold.

There  is  no  institution  just  like  unionism.  The 
unionist  believes  in  helping  himself  by  helping  others 
through  mutual  endeavor.  All  other  movements  that 
luen  are  asked  to  accept  are  based  on  the  let-me-save- 
you  theory.  The  political  action  advocate  would 
lead  the  worker  into  the  promised  land  by  the  politi- 
cal scheme,  he  w'ould  have  the  worker  depend  on 
him.

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Labor  Department  Predicts 

Private  toiistructit)ii  expenditures  are  expected 
practically  to  double  during  1946,  expanding  at  a  rate 
greater  than  any  i^reviously  recorded,  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor 
announced.  The  unprecedented  gain  anticipated  in 
the  present  year  will  be  apparent  not  only  in  the 
amount  of  money  spent  but  also  in  the  physical  vol- 
ume of  private  work  put  in  place. 

ICxpenditurcs  for  privately  financed  new  construc- 
tion are  forecast  at  5.9  billion  dollars,  as  compared 
with  a  preliminary  estimate  of  2.7  billion  dollars  in 
1945.  New  construction  expenditures  as  a  whole,  for 
publicly  financed  as  well  as  private  operations,  will 
a])proximate  8.3  billion  dollars  in  1946 — about  80  per 
cent  more  than  the  estimated  total  of  4.7  billion  dol- 
lars for  last  year. 

These  forecasts  are  based  on  the  opinion  that  by 
the  middle  of  1946  building  materials,  though  not 
abundant,  will  be  in  fairly  good  supply ;  and  that 
there  will  not  be  a  construction  labor  shortage  dur- 
ing the  year,  except  for  occasional  scarcity  in  certain 
local  areas  during  peak  periods. 

In  the  coming  year  it  is  expected  that  private  work 
will  comprise  around  three-fourths  of  all  construc- 
tion activity.  In  1945,  private  construction  expen- 
ditures accounted  for  not  quite  two-thirds  of  the 
total  dollar  volume  By  far  the  greatest  part  of  the 
increase  in  expenditures  for  privately  financed  con- 
struction will  occur  in  non-farm  residential  building, 
which  is  ex])ected  to  almost  triple,  reaching  a  1946 
figure  of  3.2  billion  dollars.  Non-residential  building 
will  rise  from  1.7  billion  to  2.5  billion  dollars,  and 
public  utility  construction  from  a  little  more  than  a 
half-billion  to  one  billion  dollars. 

Although  construction  of  military  and  naval  facili- 
ties came  to  a  virtual  standstill  shortly  after  V-J 
Day,  the  i)rospects  are  that  the  volume  of  all  public 
construction  will  approximate  2.5  billion  dollars  in 
1946 — 23  per  cent  above  the  1945  level.  Increased 
expenditures  for  such  projects  as  schools,  hospitals, 
sanitation  facilities,  highways  and  roads,  will  more 
than  offset  the  decline  in  public  funds  spent  for  vrar 
construction. 

The  1946  forecast  for  total  construction  expendi- 
tures, including  ininor  repairs,  is  about  10  billion  dol- 
lar.s — 41  per  cent  greater  than  the  corresponding  fig- 
ure of  5.9  billion  dollars  for  1945.  However,  in  1942, 
when  war  construction  was  at  its  height,  total  con- 
struction, at  14  billion  dollars,  was  two-fifths  greater 
than  the  1946  forecast. 

Approximately  600,000  new  non-farm  dwelling 
units  will  be  started  in  1946.  This  is  over  two  and  a 
half  times  the  estimated  number  begun  iw  1945;

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Is  There  A  Conspiracy  Against  Labor? 


l<"r()ni  many  <|uarUTs  of  late  liave  come  ciiarjfes 
that  certain  business  interests  are  deliberately  seek- 
ing a  showdown  with  labor  at  this  time  because  they 
feel  that,  as  a  result  of  wartime  legislation  to  "cush- 
ion" their  reconversion  to  a  peacetime  economy,  they 
are  in  the  best  position  they  are  ever  likely  to  have 
to  destroy  the  labor  movement. 

There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  many  business- 
men not  only  welcomed  strikes  in  the  closing  weeks 
of  1945,  when  excess  profits  taxes  were  still  in  effect, 
but  that  they  deliberately  refrained  from  production 
during  that  period — or  at  least  marketing  their  prod- 
ucts— because  they  could  clear  so  much  more  after 
the  tax  had  been  removed. 

The  American  Federation  of  Labor,  unlike  certain 
rival  organizations,  did  not  make  the  disastrous  mis- 
take of  sittig  in  the  employers'  game  to  the  extent 
of  calling  strikes  before  January  L  But  neither  la- 
bor nor  any  government  agency  could  do  much  to  pre- 
vent employers  from  going  on  strike  during  that  pe- 
riod, by  refusing  to  produce  so  long  as  taxes  would 
take  a  substantial  part  of  their  profits. 

Now  Several  members  of  Congress  are  leading  a 
movement  to  prevent  companies  from  profiting  by 
carrying  on  war  against  union  labor. 

How  this  is  possible  is  revealed  in  a  frank  admis- 
sion by  a  big  textile  plant  in  Union  Point,  Ga.,  that 
employers  are  using  tax  "savings"  to  finance  war 
against  labor.  Employes  of  the  plant  went  on  strike, 
and  the  company  boasted  that  it  would  lose  nothing 
from  the  walkout. 

"Any  losses  we  sustain  will  be  made  up  to  us  by  the 
government  out  of  our  profits  in  1944  and  1945,"  it 
announced  in  a  circular  to  the  employes. 

What  it  mean  was  that  under  "carry-back"  provi- 
sions of  the  tax  laws  enacted  by  Congress  to  facilitate 
reconversion,  it  will  be  entitled  to  rebates  from  Uncle 
Sam,  sufficient  to  take  care  of  any  losses  it  may  sus- 
tain in  the  next  two  years. 

The  "carry-back"  law  provided  that  if  in  any  one 
war  year  the  profits  of  a  corporation  fell  below  its 
average  prewar  profits,  the  company  could  collect 
the  difference  from  the  Treasury  in  the  form  of  a 
refund  for  excess  profits  taxes  paid  in  the  prior  two 
years.  Congress  did  not  appeal  this  provision  when 
it  repealed  the  excess  profits  tax. 

This  means  that  business  men  can  draw  on  excess 
profits  taxes  they  paid  in  1944  and  1945.  a  total  of 
$20,000,000,000  for  the  nation.  And  those  business 
men  can  draw  on  that  if  they  fail  to  make  profits 
this  year  because  of  strikes. 

Representative  Bailey  has  introduced  a  bill  in  the 
House  to  repeal  this  provision  enabling  hard-boiled 


employers  to  finance  strikes,  and  ronsideral>lc  sup- 
port has  been  indicated  for  it.    The  law  was  never 
intended   to  underwrite   refusal-   to  bargain  collf-r 
tively. 

Another  conspiracy  charge,  of  considerable  in- 
terest to  the  members  of  our  organization,  is  made 
by  Nathan  Straus,  formerly  head  of  the  National 
Housing  Administration,  who  asserts  that  reactionary 
interests  have  deliberately  jjlotted  the  existing  hous- 
ing shortage  by  sabotaging  plans  formulated  early 
in  the  war  for  a  post.war  low-rent  housing  program. 

He  named  several  members  of  Congress  as  "the 
men  who  have  successfully  led  the  fight  to  kill  low- 
cost  housing  and  to  bring  about  the  shortage  of 
homes  by  which  slum  owners  are  profiteering  today." 
Owners  of  slum  properties,  he  contends,  did  not 
want  to  face  the  competition  of  new,  low-rent  hous- 
ing, and  are  responsible  for  a  deplorable  betrayal  of 
the  veterans  of  World  War  H. 

The  need  today,  he  stressed,  is  not  for  $10,000 
homes,  but  for  two  million  new  dwellings  for  families 
that  can  afford  to  pay  only  $20  to  $50  a  month  for 
rent. 

Whether  or  not  certain  emjiloyers  are  out  to  "bust 
labor,"  the  A.  F.  of  L.  Monthly  Survey  for  January 
reveals  that  since  V-J  Day  A.  F.  of  L.  unions  have 
won  wage  increases  of  10  to  20  per  cent  for  about 
2,500,000  workers,  and  that  a  large  percentage  of 
increases  have  been  for  15  per  cent  or  more — many 
from  20  per  cent  to  100  per  cent.  The  A.  F.  of  L.  is 
establishing  a  75  cents  an  hour  minimum  through  the 
South. 

Most  of  these  gains  have  been  made  without  strikes 
or  without  even  threat  of  strikes,  and  have  kept  in 
mind  the  formula  advanced  by  President  Truman, 
that  wage  increases  should  not  force  breaks  in  price 
ceilings.  Says  the  Survey  : 

"When  workers  add  to  their  wage  demands  that 
extra  5  cents  which  breaks  a  price  ceiling,  the  extra 
nickel  brings  them  no  real  gain  but  a  serious  loss. 
For  a  break  in  price  ceilings  for  one  or  two  unions 
brings  a  flood  of  demands  for  more  price  breaks  from 
other  unions  and  companies,  and  the  tide  of  inflation 
is  let  loose.  Then  the  cost  of  living  rises  and  everyone 
loses.  We  know  only  too  well  what  the  rise  in  living 
costs  meant  to  workers  during  the  war.  In  1944  it 
cost  at  least  $500  more  per  year  for  a  family  to  live 
than  in  1941.  Although  workers'  average  yearly  in- 
come rose  50  per  cent  from  1941  to  1944,  living  costs 
rose  32  per  cent.  These  high  living  costs  cut  away 
the  major  part  of  the  wage  gain.  Even  a^t  the  war- 
time peak  about  one-third  of  American  families  still

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How  Higgins  Went  Out  of  Business 


Time  Magazine  Exposes  Stock  Selling  Scheme 

Remember  Andrew  Jackson  lliggins,  the  big-bot- 
tom boat  bnilder  who  tried  to  compete  with  Henry 
Kaiser  as  a  constrnction  wizard  and  as  a  friend  of 
labor  ? 

Soon  after  the  war  ended,  iliggins  announced  that 
he  was  going  out  of  business,  not  because  he  had  lost 
his  fat  government  contract  but  because  of  "labor 
trouble."  He  said  the  "unreasonable"  demands  of 
the  unions  left  him  no  alternative  but  fold  up  his  in- 
dustrial empire. 

It  was  never  much  of  an  empire  until  the  war  came 
along  and  gave  Andrew  Jackson  Higgins  the  profits 
he  had  never  been  able  to  accumulate  for  himself 
under  the  system  of  "competitive  free  enterprise" 
that  he  said  the  unions  were  ruining  for  him. 

Now  Time  magazine  has  written  the  sequel  to  the 
Higgins  story.  Higgins  planned  to  go  out  of  busi- 
ness at  a  handsome  profit  through  a  stock  selling 
scheme  that  would  have  provided  him  with  a  five- 
year  job  at  a  salary  of  $80,000  while  his  two  sons 
would  have  received  $20,000  each  for  five  years  help- 
ing papa  do  nothing. 

The  facts  were  revealed  by  Time  in  its  issue  of  Feb- 
ruary 18.  Time  also  explained  the  deal  by  which 
Higgins  would  have  unloaded  on  the  suckers  who 
bought  his  stock. 

He  planned  to  raise  ^$9,000,000  by  selling  stock  in 
a  new  company,  known  as  Higgins,  Inc.  Almost  half 
of  this  would  have  gone  to  Higgins,  his  family 
and  his  business  associates  as  payments  on  the  "as- 
sets" of  the  old  company. 

These  "asets,"  Time  explained,  consisted  principal- 
ly of  machinery,  leases  on  government  plants  and 
supplies  on  hand. 

In  addition  to  the  big  salaries  for  Higgins  and  his 
two  sons,  the  old  Higgins  company  would  have  re- 
ceived 300,000  shares  of  stock  in  the  new  company 
which,  Time  opines,  would  be  enough  to  control  the 
new  company. 

The  launching  ceremony  in  the  flood  of  sucker 
money  was  interrupted  when  the  Securities  and  Ex- 
change commission  alleged  that  David  Van  Alstyne, 
Jr.,  New  York  broker,  had  peddled  the  stock  before 
filing  its  registration  certificate  with  the  federal 
agescy. 

Time  merits  the  applause  of  labor  for  its  frank  ex- 
posure of  Andrew  Jackson  Higgins.  It  unwrapped 
the  flag  from  around  another  phony. 

It  proved  that  Higgins  was  a  "friend  of  labor"  only 


so  long  as  labor's  efforts  rolled  Higgins  produc- 
tion and  Iliggins  profits. 

Higgins  got  delusions  of  grandeur  during  the  war. 
He  fancied  himself  another  Kaiser  and  he  echoed 
Kaiser's  compliments  to  labor.  He  was  just  a  parrot, 
clamoring  for  his  cracker. 

Kaiser  was  a  big  operator  before  the  war  and  he 
still  is.    He  is  a  100  per  cent  union  operator. 

Higgins  was  a  small-time  operator  before  the  war 
and  since  the  war  ended,  he  has  reverted  to  typ«. 
His  stock  deal  is  not  surprising.  That's  the  kind  of 
a  deal  he  pulled  on  labor. 

Boat  building  is  a  job  for  Kaiser,  not  Higgins.  Hig- 
gins should  build  canoes.

"BRASS  HATS" 

The  Senate  War  Investigating  Committee  again 
pinned  back  the  ears  of  War  Department  "brass 
hats"  in  a  sizzling  report  charging  them  with  issuing 
a  "misleading  statement  to  the  press  on  the  amount 
of  civilian  goods  they  are  withholdig  from  the  mar- 
ket." 

In  a  Senate  speech.  Senator  Mead,  committee 
chairman,  declared  that  back  of  the  deception  was  an 
army  plan  "to  store"  a  billion  dollars  of  urgently 
needed  civilian  goods. 

Some  of  the  merchandise  would  have  remained  in 
storage  until  1970,  by  which  time,  in  all  probability, 
it  would  have  been  valueless  and  junked,  Mead  said. 

Only  the  committee's  investigation,  which  was 
launched  a  few  months  ago,  prevented  the  "brass 
hats"  from  going  through  with  the  program.  The 
investigation  also  had  the  result  of  freeing 
$300,000,000  of  surplus  goods. 

Colleagues  could  scarcely  believe  their  ears  when 
Mead  told  them  the  cost  of  transporting  the  goods 
to  be  stored  would  have  been  $150,000,000,  while  an- 
other $150,000,000  would  have  been  required  to  re- 
condition and  prepare  the  goods  for  storage.  Stor- 
age costs  would  have  been  aroud  $14,000,000  a  year.

had  incomes  below  a  health  and  efficiency  standard, 
although  tlieir  wage  gains  should  have  given  them  a 
far  better  living.  Wage  gains  mean  little  if  they 
have  to  be  paid  out  in  higher  prices." 

Where  certain  unions  have  forced  breaks  in  ])rice 
ceihngs,  the  expected  results  have  occurred:  a  5  to 
8  per  cent  advance  in  living  costs  is  already  forecast 
this  year.  The  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar  will 
be  cut  and  retired  workers  living  on  pensions  will 
suffer.  "The  only  way  to  make  real  gains  is  to  keep 
wage  demands  within  price  ceilings.  This  has  been 
followed  by  all  experienced  i  unions." 

Of  1.800.000  workers  on  strike  or  threatening  to 
strike  on  January  18,  only  112,000  were  A.  F.  of  L. 
members. 

The  Survey  attributes  this  success  to  understand- 
ing of  the  four  principles  of  collective  bargaining: 
Good  faith  and  square  dealing  on  both  sides  :  know 
your  industry  and  know  your  company;  remember 
that  workers,  management  and  consumers  should 
share  the  wealth  created  by  American  industry;  work 
to  improve  productive  per  manhour.  so  there  will  be 
more  income  to  share. 

It  cites  these  objections  to  fact-finding:  Decisions 
are  made  by  outsiders;  politics  are  brought  into  labor 
relations;  collective  bargaining  is  frustrated;  strikes 
are  declared  legal;  and  government  dictates  company 
policy  .  — The  Bricklayer,  Mason  and  Plasterer. 
 o  

Most  of  us  take  wedding  customs  of  today  for 
granted.  There  is  a  very  interesting  background  of 
history  to  all  of  them.  Rings  are  a  reminder  of  the 
days  when  women  were  the  slaves  or  property  of 
the  men,  and  probably  began  as  bracelets  used  to 
mark  and  hold  the  women.

And  so  wedding  and  en- 
gagement rings  are  still  worn  on  the  "medicated 
finger."  Rice  was  considered  an  emblem  of  prosperity 
and  fruitfulness.  In  Biblical  days,  taking  oflf  the  shoe 
was  considered  a  token  that  certain  rights  of  prop- 
erty were  transferred.  That  is  why  people  throw 
shoes  at  the  bridal  couple.  The  bride  of  ancient  times 
went  to  the  wedding  ceremony  with  her  hair  hanging 
over  her  face  to  symbolize  her  modesty  and  innocence. 
In  these  days  of  short  hair,  that  would  be  impossible, 
so  brides  wear  veils  or  a  hat. 


COME  AND  GET  IT 

All  interesting  incident  is  recorded  in  the  Koran 
about  the  great  pr()])liet  Mohammed  who.  accompa- 
nied by  his  disci])les.  was  journeying  in  the  wilder- 
ness.

From  the  dawn  of  history  Man  has  liked  to  take 
a  chance.  Americans  in  particular,  despite  their 
notable  talent  for  figuring  things  out,  refuse  to  be 
daunted  by  even  fantastic  odds  when  it  comes  to  a 
lottery,  accepting  mathematical  chances  of  as  much 
as  3,000,000  to  one  against  them  without  turning  a 
hair — in  fact,  without  any  knowledge  of  whether  a 
lottery  is  operated  honestly  or  even  of  whether  a 
ticket  is  genuine.  .As  has  been  suggested,  it  is  a 
paradox. 

But  it  is  a  paradox  that  will  have  to  be  faced  soon. 
For  it  is  almost  certain  that  the  agitation  of  the 
middle  1930's  for  a  national  lottery  will  be  revived 
after  this  war.  Every  argument  will  apply  with  re- 
doubled force  in  the  years  to  come — the  argument 
of  a  budget  that  needs  balancing;  the  argument  of 
an  "easy  tax" ;  the  argument  that  if  it's  all  right  to 
hold  a  raffle  at  a  church  supper  it's  all  right  for  the 
United  States  Government  to  do  the  same  thing;  the 
argument  that  Columbia  University  once  used 
lotteries  to  finance  buildings ;  the  argument  that  our 
Founding  Fathers  saw  no  wrong  in  the  idea.  The 
pleas  against  lotteries  also  will  be  renewed — that 
they  are  a  pernicious  influence  on  character;  that 
so-called  "insurance"  schemes  grow  up  around 
lotteries,  betting  ticket  holders  on  their  chances  (an 
aspect  of  lotteries  never  mentioned  by  proponents) ; 
that  they  drain  enormous  sums  from  the  pockets  of 
the  many  and  return  prizes  to  only  a  few ;  that 
lotteries  create  no  wealth. 

The  United  States  will  have  to  make  up  its  collec- 
tive mind.  The  pressure  will  be  on;  plausibility  will 
be  high  on  both  sides.  A  good  deal  may  depend  on 
how  thoroughly  each  citizen  has  thought  the  thing 
through  in  advance.  Will  Americans  decide,  with  the 
Irish  Free  State,  for  example,  that  a  lottery  is  an 
easy  way  of  taxation?  Or  will  they  conclude,  with 
the  nineteenth-century  statesman,  Cavour,  that 
lotteries  are  "a  tax  upon  imbeciles"?

Recognized  Crossroads  of  the  Nation 


Known  first  to  Louis  Joliet  in  1673 — scene  of 
Father  Marquette's  Indian  Mission  in  167-1 — owned

BELIEVE  IT  OR  DON'T 


The  article  which  follows  has  appeared  in  other 
magazines,  the  names  of  which  we  are  unable  at  the 
moment  to  recall. 

If  you  haven't  already  encountered  it,  the  reading 
of  it  now  will  bring  vividly  to  mind  the  dependability 
of  that  most  quoted  of  truisms — "What  a  small  world 
this  is  after  all !" 


Recent  imprisonments  in  North  Ireland  recall 
historic  events. 

During  the  Young  Ireland  disorders  of  1846,  nine 
young  men  were  captured,  tried  and  convicted  of 
treason  against  the  Queen.  The  sentence  was  death. 

The  presiding  judge  read  the  names  of  the  con- 
demned: "John  Mitchell,  Morris  Lyene,  Patrick 
Donahue,  Thomas  McGee,  Charles  Duffy,  Thomas 
Meagher,  Richard  O'Gorman,  Terence  McManus, 
Michael  Ireland.  Have  you  anything  to  say  before 
the  court  passes  sentence?" 

Thomas  Meagher  had  been  chosen  to  speak  for 
them  all : 

"My  lord,  this  is  our  first  offense,  but  not  our  last. 
If  you  will  be  easy  with  us  this  once,  we  promise  on 
our  word  as  gentlemen  to  try  to  do  better  next  time. 
And  next  time,  sure  we  won't  be  fools  enough  to  get 
caught." 

The  indignant  judge  sentenced  them  to  be  hanged. 

But  a  passionate  protest  from  all  over  the  world 
forced  Queen- Victoria  to  commute  the  sentence.  The 
men  were  transported  for  life  to  the  penal  colonies  of 
the  then  savage  Australia. 

In  1874,  a  Sir  Charles  Duffy  was  elected  prime 
minister  of  Australia.    The  amazed  Queen  Victoria 


learned  that  this  was  the  same  Charles  Duffy  who 
had  been  transported  for  high  treason  26  years 
before. 

She  demanded  the  records  of  the  other  men  who 
had  been  transported  and  this  is  what  she  learned : 

Meagher  was  Governor  of  Montana.  McManus 
and  Donahue  were  Brigadier-Generals  in  the  U.  S. 
Army.  O'Gorman  was  the  Governor-General  of  New- 
foundland. Morris  Lyene  had  been  Attorney-General 
of  Australia,  to  which  office  Michael  Ireland 
succeeded  him.  McGee  was  president  of  the  Council 
for  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  Mitchell  was  a  prom- 
inent New  York  politician  and  his  son  became  Mayor 
of  New  York.

OLD-AGE  BENEFIT  CRISIS 

The  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  was 
warned  recently,  in  testimony  by  Leonard  J.  Calhoun, 
chief  of  the  committee's  Social  Security  technical 
staff,  that  the  Federal  Old  Age  Pension  System 
cannot  meet  its  obligations  beyond  1954  unless  the 
social  security  tax  is  increased. 

Members  of  the  committee  said  Calhoun  had  told 
them  that  after  1954  benefit  payments  would  exceed 
revenues  at  the  present  rate  of  taxes  and  payroll 
deductions,  now  1  per  cent  each  on  employers  and 
employes.  This  rate  has  not  been  changed  since  the 
old  age  system  was  started  on  January  1,  1937,  al- 
though the  law  originally  provided  that  it  should 
be  stepped  up  Yz  P^r  cent  every  three  years  until 
January  1,  1949.

Lending  agencies  ivre  faced  with  the  likelihood  that  loans 
which  they  will  he  called  to  make,  from  liore  on  out,  on 
housing  both  of  tlie  modern  multiple  apartment  type  and 
the  single  and  attached  types  of  family  homos,  will  be 
amortized  over  longer  periods  than  heretofore.  That  is,  the 
purchaser  will  be  given  more  time  to  pay  off  the  mortgage, 
witliout  renewing  it. 

Long-time  amortization,  oHecting  a  reduction  in  annual 
carrying  charges,  will  help  offset  increased  building  costs 
and  can  do  much  to  spur  and  encourage  urgently  needed 
construction. 

Goad  Materials  Reduce  Maintenance  Expense 

A  reduction  in  carrying  charges  can  be  effected  by  foster- 
ing the  use  of  more  permanent  and  fire-resistive  types  of 
construction  so  that  buildings  will  continue  to  be  good 
investments  60  years  from  now  and  be  performing  adequately 
instead  of  requiring  major  repairs  or  replacements  within, 
say,  20  years,  as  is  so  often  the  case  with  cheap  and  shoddy 
materials  of  uncertain  performance. 

This  greater  useful  life  will,  with  safety,  permit  a  sizable 
reduction  in  the  monthly  payments  required  of  buyer  or 
renter. 

Eighty  per  cent  of  the  visible  interior  surface  of  a  dwell- 
ing unit,  be  it  a  single  house  or  one  in  a  multiple  housing 
project,  is  comprised  in  the  walls  and  ceilings.  Over  the 
years  the  charge  for  upkeep  of  this  large  expanse  of  surface 
may  be  a  serious  financial  burden  unless  guarded  against 
by  the  selection  of  permanent  finish  materials. 

Modern  plastering  on  improved  plastering  bases  has  proved 
to  be  a  premanent  finish,  resistant  to  cracks,  and  requires 
minimum  maintenance.  Because  it  has  been  chosen  for  large- 
scale  housing  projects,  built  under  the  auspices  of  the 
United  States  Housing  Authority,  many  of  which  were 
amortized  on  the  60-year  basis,  the  average  homeowner  can 
safely  select  this  type  of  interior  finish  for  his  home.

A  Home  of  Charm  Influences  the  Lives  of  Its  Beholders  as 
Well  As  Its  Occupants

Have  you  ever  considered  the  influence  upon  our  lives 
and  personalities  of  the  appearance  of  buildings  around  us, 
of  those  we  live  or  work  in  and  see  in  our  daily  routine? 

Science  has  measured  and  determined  the  influence  of 
color  upon  our  moods  and  temperaments.  Blue,  for  instance, 
is  restful;  red  is  exciting,  while  purple  is  regal. 

Music,  too,  has  eff'ects  which  everyone  recognizes.  Martial 
airs  stimulate  patriotism,  sublime  tones  inspire  worship, 
while  the  disturbing  sounds  of  boogy-woogie  wafted  from 
a  neighbor's  radio  in  the  morning's  wee-hours,  after  a  hard 
day's  work  in  the  victory  garden,  may  suggest  homicide. 

Although  the  perpetrator  of  discordant  sounds  ultimately 
passes  on,  and  the  sun  mercifully  fades  too-brilliant  colors, 
a  poorly  contrived  house,  lacking  the  creative  blessing  of 
an  architect,  and  minus  the  ministrations  of  skilled  workmen 
during  the  course  of  its  construction,  remains  to  offend  eyes 
having  a  sense  of  the  proprieties,  for  three  generations  or 
more. 

Yes,  one  man  can  have  a  house  built,  and  in  the  urgency 
to  have  a  roof  overhead  for  his  family  let  the  builder 
run  riot  with  plan,  elevation,  proportions  and  color  harmony; 
and  he  may  dispense  with  trees,  shrubs,  and  flowers,  nature's 
ties  which  bind  the  home  to  and  make  it  one  with  Mother 
Earth.  But  almost  countless  thousands,  especially  children, 
may  have  to  view  and  endure  the  visual  effect  of  this  con- 
cession to  necessity  for  many  years  to  come. 

People  unconsciously,  perhaps,  have,  over  the  centuries, 
developed  an  evaluation  of  proportion,  symmetry  and  fitness 
in   buildings,   even    as   in   these   days   children   are  taught 


music  appreciation.  In  fact,  this  architectural  appreciation, 
which  manifests  itself  on  a  Sunday  afternoon  drive,  in  the 
ecstacy  of  comments  such  as:  "Isn't  that  house  simply 
lovely  and  chaiming?"  or  "I  don't  wonder  the  people  that 
have  that  house,  in  this  beautiful  setting,  prefer  to  live 
in  the  country,"  is  ))robabiv  almost  as  prevalent  as  a  love 
of  music.   It  is  equally  worthy  of  encouragement. 

Careful  planning  and  comjtetent  designing  not  only  in- 
crease the  livability  of  buililirigs,  particularly  homes,  but 
it  also  increases  their  sales  value  measurably,  and  wins 
for  ihom  the  appreciation,  all  too  infref|uently  expressed, 
of  the  genei-al  jiublic. 

So  if,  in  these  times  of  shortage,  you  have  to  temporarily 
sacrifice  .some  of  the  eye-appeal  of  the  new  home  you  are 
going  to  have  Iniilt,  by  all  means  be  sure,  nevertheless, 
that  provision  has  been  made  for  it  to  be  installed  or  applied 
at  some  near-future  time  when  there  will  he  plenty  of  every- 
thing to  complete  the  home.  Your  architect  or  expert  builder 
can  help  you  tremendously  in  this  kind  of  planning  which 
goes  a  long  way  in  safeguarding  investments  and  property 
values  and  builds  community  spirit. 

Then,  after  viewing  the  exterior  and  interior  lines  and 
color  and  landscape  of  your  well-proportioned  and  finally 
completed  home,  you  too  can  truly  appreciate  the  words  of 
the  poet:  "A  thing  of  beauty  is  a  joy  forever." 

Save  These  Suggestions  for  Your  Scrapbook 


CHEAP  HOUSES  NO  GOOD 

Houses  built  at  cut-throat  prices  are  not  worth 
what  they  cost.  It  will  be  inanifest  that  if  the 
plans  and  spicification  are  drawn  so  as  to  elimi- 
nate guesswork,  so  that  all  contractors  are  bidding 
on  the  same  thing,  then  a  figure  that  is  much  below 
the  others,  perhaps  $1,000,  means  just  so  much  essen- 
tial quality  taken  out  of  durability,  and  out  of  real 
lasting  value. 

A  cheap  house,  built  at  such  a  figure,  may  not 
have  good  beams  or  joists  not  bridged.  Inferior 
grades  of  lumber  may  be  used  with  sizes  too  small 
to  support  the  load  adequately.  The  joists  may  not 
be  doubled  under  partitions,  or  around  chimney 
stacks,  or  around  stair  wells.  Subfloors  may  not  be 
laid  diagonally  and  not  sufficiently  nailed. 

If  floors  sag  and  crack,  the  plaster  on  the  ceiling 
below  will  certainly  crack.  If  the  contractor  uses 
2  by  8s  in  place  of  2  by  10s,' as  the  architect  required 
for  second-story  floor  joists,  he  is  saving  one  of  the 
many  little  items  that  must  go  to  make  the  $1,000 
difference.  One  finds  these  savings  afterward  in 
depreciation.  Heavy  partitions  not  properly  supi)orted 
must  make  the  joists  sag,  which  cracks  plaster. 
Light  pieces  of  framing  to  support  heavy  loads  can- 
not be  seen  when  plastered  over,  but  they  will  show- 
up  later. 

The  cheap  house  will  show  all  the  defects  of  its 
cheap  construction.  Build  the  house  properly  and 
give  it  good  coats  of  plaster  applied  to  a  good  plaster 
base  and  you  will  never  have  reason  to  bother  with 
defects.  Cross  furring  should  be  applied  to  ceiling 
joists  upon  which  the  lath  is  applied:  twenty  years 
ago  all  ceilings  were  cross  furred.  In  discussing 
carpentry  and  plastering  recently  with  a  carpenter, 
he  did  not  know  of  cross  furring  except  when  tin 
ceilings  were  to  be  applied. 
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ARCHED  OPENINGS 


Constructed  on  Work  Hench  and  Erected  as  One  I'nit 

In  this  article  is  illustrated  and  explained  a  simple,  rapid,  accurate  and  eco- 
nomical method  of  laying  out,  assembling  and  constructing  arches  of  any  desired 
curvature.  It  may  be  used  on  any  single  or  group  of  arches  and  will  be  found 
especially  valuable  where  many  arches  of  the  same  radius  are  to  be  erected,  as  in 
apartments  and  hotels,  etc.,  for  the  same  layout  may  then  be  used  dozens  of  times. 

In  this  method  the  arch  of  arches,  the  furring  to  which  it  or  they  are  attached 
and  the  carrying  bars  are  laid  out  on  the  scaffold,  floor  or  temporary  bench. 
The  entire  layout  is  then  assembled  and  put  into  place  as  one  unit  of  construction, 
thus  eliminating  much  unnecessary  work  and  waste  of  material,  as  is  the  case  with 
the  usual  methods  used. 


Diagram  A 

In  Diagram  A  is  illustrated  the  frame  work  of  three  semi-circular  arches 
which  have  been  assembled  by  using  this  method,  without  the  use  of  a  templet. 
The  measurements  were  first  laid  out  on  a  canvenient  part  of  the  scafi'old  planking 
as  shown,  enough  planks  being  laid  close  to  each  other  to  insure  plenty  of  room 
for  the  layout.  The  planks  should  then  be  nailed  in  place  temporarily,  to  insure 
accuracy  of  the  layout. 
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In  the  same  manner  tie  the  carrying  bar  or  carrier  channel  to  the  nails  driven 
into  planket  at  lo,  2o,  3o,  etc.,  on  the  line  0-P. 

Determine  by  measurement  the  length  of  vertical  furring  channel  to  be  used 
at  line  1-1',  so  that  these  channels  for  small  arches  may  be  bent  in  groups  of  four. 
The  channels  for  the  large  arch  may  be  bent  in  groups  of  two. 

Should  the  construction  be  double  wall  as  illustrated  in  Diagram  C  the  shoes 
on  the  furring  channels  may  be  bent  in  groups  of  eight  for  the  small  arcs  and 
groups  of  four  for  the  large  arc,  thus  eliminating  the  necessity  of  measuring  each 
furring  channel  separately  and  also  saving  iron. 

The  other  furring  channels  are  then  made  the  required  lengths  and  the  whole 
tied  together. 

The  temporary  ties  are  then  removed  and  the  frame  work  placed  on  the  hangers 
previously  bent  to  receive  it. 

Should  the  frame  work  be  too  large  to  handle  conveniently  it  may  be  assembled 
in  sections,  lifted  into  place  and  the  sections  then  spliced  together. 

When  familiar  with  this  system,  it  will  be  found  that  this  class  of  work  can 
be  erected  in  an  amazingly  short  time  and  it  will  be  found  that  with  the  proper 
care  the  arches  so  erected  will  be  accurate.

In  double  wall  construction  as  illustrated  in  Diagram  C,  it  is  advisable  to 
fasten  the  two  walls  together  with  spreader  braces,  to  be  made  of  channel  iron 
by  bending  a  shoe  on  each  end  as  illustrated  in  Fig.  5. 


The  double  walls  may  be  tied  together  with  these 
braces  before  lifting  the  frame  work  into  place,  but 
should  they  be  too  large  to  handle  conveniently  or 
should  there  be  plumbing  or  other  construction  between 
the  two  walls,  they  may  be  hung  separately  and  the 
braces  tied  in  place  afterward. 
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In  Diagram  D  is  illustrated  a  method  whereby  the  lather  may  use  to  good 
advantag'e  the  plasterer's  wooden  templet,  made  for  the  purpose  of  finishinp  arches.

The  templet  is  first  laid  flat  on  saw  horses  or  other  convenient  place  and 
wood  cleats  nailed  to  it  as  at  B,  C,  etc.  On  these  cleats  nail  a  board  as  at  M-N 
a  certain  distance  from  the  spring  line  of  templet,  so  that  the  line  J-K  may  readily 
be  snapped  on  the  board,  in  its  proper  position  in  relation  to  the  spring  line  of 
arches  as  explained  in  the  scaffold  layout  in  Diagram  B.  Then  from  the  curves 
of  arches  on  templet,  measure  back  a  distance  (about  one  inch)  equal  to  the 
thickness  the  plaster  w-ill  be  on  the  soffit  of  arches  when  finished  (allowing  for 
lath  also)  and  at  the  distance  back  establish  the  curves  for  the  channel  iron 
construction.  The  spacing  for  the  furring  channels  is  next  laid  out  (as  explained 
in  Diagram  B)  and  with  the  large  nails  driven  in  at  the  established  points,  the 
layout  is  assembled  and  erected  as  previously  explained.

There  lias  been  a  (les])erate  and  concerted  atteni])t 
to  create  the  impression  there  was  some  kind  of 
harrier  between  Organized  Labor  and  rcturning,vet- 
erans  of  the  war.  'Phe  incbvidnabs,  newspapers  and 
organizations  have  used  and  are  using  every  con- 
ceivable distortion  of  truth  and  deUlierale  untruths 
in  their  campaigns  to  "])rovc"  I.aboi-  Unions  and 
their  members  actually  have  l)een  and  are  seeking 
to  i)revent  returning  veterans  from  obtaining  jobs 
and  were  otherwise  exerting  their  influence  to  de- 
prive the  returning  veterans  of  other  rights. 

Of  course,  the  oi)i)osite  is  the  real  truth  of  the 
situation.  The  American  Federation  of  Ivabor  lias 
carried  on  an  active  national  campaign  for  full  pro- 
tection of  .ALL  rights  of  the  veterans.  Its  State 
Federations  and  Central  Labor  Councils  with  their 
affiliates  have  taken  an  energetic  and  enthusiastic 
role  in  behalf  of  the  veterans  in  the  states  and  cities. 

The  Los  Angeles  Central  Labor  Council's  aflfiliated 
Local  Unions  established  a  Veterans  Employment 
and  Rehabilitation  Service  before  similar  centers 
were  even  thought  about  by  other  groups,  including 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  M.  and  M.  The 
center  attracted  nationwide  attention  and  many  other 
city  AFL  movements  now  maintain  them.  Cost  of 
the  center  is  met  by  voluntary^  contributions  from 
Local  AFL  Unions,  and  there  is  no  charge  or  oliliga- 
tion  of  any  kind  for  services  and  advice  and  counsel. 
There  are  no  restrictions  regarding  who  may  seek 
and  obtain  the  services,  advice  and  counsel. 

Just  a  few  cities  where  their  local  AFL  movements 
are  providing  real  and  material  assistance  to  the  re- 
turning service  men  are  as  follows :  Los  Angeles, 
Boston,  Buffalo,  Portland,  Ore;  Seattle,  Columbus, 
Ohio ;  Dayton,  Gary,  Ind. ;  Grand  Rapids,  .Aurora,  111. ; 
Frankfort,  Ky.,  and  many  others. 

Then,  too,  the  AFL  Unions  took  the  lead  in  making 
provisions  for  holding  positions  of  men  who  entered 
the  armed  services  until  they  returned  and  were 
ready  to  resume  civilian  work.  They  did  this  volun- 
tarily and  have  kept  their  promises  to  the  veterans. 
It  was  done  long  before  the  G-I  Bill  of  Rights  under- 
took to  make  the  same  guarantee,  only  to  have  it 
mutilated  by  General  Hershey's  misinterpretation. 

Then,  too,  the  stooges  of  the  anti-Labor  forces  have 
tried  to  portray  Organized  Labor  and  its  ofYicers  as 
monsters  of  greed,  seeking  only  personal  aggrand- 


izement and  arlvantage  and  power.  I'nt  tin-  .1.  lalls 
flat  wliiii  ( omjiared  with  llie  facets. 

There  are  several  AI'"I<  Unif)ns  which  have  built, 
own  and  maintain  homes  and  lios]>itals  for  tlieir  aged 
and  ill  members,  without  cost  to  tiiem  during  the 
lime  tlicv  arc  in  the  institutions  One  of  these  Inter- 
national I  iiions,  the  I  I  I',  during  the  last  .SO  years 
has  spent  more  than  $1  1  ,()()(),(KX)  for  construction  and 
maintenance  of  its  Iloine  at  Colorado  Springs.  There 
are  .364  aged,  incapacitated  and  ill  members  there  at 
this  writing,  all  receiving  the  best  care,  attention  and 
medical  aid  a\ailal>le  And  they  are  iU)t  obligated  to 
spend  a  cent  for  anything,  and  there  is  no  limit  to 
the  Icngtii  of  time  an  aged  member  may  remam.  The 
ill  may  remain  until  they  are  restored  to  health. 
When  they  leave  there  are  no  back  bills  of  any  kind. 
It  was  built  with  funds  from  dues  they  and  their  fellow 
nuunbers  |)aid.  and  is  in  reality  their  home. 

So,  whatever  angle  the  Bilbos,  Rankins,  Feglers,  et 
al.,  attack  the  AFL  movement,  they  meet  the  same 
irrefutable  array  of  facts.  The  .M-'L  Unions  do  not 
confine  their  activities  to  negotiating  agreements 
carrying  higher  wages,  better  w'orking  conditions  and 
shorter  working  hours,  but  their  activities  embrace 
a  wide  field  of  humanitarian  endeavors.  They  are 
alert  to  hostile  legislation,  many  provide  homes,  hos- 
pitals, pensions,  sick  benefits,  etc.  And  these  persons 
wdio  try  so  desperately  to  discredit  L.abor  Unions 
know  these  facts  That  is  the  reason  their  attacks 
are  so  despicable. 

Nothing  so  far  proposed  will  go  very  far  toward 
relieving  the  housing  shortage.  Why.  in  this  really 
critical  situation,  does  the  government  not  step  uj)  its 
goals?  Why  does  it  not  go  into  the  production  of 
housing  with  the  same  imagination  and  determina- 
tion it  used  in  the  |)roduction  of  planes  during  the 
war  ? 

The  government's  housing  program  up  to  the 
present  has  not  only  been  late,  it  has  been  organized 
solely  in  terms  of  the  past.  The  houses  are  to  be 
built  just  about  as  houses  were  built  years  ago,  and 
with  such  methods  the  production  of  500,000  is  some- 
thing of  an  accomplishment. 

There  seems  to  be  little  doubt  that  the  government 
could  step  up  housing  production  as  it  stepped  up 
plane  production.  The  job  could  be  done  and  some 
experts  who  have  studied  the  matter  think  that 
500,000  houses  could  be  erected  this  year.  This  skill 
and  know-how  is  available.  It  is  estimated  that  for 
$5,000  to  $6,000  comfortable,  permanent,  attractive 
homes  could  be  built  for  Americans. 

The  war  has  proved  many  times  over  that  big 
production  jobs,  much  more  difificult  than  this,  can 
be  done.  The  major  question  is  whether  the  country 
wants  new  houses  badly  enough  to  make  the  effort 
and  to  jolt  an  industry  out  of  a  long-time  rut. 
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ANOTHER  CASUALTY  LIST 

Tiic  livo-ycar  (k-;ith  loll  \\;is  4S.S,(K)()  American  lives. 
I'^-din  Deocnihcr  7,  I'm,  to  June  1,  1945,  it  was 
335.(XX).  while  the  lota!  for  injured  was  34,000,000. 
Tlie  tirst  lii^ure  compared  with  376,000  killed  in  the 
approximately  live  years  duration  of  the  two  world 
wars. 

The  485,(X)0  were  not  killed  by  war,  nor  were  tlic 
34,000,000  injured  in  conflict.  They  were  the  casualties 
of  carelessness;  they  died  or  were  hurt  by  accidents. 

Tlic  death  toll  for  1944  alone  was  tlie  ecpiivalent  of 
the  total  i)opulation  of  a  city  the  size  of  Waterbury, 
Conn.  One  ])erson  is  needlessly  killed  every  5V^ 
minutes,  and  there  is  a  preventable  injury  every  3 
seconds. 

These  shocking  accident  statistics,  compiled  by  the 
National  Safety  Council,  do  not,  however,  shock.  If 
they  did,  the  trend  would  be  reversed  instead  of 
intensifying  each  year.  We  have  become  so  hardened 
that  sucli  statistics  are  about  as  shocking  as  those 
for  the  yearly  rainfall  in  a  given  area,  the  wheat  yield 
or  the  national  debt. 

Such  figures  don't  mean  anything  until  a  member 
of  the  family  or  a  friend  becomes  a  digit  in  the 
ghastly  audit.  And  in  the  death  toll  the  figure  means 
nothing  to  those  who  comprise  it,  for  the  dead  are 
past  the  i)ower  of  lacing  shocked. 

We  have  often  been  called  a  wasteful  people.  In 
high  place,  in  the  category  of  waste,  is  human  life.

Almost  every  city  in  America  has  a  critical  housing 
shortag-e.  We  know  how  dilTicult  it  is  to  find  a 
house,  or  an  apartment,  or  even  a  room.  Literally, 
thousands  of  families  are  doubling-up  in  one  house 
or  one  apartment.  By  the  end  of  1946,  says  the 
National  Housing  Agency,  three  and  one-half  million 
families  will  be  forced  to  live  with  relatives. 

Why  should  we  have  such  a  shortage  of  homes  ? 
That  (juestion  is  ])uzzling  soine  people,  though  the 
answer  seems  plain.  Prior  to  the  war  we  were  just 
coming  out  of  a  long  businees  depression,  during 
which  few  new  homes  were  btiilt.  Then  came  the 
four  years  of  the  war,  and  nothing  but  temporary 
housing  units  were  built.  During  all  this  time,  how- 
ever, houses  were  wearing  out.  At  last,  the  problem 
has  caught  up  with  us.  We  are  going  to  be  short  of 
houses  for  a  long  time,  no  matter  how  much  eflfort 
goes  into  a  building  program.

Men  have  made  New  York's 
underground  look  like  a  woman's  hair-net  with  its 
web  of  wires  and  pipes.  There  are  no  overhead 
wires. 

There  was  a  time  when  skyscrapers  of  ten  and

forty  years  ago.  The  skyscraper  would  isolate 
people;  would  make  the  great  and  growing  city 
mereh  a  terminal  of  big  business, 

I'.nt  the  skyscrajx-rs,  some  holding  during  working 
hours  as  many  persons  as  a  good  sized  town,  are 
friendly.  They  add  to  the  gorgeous  skyline;  they 
are  the  awe  of  the  visitor.  They  act  as  gigantic 
friendly  lingers  reaching  to  harbor  the  visitor.  Their 
stone  and  metal  framewf)rk  becomes  a  mass  of 
friendly  smiles. 

Mayhap  it  would  be  l)etter  to  call  the  City  of 
New  ^'ork — ^"Capital  of  Peace" — but  no  matter  what 
yon  call  it.  it'll  still  be  New  York.

The  ])ark  was  cii'aled  to  conserve  the  most  re])re- 
sentalive  areas  of  x'olcanii'  inli'rest  in  the  I 'nited 
States,  Its  craters,  active  and  dorniant,  are  anionic 
tile  most  imjiortant  in  ihv  I'ntire  world,  and  even 
tile  acti\e  ones  ma\  he  \isited  with  reasonahle 
safety. 

h'ach  section  of  the  park  is  named  after  the  volcano 
that  is  its  outstanding'  feature.  Kilauea  crater,  with 
a  lake  or  lakes  of  molten  lava,  lias  been  active  almost 
continuously  since  its  discovery.  Mauna  Loa.  which 
erupts  about  once  a  decade,  is  the  lar<(est  active 
volcanic  mountain  mass  in  the  world  and  has  ])oured 
out  more  lava  during  the  last  century  than  any  other 
volcano  on  the  globe. 

Haleakala,  a  dormant  volcano,  is  a  mounta  n  mass 
10.000  feet  high,  with  a  tremendous  crater  rift  in  its 
summit  five  miles  across  and  3,000  feet  deeji,  con- 
taining many  high  lava  cones. 

Thirty-eight  miles  of  highway  lie  within  the  ])avk. 
one  of  the  roads  leading  to  the  very  brink  of  Hale- 
maninau,  the  fire  pit,  a  fact  that  establishes  Kilauea 
as  the  most  convenient  and  popular  volcano  in  the 
world.  The  Chain-of-Craters  road,  seven  miles  in 
length,  passes  by  nine  craters  that  lie  on  the  great 
Puna  rift  and  will  eventually  be  met  by  a  new 
territorial  road  from  Kalapana  on  the  Puna  coast. 

Bird  park,  the  great  1920  chasm  Cone  ard  Pit 
craters  and  other  important  sections,  although  remote 
from  the  h'ghway,  may  be  reached  by  the  venture- 
some motorist  by  means  of  auto  trails.  There  a'e 
142  miles  of  trails  in  the  park. 

The  park  is  also  noted  for  its  luxuriant  trojjica 
vegetation,  which  forms  a  striking  contrast  to  thi 
volcanic  craters  and  barren  lava  flows.  Gorgeou; 
tree  ferns,  sandalwood  and  koa,  or  Hawaiian 
mahogany,  vie  with  the  flowering  oh'a  trees  in 
making  the  park  forests  unusually  interesting  to  the 
visitor.

It  was  Queen  Elizabeth  who  introduced  lotteries 
to  her  realm,  though  the  first  attempt  was  a  flat 
failure.  First  i)rize  was  to  be  five  thousand  pounds 
sterling — three  thousand  in  ready  money  and  the  rest 
in  silver  jilatc,  ta])estries,  and  good  linen  cloth.  But 
even  after  a  year  of  vigorous  campaigning,  which 
included  five  royal  proclamations,  so  few  tickets  were 
sold  that  the  prizes  had  to  be  cut  down  to  one-tenth 
their  original  value.  Yet  the  seed  was  planted,  and 
once  the  British  got  the  hang  of  it  the  lottery  idea 
grew  fast.  Hundreds  of  private  drawings  sprang  up. 
with  prizes  in  money,  silver  spoons,  and,  for  gentle- 
men only,  full  suits  of  armor.  By  1612  the  Virginia 
Company  held  a  lottery  "to  enable  us  to  make  good 
supplies  for  the  colonie."  Parliament  authorized 
lotteries  for  roads,  for  harbors,  for  soldiers'  pay,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Royal  Fisheries,  which  last  came 
into  such  bad  repute  that  Samuel  Pepys  deplored 
it  regularly  in  his  diaries.  All  types  of  lotteries  grew 
so  popular  that  the  Crown  began  to  feel  the  competi- 
tion, and  in  1693  a  bill  was  drawn  to  ban  private 
lotteries  as  common  nuisances.  It  was  fought  so 
bitterly  behind  the  scenes  that  it  did  not  become 
law  for  another  five  years.  Lotteries  had  become 
a  matter  of  big  money,  and  then,  as  now.  monev 
ralked 

 ■  — o  —  

The  first  real  trade  union  in  America  began  in 
Philadelphia  in  1794.  It  was  the  Federal  Society  of 
Cordwainers  (or  shoemakers).  In  1805  they  struck 
for  higher  wages,  they  put  out  the  first  picket  lines 
and  were  the  first  to  yell  scab  at  those  who  wouldn't 
ioin 

The  frightened  employers  invoked  the  courts.  The 
union  officials  were  indicted  on  a  charge  of  "con- 
spiracy to  raise  their  wages."  After  a  famous  trial 
they  were  convicted  and  fined.  Other  states  followed 
suit.  For  a  while  it  looked  dark  for  the  labor  unions ; 
since  every  combination  for  better  conditions  was 
promptly  called  "a  conspiracy." 


MOSTLY  ON  THE  Q.  T 

Thirty  years  ago,  the  .National  .Association  of 
Manufacturers  raised  huge  slush  finitls  and  hired 
lobbyists  to  corru|)t  members  of  Congress  and  state 
legislatures.  All  this  was  brought  out  in  the  famous 
Mulliall  invcfli;gation,  which  frjrcerl  at  least  one 
Mcinbci  of  Congress  tc)  resign,  anrl  brought  many 
others  under  a  cloud 

Mulhall  was  a  lobbyist  for  the  \AM  who  wa^ 
shown  to  have  had  a  very  i)rominent  part  in  shaping 
legislation  at  Washington. 

The  nam's  methods  today  are  less  crude,  but  more 
efTective.  It  still  raises  slush  funds — more  than 
$1,500,000  was  s])ent  last  year  in  "creating  favorabla 
public  opinion" — but  the  tnoney  is  devoted  to  insidious 
propaganda,  of  which  workers  are  the  principal 
victims. 

The  association  maintains  a  powerful  lobby  at 
Washington,  and  it  makes  its  wishes  known  at 
committee  hearings  and,  tnore  quietly,  in  the  quiet 
of  congressional  oflfices. 

 o  

The  expression  melting  pot  was  used  by  President 
Wilson  in  his  Music  Hall  speech  delivered  in  Cincin- 
nati, October  26,  1916.  He  said.  "America  is  not 
made  out  of  a  single  stock.  Here  we  have  a  great 
melting  pot."  The  expression  was  used  in  reference 
to  the  United  States  because  its  historic  policy  ha."- 
been  to  keep  open  door  to  the  oppressed  people  of 
all  nations  and  to  merge  those  who  accept  its  hos- 
pitality into  one  nation  of  common  language  and 
common  political  ideals. 

 -o  

For  16  days  the  people  of  a  community  of  about 
106,000.  had  no  trolley  or  bus  service.  The  operators 
of  the  street  cars  and  buses  were  on  strike  for  a 
20  cents  an  hour  wage  increase.  The  transit  workers 
and  trolley  and  bus  company  management  signed  an 
agreement  providing  for  a  12  cents  an  hour  wage 
increase — 8  cents  less  than  the  original  demand — 
and  everybody  went  back  to  work. 

We  don't  know  all  the  facts  in  the  original  dispute 
We  do  know,  however,  that  settlement  of  the  differ- 
ence of  opinion  over  wages  finally  was  arrived  at 
across  a  conference  table.  The  unions  took  less  than 
they  demanded.  In  all  probability,  the  company  paid 
more  than  it  originally  offered. 

The  question  still  remains:  Why  couldn't  this  all 
have  been  settled  without  disrupting  a  community - 

Some  day  somebody  is  going  to  figure  out  an 
answer  for  this  greatest  of  problems  in  modern 
industrial  relations,  a  last  vestige  of  our  methods  of 
settling  problems  by  force  instead  of  by  agreement 
and  compromise.

The  U.  S.  Employment  Service  recently  oflfered 
this  four-fold  explanation  of  unfilled  johs  in  the  face 
of  two  million  unemployed.  A  combination  of  four 
circumstances  brought  about  the  situation,  it  was 
reported : 

L  Many  unemployed  possess  specialized  skills  for 
which  there  is  no  current  demand.  This  reason  was 
rated  as  the  most  important. 

2.  Higher-paid  war  workers  are  looking  for  equiv- 
alent jobs  in  civilian  production. 

3.  The  majority  of  openings  listed  ofTer  very  low 
wages. 

4.  Some  war  workers  have  taken  a  vacation — for 
many  the  first  in  three  or  four  years.

If  a  note  is  lost  or  stolen  it  does  not  release  the 
maker;  he  must  pay  it. 

An  endorser  of  a  note  is  exempt  from  liability  if 
notice  of  its  dishonor  is  not  mailed  or  served  within 
24  hours  of  its  non-payment.

UNION  DUES 

Union  dues  have  long  been  used  as  one  of  the  best 
"sales  arguments"  either  to  keep  working  men  and 
women  from  joining  a  labor  union  or  to  induce  them 
to  leave  the  union  if  they  have  joined.  Within  recent 
months  there  have  been  an  unusual  number  of  articles 
written  by  self-appointed  "friends  of  the  workers" 
to  show  how  expensive  membership  in  a  labor  union 
is.  In  these  articles,  of  course,  there  is  no  mention 
made  of  the  benefits  which  flow  from  union  member- 
ship; that  would  have  been  impartial.  No  attempt  is 
made  in  these  anti-union  diatribes  to  describe  the 
necessary,  day-to-day  expenses  which  every  union 
must  meet  if  its  members  are  to  obtain  the  full  bene- 
fits of  trade-unionism.  While  it  may  be  true  that 
these  propagandists  know  very  little  if  anything 
about  the  operations  of  trade-unions,  their  ignorance 
does  not  prevent  them  from  writing.  Absence  of 
knowledge  only  aids  them  more  effectively  in  their 
opposition  to  the  organization  of  labor.

DON'T  STICK  A  KNIFE  IN  HIS  BACK

Here's  a  story  we  heard  that's  worth  passing  on. 

It  seems  two  buddies,  who  belonged  to  the  same  union,  were  out 
shopping  together.  They  were  looking  around  in  a  haberdashery  shop 
and  one  of  them  decided  to  buy  something.  Just  as  he  came  to  his 
decision  the  other  one  yelled  :  "Ouch,  you  just  stuck  a  knife  in  my  back  !" 

Startled,  the  first  one  managed  to  say:  "Are  you  crazy?  How  could 
I  stick  a  knife  in  your  back  when  I'm  over  here  buying  something?" 

"That's  just  it,"  replied  the  one  who  had  made  the  charge.  "You're 
buying  something,  all  right,  but  what  you're  buying  just  doesn't  happen 
to  have  a  Union  Label  on  it.  And  when  a  Union  man  does  that  .  .  .  brother, 
you  might  just  as  well  stick  a  knife  in  my  back." 

Well,  there  was  no  more  said.  The  guy  doing  the  buying  dropped 
the  non-labelled  product  like  a  hot  potato  and  proceeded  to  buy  a  similar 
item  which  had  the  Union  Label  on  it.  The  two  fellows  walked  out  of 
the  shop  together.    They  were  still  buddies. 

Of  course,  there's  a  moral  to  that  story  or  we  wouldn't  be  putting  it 
into  an  editorial.    The  moral  is : 

"Don't  stick  a  knife  in  your  buddy's  back  by  buying  something  without 
a  Union  Label  on  it.  Remember,  he  can  stick  the  same  kind  of  a  knife 
into  you."

Owing  to  the  recent  fire  in  the  LaSalle  Hotel  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  which  was  to  have  been  the  head- 
quarters of  our  convention,  we  have  been  informed  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  have  the  hotel  in  readiness 
in  time  to  hold  our  convention.  It  was  therefore  necessary  for  us  to  make  other  ararngements,  and  we 
were  successful  in  securing  accommodations  at  the  Stevens  Hotel,  located  at  8th  Street  and  Michigan 
Blvd.,  for  the  same  date,  week  beginning  with  September  16th. 

We  were  not  very  successful  however,  in  securing  accommodations  for  all  of  our  delegates,  but  the 
management  has  set  aside  a  limited  number  of  double  rooms,  which  means,  that  the  delegates  wishing 
to  stay  at  the  Stevens  Hotel,  will  have  to  double  up,  one  delegate  cannot  have  a  double  room  to  himself, 
these  reservations  must  be  recorded  at  the  hotel  30  days  before  the  convention,  so,  any  delegate  wishing  to 
stay  at  the  Stevens  Hotel  and  have  another  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  occupy  the  same  room  with  him, 
if  they  will  forward  their  names  to  headquarters  we  will  endeavor  to  reserve  a  room  for  them  as  far  as 
the  reservations  permit.

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OFFICE  BUILDING  MODERNIZATION 
WITH  METAL  LATH  AND  PLASTER 

(See  Photos  on  preceeding  pages) 
In  this  scries  of  four  i)hi)tos  is  shown  in  :i  very, 
very  small  way,  ilhistrations  of  jiart  of  the  work  of 
modernization  being  done  on  one  floor  of  a  12  story 
office  building  in  St.  Louis.  All  the  old  walls  and 
ceilings  on  all  floors  are  being  taken  out  and  re|)laced 
with  metal  lath  on  channels  and  jilaster.  .\11  clt'xator 
shafts  and  all  stair  openings,  pipe  and  conduit  shafts, 
etc.  are  metal  lathed  on  channels.  Air  duct  enclosures, 
counters,  stair  rails  and  some  stairs  are  also  built  of 
channels  and  metal  lath.  From  3  to  6  lathers  have 
been  employed  on  this  one  building  for  one  year  to 
date  (Jime  6)  and  have  6  to  8  months  additional 
work,  at  least,  which  includes  modernization  of  the 
lobby,  with  a  beautiful  ornamental  vaulted  ceiling, 
light  troughs,  etc.  and  work  of  a  similar  nature  on 
two  other  floors,  completion  of  air  duct  enclosures, 
fire-proofing  of  various  kinds  as  required  by  the  new- 
building  code. 

On  this  job  over  one  thousand  windows  were 
furred,  lathed  and  beaded,  where  radiators  had  been 
recessed.  All  old  wood  trim  and  wood  panels  around 
the  recesses  were  removed  and  new  walls  built  by 
lathers.  Air  Conditioning  is  being  installed  through- 
out. 

Metal  lath  was  used  on  several  tliDUsand  yarcN 
of  floor  area  where  composition  flooring  was  in- 
stalled.  Base  screed  was  used  throughout. 

Mr.  Al.  Vittert,  building  owner  operator,  who 
operates  this  building  with  others  in  St.  Louis  stated 
that  he  would  use  no  other  material  but  metal  lath  on 
his  buildings  if  the  work  cow.ld  be  done  with  inetal 
lath.  The  lathers  in  St.  Louis  make  sure  it  can  be  done. 

Over  thirty  thousand  yards  of  metal  lath,  forty 
thousand  feet  of  corner  beads.  350,000  feet  -of  channel, 
more  than  ten  thousand  feet  of  base  screed  and 
considerable  tie  wire  and  other  items  ha\e  been 
used  to  date. 

In  the  years  ahead  lie  the  opportunities  for  greater 
service — a  promise  of  the  better  America  that  is  to 
be.  They  wiW  be  years  of  toil  and  sacrifice,  but  the 
swords  will  be  sheathed,  the  plowshares  and  the  good 
green  earth  will  produce  for  the  uses  of  peace,  and  the 
implements  of  service  and  construction  will  roll  from 
the  assembly  lines  in  the  place  of  the  instruments  of 
destruction. 

The  problems  of  reconversion  for  peace  are  as 
vast  and  almost  as  difficult  as  those  of  war.  We 
must  solve  them  in  the  spirit  of  the  old  but  eternally 
young  America. 

Yet  there  are  ideas  abroad  in  our  land  that  would 
substitute  "planning"  for  enterprise,  decrees  for  initia- 
tive, pat*rnalisOT  for  freedom,  and  so-falled  security 
for  the   right   to  venture  and   to  win   or  lose  Had 


'security"  been  the  goal  of  the  souls  aboard  her,  the 
.M.-iydower  would  have  never  sailed.  Had  "security" 
l)een  their  first  objective,  the  nu'n  who  assembled  in 
Philadel])hia  in  \77()  would  have  issued  no  ringing 
declaration  of  tin'  "inalienable  rights"  of  men.  We 
must  retain  our  ancient  landmarks  and  the  i)rinciples 
which  established  them,  liy  no  other  method  can 
we  guarantee  to  our  returning  soldiers  the  freedom 
here  for  w  hich  I  hey  fought  abroad. 

May  we  keep  in  constant  thought  a  desire  for  a 
better  America,  not  a  new  one. 

RUSSIA  FOUGHT  JAPAN,  TOO 

L'ncle  joe  Stalin  douhle-crossed  the  isolationists. 
He  went  to  war  against  Japan,  not  against  us,  as  the 
isiilationists  tried  to  proxoke  him  to  do. 

So  to  the  acute  discomfiture  of  the  "Chicago 
Tribune"  and  the  assorted  seditionists  wdio  read  it. 
the  United  States  and  Russia  fought  again — on  the 
saiTie  side. 

The  propaganda  line  of  the  isolationists  had  been 
that  Russia  was  letting  us  carry  the  entire  burden 
of  the  Asiatic  war.  Of  course  we  were  the  ones  who 
were  attacked.  Jai)an  didn't  attack  Russia  and  Rus- 
>ia  was  under  no  oljligation  to  go  to  war  to  help  us, 
particularly  when  her  casualties  in  the  European  war 
were  more  than  those  of  all  the  other  allies  com- 
bined. 

She  was  entitled  to  a  rest  if  she  wanted  to  take 
it.  The  isolationists  thought  she  would  take  it.  So 
they  started  to  whip  up  a  campaign  of  hatred  against 
Russia  on  the  ground  that  she  was  sacrificing  Amer- 
ican boys. 

After  she  went  to  war  to  save  .American  boys,  the 
isolationists  wdiispered  that  she  wanted  something 
in  Asia. 

Well,  if  Russia  did  want  something  in  .Asia  she 
didn't  need  to  fight  for  it.  All  she  needed  to  do  was 
to  wait  until  we  had  defeated  Japan  and  then  step 
in  and  take  it. 

All  the  propaganda  in  the  world  cannot  obscure 
the  fact  that  Russia  kept  the  promise  she  made  to 
President  Roosevelt,  even  after  the  President  had 
died. 

She  paid  off  for  the  invasion  of  Europe  which  we 
and  the  British  staged  in  Normandy. 

Whatever  Russia  may  do  in  the  future,  the  fact 
that  she  was  a  good  ally  is  written  in  blood  on  the 
steppes  of  Manchuria. 

Maybe  the  discovery  of  the  atomic  botnb  has  les- 
sened the  desire  of  the  isolationists  for  war  with 
Russia.  Maybe  it  has  made  them  realize  that  this 
is  one  world  which  can  be  blown  apart  if  another 
war  breaks  the  bonds  that  hold  it  together. 

Th^re  is  no  more  isoJation.  no  matter  how  much

When  the  heatinu'  pipes  aie  taken  down  for  cleaning, 
the  ceiling  area  over  the  furnace  and  the  fuel  storage  room 
should  be  covered  with  metal  lath  and  two  coats  of  lime 
and  Portland  cement  plaster. 

Such  treatment  provides  wood  joisted  construction  with 
very  substantial  jirotection  from  fire.  It  also  shields  the 
rooms  above  fiom  furnace  fumes  and  dust.  Of  course 
if  funds  permit,  still  better  results  are  obtained  by  plastering 
the  entire  ceiling. 

The  use  of  metal  lath  is  easily  understood: — plaster  and 
steel  expand  and  contract  at  about  the  same  ratio,  hence 
there  is  little  danger  of  the  plaster  cracking  as  it  alternately 
heats  and  cools.   And,  of  couise,  metal  lath  won't  burn. 

For  other  places  in  the  home,  gypsum  i)laster  on  metal 
or  perforated  gypsum  lath  assures  superior  fire  protection 
for  the  underside  of  wood  joisted  floors,  and  for  partitions 
and  around  and  under  stairways.  At  all  times,  plastering 
being  incombustible  assures  basic  fire  protection  without 
extra  cost.

After  you  have  tired  of  the 
papered  surface,  you  can  have  it  taken  off  and  go  bach  to 
the  soft  tints  of  washable  paint,  or  to  the  sterner  surface 
of  coated  fabrics — and  back  again  to  striking  pepered  de- 
signs.

Keijresentatives  of  the  lathing  and  plastering  trades  who 
do  the  work  will  inspect  the  job  before  the  Certificate  may 
be  issued  or  the  I'la(|ue  installed.

ATOM  IS  HARNESSED;  WHO  WILL  BENEFIT? 

Discovery  May  Mean  Ultimate  Abolition  of  Human 
Drudgery,  But  It  May  Be  Used  to  Further 
Exploit  the  People 

The  Japanese  wvw  iml  llic  "nl\  ix'oplc  shocked 
ihis  week  hy  the  "atom  hoiiih." 

It  also  shoektd  the  army  "hrass  hats"  who  have 
been  tryiiij;  to  put  oNcr  peai  i  linie  eoiisi  ription  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  war.  'I'he  old-styU-  army  their 
draft  scheme  envisions  looks  futile  and  outdated  by 
bombs  whieh  can  w  ijx'  out  w  iiole  armies,  cities,  and 
even  nations. 

Also  shocked  were  the  i)rofessional  militarists  of 
all  countries.  Ivven  they  must  begin  to  realize  tliat 
scientists  are  becoming  at  least  as  important  as  gen- 
erals and  admirals,  and  that  war  is  too  dangerous  a 
game  for  the  world  to  play  any  longer. 

All  thoughtful  people  were  startled,  but  hopeful, 
about  the  future  vistas  opened  by  the  bomb.  Does 
It  mean  that — sooner  or  later — hard  labor  will  be 
abolished,  and  human  beings  set  free  to  guide  the 
enormous  forces  loosed  from  atoms? 

Or  will  those  forces  be  locked  up  by  some  "super- 
trust"  to  throw  millions  out  of  jo])s  and  roll  up  fabu- 
lous profits? 

In  war,  who  will  control  these  irrestible  forces — 
the  people  or  some  tyrant  armed  with  power  un- 
dreamed of  by  Caesar,  Napoleon  or  Hitler? 

Fortunately,  as  the  discovery  comes  first  in  Amer- 
ica, the  answers  to  these  portentous  questions  are 

still  in  the  people's  hands.

Despite  the  pages  of  information  published  this 
week  about  the  bomb  and  its  atoms,  anyone  unfamil- 
iar with  the  subject  has  only  hazy  ideas  about  what 
it  means  and  how  it  works.  No  one  can  hope  to  clear 
up  the  mystery  by  a  few  words,  but  several  facts 
may  help. 

Until  recent  years,  scientists  thought  that,  if 
you  split  iron,  copper  or  some  other  "element"  down 
to  its  smallest  particles,  you  got  atoms,  so  small  you 
could  not  see  them,  but  solid  "matter."  These  were 
considered  unchangeable,  and  the  scientists  laughed 
at   the  old  "alchemists"  who  dreamed  of  changing 

other  elements  into  gold.

Then  a  series  of  amazing  discoveries  rf  Ivealed  that 
atoms  are  made  up  of  "positive"  and  "negative" 
electricity,  which  practically  nothing  solid  in  them. 
The  simplest  atom  is  that  of  hydrogen,  a  gas. 

The  hydrogen  atom  is  made  up  of  one  "electron" 
charged  with  negative  electricity  and  one  "proton" 
of  positive  electricity,  with  space  between  them.  The 
electron  revolves  around  the  proton,  like  the  earth 
around  the  sun.

would  be  the  size  of  a  20-foot  balloon.  The  distance 
between  them  would  be  as  far  as  from  Washington 
t()  New  NOrk.

lor  the  new   i)ombs,  are  likewise  mostly  space,  but 

ha\c  more  electrons  and  jHotons  than  hydrogen.

Thus  the  "solid"  atoms,  and  the  "solid"  earth  made 
of  them,  are  found  to  be  made  of  empty  space  and 
"energy"  in  the  form  of  positive  and  negative  elec- 
tricity. 

Some  of  this  energy  is  released  when  an  atom  ex- 
|)lodes,  as  in  the  bomb,  and  atoms  of  a  different  kind 
are  f(jrmed.  The  alchemist's  dream  comes  true — not 
to  produce  gold — but  death  and  destruction.  Per- 
haps gold  can  be  produced  later,  and  it  will  become 
so  plentiful  nobody  will  want  it.

Youth  is  such  a  wonderful  thing  it's  a  shame  to 
waste  it  on  children. 

Down  through  the  ages  men — and  certainly  women, 
too — have  sought  means  of  rolling  back  the  years  so 
that  they  might  keep  that  magic  thing  called  youth. 
But  no  one  has  found  a  way  of  keeping  perpetually 
young. 

Gradually,  h»wever,  people  are  realizing  that  a 
tender  age  does  not  in  itself  constitute  youth,  nor  do 
advancing  years  necessarily  take  it  away.  A  striking 
statement  about  youth  was  given  to  General  Mac- 
Arthur  in  1942,  and  he  keeps  it  on  his  desk.  It  says 
in  part : 

"Youth  is  not  a  time  of  life — it  is  a  state  of  mind. 

"Nobody  grows  old  by  merely  living  a  number  of 
years ;  people  grow  old  by  deserting  their  ideals. 
Years  wrinkle  the  skin,  but  to  give  up  enthusiasm 
wrinkles  the  soul.  Worry,  doubt,  self-distrust,  fear 
and  despair — these  are  the  long,  long  years  that  bow 
the  head  and  turn  the  growing  spirit  back  to  dust. 

"You  are  as  young  as  your  faith,  as  old  as  your 
doubt :  as  young  as  your  self-confidence,  as  old  as 
your  fear ;  as  young  as  your  hope,  as  old  as  your 
despair." 

It  would  seem  that  the  General  has  applied  this 
statement  to  himself  for  not  only  does  he  look  much 
younger  than  his  65  years,  but  his  faith  and  self- 
confidence  made  him  "young"  enough  to  come  back 
after  the  disaster  of  Bataan,  w^hereas  doubt  and 
despair  might  have  made  another  man  of  fewer  years 
too  "old"  for  such  a  feat.

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We  live  in  a  world  that  begins  within.  We  see 
the  world  in  colors  created  by  our  own  past  ex- 
periences. Therefore  the  world  bears  a  different 
meaning  to  different  individuals. 

It  has  been  said,  and  wisely,  that  "environtnent 
makes  tlie  man."  It  could  as  wisely  be  said  that 
man  creates  his  own  environment. 

Two  very  active  forces  are  at  work  in  all  of  us. 
One  is  the  positive,  the  other  the  negative.  These 
two  forces  create  the  kind  of  world  we  live  in. 

You  iTiake  your  own  world.  The  physical  impres- 
sions you  get  from  your  surroundings  are  governed 
by  that  mental  and  spirtual  you  within.  If  your 
thoughts  are  positive  and  active  and  radiant,  then 
the  physical  world  you  live  in  will  be  to  you  positive, 
full  of  life,  and  holding  a  glow  worth  living  with 
and  for. 

If  your  thoughts  are  positive  and  active  and  radiant, 
then  you  will  look  upon  your  fellow  beings  with  a 
buoyancy  of  spirit  indicating  that  you  are  most 
joyous  in  your  associations  and  that  you  definitely 
see  in  each  person  something  enjoyable  to  live  and 
work  with. 

But  if  you  see  the  world  all  tuckered  out,  blue,  and 
despondent,  you  will  soon  have  little  confidence  in 
anybody  or  anything.  Supreme  discouragements  and 
disillusionments  can  come  only  from  the  negative  you 

Folk  that  gloom  and  brood  upon  the  ills  of  this  and 
that  are  liable  to  become  rather  color-blind  with 
respect  to  the  beautiful  that  surrounds  all  life.  They 
are  to  be  pitied  when  they  allow  jealousy,  doubt,  and 
suspicion  to  place  a  cloud  upon  the  beautiful  colors 
in  good,  fine  living  that  is  the  heritage  of  all  human 
beings  to  enjoy. 

Such  an  unfortunate  wari)cd-mind  condition  leads 
to  tnuch  unhappiness. 

Let  the  material  things  of  the  world  turn  upside 
down  if  they  must.  You  keep  your  world  within 
positive,  and  by  so  doing  you  will  be  able  to  view 
the  world  without — your  world  without — in  the  true 
light  of  good  living  and  helpfulness.  This  is  the  only 
successful  route  to  happiness.

Shepherds  probably  were  the  first  players  of  the 
bagpipe,  its  tone  is  so  peculiarly  shrill  and  penetra- 
ting and  altogether  suited  to  outdoor  performance. 
There  are  other  good  reasons  for  assuming  such 
origin,  however.  The  Persians  had  such  an  instru- 
ment in  very  ancient  times,  it  was  well  known  to 
Roman  musicians.  Delvers  in  the  history  of  the  latter 
empire  have  found  that  even  then  the  bagpipe  was 
considered  a  "different"  and  uncanny  implement  of 
sound.  It  will  be  information  to  sotne  that  the  notes 
of  the  bagpipe  are  purposely  out  of  tune  with  each 
other.  If  perfectly  graduated  they  would  not  go  well 
with  the  bass. 
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Never  perhaps  has  public  interest  in  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  been  greater  than  since  the  Japanese  attacked 
our  naval  and  military  establishment  there  on  Dec.  7, 
1941.  It  took  that  black  deed  of  the  enemy  to  make 
many  of  our  people  Hawaii  concious,  yet  these  de- 
lightful, l)aliny  islands  had  been  American  for  nearly 
a  half  century. 

It  was  on  July  7,  1808,  that  the  congress  of  the 
United  States  adopted  and  President  William  Mc- 
Kinley  signed  a  joint  resolution  of  annexation,  put- 
ting the  islands  under  the  American  flag. 

One  of  the  main  reasons  for  the  annexation  was 
the  desire  for  it  by  the  people  of  Hawaii.  In  fact, 
as  early  as  January,  1893,  when  Queen  Liliuokalani 
was  deposed  and  a  provisional  government  set  up, 
the  Hawaiians  petitioned  this  country  for  annexation. 
Our  war  with  Spain  in  1898  disclosed  to  our  govern- 
ment the  desirability  of  possessing  the  Hawaiian 
Islands.  Without  them  we  might  have  had  to  fight 
the  Japanese  much  nearer  home. 

The  natives  of  Hawaii  are  of  Polynesian  stock. 
They  are  believed  to  have  reached  the  islands  from 
Asia  by  the  way  of  the  Malay  peninsula  and  Java 
about  1,450  years  ago.  Although  foreigners  are 
thought  to  have  arrived  on  the  islands  in  early  times 
as  castaways,  never  to  return  to  civilization,  the 
theory  that  a  Spaniard,  Juan  Gaetano,  discovered  the 
Hawaiian  group  as  early  as  1542  or  1555  is  not  now 
accepted  by  historians.  Capt.  James  Cook,  the  cele- 
brated English  navigator,  today  is  regarded,  beyond 
dispute,  as  the  discoverer.  He  landed  on  Kauai  on 
Jan.  18,  1778.  The  following  year,  upon  his  return  to 
the  islands,  he  was  killed  by  natives. 

Captain  Cook  called  his  new  found  islands  the 
Sandwich  Islands,  in  honor  of  his  friend.  Lord  Sand- 
wich, then  head  of  the  British  admiralty.  School 
geographies  of  40  or  50  years  ago  still  referred  to 
them  as  the  Sandwich  Islands. 

White  missionaries  began  streaming  into  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  as  far  back  as  1820.  The  natives 
were  eager  for  learning.  Civilizing  them  was  a 
relatively  easy  matter.  The  native  rulers,  with  few 
exceptions,  conducted  af¥airs  wisely.  Foreign  designs 
upon  the  islands,  by  the  Spanish,  Russians,  British, 
and  French,  were  overcome  from  time  to  time.  There 
was  talk  of  annexation  by  the  United  States  at 
various  times,  beginning  in  1854. 

The  Hawaiian  group  consists  of  20  islands,  nine 
of  which  are  inhabited.  Hawaii  is  the  largest.  The 
other  principal  islands  are  Oahu,  upon  which  are 
located  Honolulu  and  Pearl  Harbor :  Maui.  Molokai, 
Lanai,  Kauai,  Nihau,  and  Kahulaui.

Switz- 
erland has  four :  German,  French,  Italian  and  Ru- 
mansh.  Hawaiians  have  no  b,  d,  f,  g,  j,  r,  s,  t,  y. 
They  say  Pepeluai  for  February,  Okakopa  for  Oc- 
tober.

The  amount  of  crime  and  the  general  disregard  for 
laws,  both  human  and  divine,  which  are  at-  this 
moment  afflicting  the  world  like  a  pestilence,  have 
caused  certain  people  to  pause  and  exclaim  :  "What 
is  wrong  with  our  religion?" 

There  is  nothing  wrong  with  any  religion  that  is 
ethical,  is  sincerely  believed  in  and  sincerely  prac- 
ticed. It  is  in  the  neglect  of  religion  that  the  trouble 
arises. 

Quite  recently  an  eminent  ecclesiastic  declared 
from  the  pulpit  that  if  he  happened  to  be  wandering 
in  a  Central  African  jungle  and  suddenly  came  upon 
one  of  the  aborgines  engaged  in  the  worship  of  a 
stuffed  toad,  he  would  take  off  his  hat  to  him,  for 
here  at  least  were  the  elements  of  faith  and  sin- 
cerity. It  is  the  want  of  these  virtues  which  is  at 
the  bottom  of  the  lack  of  religion  today. 

How  can  anything  be  good  if  it  is  neglected  and 
cast  aside  ?  How  can  a  judgement  be  formed  upon 
any  theory  which  is  not  put  into  practice?  How  can 
nourishment  be  derived  from  food  that  is  not  eaten 
and  digested?

Better  have  some  ideal  and 
practice  it  earnestly  than  to  have  no  ideal  at  all.

The  War  Department  in  1917  was  convinced  of  the 
many  good  qualities  of  stucco  construction,  and  as  a 
result  quite  a  number  of  buildings  of  this  type  were 
erected.  One  of  these  has  been  in  constant  use  since 
that  time. 

The  excellent  present  condition  of  the  stucco  walls 
is  another  proof  of  weather  resistance,  strength  and 
durability  of  this  type  of  construction,  although  it 
was  originally  built  for  only  temporary  use. 

The  exterior  finish  consists  of  concrete  stucco  over 
flat  black  expanded  Metal  Lath  nailed  directly  to  2x4 
wood  studs  sj)aced  16  inches  on  centers.  No  paint  or 
pai)cr  was  used  on  the  face  of  these  studs  as  a  barrier 
against  the  passage  of  moisture  into  the  structure. 
Approximately  midway  between  the  stvds  blaclk 
building  paper  was  applied  and  held  in  place  with 
wood  cleats. 

The  exterior  stucco  was  not  back-plastered.  Al- 
though the  Metal  Lath  was  not  completely  covered 
on  the  key  side,  there  is  no  evidence  of  deterioration. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  are  some  air  vents  in  the 
exterior  wall  below  the  first  floor  level  where  the  lath 
was  carried  across  the  opening  instead  of  cutting  it 
out,  as  would  normally  be  done  to  provide  space  for 
the  small  mesh  tnetal  galvanized  grille.  Although  the 
Metal  Lath  has  been  exposed  to  the  weather  all  these 
years  it  is  still  in  good  condition. 

This  type  of  construction  used  in  this  structure  has 
been  reviewed  quite  carefully  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment, Navy  Department  and  Public  Buildings  Ad- 
ministration. It  is  rapidly  and  easily  erected,  low  in 
cost,  strong  and  durable.  It  also  practically  eliminates 
maintenance  costs.  It  is  suitable  for  temporary  build- 
ings in  our  construction  program,  whether  they  are 
built  in  the  north  or  in  the  south.  It  is  particularly 
recommended  for  hospitals. 

While  on  the  subject  of  stucco,  it  is  not  amiss  to 
call  attention  once  more  to  the  fact  that  concrete  in  a 
vertical  position  on  Metal  Lath  on  a  wall  is  just  as 
durable  as  concrete  in  a  horizontal  position  in  the 
sidewalk  or  road. 

For  permanent  buildings  if  standard  specifications 
are  strictly  adhered  to,  the  concrete  stucco  on  Metal 
Lath  will  remain  satisfactory  as  long  as  the  structures 
stand.   o

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SOUND  PHILOSOPHY 

Do  you  ever  wonder  what  you  get  out  of  your 
union?  Of  course  you  do.  What  is  the  answer? 
invariably  you  are  in  douhl  as  to  wliether  you  arc  get- 
ting anything  out  of  it  and  why.  Wliat  do  you  get 
out  of  your  ehuroli  or  lodge  that  you  may  belong  to, 
or  your  family?'  Do  you  get  anything  out  of  any  of 
them?  If  you  do,  it  is  because  you  meet  your  obli- 
gations to  them,  for  what  you  get  out  of  anything 
you  must  first  i)Ut  in.  (ienerally,  what  you  get  out 
depends  upon  how  much  you  put  in. 

Did  you  ever  try  and  draw  your  money  out  of  a 
bank  before  first  putting  some  in?  If  you  did  you 
had  the  experience  of  learning  a  lesson  in  gravity — 
that  before  you  can  expect  to  get  something  you 
must  first  put  something  in. 

You  may  purchase  an  automobile,  but  unless  you 
put  something  in  it — oil,  gas  and  water — it  will  not 
operate.  And  so  it  is  with  your  union.  Because  you 
join  a  union  does  not  make  that  union  function  suc- 
cessfully. The  union  needs  life  to  operate.  It  needs 
fuel,  and  that  fuel  comes  from  the  membership  of 
the  union.  They  must  supply  it,  and  from  no  other 
source  can  it  come.  Money  is  essential  but  man- 
power and  mental  applications  supjjly  the  fuel.  You 
can  purchase  oil  and  gas  for  your  automobile,  but 
unless  you  apply  them  to  their  task,  they  would  be 
worthless.  So  it  is  with  the  payment  of  moneys — 
unless  you  apply  those  moneys  to  the  task  to  which 
they  were  contributed,  they  would  become  worthless. 

In  order  to  make  money  work  and  bring  a  return. 
It  must  be  applied  to  its  task  judiciously,  and  that 
requires  the  active  co-operation  of  those  who  are  the 
contributors.  When  you  pay  your  dues  to  the  union, 
you  do  HOt  cease  to  be  the  possessors  of  that  money. 
You  are  placing  it  in  a  trust  fund  over  which  you 
have  a  voice  and  vote. 

Try  to  look  upon  your  union  as  your  investment, 
your  economic  insurance  against  low  wages,  long 
hours  of  labor,  unsanitary  conditions  of  employment, 
poor  food,  excessive  charge  for  uniforms  and  main- 
tenance, cruel  and  abusive  treatment.  If  you  can 
view  the  purpose  of  your  union  from  that  angle  and 
realize  the  necessity  of  giving  your  help,  then  you 
will  get  a  return  on  your  investment.  But  if  you  are 
going  to  pass  the  buck  to  others  and  try  and  sit  on 
top  of  the  world  and  wait  for  the  parade  to  pass  by. 
there  is  little  hope  that  your  investment  will  prove 
profitable  to  you. — The  Bridgemen's  Magazine.

Little  did  we  know  that  an  aeroplane  could  and 
would  be  death's  greatest  chamijion  until  tiic  inveii 
tion  of  the  atomic  bomb. 

I'ope  Pius  has  condemned  its  use.  Any  civilized 
|>erson  would  look  with  horor  upon  an  invention 
that  will  slaughter  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people 
in  a  fraction  of  a  second. 

One  can't  help  but  think  that  the  atomic  bomb  is, 
at  last,  an  equalizer  of  nations.  Any  country,  regard- 
less of  its  size,  can  successfully  wage  war  against 
any  other  nation  in  spite  of  the  difference  between 
standing  armies  and  navies,  provided  it  has  the  bomb 
and  can  strike  first. 

No  serious  minded  person  can  condemn  its  use 
against  the  Imperial  Japanese  nation  for  two  rea- 
sons : 

The  Jajjs,  themselves,  have  established  precedent 
for  ruthlessness  and  savagery.  Their  rape  of  China 
and  their  stab  in  the  back  at  Pearl  Harbor  are  with- 
out parallel  in  warfare. 

Any  method  that  may  end  a  war  whose  outcome  is 
certain,  is  fair.  Japan's  doom  had  already  been  estab- 
lished even  before  the  atomic  bombing  and  Russia's 
entry  into  the  war.  The  only  reason  Japan  had  not 
surrendered  sooner  is  that  the  fate  of  its  own  war 
criminals  was  certain.  Since  they  do  not  desire  per- 
sonal death,  they  were  willing  to  sacrifice  a  million 
laps  to  prolong  their  worthless  lives. 

The  lives  of  our  American  boys  are  dear  to  us  and 
if  we  must  annihilate  a  nation  to  save  another  experi- 
ence like  Okinawa,  but  on  a  larger  scale,  then — 
.Annihilate  Japan. 

In  the  final  sense,  now  that  the  war  is  over,  what 
Ijroblem  will  the  atomic  bomb  answer?  Will  the  fear 
of  its  consequences  serve  as  a  better  end  than  the 
Peace  Conference  and  the  Charter,  or  will  its  use  be 
put  into  universal  practice  within  the  next  generation. 

Frequently  the  pious  sentiment  has  been  uttered 
that  "property  right"  must  never  be  placed  above 
"human  rights".  But  if  we  stop  and  think,  we  know 
our  "humanity"  is  at  the  base  of  our  property. 

"Freedom  in  the  right  to  work  ;  in  the  enjoyment 
of  our  existence  in  decent  homes  ;  in  the  opportuni- 
ties opened  by  good  education ;  in  good  health  as 
improved  for  us  by  modern  science  —  all  of  these 
freedoms  are  supported  by  our  property  in  the  fruits 
of  our  labor. 

"No  man  who  is  not  assured  of  the  products  of 
his  labor  can  be  sure  of  his  liberty.  If  we  have  no 
property  rights  in  what  we  produce,  we  are  under 
a  political  control  which  soon  turns  into  an  economic 
enslavement.  We  are  not  free  if  we  have  no  say 
about  what  we  shall  expend  our  forces  upon,  what 
sacrifices  our  ambitions  shall  inspire  us  to  make,  and 
what  rewards  we  shall  aim  to  attain."

Man's  greatest  adventure  was  his  spread  from 
somewhere  in  Asia  to  all  corners  of  the  world.

I  think  we  are  coming  probably  to  a  period  where 
our  old  ideas  are  going  to  change  somewhat.  There 
was  a  time  when  we  thought  it  was  nobody's  business 
but  the  individuals'  how  much  they  worked,  or  under 
what  conditions  they  worked,  or  how  much  profit  an 
employer  made,  or  what  was  charged  to  the  consumer 
for  the  goods  that  were  on  the  market.  As  we  have 
developed,  we  think  it  is  within  our  rights  to  know 
under  what  conditions  any  work  is  performed,  and 
whether  the  wages  paid  make  it  possible  for  a  family 
to  maintain  a  decent  standard  of  living.  If  we  are  in- 
terested in  that,  it  goes  without  saying  that  we  are 
interested  in  finding  out  whether  a  business  can 
really  pay  these  wages. 

It  should  not  be  just  labor  unions  and  management 
who  are  interested  in  these  questions.  It  should  be 
the  public  as  a  whole. 

 o  

Much  has  been  said  about  the  obsolescence  and 
decay  of  areas  in  our  cities  which  have  outlived  their 
economic  usefulness.  Slums  start  from  the  obso- 
lescence of  perhaps  only  one  building  in  a  certain 
block.  One  wreck  of  a  building,  with  its  unsightly 
dilapidation,  can  destroy  any  value  as  decent  living 
quarters  for  all  its  neighbors.  One  block  can  destroy 
a  section  and  one  section  can  destroy  an  area.  Suffi- 
cient areas  may  destroy  a  city. 

Spot  building  changes  will  not  save  a  district.  Our 
people  have  learned  that  a  $10,000  house  in  a  $2,000 
neighborhood  will  shortly  become  a  $2,000  house  or 
one  of  no  value  at  all.  Nothing  can  save  a  slum  except 
complete  eradication  and  rebuilding  or  use  for  some 
other  worthy  purpose. 

Slums  have  been  with  us  for  centuries.  Few  of 
the  owners  or  agents  of  the  owners  have  done  any- 
thing whatsoever  about  them.  Private  interest 
seemed  utterly  lacking  until  public  interest  appeared. 
No  such  small  thing  as  theoretical  objection  should 
stand  in  the  way  of  saving  a  city  from  desolation 
and  dilapidation.  Drastic  action  is  imperative,  and 
no  mistaken  interest  of  a  few  should  block  the  hap- 
piness, prosperity  and  welfare  of  the  many.  Slum 
clearance  (because  of  the  cost  of  slums  to  the  city) 
will  relieve  the  city  of  a  great  financial  burden 

General  Motors  has  announced  a  post-war  program 
of  $500,000,000.  The  company  has  picked  Hamilton, 
Ohio,  as  the  site  of  a  new  Fischer  body  unit  that  will 
employ  3,000  employees.  Construction  of  the  one- 
story  building  on  145  acres  will  begin  as  soon  as  gov- 
ernment regulations  permit.

Time  was  when  the  savage,  with  his  bow  and  arrow 
or  club,  and  his  wife  and  children,  could  go  out  into 
the  wilderness  and  be  sufl'icient  unto  himself. 

His  meat  he  killed. 

His  bed  clothes  he  skinned  from  the  animals  he  ate. 

A  cave  furnished  him  with  a  roof. 

Those  were  about  all  his  needs,  and  he  could  get 
them  himself. 

As  civilization  came,  the  necessity  of  team  work 
increased. 

Men  were  divided  into  tribes,  and  within  the  tribes 
work  was  divided. 

Then  there  was  need  for  homes — for  the  caves 
were  not  very  attractive  as  residences. 

Men  who  were  good  builders  became  community 
building  directors. 

And  soon  they  did  all  the  building,  while  other  men 
became  grinders  of  wheat  or  drawers  of  water,  or 
hewers  of  wood  and  stone,  or  makers  of  arms  and 
ammunition.

And  he  is  dependent  on  one  set  of  men  for  the  food 
for  his  table,  on  another  set  for  the  wood  and  the 
stone  that  forms  his  habitation,  on  other  sets  for  the 
cars  and  trains  in  which  he  rides,  the  books  and 
newspapers  he  reads,  on  the  schools  where  his 
children  are  being  taught  that  he  has  no  time  and 
probably  little  to  teach  them. 

It  is  worth  while  to  think  now  and  then  of  our 
dependence  on  others. 

It  will  give  us  a  better  idea  of  the  organization  of 
the  world,  and  the  value  of  every  worker  in  it. 

Life  would  soon  be  snuffed  out  if  it  were  not  for 
the  co-operation  which  has  enabled  us  to  build  towns 
and  cities  and  nations,  and  relieved  men  of  genius 
from  the  necessity  of  killing  their  meat  and  building 
their  houses,  so  they  could  advance  thought  and 
science  and  philosophy. 

Co-operation  is  not  yet  complete,  otherwise  there 
would  be  no  wars,  no  dissensions,  no  private  and 
international  jealousies. 

Making  it  complete  is  the  big  job  of  mankind. 

And  that  he  is  doing  it  more  and  more,  indicates 
that  a  great  Planner  is  behind  it  all,  a  Mind  that  has 
given  man  a  marvelous  world,  from  which  he  can 
gain  all  he  needs  for  his  comfort  and  happiness  and 
peace  of  mind  as  soon  as  he  has  learned  to  use  it  in 
co-operation  with  his  fellow  man.

THE  $20  PER  WEEK  MAN 
What  good  is  the  $20  per  week  man  in  U.  S.  A.  ? 
The  answer  is  obvious.  He  is  not  of  any  value  at  all 
in  our  economy.  He  is  a  liability.  At  the  first  breath 
of  hard  luck  or  weakness,  he  and  his  family  become 
charges  upon  the  community. 

The  $20  a  week  man  buys  no  motor  cars.  He  builds 
no  houses,  he  must  live  in  the  slums  or  else  fail  to  pay 
rent.  The  $20  a  week  man  is  of  no  benefit  to  business 
men.  His  trade  at  a  store  adds  little  or  nothing  to 
"recovery." 

The  masses  of  Americans  must  receive  a  great 
deal  more  than  $20  per  week  if  farmers  are  to  be 
prosperous  and  our  factories  are  to  run  and  our 
retail  merchants  are  to  prosper. 

The  $20  per  week  wage  would  keep  the  masses 
on  the  verge  of  poverty  and  business  men  on  the 
fringe  of  failure. 

The  greatest  market  for  our  products  is  in  our 
own  country.  The  folly  of  starvation  in  the  midst  of 
plenty,  because  foreigners  will  not  buy  our  surplus, 
is  now  obvious  to  statesmen,  but  they  will  talk  about 
"foreign  markets"  when  there  is  no  sense  in  it.

It  would  be  better  if  they  would  turn  their 
attention  to  developing  the  home  market  which  is 
hungry  for  better  homes  and  all  necessities  and 
luxuries. 

The  $20  per  week  man  does  not  make  the  home 
market  profitable,  and  as  long  as  he  i«  numerous, 
just  so  long  will  America  be  in  distress.

lilt'  truth  «>l  ICnuTson's  statement  is  exemplified 
ui  the  acliiex  enienls  of  great  scientists  in  their  lab- 
oratories, of  great  artists  in  their  studios,  of  great 
generals  on  the  field  of  battle  and  of  great  men  and 
women  in  all  other  walks  of  life. 

The  authors  of  all  great  achievements  have  in- 
rariahly  been  inspired  by  an  overflowing  enthusiasm 
for  their  work. 

But  the  truth  of  Emerson's  statement  applies  also 
to  the  more  humble  everyday  tasks  of  the  men  and 
women  who  represent  our  local  unions. 

Never  has  a  local  union  become  a  great  success  un- 
less those  at  the  head  of  it  were  itnpelled  to  action 
by  love  and  enthusiasm  for  their  work. 

No  matter  what  our  work  may  be,  if  we  want  it  to 
yield  results  we  must  become  enthused  to  action  by 
love  and  enthusiasm  for  their  work. 

No  matter  what  our  work  maye  be,  if  we  want 
it  to  yield  results  we  must  become  enthused  over  it. 
We  must  love  the  work  assigned  to  us  and  must 
feel  within  us  the  creative  urge  to  achieve  something 
for  the  social  good. 

But  we  can't  become  enthused  over  our  work  as 
union  representatives  unless  we  honestly  believe  in 
our  union. 

It  is  a  sincere  belief,  a  profound  faith  and  a  deep- 
seated  conviction  in  the  justice  of  labor's  cause  that 
generates  enthusiasm  within  us. 

Enthusiasm  is  contagious.  The  members  are  sure 
to  catch  it  if  the  officers  are  exuberant  with  it.  And 
this  is  as  it  should  be.  Enthusiasm  is  the  force  that 
makes  for  union  achievement.

Some  of  the  facts  are  known  about  those  434,000 
shares  of  General  Motors  stock  in  British  "posses- 
sion." 

It  turned  out,  however,  that  the  British  govern- 
ment doesn't  own  the  stock.  The  shares  are  owned 
by  individual  British  citizens. 

Would  the  British  Labor  government  actually  have 
been  enthusiastic  for  a  wage  increase  for  American 
auto  workers?  It's  a  safe  bet  that  if  the  British 
government  ever  stuck  its  nose  into  our  domestic 
affairs,  it  would  do  so  on  the  basis  of  what's  best  for 
British  interests — not  particularly  for  the  interests 
of  the  average  American  worker. 

For  example,  the  average  British  factory  worker 
makes  40  cents  an  hour,  while  our  workers  average 
$L04  an  hour.  How  popular  at  home  would  the  Labor 
government  be  if  it  recommended  a  wage  increase 
over  here?

I '.111  so  have  the  Australians.  And  the  Chinese. 
I  lu  Australians  have  been  neighbors  of  the  Japs 
for  a  long  time  and  they  know  them  so  well  and 
(listriisl  them  so  thoroughly  that  they  will  not  per- 
mit a   |a])  tf)  settle  in  their  country. 

The  Australians  believe  we  are  being  too  kind 
to  the  japs;  allowing  them  to  keep  their  emperor 
and  to  avoid  many  of  the  stings  of  defeat. 

In  fact,  we  have  been  so  considerate  that  many 
Ja])s  kid  themselves  into  thinking  they  didn't  lose 
the  war. 

We  should  never  jjermit  any  doubt  on  that  point. 
Unless  every  man  in  Japan  knows  he  lost  the  war 
and  is  paying  the  penalty  of  his  treachery  and  butch- 
ery, he  will  think  he  can  win  next  time,  as  the  Ger- 
mans thought  last  time. 

The  Australians  believe  that  Emperor  Hirohito 
should  be  tried  as  a  war  criminal.  So  do  the  Chin- 
ese. And  the  Chinese  suffered  far  more  than  anyone 
else  from  Jap  savagery. 

When  the  Australians  and  the  Chinese  urge  great- 
er severity  in  handling  the  Japs,  they  are  entitled 
to  consideration.  China  was  invaded  by  the  Japs 
and  Australia  shuddered  in  the  shadow  of  invasion 
for  many  months  while  the  outcome  of  the  war 
hung  in  the  balance. 

If  we  had  lost  the  war,  there  is  no  question  of 
how  we  would  have  been  treated  by  either  the  Japs 
or  Germans.  We  would  have  been  enslaved  like 
every  other  nation  they  conquered. 

We  would  have  lived  in  a  nightmare  of  cruelty. 

We  do  not  advocate  such  tactics  against  our  de- 
feated enemies  but  we  do  demand  that  they  be  for- 
ever prevented  from  threatening  us  again. 

In  the  interest  of  simple  justice,  thousands  of  Japs 
and  Germans  should  be  executed  for  the  wanton 
crimes  they  committed.  The  leaders  who  designed 
the  tortures  should  be  punished  as  well  as  the  indi- 
vidual sadists  who  inflicted  them. 

We  believe  the  emperor  of  Japan  is  guilty  of  every 
crime  a  man  can  commit.  He  is  long  overdue  among 
his  ancestors.

1794  that 

the  shoe- 

makers  in  Philadelphia  went  out 

on  strike. 

The  first 

few 

American  labor  organizations  were 

just  then 

beginning  to  form.    Then(  as  now,  there  were  selfish 


individuals  who  fought  them  with  every  weapon  at 
their  command.  The  strikers  were  arrested,  con- 
victed and  fined  on  charges  of  "conspiring  to  raise 
wages." 

Yes,  that  was  the  law  in  1794.  Men  who  organ- 
ized to  improve  wages  and  working  conditions  were 
guilty  of  a  crime.  It  is  precisely  the  law  that  Florida, 
.Alabama,  and  other  southern  medievalist  employers 
want  now. 

Many  years  of  struggle  passed  before  the  laws 
were  changed.  The  rights  which  Labor  enjoys  today 
are  the  fruit  of  long  suffering  and  travail.  Union 
men  died,  blood  was  shed,  scores  went  to  prison  on 
flimsy  charges.  Labor  paid  a  hevy  price  for  its 
gains. 

There  is  nothing  strange  about  this.  If  one  un- 
derstands the  purpose  of  American  Labor  Unions, 
the  reasons  for  bitter  opposition  are  recognizable  at 
once.  American  working  people  formed  associations 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  wages,  shortening  hours.

011(1  111  view  :  tlu'v  want  lower  wages,  longer  hours, 
poorer  safety  standards,  inferior  working  conditions. 

.\  vast  number  of  Union  people  today  have  little 
reali/atiiMi  of  the  struggles  made  by  their  organiza- 
tions (luring  the  gloomy  days  of  the  labor  movement 
111  this  country.  Many  do  not  understand  that  their 
high  living  standards  today  are  the  direct  result  of 
the  bloodshed  and  the  struggle  of  working  people 
ilown  through  the  years.  If  they  knew  the  truth 
there  would  be  little  talk  about  initiation  fees  and 
dues,  for  they  would  then  understand  that  they  can 
preserve  their  present  living  standards  only  so  long 
as  their  Labor  Unions  remain  strong  and  free.

The  Service  Button  is  similar  to  the  insignia  of  lodges  or  fraternal  orders  and  is  worn 
in  the  same  manner.  The  Service  Button  gives  assurance  that  the  services  are  performed 
or  rendered  by  members  of  trade  unions.

Case  Nc.l  —  Appeal  of  Local  85  Elizabeth,  N.  J.  from 
Decision  of  General  President  in  matter  of  Territorial 
Jurisdiction  with  Local  102  of  Newark,^  J^.  J. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  appeal  from  the  General 
President's  decision  by  Local  85  of  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  your 
Executive  Council  listened  to  the  statements  of  John 
J.  Vohden,  Jr.,  Business  Agent  of  Local  102  of  Newark,  New 
Jersey  and  Pat  MuUane,  representing  Local  85  of  Elizabeth, 
New  Jersey.  After  considering  all  the  evidence  in  this 
case,  it  was  Moved,  Seconded  and  Carried  that  the  decision 
of  the  General  President  be  sustained.  Vice  President  Sal 
Maso  did  not  participate,  either  in  the  consideration  of  the 
case  or  the  action  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Case  No.  2  —  Appeal  from  United  Negro  College  Fund, 
Inc.  for  Financial  Assistance  in  its  Third  Annual  Campaign 
for  the  Support  cf  NegTO  Colleges  in  the  South. 

This  United  Negro  College  Fund,  Inc.  has  received  the 
support  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.  and  many  International  Unions, 
and  it  was  the  opinion  of  your  Executive  Council  that  this 
fund  is  used  for  a  very  constructive  worthwhile,  educational 
program,  and  is  worthy  of  our  assistance,  and  it  was  there- 
fore Moved,  Seconded  and  Carried,  That  we  contribute  the 
sum  of  $200.00  to  assist  in  sustaining  the  extended  educa- 
tional program  of  this  institution  in  the  South. 

Case  No.  3  —  Continued  Financing  of  the  National  Found- 
ation for  Lathing  and  Plastering,  In<rorporated. 

Your  Executive  Council  gave  further  consideration  to  the 
continued  function  of  the  National  Foundation  for  Lathing 
and  Plastering,  Inc.,  which  organization  was  organized  by 
General    President    McSorley,    John   E.    Rooney,  General 


President,  Operative  Plasterers  and  Cement  Finishers  Inter- 
national Association  and  the  Contracting  Plasterers  Inter- 
national Association  and  is  financed  by  the  founding  organ- 
izations, and  this  organization  is  the  major  vehicle  for  the 
promotion  of  lathing  and  plastering  materials  and  must 
receive  the  full  support  and  cooperation  of  the  above 
mentioned  organizations  and  cur  membership. 

President  John  ,E.  Rooney,  Operative  Plasterers'  and 
Cement  Finishers'  International  Association  and  Mr.  E.  M. 
Lurie,  Director  of  the  National  Foundation  for  Lathing  and 
Plastering,  Inc.,  appeared  before  your  Executive  Council, 
accompanied  by  General  President  McSorley,  aird  rendered 
a  full  and  complete  report  of  the  present  status  of  this 
organization.  Director  Lurie  informed  the  Board  of  the 
difficulty  he  was  encountering  in  obtaining  the  participation 
and  cooperation  of  contractors  in  the  Foundation  program.

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ARTICLE  ON  SUSPENDED  CEILING 
By  Harry  J.  Hagen 

In  the  Ceiling  illustrated  in  i'hoto  No.  3,  vvcmkI 
2x2's  were  cut  diagonally  to  make  them  triangularly 
shaped.  These  were  fitted  in  between  the  sides  of 
2x2  angle  irons,  holes  were  then  drilled  through  the 
wood  and  steel  and  the  whole  suspended  from  wood 
joists  by  means  of  18  inch  screws  which  were  in- 
serted in  the  holes  and  srcwcd  into  the  joist  above 
an  old  tin  ceiling,  the  wood  faced  downward  to  pro- 
vide a  nailing  base  for  the  acoustic  blocks.  The  above 
acted  as  the  furring  and  was  si)accd  one  foot  apart, 
the  wood  was  thus  protected  from  fire  by  the  iron 
on  two  sides  and  the  acoustic  material  below.  This 
was  necessary  on  this  type  of  building  as  the  St. 
Louis  Building  Code  does  not  allow  wood  of  any 
kind  for  ceiling  construction  on  fireproof  buildings. 
A  sprinkler  system  was  also  installed.  Lathers 
erected  the  furring  and  carpenters  nailed  the  acoustic 
blocks.

THE  RETURN  TO  HOME 

ARTICLE  XVII 
Proper  Location  for  Home  is  Most  Important  Step 

By  E.  M.  LURIE 
Those  intending  to  purchase  land  for  a  future  home,  or 
in  the  market  for  a  completed  home  should  buy  only  in 
areas  protected  by  zoning  and  building  restrictions;  or  should 
satisfy  themselves  in  reasonable  degree  as  to  the  type  of 
neighbors  they  may  expect  to  have  and  the  kind  of  neigh- 
borhood it  will  likely  be  ten  years  hence,  as  well  as  now. 

In  fact,  this  first  step,  securing  a  proper  location  for  your 
home,  is  probably  the  most  important  of  all.  The  character, 
size  and  type  of  buildings  used  to  house  schools  and 
churches,  the  nature  of  the  community  recreation  facilities, 
are  all  indicative  of  the  temperament  and  stability  of  the 
individuals  making  up  the  population.  Availability  of  public 


utilities,  including  electricity  and  ^r/.iti,  and  of  public  water 
Kupplios,  scwerat^'  and  public  tran.sportation  uysU-mK,  also 
are  important  considerationH. 

A  residential  area,  which  has  not  been  properly  pro- 
tected against  industrial  and  commcrci;il  encroachment  and 
against  the  infiltration  of  chea|)  and  shoddy  buildingH,  may 
in  a  generation  degeneralo  into  a  second  or  third  rate 
neighborhood.  With  it  comes  a  corresjionding  decline  in 
property  values  and  general  indiirerence,  on  the  part  of  the 
jtroperty  owners,  toward  doing  any  more  than  tho  absolute 
minimum  to  keep  their  buildings  habitable. 

Therefore,  if  you  are  jdanning  to  build,  it  is  well  to  take 
up  matters  of  the  type  just  described  with  the  realtor  or 
other  agent  interested  in  the  sale  of  the  |)roi)erty  and  with 
your  local  financing  institution:  banker,  building  and  loan 
association,  or  other  organization  from  whom  you  are  bor- 
rowing the  money  with  which  to  build.  Their  advice  on  such 
matters  is  invaluable  and  may  mean  the  difference  between 
success  and  failure  in  home  ownership.

THE  RETURN  TO  HOME 

LaSalle   Hotel   Fire   Shows   Need   for   Home  Fire 

Protection 

ARTICLE  XVI

Preliminary  reports  indicate  that  most  of  the  deaths 
in  the  recent  LaSalle  Hotel  fire  in  Chicago  can  be  attributed 
to  the  lack  of  stairway  cut-offs,  and  suffocation  caused  by 
the  acrid  smoke  from  the  burning  interior  finish,  trim  and 
decorations. 

Fortunate  indeed  were  those  who  escaped,  that  the 
building  was  basically  of  so-called  "fireproof"  construction 
(a  better  description  would  be  "fire  resistive").  Had  it  been 
built  with  unprotected  combustible  interior  construction,  as 
many  hotels  were  in  the  1880's  and  90's,  the  fire  would  have 
turned  into  a  holocaust  with  a  death  toll  10-foId  greater. 
As  it  turned  out,  950  of  the  more  than  1,000  guests  escaped 
in  safety. 

'  The  LaSalle  Hotel  fire  holds  a  lesson  for  us  all.  "Flash" 
fires  are  devastating  at  any  time.  They  occur  not  only  in 
large  commercial  structures,  but  also  in  homes  and  apart- 
ments and  with  frightful  results.  Many  of  those  who  are 
trapped  on  the  second  floor  of  two-story  homes  cannot  be 
saved. 

Basement  fires  are  apt  to  spread  with  lightning  rapidity, 
because  the  unprotected  basement  wood  ceiling  joists  ignite, 
following  which  the  furnishings  and  drapes  and  even  the 
finish  and  combtistible  supports  for  floors  and  partitions  on 
the  first  floor  may  be  set  ablaze  so  rapidly  that  entrance  of 
rescuers  is  quickly  cut  off. 

Plastering  is  Inexpensive  Fire  Protection 

If  the  fire  can  be  confined  to  the  burning  of  the  furnish- 
ings, momentary  safety  is  still  possible  behind  a  bedroom 
door  hastily  sealed  at  the  floor  against  the  entrance  of 
gases,  with  a  window  open.  So  long  as  the  wall  finish  is  not 
the  type  Vv'hich  can  ignite  and  burn  and  release  dangerous 
gases,  and  so  long  as  the  supporting  studs  and  joists  are 
protected  against  fire,  the  fire  department  can  arrive  in  time 
to  rescue  the  trapped  occupants. 

Therefore,  build  j'our  home  firesafe.  This  can  be  ac- 
complished by  the  judicious  use  of  economical  plastering 
protection  to  wood  studs  and  joists,  by  employing  masonry, 
fire-protected  steel,  or  concrete  joists,  etc. 

Plaster  will  not  burn,  because  from  bottom  to  the  ex- 
posed finish  it  is  made  from  rock  materials:  gypsum,  lime, 
Portland  cement.  It  will  not  emit  smoke.  The  National 
Bureau  of  Standards  tests  show  that  a  wood  joisted  floor 
or  a  Avood  stud  partition  finished  with  metal  or  gypsum  lath 
•  and  plaster  will  resist  fire  successfully  for  from  30  minutes 
upwards  to  an  hour. 

The  building  so  protected,  therefore,  provides  fire 
barriers  which  help  confine  the  fire  until  the  firemen  can 
arrive  to  effect  the  rescue. 

So  if  feasible  have  your  drapfs  and  furnishings  chem- 
ically treated  to  be  fire-retardant.  But  in  any  event  make 
sure  that  your  contractor  provides  finished  plaster  as  de- 
scribed above  or  equally  incombustible  finish  for  your  in- 
terior lumber-constructed  walls,  partitions  and  ceilings. 
Used  with  exterior  masonry,  or  stucco-covered  frame  they 
provide  the  least  expensiw  f orui  of  positive  fire  protection.

Great,  not  only  in  its  own  magnitude  as  a  structure, 
but  in  tlie  far-reaching  results.  Hy  holding  the  waters 
of  the  Colorado  in  leash  during  the  flood  jicriod,  it 
has  stopped  forever  the  periodical  flood  ravish  which 
has  already  cost  millions.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
storing  the  excess  waters  for  distribution  during  the 
dry  season,  making  available  an  increased  supj)!}'  that 
will  irrigate  over  2,000,000  acres  of  land  in  the  Pacific 
Southwest. 

It  will  do  this  and  still  provide  a  supply  oi  domestic 
water  sulTicient  for  a  population  of  more  than 
lO.OaiOOO.  And  lastly  it  will,  while  serving  these 
other  major  purposes,  generate  more  than  three  times 
as  much  energy  as  is  produced  on  the  American  side 
of  Xiagara  Falls. 

When,  on  June  25,  1*)29,  President  Hoover,  by 
proclamation  issued  the  final  word  of  authority  to 
proceed  with  the  project,  he  brought  to  a  triumphant 
conclusion  ten  years  of  imremitting  effort.  Time  and 
again  the  enterprise  seemed  hopelessly  complex  and 
impossible  of  achievement,  yet  the  struggle  was 
carried  forward  indomitably. 

The  gigantic  power  plant  just  below  the  falls  will 
have  a  rated  caj^acity  of  over  1,800,000  horsepower 
of  energy.  This  is  approximately  twice  as  much  as 
the  total  combined  energy  developed  at  Niagara  Falls 
(United  States)  and  INIuscle  Shoals. 

One  of  the  principal  objects  of  the  Boulder  Dain 
project  was  the  protection  of  vast  rich  areas  of 
■agricultural  lands  below  the  Dam  site  which  were 
constantly  menaced  by  flood  waters  from  the  Colo- 
rado River.  Draining  a  great  watershed  covering 
portions  of  seven  large  western  states,  the  usually 
mild  and  gentle  river  soiuetitnes  becomes  a  raging 
monster  when  millions  of  acres  of  winter  snows  are 
melting  under  a  warm  spring  sun. 

The  construction  of  the  Dam  required  the  almost 
unbelievable  total  of  over  203,000,000  pounds  of  metal. 

Boulder  Dam  forms  a  reservoir  about  115  miles  in 
length  and  varying  in  width  from  a  few  hundred  feet 
in  the  canyons  to  a  maximum  of  eight  miles.  It  covers 
an  area  of  145,000  acres  or  227  square  miles. 

This  vast  reservoir  will  hold,  when  filled,  30,500,000 
acre-feet  of  water.  An  acre-foot  of  water  is  the 
amount  which  will  cover  one  acre  of  land  to  a  depth 
of  one  foot.  The  water  in  the  reservoir  would  cover 
a  flat  area  as  large  as  the  entire  State  of  Connecticut 
to  a  depth  of  10  feet. 

Boulder  Dam  is  the  largest  dam,  by  far,  in  the 
world.  Its  height  is  727  feet  above  bedrock,  which 
will  raise  the  water  level  of  the  river  587  feet. 


The  thickness  of  the  Dam  is  45  feet  at  the  top  and 
660  feet  at  the  base.  Its  width  at  the  crest  is  1,180 
feet. 

There  has  been  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
Dam  approximately  4,450,000  cubic  yards  of  concrete 
—  slightly  more  than  the  total  amount  used  by  the 
Bureau  o{  Reclamation  in  all  the  dams  and  structures 
it  had  built  preceding  the  commencement  of  construc- 
tion on  this  great  project.  This  required  5,000,000 
barrels  of  cement. 

The  Boulder  Dam  project  required  about  four  years 
to  build  and  cost  .  ..165,000,000. 

This  ex])cn(liturc,  great  as  it  is,  represents  less  than 
one-half  the  total  outlay,  when  the  huge  auxiliary 
])roj^ect,  the  lAs  Angeles  Aqueduct,  is  included.  The 
communities  of  Southern  California  have  voted  bond 
issues  of  $222,000,000  to  construct  a  giant  conduit  that 
will  convey  water  for  domestic  purposes  over  moun- 
tains and  desert,  a  distance  of  approximately  265 
miles  —  by  far  the  most  stupendous  enterprise  of  its 
kind  in  history..  Notable  as  the  project  is  from  an 
engineering  standpoint,  it  is  still  more  notable  as  a 
monument  to  zeal  and  lofty  vision.

FRAUDS  IN  PRICES  AND  PROFITS 

There's  an  old  saying  that  you  cannot  eat  your 
cake  and  have  it,  too.  Yet,  according  to  a  labor  re- 
search bureau  in  Washington,  D.  C,  some  of  the  big 
eastern  manufacturers  have  figured  out  a  neat  scheme 
to  do  exactly  that  — and  how!  It  works  this  way: 

Maybe  you  will  remember  that  at  the  outbreak  of 
the  war.  our  government  was  in  serious  need  of 
guns,  tanks,  planes  and  many  other  articles  with 
which  to  kill  Germans  and  Japs,  and  to  keep  Amer- 
icans from  being  killed.  The  manufacturers,  however, 
were  very  cagey  about  it.  They  sat  down  until  Con- 
gress amended  the  income  tax  law  to  permit  them 
to  write  off  quickly  the  big  additions  to  plants  that 
became  necessary.  Congress  surrendered,  and  we 
know  what  happened. 

In  a  great  many  instances,  big  concerns  were  able 
to  charge  off  entirely  their  big,  new  plants  out  of 
their  excessive  war  profits,  and  deduct  this  from 
taxable  income.  They  got  all  their  money  back.  This 
amounted  to  some  billions  of  dollars,  too.  Now  that 
the  war  is  over,  however,  these  concsrns  are  fighting 
wage  increases  and  asking  for  price  boosts.  In  nearly 
every  instance,  they  are  including  in  their  operating 
costs,  huge  charges  for  depreciation  on  war  plant 
and  property  that  they  have  already  charged  off. 
That's  having  your  cake,  and  eating  it,  too. 

It's  difficult  to  catch  the  big  fellows  at  this  trick, 
because  they  refuse  to  show  their  books  —  in  some 
instances,  notably  General  Motors,  not  even  the 
stockholders  are  permitted  to  see  the  books. 
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FIBRE-BOARD  BLAMED  IN  CANFIELD  FIRE 

Flash  Nature  Explained  by  Iowa  Official 
'Not  Natural'  Blaze,  Strohm  Says;  Cites  Rapid  Spread 

DKS  MOINlvS— (Ar)-'l'lH'  "(lash"  nature  of  llic 
fire  at  Hotel  C'aiifield,  Duhiuiue,  la.,  was  caused  by 
the  use  of  l'il)re-l)()ar(l  walls  and  ceilings,  John 
Strohm,  state  fire  marshal,  said. 

Fibre-board  has  been  used  in  the  redecorating^  of 
"many  other"  Iowa  hotels,  theaters,  bowlinj^f  alleys, 
taverns,  cocktail  bars,  dance  halls  "and  other  i)laccs 
of  public  assembly,"  Strohm  added. 

lie  said  all  such  places  face  danger  of  ra])id  spread 
of  flames  and  loss  of  lives  if  fire  gets  started  in  them. 
Nineteen  persons  lost  their  lives  in  the  Hotel  Can- 
field  blaze. 

Strohm  commented  after  consulting  with  Deputy 
Fire  Marshals  A.  A.  Lubberden  and  Zack  Cook,  and 
H.  J.  Corcoran,  engineer  for  the  Iowa  Insurance 
Service  bureau,  a  fire  insurance  rating  service. 

Original  cause  of  the  fire  was  cigaret  stubs  tossed 
into  a  cardboard  container  in  a  storage  room  of  the 
"Red  Lounge"  tavern  adjoining  the  lobby,  Strohm  said 
investigators  told  him. 

"If  it  had  been  a  natural  fire,  all  persons  in  the 
hotel  could  have  gone  into  the  halls  and  out  the 
normal  exits,"  Corcoran  said. 

Instead,  the  flames  swept  across  walls  and  ceilings 
"like  water  dumped  from  a  bucket  spreads  across  the 
floor,"  he  added. 

"It  swept  through  the  Red  Lounge,  a  vestibule  and 
the  lobby,  and  when  it  went  up  the  stairway,  it 
climbed  the  side  lined  with  fibre-board  without  l)urn- 
ing  the  wood  railing  on  the  other  side  of  the  stairs." 

Several  types  of  fibre-board  are  made  and  sold, 
and  two  makes  were  involved  in  the  Canfield  fire,  the 
investigators  said. 

A  partial  report  on  the  progress  of  the  state  and 
city  investigation  into  the  tragic  Hotel  Canfield  fire 
that  claimed  19  lives  here  that  Sunday  morning  was 
released  the  following  Saturday  night  by  Fire  Chief 
Perry  Kirch  and  revealed  definitely  that  the  blaze 
originated  in  a  small  supply  chest  adjacent  to  the  Red 
cocktail  lounge. 

Participating  in  the  interrogation  of  about  40 
witnesses,  the  chief  said,  were  Zach  Cook  and  A. 
Lubberden,  deputy  state  fire  marshals ;  Police  Chief 
Joseph  Strub ;  Detective  Paul  Anthony,  and  H.  J. 
Corcoran,  engineer  for  the  Iowa  Insurance  Service 
bureau,  as  w^ell  as  himself. 

Included  among  the  approximately'  40  witnesses 
thus  far  examined  were  hotel  employes ;  workers  in 
the  Red  Lounge;  patrons  of  the  cocktail  lounge;  hotel 
guests;  firemen;  railroad  workers,  and  several  other 


persons  who  offered  information  concerning  the  start 
and  sprearl  of  the  fire. 

Within  a  comparatively  few  seconds,  the  inquiry 
i)oard  was  told,  an  alarm  was  sounded  an<l  while  a 
young  man  tried  to  smother  the  flames  with  an  :i\>rim, 
Manafjer  Canfield  rushed  to  the  second  floor  for  a 
fire  extinguisher.  When  he  (Canfield)  came  back,  the 
flames  had  gained  such  headway  that  the  individual 
fight  was  abandoned. 

Another  witness  told  tlu;  board,  tlie  chief  revealed, 
that  he  had  seen  a  girl  taking  cigaret-stub  loaded 
ash  trays  into  the  service  closet,  apparently  to  dump 
them. 

There  was  much  testimony  taken  as  to  the  various 
alarms   received  by   the    fire   department  —  but  all 
agreed,  the  chief  said,  that  there  was  no  delay  in 
calling  for  help.

We  have  all  read  of  the  LaSalle  Hotel  fire  in 
Chicago,  where  sixty-one  lives  were  lost.  Well,  the 
fire  was  just  one  of  those  unfortunate  things  that 
will  and  do  happen. 

The  hotel,  when  it  was  built  thirty-eight  years  ago, 
was  the  largest  hotel  in  the  world  and  for  thirty- 
eight  long  years  it  stood  majestically,  housing 
thousands  with  no  loss  of  life.  The  hotel  was  con- 
sidered absolutely  fireproof,  and  in  fact,  very  few 
of  those  who  met  death  in  that  fire  were  burned. 
Forty-seven  victims  died  of  asphyxiation,  smoke  and 
gas  caused  the  death  and  damage. 

The  structure  of  the  hotel  today  shows  little  fire 
damage  to  the  plastering;  plans  for  repairs  are  under- 
way. It  is  now  proposed  by  an  eminent  architect, 
one  of  the  commissioners  that  investigated  the  cause 
of  the  fire,  that  the  stairways  be  inclosed  with  tile 
and  plaster.  More  attention  should  have  been  paid 
to  stairways ;  in  all  such  fires,  stairways  and  other 
openings  are  simply  flues  for  fire.  Fire  is  attracted 
by  such  flues,  for  draft  carries  the  smoke  and  gas 
with  the  speed  of  the  draft. 

It  is  too  bad  that  it  took  such  a  fire  to  show  those 
who  design  great  buildings  that  any  apertures  in 
buildings  will  develop  draft,  anfl  in  case  of  fire,  the 
fire  will  be  attracted  to  such  apertures  or  flues  — 
chimneys  pure  and  simple. 

While  we  sympathize  w^th  all  those  who  in  any 
way  sufifered  through  the  LaSalle  Hotel  fire,  we  do 
hope  the  great  loss  of  life,  on  this  occasion,  will  tend 
to  make  a  repetition  impossible  by  such  construction 
that  will  entirely  eliminate  draft  channels.  We  don't 
censure  the  owners  of  the  LaSalle  Hotel,  they  were 
in  no  way  to  blame.  It  was  just  a  case  of  the  im- 
probable happening.  We  do  sympathize  with  them.

SENATORS  PROTECT  THEMSELVES 

Unpatriotic  people  who  think  the  United  States 
Senate  does  not  understand  economics  should  be 
ashamed  of  themselves.  Last  month  the  Senatff 
showed  ,  that  it  docs  understand  economics  and  that 
it  knows  how  to  maintain  the  delicate  balance  between 
individual  income  and  the  cost  of  living. 

The  Senate  comprehends  the  disastrous  effect  of 
removing  OPA  restrictions  on  food.  It  knows  that 
if  food  prices,  and  all  other  prices,  go  up,  more  in- 
come is  necessary. 

So,  acting  with  the  vision  fo^  which  it  has  become 
famous,  the  Senate  voted  to  increase  its  own  pay 
50  per  cent  before  it  voted  to  remove  the  ceiling 
prices  on  food. 

After  protecting  itself  against  inflationary  prices, 
the  Senate  then  proceeded  to  vote  for  inflation. 

This  is  the  same  Senate  that  shuddered  at  the 
"inflationary"  proposal  to  increase  unemployment 
compensation.  It  is  the  same  Senate  that  cut  the 
full-employment  bill  to  pieces.  It  is  the  Senate  which 
opposed  a  minimum  wage  of  65  cents  an  hour  and 
thinks  that  a  public  health  bill  is  Communistic. 

The  Senate  also  believes  it  would  be  undemocratic 
to  repeal  the  poll  tax  and  permit  millions  of  dis- 
franchised citizens  to  cast  ballots.  The  new  voters 
might  throw  them  out  of  oflFice  and  deprive  them  of 
the  50  per  cent  wage  increase  the  senators  just  voted 
themselves. 

If  Congress  passes  the  bill  the  Senate  approved, 
the  wages  of  all  members  of  Congres^  will  be  $15,000 
per  year. 

They  get  $10,000  now  although  the  House,  while 
demanding  a  cut  in  federal  payrolls,  reached  into 
the  federal  treasury  by  a  legislature  trick  and  took 
an  extra  $2,500  a  year  for  its  members. 

The  Senate  also  approved  a  pension  system  for 
members  of  Congress,  although  it  has  opposed  liberal- 
ization of  the  pensions  for  other  citizens. 

It  is  not  Communistic  or  inflationary  to  pay  a 
handsome  pension  to  a  discredited  congressman  or 
senator  booted  out  of  oflFice  by  his  disillusioned  con- 
stituents. 

But  it  is  Communistic  and  inflationary  to  enact 
legislation  protecting  low  income  citizens  from  un- 
employment, sickness  and  discrimination. 

That's  the  way  the  Senate  figures  it. 

So  it  passed  the  amendment  by  Senator  Taft  of 
Ohio  to  take  the  lid  off  prices,  just  as  it  previously 
voted  to  take  the  lid  off  the  cost  of  homes. 

By  the  time  election  rolls  around  in  November, 
you  will  be  paying  inflationary  prices  for  food, 
clothing  and  housing,  if  the  Senate  bill  becomes  law. 

But  the  senators'  pay  will  have  increased  50  per 
cent.  And  you'll  be  paying  that,  too ! 


Lend-lease  to  Russia  built  ilp  the  mightiest  military 
j)owcr  in  Europe.  Final  tabulations  show  Russia  got 
$3,000,TX)0,000  in  military  equipment  anfl  $5,000,000,- 
000  in  foods,  textiles,  machinery  and  chemicals. 

During  war  all  export  classifications  were  military 
secrets. 

Basic  equipment  for  Stalin's  new  five-year  plan  in- 
cluded 1,000  locomotives,  9,00fJ  freight  cars,  $28,000,- 
000  worth  of  steel  rails  and  $10,000,000  in  spare 
wheels  and  axles. 

Russian  merchant  fleet  was  established  with  114 
cargo  vessels  given  under  lend-lease. 

On  cash  basis,  Russia  took  $25,000,000  in  U.  S.  in- 
dustrial machinery  and  equipment  in  1939,  but  needed 
over  a  billion  dollars'  worth  of  these  items  under 
lend-lease  in  1944. 

Although  lend-lease  to  other  Allies  was  stopped 
immediately  at  war's  end,  Russia  continues  to  get 
about  $300,000,000  worth  of  materials. 

Official  explanation  is  that  it's  a  credit  sale  of 
goods  and  equipment  stored  here  in  Russia's  name. 

Russian  troops  supervise  250  miners  working  the 
Czech  uranium  deposits  —  the  only  such  field  in 
Europe.  Product  is  shipped  to  Russian  occupation 
zone  in  Germany.  — Nation's  Business  for  April,  1946

If  communism  and  socialism  are  so  wonderful  then 
why  do  the  largest  and  most  experienced  commun- 
istic country  in  the  w^orld  (Russia)  and  th%  largest 
socialistic  country  in  the  world  (England)  have  to 
come  to  this  country  to  borrow^  money? 

America  is  the  only  major  country  where  people 
have  been  able  to  produce  enough  for  their  own 
wants  and  have  a  surplus.  The  countries  with  the

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The  Florida  Everglades  hurricane  of  1S>28  was  as 
savage  a  storm  as  this  continent  has  ever  known. 
The  barometer  dropped  to  the  lowest  point  it  had 
ever  recorded  in  America.  Gales  whipped  to  more 
than  100  miles  per  hour.  In  a  few  hours,,  at  least 
2000  'Glades  people  lost  their  lives,  and  a  region  the 
size  of  Delaware  was  utterlv  devastated. 

« 

That  September  the  Everglades  had  been  booming 
as  never  before.  In  the  heart  of  the  Glades,  the  per- 
sistent overflows  of  Lake  Okeechobee,  which  had 
made  the  Glades  an  oozing  swampland,  appeared  to 
have  been  controlled  by  dikes  and  drainage  canals. 
The  district's  biggest  planting  of  winter  vegetables 
had  iust  begun.  Tractors  growled  through  the  muck 
fields  like  terriers ;  in  seed  stores  and  supply  houses, 
clerks  labored  half  the  night.  Although  still  wild 
country,  infested  with  snakes,  alligators  and  wildcats, 
the  region  ranked  with  the  world's  best  farming  land. 
Rich  crops,  as  many  as  three  a  season,  seemed  to 
spring  up  at  the  touch  of  the  plow. 

Yet  for  all  its  prosperity,  the  region  lay  fearfully 
vulnerable  to  storms.  From  Lake  Okeechobee  east- 
ward to  Palm  Beach  the  land  stretches  flat  as  a  floor 
—  a  made-to-order  arena  for  wild  winds  and  floods. 
Jammed  in  shacks  and  tents  on  that  lowland  lived 
some  5000  itinerant  field  laborers.  Few  could  be 
reached  by  telephone ;  not  one  family  in  a  hundred 
owned  a  radio.  Okeechobee,  30  miles  in  diameter,  lay 
above  the  level  of  most  of  the  farms,  but  new  levees 
circled  the  lake.  Unfortunately  the  levees,  built  of 
muck  and  marl,  were  about  as  durable  as  porridge, 
and  rose  only  a  few  feet  above  the  lake's  high-water 
mark.  There  had  been  a  warning;  in  the  1926  hurri- 
cane the  levees  had  broken  near  Moore  Haven  and 
400  had  drowned.    Still,  nobody  worried. 

As  the  night  wore  on,  horror  piled  on  horror.  On 
every  hummock,  fear-crazed  poisonous  snakes  struck 
and  writhed  among  the  survivors.  Dennis  Flynn,  a 
Pahoke  farmer,  sought  refuge  in  a  tree  after  his  house 
blew  away.  All  night  he  had  to  battle  snakes  which 
sought  the  same  refuge.  One  father  who  had  fled 
with  his  little  boy  to  high  ground  held  the  child  out 
of  reach  of  the  snakes  until,  bitten  repeateldy,  he  fell 
unconscious ;  in  a  few  moments,  both  boy  and  father 
perished. 

Toward  midnight  the  wind  and  wild  waters  rose  to 
a  crescendo;  it  seemed  nothing  living  could  escape. 
On  Torrey  Island  in  the  lake,  21  persons  clambered 
to  the  ceiling  timbers  of  a  packing  house  as  the  flood 
stormed  in.  The  building  disintegrated  under  grind- 
ing waves  and  nine  of  the  21  died. 

Soon  after  midnight  the  wind  slackened  and  died ; 
the  rain  continued  and  the  flood  kept  rising  until  long 
after  daybreak.  Bodies  were  lodged  at  grotesque 
angles  on  every  mudbank ;  nudging  against  them 
were  carcasses  of  horses,  cattle  and  hogs.  From 


Lake  Okeechobee  to  Palm  Beach  —  a  distance  of  45 
miles  —  scarcely  a  human  habitation  remained  stand- 
ing. 

When  rescue  crews  pushed  into  the  Glades  by  boat 
they  looked  upon  scenes  that  suggested  the  end  of 
the  world.  Muck-blackened  waters  covered  much  of 
the  region  nine  feet  deep.  The  crews  tied  floating 
bodies  together  and  towed  them  to  concentration 
points.  Occasionally,  as  the  rafts  of  the  dead  passed 
the  canal  banks,  a  frantically  searching  survivor 
would  recognize  a  husband,  wife  or  child  by  familiar 
clothing.  The  raft  wpuld  be  eased  into  the  bajik  for 
a  moment  until  identification  was  complete.  Then  the 
corpses,  revolving  slowly  in  the  propeller  wash,  would 
glide  on. 

In  West  Palm  Beach  the  roar  of  steam  shovels 
digging  burial  trenches  could  be  heard  throughout 
the  night.  Nearly  700  lay  in  one  such  grave.  By  the 
fourth  day,  bodies  could  no  longer  be  identified;  they 
were  simply  saturated  with  oil  and  set  afire. 

For  years  afterward.  Everglades  farmers  plowed 
up  bodies  in  their  fiields.  Many  corpses  had  been 
buried  forever  in  mudbanks  or  beneath  tons  of  debris. 
Because  so  many  victims  were  itinerant  workers,  no 
census  of  the  missing  was  possible.  Residents  esti- 
mated that  2500  had  perished. 

But  the  terror  of  that  devastating  storm  failed  to 
crush  the  people's  spirits.  They  had  only  one  ques- 
tion :  When  could  they  go  home  again  ? 

Today  they  are  home,  and  the  Glades  are  roaring 
with  nrosperity.  In  1943  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tion awarded  the  region's  farmers  its  "A"  flag  for 
their  achievements  in  raising  desperately  needed  food. 
Last  year  vegetable  sales  alone  totaled  $20,000,000. 
Although  another  hurricane  can  always  strike, 
authorities  believe  that  Lake  Okeechobee  is  barred 
forever  from  rampaging  over  the  farms.  A  great  dike 
has  been  built,  85  miles  loii.g  and  20  feet  above  the 
normal  level  of  the  lake.  '  The  land  —  acre  for  acre 
the  richest  in  the  nation- — is  safe  from  a  repetition 
of  that  terrible  hurricane  of  '28.

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CONSPIRING  AGAINST  THE  PEOPLE 

Umlcr  the  pretext  of  restricting  strikes,  C'oiij^ress 
is  conspiring"  against  the  welfare  of  the  American 
people.  The  program  of  Congress  is  not  to  elitnjnate 
strikes.  It  is  to  lower  the  standard  of  living.  Legisla- 
tion against  strikes  is  only  one  jjhasc  of  the  program. 
By  itself,  it  is  serious  enough.  Coujjlcd  with  the  plan 
to  raise  ])rices,  it  is  catastrophic. 

For  several  years  it  has  been  evident  that  the  con- 
gressional mouthpieces  for  powerful  connnercial 
interests  are  determined  to  remove  all  regulation 
over  prices. 

With  such  regulations  removed,  the  business 
barons  could  skyrocket  their  prices  and  almost  over- 
night take  away  the  billions  of  dollars  the  American 
people  patriotically  invested  in  bonds  to  help  their 
government  pay  the  colossal  cost  of  a  world-wide 
war. 

For  millions  of  y\mericans,  these  War  Bonds  repre- 
sent the  only  money  they  have  been  able  to  save. 
It  has  given  them  some  degree  of  financial  security. 

If  prices  soar,  everyone  will  have  to  cash  in  their 
bonds  for  groceries  and  rent.  Their  savings  will  be 
gone.  Big  business  will  have  taken  them  away.  Un- 
organized workers  will  be  helpless. 

Many  organized  workers  have  not  been  unduly 
alarmed  at  the  threat  of  higher  living  costs  because 
they  reasoned  they  could  pay  them  with  wage  in- 
creases. 

But  without  the  right  to  strike,  there  can  be  no 
wage  increases.  And  it  is  the  right  to  strike  that 
Congress  is  attempting  to  take  away. 

Congress,  with  one  of  its  few  faint  glimmers  of 
intelligence,  discovered  that  repeal  of  the  OPA  regu- 
lations would  "not  bring  the  full  production  the 
industrialists  have  been  talking  about. 

Instead,  it  would  bring  a  wave  of  strikes  for  higher 
wages  with  which  to  pay  the  higher  prices.  Pro- 
duction would  go  down,  not  up. 

So  Congress,  with  customary  cupidity,  decided  to 
take  away  the  right  to  strike,  thereby  leaving  work- 
ing people  at  the  mercy  of  the  business  groups 
greedy  for  their  War  Bonds. 

If  labor  loses  the  right  to  strike,  it  means  that 
prices  will  rise  while  wages  decline  —  not  only  for 
union  men  but  everyone  outside  of  the  few  privileged 
persons  who  manipulate  Congress  for  their  profit. 

The  standard  of  living  will  go  steadily  lower  until 
the  public  has  lost  its  purchasing  power.  Then  will 
come  industrial  paralysis  and  wholesale  unemploy- 
ment. And  then? 

What  happens  then  should  cause  business  to 
shudder.  But  it  can't  see  that  far  in  the  future.  It 
is  blinded  by  the  glitter  of  gold.  It  can  see  the  rain- 


i)ow  but  it  can't  see  the  cyclone  whirling  behind  it. 

The  lime  to  save  free  enterprise  is  now.  Presently 
it  will  be  too  late.

WHO  SAID  THAT? 

The  idea  that  the  cost  of  living  is  less  south  of  the 
Mason-Dixon  line  cannot  be  substantiated.  It  is 
about  time  that  labor  unions  make  an  effort  to  wipe 
out  this  discriminatory  line.  Wages  in  the  south 
should  be  as  high  as  wages  in  the  north.  It  costs 
just  as  much  to  live  there. 

Tn  a  letter  we  received  from  a  Chicago  boy  who 
went  to  Beaumont,  Texas,  to  live  we  note  the  follow- 
ing: 

"I  fail  to  see  where  living  expenses  are  cheaper 
down  here  than  in  Chicago.  I  tried  to  buy  an  auto- 
mobile ;  they  cost  more  than  in  Chicago. 

"I  buy  milk  for  the  kids  and  pay  16c  per  quart, 
which  is  exactly  the  same  as  in  Chicago.  I  paid  11c 
for  a  loaf  of  bread  in  Chicago ;  I  pay  the  same  down 
here.  I  bought  a  broom  and  paid  $1.65  for  it;  I  can 
get  a  better  one  in  Chicago  for  $1.25.  May  the  Lord 
help  the  working  man  in  Beaumont  who  desires  to 
purchase  a  home. 

"Here  is  what  I  ran  up  against.  I  went  out  to  look 
at  a  modest  five-room  cottage  just  outside  the  city 
limits  of  Beaumont.  The  price  was  $9,500.  This 
cottage  had  no  basement,  no  central  heating  unit,  no 
utility  room,  and  just  plaster-board  walls. 

"I  looked  at  places  somewhat  more  decent  and  the 
prices  ranged  from  $15,000  to  $17,000.  I  could  pur- 
chase a  more  substantial  home  in  Chicago  for  less 
money. 

"Where  do  they  get  the  idea  that  it  is  cheaper  to 
live  in  the  south,  and  yet  my  wages  are  $22  per  week 
less  than  I  would  receive  at  the  trade  had  I  stayed 
at  home." 

Only  one  Jesse  James  is  dead.  His  type  has  multi- 
plied a  million  fold.  Of  course,  we  should  not  com- 
plain because  the  OPA  is  doing  an  extraordinary  job 
in  keeping  down  the  cost  of  living.  Who  said  that? 
— Butcher  Workman.

Exports  to  Russia  averaged  $293,000,000  a  month;

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WHAT  UNION  DUES  BRING 

Just  what  union  dues  represent,  and  what  results 
union  dues  bring  in  the  form  of  better  employer- 
employe  relations,  is  succinctly  outlined  in  the  follo\\^- 
ing  message  from  an  «AFL  pamphlet  published  in 
1937  and  as  applicable  today  as  then : 

Your  union  dues  pay  for  service.  The  union  can 
do  for  you  what  you  cannot  do  for  yourself.  You 
can  do  some  things  as  an  individual ;  but  some  things 
you  can  only  do  by  joining  with  others  who  are  also 
interested  in  getting  action. 

It  is  impractical  for  the  whole  work  force  to  go  to 
the  office  to  talk  over  the  work  contract  with  the 
boss,  and  so  you  select  your  best  informed  and  ablest 
spokesman  to  go  for  you.  But  can  your  ablest  fellow 
worker  afTord  to  stand  up  for  your  rights  if  the  em- 
ployer can  fire  him  for  it?  This  is  why  the  union 
must  pay  a  salary  to  its  business  executive. 

But  to  run  your  union  your  executive  needs  more 
than  his  salary. 

He  must  have  money  in  order  to  get  the  informa- 
tion and  the  assistance  he  needs  to  negotiate  agree- 
ments covering  your  job. 

He  must  be  able  to  help  you  get  compensation  for 
accidents  or  for  unemployment. 

He  must  be  able  to  protect  your  interests  when- 
ever changes  are  made  in  your  industry. 

He  must  help  all  union  members  to  get  jobs. 

He  must  work  for  laws  to  protect  workers  and 
work  against  laws  that  would  interfere  with  your 
progress. 

He  must  represent  you  in  civic  and  social  activities 
in  your  community  in  order  to  get  for  you,  your  wife 
and  your  children  the  best  possible  opportunities  for 
good  and  satisfactory  living. 

Your  dues  are  an  investment  in  the  benefits  of  a 
union  —  steadily  rising  wages  as  conditions,  warrant, 
greater  leisure  through  the  shorter  work  week  and 
vacations  with  pay,  committees  to  represent  you  in 
grievances  and  problems  of  the  job,  greater  security 
and  better  employment  relationships.

DOES  UNCLE  SAM  OWE  YOU  MONEY? 

An  undetermined  number  of  American  men  and 
women  of  more  than  65  years  of  age  are  passing  up 
neat  little  checks  the  government  would  like  to  send 
them  every  month  if  they  would  only  apply,  Victor 
Sadd,  manager  of  the  Social  Security  Board's  Wash- 
ington field  office,  declared  recently. 

Included  in  the  group  are  Federal  government 
workers,  persons  in  business  for  themselves  and 
others  still  employed  but  not  under  the  social  security 
system. 

The  checks  in  some  cases  vrould  run  higher  than 
$40  a  mon<h  and  would  be  accomparvied  by  another 


check  for  husband  or  wife  in  the  amount  of  half  that 
received  by  the  direct  beneficiary. 

Anyone  reaching  the  age  of  65  who  has  paid  the 
required  amount  into  the  social  security  fund,  plus 
sums'  paid  by  employers,  is  entitled  to  monthly  bene- 
fits as  soon  as  they  stop  working  at  a  job  covered  by 
social  security,  Sadd  explained. 

y\nyone  who  paid  social  security  on  earnings  half 
the  time  between  now  and  the  first  date  they  came 
under  the  system  is  entitled  to  a  monthly  check  if  he 
or  she.  is  (1)  65;  (2)  not  employed,  or  (3)  gainfully 
employed  at  anything  not  covered  by  social  security. 

"Many  persons  over  65  think  they  are  not  entitled 
to  social  security  because  they  have  incomes,"  Sadd 
said.  "This  is  true  only  if  the  income  is  from  work 
covered  by  social  security.  Government  workers  and 
others  not  under  the  system  are  entitled  to  social 
security  benefits  just  as  though  they  had  retired.  We 
have  no  way  of  telling  how  many  eligible  persons 
have  neglected  to  apply  for  their  benefits,  but  we  are 
convinced  there  are  a  good  many." 

Typical  of  the  size  of  checks  that  Social  Security 
pays,  or  is  willing  to  pay  on  application,  are  the  fol- 
lowing cases  of  persons  who  worked  under  its  cover- 
age for  five  years : 

Average  income  $100  a  month,  check  for  insured, 
$26.25;  average  income  $150  a  month,  check  $31.50; 
average  income  $250  a  month,  which  is  the  maximum 
coverage,  check  $42.  In  addition,  the  beneficiary's 
wife  or  husband  gets  a  check  for  half  the  sum  to 
which  the  beneficiary  is  entitled.

Suspension  for  nonpayment  of  dues  of  T.  A.  Boyd 
28178  by  Local  137,  published  in  the  August  '43  issue  ^ 
of  The  Lather,  was  an  error  and  has  been  dlancelled 
in  accordance  with  his  army  discharge. 
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The  housing  situation  gives  a  perfect  example  of 
liow  govcrntneiit  interference  can  create  an  emergency 
out  of  what  would  otherwise  he  just  one  more 
prol)lem  for  ]>ractical  nien  to  tackle  and  solve. 
GovernnuMil  olYiccrs,  hy  injecting  themselves  on  con- 
struction and  hy  their  rigid  material  controls,  have 
made  hlack  markets  in  huilding  materials. 

There  is  a  housing  shortage,  but  no  one  knows 
how  great  the  shortage  is.  During  the  war  period, 
more  than  15,000,000  people  shifted  their  residences. 
An  unknown  number  of  families  who  doubled  up 
during  the  deep  depression  would  like  to  separate 
again. 

The  national  housing  agency  estimates  that  39 
per  cent  of  the  housing  in  the  nation  is  substandard, 
and  the  1940  census  shows  that  about  46  per  cent  of 
the  37,000,000  units  then  in  existence  were  in  need 
of  major  repairs.  The  Federal  Public  Housing 
Administration  estimates  that  16,000,000  new  dw^ell- 
ing  units  will  be  required  within  the  next  10  years. 

A  war  order  issued  in  April,  1942,  practica-lly 
stopped  residential  building  but  there  would  today, 
in  any  event,  be  an  acute  shortage  of  desirable  new 
residences.  The  OPA  has  turned  this  shortage  into 
an  emergency  by  practically  tying  up  the  manu- 
facture of  building  material  through  ceiling  prices 
that  did  not  cover  costs. 

In  some  cases,  as  in  the  lumber  industry,  the  ceiling 
prices  were  such  as  to  divert  the  mills  from  making 
the  sizes  of  lumber  used  in  building,  but  allowing 
lumber  to  supply  foreign  markets.  Exactly  the  same 
conditions  obtain  or  have  obtained  in  practically  all 
of  the  supplies  needed  for  building.  Some  of  these 
supplies  can  be  bought  at  high  prices  in  the  black 
markets  and  some  builders  have  had  to  truck  500  or 
1,000  miles  for  minor  items. 

The  OPA,  by  its  price  policy  on  materials,  shut  off 
private  building  when  it  was  most  needed,  and  it  is 
these  actions  which  have  created  the  emergency. 

If  the  government  kept  aloof  and  let  the  construc- 
tion industry  work  out  the  shortage  problem  through 
their  experience  and  know  how,  construction  would 
be  progressing  by  this  time,  let  the  problems  of  any 
industry  be  the  concern  of  the  industry  to  solve  it, 
and  it  will.  An  industry  can  thrive  only  when  it  is 
producing.  No  industry  will  produce  unless  it  can 
sell  its  product. 

The  construction  industry  with  its  keen  competi- 
tion will  produce  at  prices  that  will  invite  buyers. 
It  always  did  and  will  do  it  just  as  soon  as  govern- 
ment restrictions  are  lifted.  Competition  regulates 
material  prices,  also  profits  to  the  bmlders. 


The  postwar  travel  pcriofl  doubtless  will  bring 
many  sight-seers  to  tread  iIt-  florji  s  of  \'<  \v  Kng- 
land's  historic  dwellings. 

In  Brunswick,  Maine's  popular  summer  resort,  is 
the  Harriet  Heecher  Stowe  house,  built  in  1806, 
where  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin  was  written.  At  Portland, 
vacation  city  on  Casco  I'ay,  is  the  Henry  VVadsworth 
Longfellow  House,  former  home  fjf  the  author,  built 
in  17<S6  by  Longfellow's  grandfather. 

In  Massachusetts  Berkshires  the  old  town  of 
Adams  contains  the  homestead  and  birthplace  of 
Susan  B.  Anthony,  pioneer  woman  suffragette,  and 
in  the  same  resort  region  at  Great  Barrington  is  the 
Henderson  House,  built  in  1739,  associated  with 
Shay's  Rebellion,  the  Revolution  and  William  Cullen 
Bryant.  On  Cape  Cod  where  the  salt  tang  of  sea 
winds  beckon  thousands,  are  many  ancient  houses. 
Famous  among  those  is  the  Alden  House  built  in 
1653  at  Druxbury,  once  the  home  of  John  and  Priscilla 
Alden.  Also  the  Alexander  Standish  House  built  in 
1666  by  the  son  of  Miles  Standish. 

At  Marblehead,  in  whose  harbor  Old  Ironsides 
sought  shelter,  is  the  famed  Molly  Pitcher  House, 
the  Town  House,  old  Lee  Mansion,  Pedrich  House, 
and  homes  mentioned  in  Whittier's  poems.  At  Salem, 
gateway  to  many  resorts,  and  harbor  or  Clipper  ship 
romance,  is  the  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  House,  the 
House  of  Seven  Gables,  the  Derby  House,  and  the 
old  Witch  House,  once  the  home  of  Justice  Corwin, 
one  of  the  witchcraft  judges.

Any  one  who  wants  to  know  the  current  state  of 
the  lumber  supply  in  this  country  need  only  try  to 
build  a  few  shelves.  If  he  gets  the  boards  he  needs 
he  can  count  himself  lucky. 

Lumber  can  be  had,  of  course,  in  the  black  market. 

Black  market  lumber  isn't  going  to  meet  the 
nation's  housing  needs. 

The  strangulation  of  production  by  OPA  regula- 
tions is  an  old  story  by  now.  It  is  particularly  effec- 
tive in  discouraging  lumber  production  because  a 
great  many  timber  owners  are  under  no  compulsion 
to  cut  their  logs  in  any  particular  year.  They  are 
not  like  farmers,  who  must  harvest  a  crop  when  it 
is  ripe  and  sell  it  for  what  the  market  offers  nor 
are  they  in  the  position  of  the  manufacturer  with  so 
high  an  investment  in  plant  and  equipment  that  it  is 
frequently  less  costly  to  run  at  a  loss  than  to  shut 
down.  The  longer  the  trees  stand,  the  more  they  are 
worth  when  finally  cut. 

OPA  can  keep  a  man  from  making  a  profit,  but 
it  can't  force  him  to  go  into  business  and  lose  money. 
That's  why  the  country  is  short  of  lumber  and  why 
it  is  buying  a  large  proportion  of  what  it  gets  in  the 
black  market  at  extortionate  prices  —  far  above  what 
lumber  would  cost  under  a  free  price  system.

Troubled  hy  the  food  shortage  ?  Wonder  what 
caused  it  ? 

Some  blame  OPA.  They  say  the  agency  sets  food 
and  meat  prices  so  low  that  farmers  can't  sell  them 
at  a  profit.  That  may  be  so  in  some  instances.  But 
let's  ask  another  question : 

Are  the  farmers  of  the  nation  on  strike? 

If  the  operators  of  the.  coal  mines,  after  digging 
the  fuel  from  the  earth,  let  it  pile  up  in  the  mines 
and  refused  to  sell  at  the  OPA  ceiling  prices,  that 
would  be  a  strike  wouldn't  it  ? 

There  would  be  a  terrific  hue  and  cry  about  that. 
The  eflfect  on  the  public  would  be  the  same  as  when 
the  miners  c\mt  work  and  produced  no  coal.  There 
was  a  shortage  that  got  worse  and  worse  each  day. 

Now  we  have  a  shortage  of  meat  in  the  shops  and 
in  the  homes.  The  cattle  stay  on  the  range.  It  is 
just  as  hard  to  get  as  unmined  coal  during  the  strike. 

The  OPA  has  relaxed  prices  and  completely  lifted 
ceilings  on  thousands  of  items  of  food  and  merchan- 
dise. We  are  unconvinced  the  agency  either  is  un- 
realistic or  unfair  in  the  majority  of  its  decisions. 
It  certainly  gave  ground  rapidly  as  it  fought  recently 
for  life  in  Congress.  It  has  been  raising  prices  just 
as  the  government  has  been  encouraging  wage  in- 
creases. Not  as  rnuch,  perhaps,  as  the  farmers  and 
others  would  like."  But  neither  were  the  wage  in- 
creases as  high  as  the  workers  wanted. 

The  conclusion  is  inescapable  that  thousands  of 
farmers  and  farm  groups  as  well  as  other  producers 
are  on  strike.  Their  "wage  demand"  is  the  complete 
lifting  of  ceilings  on  their  special  products. 

 o  

Americans  expect  the  luxury  of  a  private  car.  Of 
necessity  we  may  use  busses,  but  whenever  possible 
we  drive  our  own  machine.  Now  a  private  car  on 
the  road  carries  an  average  of  1.7  passengers.  A  bus 
displaces  about  five  cars,  carries  from  44  to  56  people. 

City  planners  and  traffic  engineers  predict  that  in 


196.S,  when  we  reach  a  peak  poj)ulation,  there  will 
be  f(jrty  inilli(jn  cars  in  use.  We  will  need  every  mile 
(A  expressway  and  r  vcry  safety  device  enginr  ers  can 
dream  up. 

I'<ven  discounting  future  needs,  tliere  arc  several 
reasons  why  at  least  some  of  the  new  city  plans  can 

—  and  will  —  be  started  soon.  Ivx-scrvicemen  need 
jobs  ;  the  new  cars  need  faster  rcjads. 

Few  or  none  of  the  new  city  plans  will  be  executed 
exactly  as  laid  out,  and  already  many  of  them  have 
inspired  counter-proposals.  But  all  this  is  of  sec- 
ondary importance.  What  really  counts  is  the  fact 
that  millions  of  Americans  are  beginning  to  think 
critically  about  our  traffic  problems,  and  are  willing 

—  even  eager  —  to  do  something  ab(jut  them.

PENTAGON  BUILDING 

This  five-sided  structure  is  almost  a  mile  around. 

The  job  of  erecting  the  Pentagon,  which  has  a 
cubic  volume  of  91  million  feet,  would,  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  take  about  seven  years,  but  building 
tradesmen  geared  to  war  production  completed  it  in 
the  remarkable  time  of  14  months. 

The  Pentagon  contains  more  than  16  miles  of  cor- 
ridor. The  five-story  building  is  120  feet  high.  A 
force  of  700  janitors  and  charwomen  is  maintained. 
There  are  288  guards  and  42  members  of  the  Military 
Police  regularly  assigned.  Eight  cafeterias  are  in 
operation,  serving  25,000  meals  daily.  Also  there  are 
six  beverage  bars  which  serve  an  average  of  30,000 
persons  daily. 

Among  other  things,  this  marvelous  building  con- 
tains 21,000  desks;  140,000  chairs;  200  rest  rooms, 
averaging  10  wash  basins  each ;  650  water  founts. 
It  has  a  soda  bar,  500  feet  long,  off  the  second  floor 
concourse,  also  barbershops,  and  even  a  clothing  and 
notions  store.

Alaska  Has  100  Billion  Tons  of  Coal  in  Reserve, 
Bureau  of  Mines  Reports 

■  Coal  reserves  in  Alaska  are  sufficient  to  meet  the 
immediate  fuel  requirements  of  the  expanding  in- 
dustrial and  commercial  economy  of  the  territory, 
according  to  a  survey  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Mines. 

The  survey  disclosed  coal  deposits  totaling  nearly 
100  billion  short  tons,  chiefly  of  lignite  and  sub- 
bituminous  coals,  and  the  Bureau  stated  that  further 
surveys  would  probably  increase  this  total  sub- 
stantially. 

Alaskan  production  was  less  than  200,000  tons  a 
year  prior  to  World  War  II,  but  this  output  was  in- 
creased 50  percent  during  recent  years  and  will 
probably  continue  to  rise  as  the  need  for  the  coal 
increases.
